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INTOODUCTION, 


This collection of papers, wliicli has been compiled under the ins- 
trnctioiis of the lion’blo Isawab Syed Shains-iil-Hiida, m.a. b.l., Member, 
Executive Council, Bengal, from the records of the Government of 
Bengal and of the Bengal Board of Revenue, j-elato'S to the Hooghly 
Imambarali, a Muhammadan religious institution maintained out of the 
income of the Syedpur Trust Estate now in the district of Khiilna. 
The papers have been arranged in chronological order and give a 
detailed account of the affairs of the Imambarali from 1815 to 1910, 
The trust was created by Hajee Muhammad Mohsin who inherited the 
zamindari of Pargana Syedpur from his half-sister, Mannoojam Khaniim. 
The Haiee had no lawful heirs and he created a loahf of the said 
zamindari for religious and charitable purposes by the de^ed of appro- 
priation, dated the 20th April 1806, and appointed Rujub Uli Khan and 
Shakiir Uli Khan, Mutwallis or Trustees of the Endowment, authorizing 
either of them, in case of inability to difecharge the duties of the 
trust, to appoint another trustee in iiis place. Agreeably to the terms 
of the deed, the Board of Revenue recognised the abovenamed persona 
as trustees and : they managed the triist both during tlie life^ t of 
the appropriator and after his death. 


In 1220 B. S. (1813 A.D.) 8hakiir Uli Khan, being seriously ill, 
appointed Ids son Bakur Uli Khan to be trustee in liia place and 
shortly after died, and in the same year Rajiib Xlli Khan vrho had 
become very old and infirm in like manner appointed liis son Wasiq 
Uii Khan to succeed him in the managoment of the trust. 

In 1818 Government was compelled to take upon itself the proeura- 
torsliip of the endowment in consequence of tlie misapjiropriation of. 
its funds by the abovenamed Mutwalleea (llakur Uli and Wasiq Uli),' 
and apjiointed Akbar LTi Khan in their ])laco to manage the endow- 
ment. Upon this litigaLion ensued, the result of wliich wms that in ,,a 
decree passed in 1836 the Sudder Dewany Ada whit supported- Goveni- ; 
inent in its interference. A list of the Mutwallis showing under 
•wliat authorities they wore appointed is giv<3n below. - ' , .

The following information showing the relation between Salahiidcliii 
Muhammad Khan, the original founder of the Ilooghly Imanibara]! 
and Haji Muhaminad Molisin, has been obtained from “ Tabaqua-i-Mohsinya,” 
a Persian History of the Iinambarah written by Nawabzada Syed 
Ashrafuddin Ahmed, Khan Bahadur, the present MutwaUi :• — 

Agha Muhaminad Motahar was a Persian wdio came to India in the 
latter part of the reign of the Moghul Emjjeror Aiirangzeb and began 
to carry on his trade at Hooghly, which was at that time one of the 
most flourishing commercial ports in India. Later on he perma- 
nently settled at Hooghly and founded there an Imamharah, which 
was subsequently reconstructed and maintamed by Muliammad Saleh 
alias Salah Uddin Muhammad Khan. Hajee Faiziillali was the nephew 
(sister’s son) of Agha Muhammad Motahar, and came .to India from 
Persia with his uncle. Faizullah married one; of the widows of his 
uncle named Zainab Khaniim after his death. Zainab had ufdaughter 
named Marram alias Mannoojaii Klianum : by her former ; husband.

Althoiigii the provisions of Regulation 19 of 1810 prescribe the course Miscellaneous 
to be observed in ordinary cases falling within the scope of that Law, 
nevertheless, as there are some points in the present reference not expressly 
provided for, we consider it proper and necessary to sul)mit the arrangements 
we propose to adopt in conserpience for the sanction of your Hon’ble Board. 

2. As the report of the Local Agents contains a very clear, satisfactory, 
and succinct statement of the origin, resources; and existing state of the 
Institution, we shall not trespass on the time of , your lionourable Board on 
these points, bm state the arrangements we would propose for the better 
management of the institution in future and the due appropriation of the 
funds to the purposes for which they are intended. • 

o. That the present Mutawaiees (or trustees) are unfit persons for the - 
charge, is. we think, sufficiently manifest ; but as one was appointed by the 
founder of the Endowment on its present footing, and. the other is the son of 
Hie late incumbent, it is not intended to interfere with their functiGiis 
(however (piestionable the right of the latter may be to officiate in that 
capacity;, hnt we would ])ropose that a ])ei'Son ol‘ rospectability, good ediica- 
tion. and experience in duties of tin' nature alluded, be ajpioini.ed as Ameen 
(or lnspe(.*t()r} for the following purposes, viz., to k(^ep accounts of all receipts 
and disburseiiu'nts ; to form, in eoiicert with the Mntawalees, estimates ol 
the expenses requisite for the ]3orfornianei' of the several cermnouies ; to 
control tile exjienditure generally, including the payment of tlie salaries and 
allowances of the several estaJdishnients, officei-s and servants (with excep- 
tion to the amount allotted for the ])ersoiiai expenses of the i\rutawalcos) ; 
to st'e that the buildings and edilices arc kepi in proper repair ; and to submil 
accounts, etc., etc., to the Local Agents wlienever they may consider it 
expedient to call for them. 

4. We cannot help noticing in this place the observation contained in 

the i2th Paragraph of the report of the Local Agents tliat tlie Mntawalees 
liad refused to produce any accounts, or rather allege that theiy have none 
to produce.” It is liardly possible to give credit to this assertion, but if it be 
correct, it is. in our opinion, a strong demonstration of the negligence of tlu^ ’ ' • , 

lu'csent Mntawalees or of tlieir unfitness for so important a trust. Whilst 

on the other hand, if there he. accounts, it was incumbent on them lo produce 
them, for as long as they are withheld, it is impossible not to infer, that 
misapplication of ihe funds is practised. 

5. The expense of the proposed establish ment would not be consider- 
able (probably not exceeding 200 Rs. per mensemO whilst we are not aware, 
that it would, in. any respect,, hit orf ore .with, , or encroach .on the powerr' 
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vested in the Mutawallees by the Towleeaiiiamah, the object oi: the present 
arrangement being to ensure a proper application of the fnnds, and to put a 
stop to the dissensions and jealousies whicli at present exist among so many 
contending parties. 


6. The other iioiiit on wliicli we have to solicit tlie instructions of your 
Honourable Board is the Estates not included in tlie Towleeainainah. 


7. These Estates, it seems, are now held by Baker Alee on tlie ground 
of a pretended verbal disposal of the property made by Hajee Mokiin in Ids 
father’s favour, but as the written deed on which he and his father first 
grounded their claim to tlie property has been |)ronoiinced in a Ooiirt of 
Justice to be a forgery, this nuncupative disposal of the property does not. (as 
very justly observed by the Local Agents) appear entitled to much credit, and 
as the Hajee died without heirs, the property may be considered an eselieat 
to Government. 


8. WTm;onciir entirely in the foregiong opinion — but as we apxireheiid 
most of the Estates pay Kevenue to Government and probably are of iiicon-' 
siderable value, Governiiient possibly may be disposed to waive tlieir claim to 
the proprietary right and allow tlie present occupant to retain possession on 
his agreeing to an eqiiitahlt:wi unima on re-assessiiien although lie has. in fact, 
little claim to such mark of indulgence as he seenis still to consider himsell 
entitled to the property under the forged deed before alluded to, in wliicii it is 
not improbable he fiad some (share), On this point, however, we solicit the 
mstructions of your Honoura, hie Board. In the meantime we shall instruct 
the several Collectors, in whose districts the Estates are situated, to furnish 
us with every necessary information repecting them, and shall report the 
result to your Honourable Board as early as possible.

1 am directed by the Honourable tiie Vice-President in Council to 
acknowledge the receipt of two letters from you dated the 4th and 22nd 
ultimo with their respective eiiciosures.

2. Under the cii’cumstances stated in this letter and in the report 
from the Local Agents at Hooghly the Vice-President in Council considers 
it to be essentially necessary that some arrangement should be adopted 
for the better management of tiie Institution alluded to in your letter 
and for ensuring a proper application of its funds to the purposes con- 
templated by its founder. 

3. The measures suggested in the 3rd paragraph of your letter for the 
attainment of the objects above noticed appear to the Vice-President in 
Council to be generally expedient. 

4. I am, however, directed to remark that the irregular and objection- 
able manner in which tlie present trustees appear to have conducted tlie 
affairs of the Institution and the jealousies and dissensions which exist 
among the contending parties render it in the judgment of the Vice-President 
in Council highly desirable and expedient that the Ameen who may be 
appointed to discharge the duties described in the 3rd paragraph of ymia' 
letter should be vested with exclusive control in the , management of ' the 
funds of the Institution, subject, of course, to the interposition of the author- 
ity of the Local Agents and of your Board. ; 

5. It is also of essential importance that the person who : may be^ iionii- 
iiated to tlie proposed office oL Ameen siiould be seJected with the greatest 
care, that his cliaracter should bo irreproachable and that his acknowiedged 
integrity and capacity should secure to liim general conhdence and res})OCt 
more particularly amongst the liighe)- classes of Mahomedans. 


6. The Vice-President in Council apprehends that the proposed allow- 
ance of 20() rupees per mensem for the salary of the Ameen and the expense 
of his establishment is upon too small a scale with reference to the res- 
ponsibility of the oFlioe and to the groat importance of selecting for the trust, 
an individual possessed of the requisite qualifications, and if the funds 
of the Institution should prove to be as ample as is estimated by the Local 
Agents, the allowance proposed to be assigned to the Ameen miglit, it is 
conceived, be augmented without inconvenience. 

7. The Vice-lh’esident in Council considers it to be uiiuecessary to 
issue any orders on the subject stated in the 7th paragraph of your letter. 
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until lie sliali be furnished with tJie requisite details, which noticed in the 
last paragraph of youi’ letter, you pi’opose to siibinit to Government at as 
early a period as may be practicable. 

22iid Ultimo. 

8. The establishineiit which you ]ia;ve recommended should be granted 
to Mr. Smelt for conducting the measui’emeiit oi' the Sunderban taluka 
situated in the district of Jessore, appears in general to be proper and 
reasonable. Previously, however, to sanctioning that establishment the 
Vice-Prp.sident in Council desires that a more detailed I'xplanation may be 
furnished of the proposed monthly allowance of 500 rupees for contingent 
■charges for bugerow and boat hire in addition to the usual deputation 
allowauco receivahle by Mr. 8melt. 

b. The V'ice-President in Council is aware that the duty to be performed 
liy Mr. Smelt will render it necessary for him to remain cliiefiy in lioats, but 
it is desirable that tliat gentleman should submit a statement of the number 
and description of boats which he iriay consider’ necessary and tlKwamoiint ol:

Gentlemen, 

We beg leave to submit for the consideration of the Board co]3y of 
a Djnirkliaiist and the account accompanying it presented to ns by Syed 
LTkbar Alee Khan. Aineen of the Einambarah of vSaloodeen Khan. 

2. As the SLiniiiid granted bj- tlie Board of Revenue to the Ameen does 

not correspond with what seems to us to be tlie intentions of Government 

from the 4th paragraph of their letter to the Board of Revenue under 
date 6th vSeptember last and what we consider to be the views of the Board 
and as the Aineen himself does not consider it sufficient authority for 
interfering in the management of the funds for the endowment, we beg 
leave to suggest that a fresh sunnud be granted to liini vesting him with, tlie 
exclusi\^e control in the management of the funds of the Tnstitiition subject 
of course to our interposition and authority. 

6. Doubtful how far we are vested with aiw control over any of the 
funds of the Institution vvhiclL are situated out of the district of Hooghly, 
\ve iiave not considered ourselves authorized to give the Ameen any 

instructions respecting the manageineiit of those in the district of Jessore, 
and as we have no means of obtaining any correct information respecting 
them we beg leave to recommend that any orders on the subject be 

transmitted to the Local Agents in that district. 

4. With, respect to the third proposition stated in the Aineen’s 
Dliurkhaust we are of opinion that he should make a strict enquiry into the 
rights of all the claimants, that he slionld submit for oiir inspection and 
approbation a copy of his proceedings together with a list of those who (with 
reference to the assets) have a superior claim to support from the .Institution. 

5. There is no doubt of the very bad state of repair the whole of the 
bnildings attached to the Institution are in, to defray the expense of repairing 
them the Aineen prepares, borrowing a sum of money and paying the principal 
and interest by degrees from the funds of the Institution and we are not 
aware of any objection to: this arrangement provided he takes the i-espon- 
sibiiity entirely upon himself.

SlE, 

I have the liouoiir of acknowledging the receipt of your letter dated 
the 14th instant, but received yesterday, detailing the instructions of the 
Board regarding the estate of the late Hajee Muhaniinad Mohsin. 

2. The selection of Native officers for conducting the business of the 
pergunnah shall, of course, if still desired, be made from those, who were 
employed during i he life of the late Hajee ; though for reasons which I speci- 
fied in my remarks when the List of tlie establishments of Moshairelidars 
and amlahs attached to the Estate was submitted. I rhought the Board would 
concur in opinion with me that they had by tiieir faithless and improper 
conduct forfeited ail riglit to a continuance in their offices, and that to secure 
the full realization of the resources of the Estate it would for the future be 
expedient and necessary to nominate persons wholly independent and uncon- 
nected with. it. 


3. I have before reported to the Hoard that in consequence of all the 
papers, accounts, and documents relating to the Estate having been destroyed 
by fire, the realization of the present outstanding balance, depend entirely upon 
the willingness of the nominal fanners and cultivators to discharge the 
arrears, as yet I have found tiiem very reluctant to pay any but of what is 
stated as due, though as officers of the estate it might Iiave been expected 
they would, when called upon, have evinced their readiness to adjust the 
claims preferred against them. The whole of the amlahs are farmers, recip- 
rocally sureties for each other and every cue of them considerably in arrear 
which, when demanded [rom the security (for the servant and fanner lias 
taken care to conceal himseif) is iiivariably deiiie<l and refused on the known 
ground that no document to substantiate tlie claim, can be produced. The 
Estate is still in arrears of revenue due to Government to the amount of 
Rs. 12,495-3-10. I may be onahled to collect this from tlu' sums still to be 
realized for the past year, but as 1 am by no means certain or sanguine of 
effecting this point, I wish to be informed in -what other wury those that wliich 
the board have disapproved of as objectionable and unusual, 1 can secure to 
Government its just dues for the late Bengal year 1222. 


4. By discharging those officers who' have so improperly behaved 
themselves and nominating others previously unconnooted in every respect 
with it, the Estate will not be subjected to any additional expense, as the 
former not being Moshairelidars when not employed as officers on the duties of 
collection can prefer no just claim to any further remuneration and a suffi.Gi0nt 
number of them who have not beeii considei’ed so culpable can be retained to 
afford all the assistance requisite for ascertaining the accui'atq resources of 
the Estate. Indeed in my firm opinion without an adherence to this plan, I 
sliaJl be unable to make the Mofussifee settlement for. the o'urrent yoar,' in any- 
way .satisfactory to the Board' or advantageous to the -establishments apper- 
taining to the* Estate panel as the new year has far advanced, it is' ’necessary 
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the new armiigements should iiii mediately be carried into effect, I hope to 
receive the Board’s final instructions on this point as speedily as possibly 
convenient,

Sir, 

To convince the Board it ia utterly impossible any exertions, liowever, 
streimoiis on iny part can recover the arrears still due to 'Government from 
the outstanding balances of the past Bengal year 1222, I beg leave to submit 
to their consideration a statement showing the Jumma Wash and Baiikee 
accounts for 1222, of the Estate of the late liajee Muhammad Mohsin. 

2. The Board will perceive that the Gross Hustabood or Rent Roll for 
the past year 1222 amounted to Rs. 1,29,509-3-14-2. Of this the Mutwallis 
collected to the anioiint of Rs. 1,08,105-3-13—3 and the sum of Rs. 9,937-4-1 
has since their removal from the trust been recovered by the Ameeii and the 
ainlah, he left at his departure. 

3. From the Gross Rent Roll is to be. deducted between 3,000 and 4,000 
rupees on aecouiit of serinjamee, which has invariably been allowed to the 
several Farmers as remission from their Jummas, and a small amount for th© 
unauthorized exaction of Curriimcharee, after this deduction it appears there 
remain only Rs. 7,691-2-17 to discharge the amount of Rs. 1.20,23-11-10 still 
due to Government for the past Bengal year 1222; therefore, unless those 
measures are resorted to for the realization of this arrear which I pointed out 
in a former letter on the subject. Government must be subjected to a consi- 
derable loss of revenue for the late year, for I am not aware that a portion 
of the Estate can, under the present circumstances, be disposed of at public 
auction. 

4. I have been assured by persons whom I cannot suppose interested to 
deceive me that the settlement for the eiirrent year will fail short consider- 
ably of the nominal Rent Roll of the past and they ascribe this defioieney as 
likely to ensue from the gross mismanagement of the persons who as 
Mutwallis have had the control of the Estate ; they appear to have been 
totally unworthy of the trust and undoubtedly incapable when they com- 
mitted the accoiiiit and collections of the Melials comprised in it, to the same 
persons who as amlahs likewise were Farmers and sureties for each other. 

5. I have also been told that it is not likely any other persons than those 
officoi’s of the Estate who held them for the past year, will venture to offer 
for any Farm for the current year and that if being officers they are un- 
qualified to renew their engagements as Farmers the collections of the 
Estate must be made "Khans.” Many of the officers’ farming leases are 
expired. I wish to know if T am to admit the continuance of them? 

6. As 1 have been honoured as yet with no reply to my late address to 
idle Board or as Kaseerulla Khan made his appearance, I have adopted no 
further measures for forming the mofussil settlement for the year, two 
months of which Jiavo now, expired, than issuing a notihcation in viting all 
those who are desirous - of taking Fahns to tender their offers backed by 
responsible security into this- office, blit ' unfesB other more active measures 
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are immediately adopted, great difficulty will be experienced realising fcj 
resources of the Estate for the present year ; and I am only hindered by t 
direct adoption of such measures by orders which I daily have expected frc 
the Board in reply to my last address, wherein I strongly recommended th 
the officers for collecting the rents for the present year should altogether 
different to those employed on the duties of the last, who by such, gross ni 
conduct had forfeited all right to a continuance of employment.

I am directed by tiie Board to acKiiowledge tlie receipt of your letter 
of the 27tli ultimo and I2tli instant and to communicate to you the following 
observations and instructions. 


2. The object of the interference on. the part of the Board in the 
administration of the affairs of the Estate was (as you have been apprized) 
to ensure the appropriation of the profits to the purposes described in the 
Towleutnama (or deed of trust) executed by the late Hajee Muhammad 
Mohsin. If this object can be obtained through the medium of the Miit- 
wallis the Board would have no objection to surrendering the Estate again to 
them provided they agree to the following stipulations. 

Firstl30— "To liquidate the balance of the past year with interest. 

Secondly. — To commit the treasuiy to a person appointed by the 
Collector. 

Thirdly. — To submit to tlie Ooliector a statement of the mofassil settle- 
ment. 

Fourthly. — To entertain only such establishment for the collection of the 
Revenues and the management of the atfairs of the Estat(^ as shall be 
approved by the Collector. 


3. On the Mutwalli’s agreeing to the foregoing conditions you are 
authorized to sui-render the Estate to them ; but if they decline 3^011 will 
retain charge of the Estate and proceed to form the mofassil settlement with 
as little delay as [utssible entertaining and erniJojdng for tlie general conduct 
of the business of the Estate sucii persons as you may tliink proper mf)t 
exceetling the amount specified in the establishnu^nt which accompanied your 
letter of t]u‘. 1 1th ultimo. 


4. Two modes for forming the mofassil settlement occur to the Board, 
viz. ; either to apportion the Estate into small farms or to hold it Khas. The 
former is doubtless the safer ‘and less troublesome mode and the Board 
authorize you to invite pro]DOsais for that pur[)ose for a ])eriod of five years. 
Nevertheless, if you should be of opinion tJiat as high a Revenue could be 
realized by holding tJre Estate Khas, you are authorized to adopt this mode 
but you nuiHt be awai-e that tlu> unremitting attention and vigilance of the 
Collector will bo required to ensure tlie due realization of the Revenue and 
to prevent abuses and misappropriation by the numerous officers which must 
bo employed. In the event of this mode being adopted. It would, perhaps, 
be advisable to make a settlement with the principal lyots of oacfi village. 


5. WJfch respect to the i-ealization of the outstanding balances of the 
past ye&Y the Board are hot prepared to give any specifi c - mstruotions further 
tiian to desire you will proceed against the farmers, their sureties, 01 
property in a If cases where they can be discovered, but if no trace can be 
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obtained of tbem the arrear must be liquidated out of the profits of the 
current year. 

6. Althouo;!! the immediate payment of the arrears due to Government 
is justly demandable, nevertheless on a consideration of the unsettled state 
in which the ahairs of the Estate have been involved for these some months 
past the Board would be disposed to accede to some indulgence of time for 
that purpose not exceeding six months, but you will endeavour to effect 
i iiiin ed i a t e payment ,

Copy of their reply. 

Copy of the lekrarnamali or Engagement subscribed to by the 
Mutwallis. 

Copy of my Purwannah detailing instructions to the Khuzanchee, 

Copy of the notification issued in consequence of these arrangements, 

3rdl — Tlie Mutwallis having declared their entire inability to discharge 
by an immediate pajunent the arrear due to Government for the past vear 
I have been under the necessity of receiving from them an engagement 
to pay tlie amount with interest in six months. A statement of the mofassil 
settlement will bo submitted as soon as formed, and a List comprising the 
establisiiment of oflieers for the collection of the Revenue and the general 
management of the affairs of the Estate has been made over for their 
guidance. 

4th. — As the Revenue Receipts of the Pergunnah will be under the 
sole control of the Collector it is to be expected tliat for the future no 
difficulty will be experienced in realizing the annual amount jiayable to 
Government, or in ensuring the due appropriation of the profits to the 
purposes described in the Tovvdeutriamah.

Sir, 

I beg leave to state tlie following circumstances to tlie Board. 

A man of the name of Mohammad Ahsiii has clandestinely gained admis- 
sion into the cutclierry of the Miitwallis of turf Syedpore. He is a man of 
notoriously bad character and by advancing money to Baker Alee Khan has 
gained so much ascendency over him, that he (in private) has the entire con- 
duct of the Estate to the very great detriment of it. 

2nd. Between this man and my amlah the most perfect understanding 
subsists and although it is here notorious, that he pays them handsomely every 
month and makes away with large sums of money that are never properly 
accounted for, yet I liaAm never been able to procure any of the original 
papers from the ciitchery of the Miitwallis as he receives notice from my 
amlah whenever I am about to send a purwannah, and has people ready to 
remove the required documents or forge others in their place. 

3rd. I beg leave to state, that I only gained inteliigence of liis lunng in 
the cutchery yesterday and think my being kept in ignorance is a convincing 
proof that my ainlahs were in his interest. 

I have great difficulty in proGuring any documents from tlie cutchery of 
the Mutwaliis and have reason to believe that my amlahs throw every irape- 
diinent in my way, as I am given to understand that they are deeply impli 
Gated in receiving monthly or yearly bribes.

Sir, 

I am sorry to be obliged to state, that the conduct of the Miifcwaliis 
of Kt. Pr. Syedpore has been contumacious in the extreme towards me, and 
that my authority in this zillah has hitherto been treated by them with the 
utmost contempt ; I have within this month issued three purwanahs to them 
ordering thvoin to deliver in without delay the Jumma Wasil Bakee accounts 
of the present year in conformity with the orders of the Board of the 27th 
of last month, but I have hitherto received no answer from them, neither 
could I induce either of them to come near me. The Mutwallis have 
neglected to deliver in the statements of the Mofassil Bundubust for the 
present year, and although I have written several Purwanahs to them on this 
subject, they have taken no notice whatever of them. 

2. On reference to the late acting Collector’s letter to the Board, dated 
9th of July 1816. he states in paragraph 3rd having sent for the guidance of 
Mutwallis "‘a list of the establishment of officei's for the collection of 
revenue and general management of the Estate,” and the name of Mohamed 
Ahsun was omitted in this list in conformity with the orders of the Board 
under date 14th May. It does not appear to me that the Mutwallis have 
paid any attention to the orders of the late Collector on this point, as I have 
had occasion to mention the name of Mohamed Ahsun in a former letter as 
taking a very principal part in the administration of the Estate. 

3. 1 hope the Board will pardon me for freely expressing my opinion 
that 1 lie present Mutwallis Rajub Alee Khan and Baker Alee Khan are 
totally unfit persons to be entrusted with the management of the estate now 
under their charge and I beg leave to state the following circumstances as 
my reasons for the above assertion. 

4. Rajub Alee Khan’s extreme age totally incapacitates him from 
taking any part in tlie management of the Estate ; he is between 70 and 80 
years of age and is not only very infirm in body but considerably impaired in 
bis faculties. 

5. Baker Alee Khan is a young man of very weak snind and unfortu- 
nately of most debauched habits. It is notorious here that his nights are a 
continued scene of profusion and drunkenness, and in regard to the affairs of 
the Estate he suffers himself to be guided by any one wdio will advance 
money to support his extravagance. 

6. The chief person, wdio at present advises, and influences the conduct 
of Baker Alee Klian, is Munshy Mohamed Ahsun, a man, of whose noto- 
riously bad character, T believe, the Board is already aware. I ascribe the 
coutumacious conduct of Baker Alee Khan to the influence of Moliamed 
Ahsun joined with the young man’s want of common capacity. 

7. Rajub Alee Khan for the ' reasons abovemention cd, I consider as 

possessing a mere nominal share in the conduct of "the Estate. ' ■ 


8. Mnnslii Moliamed Ashiiii lias held two Ijaralis under the Mutwallis 
for nearly four years, viz., turuft* Jomika and Turuff Misrediah to which 
Baker Alee Khan has within this last year, added the Ijarah of Turuff 
Maugliora. 

9. Bishonaut Bhose and Nersing Bliose are Benamee Ijaradars under 
the Mutwallis and have been so three j^’ears. In 1220 Nersing Bhose rvas 
appointed Dewan by Baker Alee Klian, and Bishonaut Bhose is a kind of 
Naib under him. These men have filled situations that ought to have been 
held by old servants of the establisliinent as directed in the 2nd paragraph 
of the Board’s letter under date 14th of May 1816. 

10. For the reasons abovementioiied I am decidedly of opinion that 
under the present management, the Estate wuli fail into arrears every year, 
and I beg leave with, due submission to suggest the expediency of appointing 
some fit person, on the part of Government to take charge of the Estate, 
I request the Board’s order on this subject.

The Board iiaving under consideration the late communications from the 
Acting Collector of Jessore relative to tim Trust Estate of Pergunnah Syed- 
pore, etc., and the endowment for the Imaiiibarah of the late Salahuddin 
Mohamed Khan together with an Urzee froiiiRujub Alee, one of theMutwallis 
of the Imambarali and a second Urzee from Mohamed Hussanand other depen- 
dents of the family are compelled to remark the riiiiious condition of the 
Estate as well vvitli regard to the interests of G-overiiment in the Public 
Revenue therefrom a . in the misappropriation of the remaining resources for 
the purposes and services of the Imambarali and for the support of the 
dependents of the late Hajee Afuhammad Mohsin provided for by theTowliat- 
naiiiah of the said Hajee. 

The Board purpose to review at length the maladministration of tlie 
trust by the present Mutwallis Riijub Alee and Baker Alee Khan and to 
call the attention of Government to the imperious necessity of removing them 
altogether and otherwise providing for the management of the Estate and the 
care of the endowment on the principle of Regulation XIX of 1810. 

But the present state of the Balances of Public Revenue and tin* tempo- 
rary advance which it has been found necessary to make for the celebration 
of the Mohorum at the Imambarali appear to require the adoption of 
intermediate measures -with greater promptitude than would be pursued 
consistently witli the requisite deliberate examination of which ilie varioiio 
documents connected with the case and wifcli the report designed to be 
submitted to Government. 

Resolved, therefore, that the Collector of Jessore im required to transmit 
with the utmost practicable expedition a Sudder Jiimma Wasil Bakee account 
of the malgoozaree Estates of Syedpore, etc., for the kists of the current 
year 1^23 (B. S.) to Cartic inclusive and to insert at the foot of the said 
account : — 

A memorandum of anterior Sudder balances and to report wliether the 
Mutwallis (the recorded malgoozars of the Estate) have already been served 
with a notice or written demand for the portions of instalments due on 
account of the revenue of the current year (discretionally authorized by 
section IT of Regulation XVIII of 1814) or what mode may have already 
adopted for the realization of the Government dues.

In order to ascertain the extent and to take measures for the realisation 
of the balances against this .Estate, the Board in their proceedings of thr l::^th 
instant required a Juniina Wassil Bakee account ft'oin the Ccllector. though 
that account has not yet been received Board ai’e decidedly of ppinion 
that the information furnished by the Collector herein requires the adopia'on 
of measures without any delay to secure the dues of Government as we 11 as 
to prevent the further abuses of the Miitwallis in the execution of tdieir trust 
relative to the endowment for the Imanibarah at Hooghly. 

Resolved, therefore, that the Collector be required to put the estate of 
Pergunnah Syedpore, etc., under immediate attacliment and to invest x&bar 
Alee Khan with the charge of the entire coilections of tho estate as sezawul, 
till the Board’s further oiders. Akbar Alee Kban will lu^ direcied by tbe 
Board to atlend the Collector (In person as soon as ho can possibly ho spared 
from the celebration of the Mohoriim at tho Tmambarah at Hooghly, and til] 
then by his Mnktear or agent) for that purpose, and the Collector is required 
to take prompt and sufbeieni measures either of Ids own authority or by 
application to the Courl, if necessary, for the complete admission of Akbar 
Alee Khan as sezawul of the attached estate for the timely and faithful sur- 
render of all the requisite accounts and pa])ers by the Putwaris or the agents 
or gumustahs or other description of personas employed by the Muiwallis in 
the collections. ■ ■ . 

.Further' resolved that ,tlic application on the part of tho Miitwallis by 
by Gooroopershad’ Hntt, Peshkar, for the Mohonim expenses etc,, ol ^^looriey 
be for the present- rejected, and that a copy of the Wajubul Urz of the said 
Peshkar be transmitted to Akbar Alee Khan requiring Idm to report whet.her 
in the acconnts relative to -the- endowment by Hajee Muhammad Mohsin, and 
in the shares apportioned by .the Towleutn amah ■ of Hie said Hajee, these 
expenses were regularly defrayed or ever cohtemprat^d.

2. On receipt of the above resolutions, viz., the 15th mstant/l issued 
orders to the Mutwallis to furnish me immediatley with a Jiimma Wasil 
Bakee account of the Estate in detail up to Kartick of the present year. I 
only received the accounts this morning and I have now the honour to submit 
for your Board’s information an abstract of them (No 1.) in English and 

Bengalee, a translation, or indeed a copy of the whole would have consumed 

too much time and the abstract appeared to afford, every requisite information. 
By this account your Board will perceive that the deiiiaimfs from the taluk- 
dars. farmers, etc., to the end of Kartick amounts to S. Rs. 74,818-9-1 of 
which 8. Rs. 61,728-4 is said to have been collected and the remainder, viz.,

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your acting Secre 
tary’s letter of the 15tli instant annexing a copy of your Board’s resolutions 
On a perusal of my address of the IStli instant in which I ain informed of tin 
appointinent of Akbar Alee Khan as sezawul to the Trust Estate of Kt. Pr 
Syedpore, and I am desired to attach the same forthwith and to take sucl 
efficient and prompt measures as I may deem neee^ssary to ensure a faithfu 
and timely delivery of the zemindary papers and accounts and the atlendanct 
of the Patwaris, Gomustas, Agents, etc., on Akbar Alee’s arrival, to take 
charge of the Estate, for which purpose he would be directed to attend 
in person, as soon as he could be spared from superintending the celebratioi 
of the Mohoruin at Salahuddin Mohamed Khan’s Immabarah at Hooghly anc 
in the mean time by his Mooktar or Agent. 

2. I have now the honour to report that on a consideration of tin 
delay which is likely to occur ere the arrival of Akbar Alee Khan anc 
to avoid the difficulties which a circulation of these orders in the Mofassr 
previous to their execution would inevitably produce at the same time that 
I proclaimed the aitachmeiit of the estate and the appointment of Akbai 
Alee as sezawul, I deputed a respectable man to proceed to the dieac 
cutchery of the Estate at Moorley to attach, all the papers therein anc 
place them under his seal. I likewise issued a notification to the raiyats. 
talnkdars, farmers, etc., prohibiting them to pay any further reyentie 
to the late Mint waliis or their agents or any one else, until further 
orders. I issued orders also to Oogoorkauntha Ghosal, the Treasurer, on 
the part of the Collector, desiring him not to; advance any sums of money 
without further orders and to remit wvhat he had in hand to the Treasury,. 
I herewith: enclose copies of my proceedings and .the several purwanahs 
I issued on file occasion for your Board’s entire inforiiiaticm, and I am happy 
to say that Sheikh Riimzan has attacheci all tlie zemindary accounts in the 
cutchery at Moorley which he lodged in three chests, th.o keys of whicli arc in 
my possession ; so tiiat I trust Aki)ai- Alee on his arrival will n.umt with, but 
few impediments in taking charge of his trust and. proceeding to realize the 
outstanding arrears. 1 beg to be informed if 1 am to deliver up tiiese papers 
to Akbai- Aloe’s Miikhtear, and submit the collections of the Estate to him, or 
whether T am to wait the arrival of Akbar Alee in person for tiiis purpose.- 
and furtiier whether Akbar Alee is to execute tlie usual engagements required 
from sezawuls on such occasions.

Gentlemen, 

I do myseif tlie honour to enclose for your Board’s perusal copy 
•of a Wajibul Arz presented to me by Akbar Alee, sezawal of the Trust Estate 
of Kt. Pr. Syedpore. 1 enclose also a translation of those paragraphs in it^ 
marked with red ink, which I, conceived it necessary to refer for your Board’s 
consideration and opinion, previous to making any reply on the subject of 
them to Akbar Alee. I shall take the liberty of offering my sentiments on the 
several points alluded to in the Arzee and how far the proposals exhibited by 
Akbar Alee may be acceded to with justice and propriety. 

2. The first paragraph (of the translation) complains of the want 
of fixed Putwaries or Currumcharies and points out the inconvenience to the 
offices of Government and loss to which the Estate is liable on this account. 

3. As the salaries of Putwaries must be considered under the head of 
expenses of collections and as such defrayed from the produce of the Estate, 

I can discern no objection to their being appointed in every village by 
Government and I need not enlarge on the facility which this measure will 
afford to the officers employed in the collections nor of the advantages to be 
derived from it in cases \vhere a prosecution for arrears of revenue may 
become necessary. 

4. The second paragraph notices the decrease in the jumma of several 
places, and this ■without any ostensible cause; and at the same time discloses 
a scene of fraud which could only be successfully pursued by persons holding 
situations on the establishment and farms at the same time. 

5. The success of such schemes, as also much facilitated by the 
Putwaries being the servants of the farmers and entirely dependent on them. 
Your Board have already (in your Acting Secretary’s letter of the 14th May 
last) prohibited the officers attached to the institution holding farms, on 
pain of dismissal from their situations, but these orders are evaded by taking 
farms in fictitious names, neither have they given security for their regular 
attendance as directed in the above letter. In my opinion, these people 
should not be^ allowed to be concerned directly or indirectly in any manner 
or under any denomination in the revenues of the Estate. If they are allowed 
in this underhand manner to retain possession of their farms, the Estate 
must eventually be ruined, for the persons on whom we are unavoidably 
obliged to depend to preserve its resources are those who are to profit by 
their diminution. 

6. Under these circumstances Akbar Alee recommends a thorough 
measurement of the Estate. This certainly would be an effectual method 
oi detecting the appropriations of the farmers and bringing ' for ward the 
whole of the resources, on the' rent; roll of the Estate, nor does it appear to 
m.e to be objectionable, if due attention be paid to any documents vr hi ch may 
he produced in* support of claims to hold any portion or portions of land at 



a fixed vent. I know of no regulation which forbids indiscramnately, the 
proprietor of an Estate to demand an increase on the jirecediug year s ]uimua 
from his ryots ; on the contraiy lules me Lua ^ ^ - 

showing how an increase is to be demanded iioiu a J 

section XI, Regulation V of 1812 these powers are sequestrators 

on the part of Government. 

7. Under the present deficiency of information regarding > '•'dermil 
management of the Estate, and of the teniires by .which the 'x in 

pants hold their lands I think an immediate recoarse to measiirenu'Vl 
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be objectionable, and in the advanced period of the current year. 
improper as a retrospective measure, though the .Mutwallis having fail0<«= 
make the iirofassil settlement with the coiicuiTeiice of the Gollecr.or in- 
directed l)y your Board and agreed to by them, ivoiild fully authorize it. 
Nevertheless it would, in several cases, draw piiiiisliinent on the innocent ; 
it would be punishing the ryots for the misconduct of tlie M.iitwallis. 
Where a settlement has been, made by farm this objection does not hold 
good, the fanner will take his full rent .from the ryot, and as has beian 
shown, may be supposed to have concurred with and participated in the 
misconduct of the Mutwallis. Previous, however, to proceeding to a measure- 
ment of the talooks, I think, it would be advisable to call upon the several 
proprietors to produce the documents under which tliey hold their talooks, 
when it can be ascertained what claims they may have to hold them at a 
iixed jumma. 

8. The third paragraph complains of the Mutwallis’ holding talooks in 
a fictitious name at a jumma much below their inofassil piaxluce notwith- 
standing which they are considerably in balance. I think the iriet hod adopted 
by Akbar Alice in this case strictly proper ; it is only exi'rting tlie ]H')wer 
OL all proprietors of land, to attach the lands of tlnur lunierteiiauts fer 
arrears, but he should publicly proclaim tiiem under Kbaus managonuuit;. 
If tlie Mutwallis can substantiate tlieir claims to the Talook at (.he Jumiiia 
recorded in the zemindary papers then they will be (.mtitied to a rostitu(n<m 
of the excess beyond that amount, collected from the talook after deducting 
the expenses of collections, 

9. The fourth paragraph complains of; a sum of nearly 7,()()(J I’upoes 

having been remitted to Nursing Bose and Moonshy Absin in the engage- 
ments entered into by them for their farms, on account ot ilebts duf.*. tt) 
them from the Mutwallis and requesting to know your Board’s decisinu 
respecting the validity or otherwise of these engagements, dTiey weri‘ 
'submitted to your Board’s consideration In the late acring Uoliecf.or’s 
letter of the 2nd ultimo, but no reply on these particular cases has been 
received. < 

10. It appears to me necessary in the first place to ascertain what 
places are fai’med under these - engagements, because if there sbouhd la. 
talooks belonging to. the Mutwallis. they are certainly at liberty to maki 
whatever ^settlement of them most , conducive to. .their own coiivenienco 
being ■ themselves answmrable' only’ for- the Jumipa at %vhich they sianc 
recorded., T would, therefore, recommend pre\doi1s to passing final orders 
on this subject tfiat .the Mrit-\?all is . be. called, upon to show what lands 
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they have farmed out under these engagements and the right by which 
they conceive themselves authorized to make these reservations in the 
Jumma of such lands. 


11. Akbar Alee has not shown the necessitj- which exists to 'warrant 
the adoption of the measure proposed in the latter part of the fourth 
paragraph, though I learn from him in conversation, that he alludes parti- 
cularly to the evident symptoms of collusion in the settlements with the 
farmers and the absence of their cobooleats and securities. How far the 
adoption of his proposal is warranted on the first of these two reasons, 
under the existing Regulations particularly section IV of Regulation V of 
1812 . I find it difficult to determine, but, if considered on these grounds 
that, the Miitw’’allis have exceeded their powers in concluding these settle- 
ments without the concurrence of the Collector, I think it but just and 
proper. It 'would also appear just and reasonable that they should be depriv. 
ed of their farms unless their ciibooleats and securities are forthcoming^ 
Without these the revenues will be in jeopardy indeed, it would seem 
whether they exist or not, that they are not to be found amongst the 
papers attached by me in the cutchery at Moorely. I have issued 
orders to Baker Alee the remaining Mutwalli to deliver them up 
immediately, if in his possession or otherwise to account for them. 1£ 
however, the leases cannot be annulled and the cobooleats and sureties 
of the farmers should not be forthcoming the only method left is to 
bring them all under Khans management, and to this I conceive there 
can be no objection. 1 do not see what the undertenant has to fear from a 
summary suit in either case. If the farmer’s leases are annulled this 
preserves him from their demand, and if the farms are attached, the 
farmer is deprived of all authority during the attachment, or power of 
interfering with the collections. 


12. With regard to the last paragrapli of Akhar Alee’s arzee I do not 
feel at all competent to give any opinion on the subject, and I am totally 
unaware of the grounds on which the accusation rests ; I shall, therefore 
leave it entirely for the consideration of your Board. 

13. I shall add nothing further to this address though I have much 
to submit to your Board relative to the line of conduct to be adopted by 
Akbar Alee in his future management of the Estate and trust committed to 
his charge, which, however, will more properly form the subject of a 
separate address.

any Putwaries otherwise, called ^earrumeliaries, on the part' of, tlio.’ZGinmdar 




or the Government but tiie tanners use tueir own m i-ixio 

meiit, and receive remissions in their juinma tor the expense they are 
subject to on this account, owing to this circumstance it is that, the mofasail 
papers are not forthcoming, and it renders it difficult for the servants of 
Government, in any case which may be pending, to give the required 
particulars as to the land and juinma demandable from it. It appears, 
therefore, advisable that, currumcharies should be appointed fp the part of 
Government, and receive their sunnuds and salaries from the Hozoor. 

2. The Mutwallis have not been able to make the settlement of 
Turufs Gowaldaii, Zumeereah and Dobacolah, owing to their rejmted 
insufficiency of assets notwithstanding the remission allowed for seriiijamee. 
To illustrate this for example Turiif Gowaidab was farmed by a person in 
1217 at a juinma of 1,830 rupees, but at present it is with great difEcuity that 
any one can he prevailed on to take the same farm for 1,500 rupees and if it is 
attached, the expenses, etc., deducted, it Avill not yield that sum and on 
enquiry there do not, appear any reasons which have not always existed, by 
which this falling off can be accounted for ; but it appears that, the farms 
in this Estate, are almost entirely engrossed by olEcers on the establishment 
and owing to their inftuence and authority which they derive from their 
situations, coinbining with the ryots, they have appropriated to tlierriselves’ 
a considerable quantity of the lands in tlieir farms. Having done this, at 
the conclusion of the year they give to the several ryots a Juinabandy of 
the lands held by each at a rate much behnv theii* actual jirodiice so that in 
the event of a new person engaging for the farm and wishing to collect 
agreeably to the original full jumnia, the ryots produce the last year’s 
accounts and refuse to pay any increase on tlioni. Thus foreseeing even- 
tually probable loss and present certain trouble and inconvonieiice, no now 
person is willing to stand forward as candidate for a farm. Under these 
circumstances a settlement witli the old farmer becomes una. voidable, at a 
decreased jumma. It appears to me that this plan, is very objectionable and 
at the same time it is impossible to reclaim tl.i,e oi-iginal full jumma, and 
prepare accounts of it such as would be approved by the court unless liy a 
complete measurement of the whole Estate. Owing to all these cirimmS” 
tances and the want of former year’s accounts, tlie mofassil jumma has veariy 
decreased. 


3. In the taluk whieli the hliitwallis have made for themselves under 
a -fictitious name, subsequent to tlie ondowmont and execution of the 
Towleatnamah, by the late Hajec Muliammad at a Siiddcr jumma of 
Rs. 12,573-15 the mofassil produce of which is Rs. 17,309-8 there is iicitwith- 
standing this profit a balance for 1222 up to Aughun 1223 o.{; Rs. 8,481-3-15. 
To ensure the realization of the revenue, I have taken securit^^ from the 
Kutkeendar ot that taluk and lie at present pays Ins. .revenue into my 
outchery.' If through the apprehension of the Mutwallis instituting a siimma.ry 
suit against him, on the strength, of the engagements entered iur,o by him 
witli them, he should decline to continue to nay his revenue at my ciitciiery : 
there is no means left to secure the regular payment of the revenue but to 
attach the taluk. The M.atwariis have not made the mofassil bundobiist 
agreeably to their engagements with Government ; therefore, it cannot lie 
sanctioned by the court. ^ ^ 


4. Cursing tjjioae and ivlunsiiy Assaiiii possess rarms m tlie above taluK 
and other parts of the Estate, to the amount of about 20,000 rupees. In 
their Doul and Pafctahs there is a remission of nearly 7,000 rupees on account 
of the debts due to them by fciie Miitwallis, and further for the remainder, 
Bissonatli Biiose snd Muiishy Assaiiii. are themselves their own sureties. 
The late Acting Collector transmitted a copy of the above Doiils to the 
Board ; what orders may have been received please to inform me. To ensure 
the realization of the revenue it is necessary that the Kiitkeeiiadars, etc., 
should be required to enter into engagements to pay their revenue into the 
Sadder Treasury ; but they are afraid of being called upon to pay both 
parties ; if they are assured by G-overiiineiit that in. the event of a summary 
suit being decreed against them, the sum taken in excess will be restored 
to them ; tliej?' can have no furt.lier objection and will, pay their revenue into 
the Siidder ciitchery. 

5. I am directed in my suiiud to appropriate two of the nine shares 
agreeably to the tenor of the Towieiitnamali, for the support of the Mut wal- 
lis ; but from the papers which are preserved and from the complaints of 
several people attached to the endowment I iinderstand that the Mutwallig 
have misappropriated large sums from the reniainihg seven, shares ( three 
of vhicli were set apart for the expenses of the Imamabarali at Hooghly. 
and four for the expenses of the servants, etc., attached to the Estate ), and 

ill other respects greatly abused the trust committed to their charge. 

6. Rajub Alee is dead and Baker Alee is not confirmed. It is, there- 

fore, necessary to attach the two shares ordered to be appropriated to the 
Mufcwaliis, until these misappropriations shall have been enquired into, 
otherwise the- riglits of poor individuals 'will lie lost and oven withholding 
these two shares the expenscus of tiio Iniambarah cun scarcely be defrayed^ 
tlie |irofits of the Estate are now so tr].fiing.

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 19th 
instant covering copy of a petition presented to you by Akbar Alee Khan 
relative to the Syedpore Estate and to communicate to you the following 
observations and orders of the Board on the subject. 

2. In order to jn-oceed agreeably to the regulations to enforce the 
appointment of Patwaries the Board conceive, the sezwal should furnish 
you with a list of the several villages in the Estate to which those officers of 
account have been appointed as required by clause 2, section 62, Rogulation 8 
of 1793, and a list of such villages as have nominal Patwaries, actual depend, 
ents of, or colliisively connected with the farmer to produce fabricated or 
incomplete accounts. The Board are also of opinion that you should as- 
certain from your records -whether the appointment of these nominal persons 
to the office of Pat waree had j)een duly reported as prescribed by the clause 
above quoted. 

3. Tn cases where no Patwaries have been appointed the sozawal, as the 
Estate is under attachment, may undoubtedly with your sanctioii appoint 
these officers and defray tlieir expenses or salaries from the gross collections 
as a part, of he Dhee Khureba, where nominal Patwarees have 1)een appoint- 
ed, and they have refused to yjrodiice all or any accounts relating to the 
produce of tlie lands collecti(.>ns and charges of the villages, the accounts of 
which may 1)0 (or should be) kept by them respectively, and to furnish any 
expiaiiatioji and information tliat may be required of them, you should, tlie 
Board conceive, apply to the court to commit the Patwarees until they 
produce them and on default of production or if produced the accounts should 
be found to be altered, fa])ricated oi- otherwise colliisively or designedly 
erroneous, the court will doubtless order tlie dismissal of the said ])erHODS, 
whether Patwarees or Agents under section 8, Pegulation 1 of 1801, and the 
sezawal then, ma}’ after such procedure appoint other Patwaries for the time 
being or permanently. 

4. The Board fully concur in opinion with you that persons having 
situations on the establishment should not be allowed to hold farms, or to be 
conceived directly or indirectly in the revenue of the Estates. The Board 
desire that yon will call upon the sezawal for, a list of persons who may have 
such farms together with the date and description of their tenures, and cn 
your further report on this point the Board will be disposed to give full effect 
to their orders of the Pith of May last alluded to by you. 

o. By section 4, Regulation V of 1812 all leases that can be satisfac- 
torily established to be collusive, may be annulled within the year by a 
summary suil: in court. Row far such a mode of procedure might he benefi- 
cial or expedient at the present season, the Board do not on the information 
at present before them -feel competent to. determine ; should you consider it 
advisable to adopt the measure the, Board will expect to receive from' you a 
more full explanation on the 'subject. They, however, are of opinion that 
notices might b5. issued in due time before the ejasqing' seaso.n of cultivation

that all dependent talukdars or whatever descriptions ot tenants will be 
liable to such other rents as the rates of similar lands may warrant, and if the 
system of collusion shall have been or hereafter, shall be found to have 
been carried on to such extent, that no accounts either of quantity or 
quality of land, can be relied on as accurate, the Board would not object to a 
measurement of the Estate as suggested, 

6. Doubtless, if -the notices of new rents and consequent demand of 
new engagements were issued in time, the dependent telukdars or others who 
may conceive they had peculiar rights or claims to hold their lands at a fixed 
jumma (such as may be the ganteedars, though the Board are given to iinder- 
staii that very many and serious abuses exist under those tenures, parti- 
cularly in the quantity of gantliee lands of which the boundary marks must 
have been removed) will assert the same and the issue will rest on the proof 
they may furnish. 

V. The measure of attaching the taluks hoiden by the Mutwallis under 
fictitious names (supposing that point to be clearly established or capable of 
legal proof), especially as there appears to be a balance due to the Trust 
Estate exceeding 8,000 rupees outstanding against them does not, in the opinion 
of the Board, appear to be irregular, and if the kiitkeejndar has been duly 
served vvitii a notice of the attachment of such taluks or proclamations shall 
have been made according to section 23, Regulation VII of 1799, the sez wal 
will be secure from any consequences of summary suit or other process on 
the part of the Mutwallis against him. Indeed, it appears to the Board, that 
sequestration is the only mode of compelling the Mutwallis to the proof of 
their rights or titles in the taluks at a reduced jumma to the manifest injury 
of the interests of the endowment and apparently in violation of their trust. 

8. The Board also direct that you will call upon tiie sezawal to 
ascertain whether the 3 per cent, serinjarni (originally perhaps neither 
necessary nor proper) has actually been granted to the farmers for tliere is 
i-eason to believe from representations made that it has not ])een allowed or 
has been privately received by the Mutwuillis. (Certain it is tliai, persons 
have since offered to take farms including the serinjarni. The roannexation 
of this item, therefore, to the jumma in the ensuing settlement \vouid sticin 
highly necessary and expedient as well as the recovery of any sums that may 
have been paid in the course of the current year. 

9. The • Board previously to passing any definite ordirrs relative 
to the engagements entered into by Eersing Bhose and Mimshi Ahsiin 
for tbe rents of very extensive or valuable taluks, which rents appear 
to have been, , anticipated by Beerats or Mahajans, (as stated in the 
Acting Collector’s letter of the 2nd ultimo) the Board are desirous of knowing 
the nature of these Beerats,, the circumstances, and dates of the debts and 
the names of the mahajans. 


, 10- In regard to the circumstances stated at the close of the 10th para- 
graph of your letter, ^the Board would consider it advisable to call on the 
Mutwallis to furnish, inf oniaatiqn on the points noticed by you, and if the 
attactiment of the lands in question shall have beon duly published, the 
Kutkeendars alluded to- by Akbar Alee in the, 4th paragrapli of the transia- 
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apprelieiisioii of the result of a summary suit in the event of their paying 
their revenues to the vSudder Treasury. Any claims thai Nursing Bhose and 
Munahee Ahsiii may (3onsist6ntly make will be duly attended to, but from 
the relative situation of these persons to and their former employ with the 
Mutwailis, there is reasons to suppose that a great part of the transaction 
is fraudulent or collusive. 

11. Before the Board would be disposed to attach the |tlis of the property 
of the Estate appropriated by the Towleutnamah exclusively to the Mutwaliis, 
they are desirous of obtaining from you through Akbar Alee information of 
the computed amount of embezzlement of the remaining portions (devised 
by the Towleutnamah) for the Imambaraii and for the support of servants, 
pensioners, etc., by the Mutwaliis, and the nature of the proof that if might 
be requiste to exhibit to the Courts in the event of an action being brought 
against the Mutwaliis for the recovery of the same. 

12. The Board are inclined to think the case perfectly actionable in 
law and they would prefer the adoption of that mode leaving it to the court 
either to take suSicient security or to direct the attachment of their shares 
in lieu thereof to proceeding to that extremity in the first instance \vithout 
a suit.

Secretary’s letter of the 27th. of .Decernber last relative to the internal 
manageriient of tlie Trust Estate of Kt. Pr. Syedpore to the several 
points in which. I beg leave now to submit iny reply, having received 
all the information it was in tlie power oJ: Akl)ar Allee Khan to afford 
me, and also having communicated with the Mutwalli, Baker Allee Khan 
as directed in the lOtii paragraph of your Acting Secretary’s letter. 

2nd. — I herewith enclose copies and translations of the following 
papers connected with the subject under cona.ideratioii. 

No. 1, copy and translation of an arzee from Akbar Allee 
Khan relative to the queries which your Board directed me to 
address to that person. 

No. 2, copy and translation of the settlement of 4 annas Perg'uiiriaii 
Syedpore for the current Bengal year 1223 taken from the accounts of 
the Mut-wallis delivered to me by Lala Kislien DyaL 

No. 3, copy and translation of a statement showing the farms held 
in the 4 annas of Kt.

with the concurrence of the Collector, that the allowance iiiacie to rue 
farmers, etc., by the Mutwallis be resumed and the several patwaris 
receive a fixed salary to be charged under the head of expenses of 
collection, coining within the 4 shares appropriated to that ])iirpose by 
the To wleiitn am ah . 

5th. — Tlie next point alluded to you by your Board is the farnis 

held by individuals attached to the establishment of the 4 annas and 

to the several courts. The enclosed statement No. S will give the 
information required in the 4th paragraph of your Acting Secretary’s 
letter and I must again observe that I consider the immediate adoption 
of soTTie plan to get rid of these farms for the present, and prevent 
their occurrence in future as absolutely requisite to ensure the punctiia- 
realiKation of the revenue, and the resources of the estate from being 
concealed and misappropriated. It will appear from the statement that 
the Mutwallis had in several instances given new leases in the present 
year at decreased rates, although the term of the former lease had not 
expired. On this account and further that the settlements were not 
formed with the knowledge and concurrence of the Collector, as directed 
oy your Board and agreed to by the Mutwallis as a condition of their 

resuming charge of the Estate when temporarily divested of it in the 

past year I think they are all liable to resumption and resettlement. 


6th. — ■Notices have been served on the cultivators and every descrip- 
tion of tenant in the 4 annas of the tenor, and under the directions 
contained in the 5th paragraph of your Acting Secretary’s letter, but as" 
yet I have not heard that any one has come foinvard to establish, a 
claim to hold his lands at a fixed rent. From the circumstances of there 
being no Patwaries and the best parts of the Estate having been long- 
held iu farm by the officers of the establishment, who through the 
influence attached to their situations have had it in their power to* 
depricate, and conceal the I'esources thereof, I fear .it will be utterly 
impractical )le to efiect a proper settlement of the Estate without having 
recourse to a nieasuixunent. of it. If this p is adopted in one or two 
■places the occupants of the remaining ]mrtions will of themst.dves come 
forward and enter into equitable arrangements. 


7th.--\VTth respect to the tallooks held by the Mutwallis under 
fictitious names the enclosed statement No. 6 will show the nature 
and extent of them, and the undervaluation at which they have, it 
would appear unjustifiably appropriated them to themselves, for 1 have 
not yet seen any documents which in my opinion convey to them 
any right or title . to the said talooks at a fl.xed jumma ; though I 
believe. ■ my own records ' furnish, me with all the documents tln^ 
Mutwallis can produce. I have not, however, called upon them to 
establish their claims, as it appeared frotn tiie tenor of the 7th paragraph 
of your Acting- Secretary’s letter, that your Board were inclined to 
leave ‘’it to them' to com .0 forward of themselves. The talooks have 
been attached for arrears, and the' under-farmers not -being willing to 
make • arrangements for - - the , payment ' of . the balance, the settlement 
with them '.by: -the' allege^ .-talukdars" (the ■■ Mutwallis) has been dis- 
regarded and the collections are now made, from the ryots. 
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8tli. — Thf^ next point to which your i'loard draw my attention in 
tlie 8th ]3aragraph of ,your Acting Secretary’s letter is the 3 |:)er cent, 
serinjami allowed by the Miitwallis to the farmers, etc., in tlie settle- 
ment for the ]3resent year. From the information given by Akbar 
Alee, it would appear, that this remission was never granted until in 
the year 1222. The Miitwallis made a three years’ settlement and 
granted the above allowance on the score of Akrajut .and insufficiency 
of assets. Moreover, it would appear from the statement of Akbar 
Ally that the Miitwallis appropriated to themselves one-third of this 
remission. From the circumstances which liave come to light in this 
investigation, tending to exhibit the conduct of the Miitwallis as 
entirely devoid of every principle of justice and integrity, I can readily 
give credit to the assertion of Akbar Alee relative to this case, tlioiigii 
unattended by any proof. I am of opinion, the remission should be 
resumed in the ensuing settlement, but wffietber or not the resumption 
should also be retrospective, I leave it to your Board again to consider 
and determine. 

9tii. — I come now to speak of the transactions relative to the Burats 
granted by the Miitwallis on maliajaiis, the amount of which is deducted 
in the engagements of two fanners to lie paid by them to the said 
mahajans. The farms alluded to are supposed to be held in fictitious 
names by Miiiishi Alisin and Nursing Bhose. . Of this 1 think, there 
can be no doubt entertained, and it can be substantiated, if nltimaiely 
necessary, but it is of no conseqmmce to the issue of the point under 
consideration by whom the farms are held, the question is. whether, 
or not the Miitwallis acted justifiably in granting such Burats on the 
revenues, and wdiether it is incumbent on (ioveriiment, how the

He states that at that time, tlie Miitwallis 
were at variance with oacdi other and that they wo’c each, intinit on 
ostablisln’ng a claim to the Estattn for which purpose they retained 
numerous followers and expended largo sums ou vurious occasions 
totally unconnected with their situations of Miitwallis. 

i Itb. — In the. enclosed copy and translation of Baker Aloe’s Durkhast 
No. 5, we have his (the remaining Mutwaiii’s) account of tiu^ trans- 
action from which I draw the .following stafcoiiienr : — “ That in coiivSe- 
quenco of the death, of liis fatlier, Shaker Alee towards the lat-tc.'.r end 
of the yc'.ar 121.9 B. S., be and Rnjub Alee, tiuc i.)tiLt;r Mutwalli, 
proceeded to .Roughly, and during tlieir absence souk^ iiI~dis])OSed perscais 
set fire to the ciitchc-n-y at Mooredy containing all aceeiints and 

papers of the Estate owing tf.> w,hioh. rd,iey experi(mco<l gia.ait difficulty in 
realizing the revenue for the ensuing year 1220, and ultimately a heavy 
balance to Goy^rnment ensued.^ That to liquif.late this balance and also 
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some debts incurred by and in the lifetime of Manoojan Begum and 
iiajee Moiiamed Mosiini they had at several times and from different 
people borrowed a sum of Rs. 17,903, viz., from one Jo^uiarain on the 
6th Assar 1220 S. Rs. 2,000, from Bonmally Bose on the 26th Assar 1220 
S. Rs. 6,000, from Ramnarain on the 6th Pous 1220 S. Rs. 4,501, from 
MLinshi Moduniss on the loth Assin 1220 S. Rs. 400, from Iindadullah 
on the 14th Assin 1220 S. Rs. 4,001 and from the same man on the 
29th Kartik 1220 S. Rs. 1,001 making a total as above. 

That to reply these loans wuth interest they had granted Burats 

in favour of the several mahajans on two farmers in whose engage- 

iiieiits they had remitted a sum equal to tlie amount to be paid by 

them to the said mahajans. That they considered themselves justified 
in so doing because the sums having been expended on account of 

the Estate and the late proprietors thereof it was just and fair that 
they should be repaid from the collections of the Estate. That they 
conceived themselv’-es to have full authority in the said Estate other- 
wise it was neither just nor reasonable in the late Collector under the 
orders of the Board to make them responsible and execute an engage- 
ment for the payment of the balance which had fallen due, during 
the time the Estate was under charge of an attaching aurneen in 1222. 
That the farms on which these Burats had been granted, did not 
belong to Munshy Ahsin and Nursing Bhose, nor were tliese persons 
at all concerned in the money transactions.” 


12th — It remains to try the probability of the two stories. There 
are several circumstances wdiich tend very strongly to corroborate the state- 
ment of Akbar Alee and at the same time to discredit 4.bat of Baker 
Alee. In the first place, it will appear evident from an examination 
of the enclosed document No. 4 that in the three last years and 
more particularly in 1220 the Mutwallis have expended a sum of 
Rs. 44,311-10-1 in a very iinjnsiifiable manner, that Munshy Ahsin and 
Nursing Bhose bad actually been enrolled amongst the officers of the 
establishment, and we know from experience since the influence thes(^. 
men usurped and continued to hold over the conduct of the ]\IutwaUis 
and Baker Aloe in ]>articular, until they woi’e dismissed from their 
situations by the orders of your Board. Eurther I hnd from the records 
of my own office that at the time alluded to by Akbar Alee, Balmr 
Alec actually succeeled in procuring his name to be recorde<l in the 
Collector’s office as proprietor of the Estate in the place of his fatlier 
Hhakar Alee, 'when it appears he only held it in charge in virtue of 
the Towieiitnamah of Hajee Moiiamed ]\fosiim. Furtlien, there can 
scarcely .-remaiiT any doubt that- the farms on the revenues of wdiicli 
tliese Burats are granted are actually field by Munshy Alisiii and 
Nursing Bhose, and that the sums also are actually duo. to those persons 
tho'ugh the fact is -denied by Baker Alee. Tiiruf Arindah, etc., said to 
be farmed to Nursing Bo^e, is hold on lease in ’the name of Kuiuul 
Bose Linder the security of Bishoiiath Bose ' whom Bakar Alee aeknow- 
lodges ill. his arzee to be a relation of Nursing Bose, ■ Turuf Jurika. etc., 
supposed io be held by, Munshy Ahsun, is farmed- in the name , of Rambhan

Raindhan Gliose’s alias Munshy Ahsun is from 1222 to 1227 inclusive 
and has reductions for S. Es. 6,323. 


16tli — The papers No. 4 will afford the information required in the 
11th paragraph of your Acting Secretary’s letter. T have only submitted 
an abstract translation of them as it wuDuld have caused too considerable 
a delay in. the present advanced state of the Bengal year to have goiu' 
through the whole nor will it put.^ your Board to much inconvenience 
to collect from them the details of the sums misappropriated which 1 
have stated in the whole under sejiarate heads, however, and distim 
guished the amount of each year. I think, on inspection, it will be 
found, that the sums and items disallowed, have been viewed with 
very liberal consideration and that a more rigid audit would have 
greatly swelled the amount of the supposed embezzlements. "With 
j-egard to the proofs capable of being adduced in a court of justice, 
Akbar Alee states, that the facts are notorious to all the officers on 
the establishment ; I should conceive the production of the accounts 
themselves quite sufficient as many of the items have no connection 
whatever with their situation? of Miitwallis.

liiat tlie larmers never receive trie remission oi three per cent, 
until 1222 tlie Mntwallis made a three years’ lease and allowed this 
three per cent, on account of Akrajut and Najac to several fanners 
of which the Mutwallis took one year’s to themselves. 

That Nursing Bose had at dilTerent times paid to the Mutwallis not 
in his own name 8,000 rupees in hopes of obtaining the Dewaiiship 
and receiving a stipend of 60 rupees monthly viz., on the 6th Sawun 
1220 in the name of Joynarain Mahajan by the hands of Dyarain. 
Chackerverty, Rs. 2,000, on 25th Assar 1220 in the name of Buiimally 
Bliose by the hands of Ilamdhan Bhose Rs. 6,000 of which they paid on 
the 1st of Assiii 1222 8. Rs. 1909-8, and 22iid of the same month 1909-8 
more from the collections of the Estate, the remainder, viz., 4,181 is 
still due as appears by the accounts. The origin of the debt arose 
from quarrels between the Mutwallis in 1220, both of which lisserted 
their right to the ^Estate and the others being an encroachment in 
consequence of which they retained a great many followers at a great 
expense and paid for them out of the mofiissil collections, that they 
also paid 5,000 rupees Goveriimeiij:- revenue when the Estate was 
exposed for sale at the end of that year ; besides -which it appears in 
the accounts of 1221 that they paid Rs. 500 to the Molovy of the 
Court, Serferaz Ali Khan, to give a futwah in their favour to enable 
them to record their names in lieu of Shakiir Alee’s as Zumeendars 
and also some to the Collector’s office. That previous to the attach- 
ment of his farms in the current year, he had embezzled more than 
Rs. 3,000 and in the Doul of Turuf Arindah, etc., his farms, in ficti- 
tious names from 1223 to 1226 a sum of 19,269 rupees was remitted 
to him. under the plea of Burats on mahajaiis to that amount, of 
which there was no mention in the Juinma Kuril tch Accounts what- 
ever, so that he could not explain its origin. That Munsliy Ahsun 
in 1220, paid the Mutwallis 5,402 rupees in hopes of getting rlie 
Dewanship, etc., and in other persons’ names viz., on 2nd Pons in the 
name of Munshy Moodurmis Mahajan 400 rupees, and on the 15th 
same month 4,001, and 1st Aughiin in the name of Imdadullah 
Mahajan 1,001. That be repaid himself 1,100 rupees from the collec- 
tions of the Estate in Bhadar 1222. That the origin ol the debt -was 
the same as Nursing Bbose’s but none of the money w^as paid into 
the Collector’s - office.

That in consequence ^of the death of 
Shakiir Alee in Chyte 1219, .he and' Bnjub, -Alee went to Hoogliiy and 
during their 4)Sonce some - ill-disposed persons set , fire to the '.cutchery 
containing all the papers of the- s^umendary owing to Avhicli’ a ' great 
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difficulty arose in the collections for 1220 and ultimately a heavy 
balance ensued to liquidate yyhicli he and Rujub Alee had at differ ent 
times and from different people borrowed money to the amount of 
Rs. 17,903. That when these people became clamorous for their money, 
it behoved them to repay it which they stipulated to do with interest 
by giving orders for the amount on the farmer of turuf Arindah, etc., 
and tiirnf Jiimka, etc., which sums were accordingly remitted in the 
Bouls of the said farmer by annual instalments the amounts of which 
can he ascertained by a reference to the Bouls. That Nursing Bhose 
and Moonshy Aslnin were not at all concerned in these transactions ; 
that indeed the merchants from whom they borrowed the money might 



be their relations. That the lands under farm in the Bouls of which 
these remissions had been granted belonged to the Institution ; that the 
sums borrowed were expended on account of the Institution and the 
debts of Munoojan Begum and Hajee Mohamed Masaii, therefore they 
were entitled to repay them from the collections of the Estate.

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The representation of Syed Akbar Alee Khan addressed to the Board of 
Revenue respecting the suit instituted against hiin by Tiirab Alee Khan 

The suit instituted by the above person against me is for many 
reasons not cognizable by the Supreme Court ; — 

From the petition of plaintiff it appears that the suit has been com- 
menced direct against myself, and that the Government are in no way 
concerned in the case ; I am a vakeel on the part of Shreemuiit 

Maharajah Omriit Rao of Pooiiah, I, therefore, do not consider myself 
as subject to the jurisdiction of the above Court. In the year 1813 
a prosecution for debt coirimenced against a vakeel of the Court of 

Nepal, was thrown out for the above same reasons. 

2ndiy. — I am not an inhabitant of Calcutta and I reside without 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. 

3rdly.— It does not appear from the petition of the plaintiff 

that I am prosecuted in my official capacity, besides, the cause of 
this action originated in Hooghly, a place not within the jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court, but subject to the Regulations of the Honour- 
able Company. 

4thly. — I was employed by Maharajah Omrut Rao on aii embassy 
to the British Government, I arrived in Caiciitta in the month of 
July 1813- and after having completed the object of niy mission I 
remained in Calcutta for five years. Agreeably to the wishes of 
Maharajah Omrut Rao and witii the perinissioii of tlie Most Noble the 
l\larqiiis of Hastings, in tiie month of September 1817, I set out for 
the Western Provinces, init afterwards, obtaining the permission of 

the Maiiarajali to retm-n, I arrived in (Jalcui.ta on tdio lOtli. April 
1818, and took up my abode at Fntally ; il; from the i!)tli April to 
the (‘ommeiicemciit cl ilio ])roseeutiOU hy the piainiait, I have in any 
way made myself amenalfie- to tlie Supi’eme Cjourt, let. it l)c proved 
and 1 shall In that case, of course, consider myself ass hound to 
aiisw'er the suit. 

If the circumstance of my holding a situation under Government 
shoiihl make me subject to Court, my answer to the suit is that the 
deed is not under the Regulations of the Honourable Company ad- 
missible. 

Tiie circumstances relating to tlie case aia; as follows. On the 
26tfi November 1815, corresponding with the 2nd Aiigliiin 1222, I 
received a suiiud from the Board . of Revenue. Two or three days 

aftei- wards soine of the old oliicers lieiongiiig to the Institution who 

liad come to Calcutta to make complaints against the Mutwaliis, 

attend(M;l on me ami showed me the Mu.)ojmii anxl Oosoal Tahsil accounts 

of tlie Fergunnali on the btli of Aughun, 1 ar;rived at Hooglily and 
agreeably to the orders of the Board of Revenue tie the Collector of 
Hooghly, ainl in conformity wffh the siinud that had been granted to 
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me I, on the Ttii Aughiiii, corresponding with 2()th November, 19tii 
Zil Huz 1230, took charge of the Iiiiambarah of the late Saiahndcliii 
Mohained at Hooglily. As at this time the period of the festival of 
the M'oliiirum was nigh at hand and as I had received instructions 
from the Acting President of the Board of Revenue to attend to the 
affairs of the institution, and to take care that the festivals were 
properly conducted, I, in consequence, waited upon the Collector 

requesting an advance of money. The Collector issued a strict order 
on the subject to the Mutwallis, because the collections for the 
Pergunnali were at that time under those officers. The suiiiid of ap- 
pointment authorized me to draw upon them for money, I grant 
my receipts for such as I might receive, charging it in the accounts 
of the Imaiiibarah as a disbursement on account of the Institution, to 
regulate my demands upon the Estate according to collections which 
the accounts of the Pergunnali might show to be realized. 1 acted 
in conformity with the rules laid down in the suniid. The Mutwallis 
informed me that the receipts from the Pergunnali were applied to the 
liquidation of the Government Revenue, and to the expenses of the 
Imamharah, and that the accounts were at the Perguiinah ; I informed 
the Collector of this and I issued at the same time an order to the 
officers on the Estate to furnish me with, the papers in question ; the 
Collector also issued a strict order for the immediate surrender of 
them, and to advance me money. Baker Alee Khan came to me and 
said that there was a sum of money in his hands, but that as Rajah 
Alee Khan was the senior Mutwalli, he could not give it without 
his permission, at the same time he added that in order that the 

Mohuruni should he provided for, he would advance two thousand 
rupees ill the name of Torah Alee .Khan; ci.rciiiiistanced as I 

then was, and as a sum of money was necessary on account of the 

'Alohuvum, I was indueerl to accept tlie otler, and on the l^fh. 
Aug'hiin I accordingly received from Baker Aiec^ the aL>ove amount aiul 
fiu’uisluid him with my receipt in wliicli it was clea'^ly stated that

2. The farmers of the Estate referred to in those letters appear 
to be bound to the Collector only .in his capacity of Local Agent 
vested with the management of the .Estate, the ar.rears in question 
being apparently balances due on account of the rents receivable by 
the abovenamed officer on account of the endowment, and not consti- 
tuting arrears of the public revenue. 


3. Under this conception of the case the Governor General in 
Council is of opinion that the Goliector can legally' exercise for the 
recovery of arrears due by the farmers no other powers than those 
vested in ordinary proprietors of inalgoozary lands, and that consequently 
any sales which he may effect for the recovery of those arrears under 
the powers vested in Collector’s for the realization of the public dues 
from , siidder fariners would not be lei 


4. Tlie Goveriior General iit Council is further of opiiiion, that 
conformably vritli the prinoi])le of the provisions contained in .Regula- 
tion 19 of 1810, the .Local Agents ought not to exercise? any further 
interferenc(3 with tln^ affairs of the Estate hi question than is necessary 
to secure its prosperity and tlui d.uo appropriation of th.e profits accord- 
ing to the intentions of tlio endower. His Lordship in Con.neil woiiid 

not therefore wish that tlio Estate should be continued under the 
immediate charge of the Collector and is of opinion that the manage- 
ment of it ought to be entrusted to the Aineen so long as that office 
shall be maintain od. subject to sucli control on the part of the Local 
Agents as may bo necessary for the above purposes, 

5. If indeed as the Governor General in Council understands from, 
your present correspondence there is now no Mutwaili, it will deserve 
the consideration of your Board whether it may not be proper to 
appoint one, and in that case, to vest with that character the present 
.Ameen, of whom your Board appear to entertain a very favourable 
.opinion. 

6. The decision of those points will rest svith your Board, but 
at all events the Governor General in Council is- decidedly of opinion

7. Mis Lordsliip in Uoiiuoil. is idie more oL r^iiis opinion bticaase 
as already intimated, it appears tliat tlio Oullector has in Ins capacity

h. It appears from your Hoard’s report that the funds of tlie 
Institution are already ample for every purpose of the Endowment. 
There would not, therefore, appear to exist any sufficient motive for 
wishing to draw from the Estate any large increase of rent, and the 
permanent prosperity of the Estate will probably be best secured by 
moderation of demand. 


10. With the same vie^w combined with the still more important 
object of securing the comforts and Iiappiness of the ryots, and other 
inferior tenantry the Governor General in Council -would wisli that 
the Ameen or or other individual whom you may vest with the nianagO“ 
racmt of the Estate should be strongly impressed by your Board and 
cho Local Agents with the propriety of granting pattahs to those persons 
on such terms, as without sacrificing the interests of the Endowment 
may appear best calculated to bestow stability on their tenures and 
thiirs to give to them an interest in the improvement of the Estate, 


11. The Govmrnor General in Council is doubtful whether 'this is 
a case in which any interference on the part of Government is 
required, or can properly be exercised. He presumes that tlie engage- 
ments of tlie farmer, are not confined solely to the Government 
'■ , jiimma, and ' that the Collector granted the farm not in the strict 
capacity of a Koveniie Officer but as a virtual Manager under the 
authority of tlie Court of Wards.

In conformity with the orders of Your Lordship in Council 
conveyed in the 9tii paragraph of Mr. Secretary Mackenzie’s letter of 
the lltli of December last, we have the honour to submit our report 
on the petition of Wasiq Alee Khan. 

2. The measures of which the petitioner complains ' have been 
adopted after the- fullest investigation and they have in' the different 
stages been reported to and approved of by Government, but with the 
view to preclude the necessity of reference to a very voluinirious 
correspondence, we beg to submit the following succinct accoimj; of the 
proceedings of the Board referred to by the petitioner. 

S. Pergminah Syeedporeiiea ill the district of Jessore was assigned 
by the late Hajee Muhammad Molisin as an endowment for the 

support of a religious institution at the town of Hooghly and he 
constituted Rajab Alee Khan, the petitioner’s father and Shakiir Alee 
Khan, to be the managers of the Estates, and Superintendents of the 
establishment at Hooghly by a Deed of Trust (Towieiitnaiiiali) and 
not by a Deed of Gift (Habanamah) ns the petitioner desires it to i)e 
considered. 

4. The abuses which existed in the management of the Institution 

and in tlie appropriation of the funds attracted the attention of the 
Locrd Agents appointed under the provisions of Reguiaiion XfX of 1810, 
and the Board were induced upon consideration of a report of the. 

result of tiie investigation instifcid<ed liy them to submit to G'lvernn'Kuit 
a proiiosition for the better management of the institution, and for 
ensiii-iiig a due apifroiiriation of tlie funds in corifonnity with the 
intention of the Founder, which witb. some modili cation received the 
sanction of Government on the btli of September 1815, and the appoint- 
ment of Syed Akbar Alee Khan to the situation of Superintendent 

of the Fhidowment with suitable allowances w'as confirmed by Govern- 
ment on the 24th of November following. 

5. Under this arrangement the Trustees under the original grant 
remained in charge of tiie several estates, it having been intended 
that the Superintendent should receive from them the surplus collection 
after discharging the revenues of Government and other charges 
authorized by the deed to be applied to the expenses of the Institution. 
But the general conduct of the Trustees and the mismanagement of 
the afliairs of the Estates rendered it liopeiess that a proper appropri- 
ation of the Funds should be effected under this system, indeed the 
appointment of a Superintendent; and Controller became wholly nugatory. 
The Board were, therefore, compelled to commit the inauagernent of 
tin^ lands as ^veli as of the Institution, to officers nominated by the 

,v i n 



public .treasury at Jessore, tlie Oollector liavmg been desirea to remit 
the surplus to Hooglily, for the expenses of the Institution. The heavy 
arrear, however, which had occurred during the management of the 
Trustees rendered a sequestration of the Estates for the public revenue 
subsequently necessary. 

6, The Board still being 'reluctant to exclude the Trustees entirely 
and permanently, instructed the Collector afterwards to release them in 
charge of the Estates, provided they would consent to abide by certain 
conditions calculated to secure a more faithful discharge of the Trust. 


7. The indulgence extended to them w-as so much abused and the 
conditions were so little observed, that early complaints were preferred. 
The affairs of the Estate, both with reference to public revenue and the 
maintenance of the Institution fell into such disorder that it became 
abs<')lii.tely necessary again to divesL the Trustees of tlie management 
and commit it wholly to the SnperinteiidenL 


8. The (Jolloctor, in the mean time, proceeded to investigate the 
actual state of the lands and the manner in which Cie affairs of the 
Estates had ])een condiioted. .The Trustees were proved to have corn- 
niittod extensive embezzlements of the funds ol the Endowment, and 
the most unwarrantable and profligate expenditure was shewn by the 
accounts and brought to light by the Collector, after an arduous and 
patient enquiry conducted with much ability. 


9. Under these circumstances it would have been a dereliction of 
public duty and a total disregard of the provisions of the Regulation XIX 
of .1810, to have permitted the Trustees to continue to conduct the 
affairs of the Estates or to hold longer any piohiciyjal share in the 
rnanagement of the Endowment. .Indeed we were deterred from directing 
the Institution of a prosociitioii against tliem only by the probable 
expense of the process, which the impoverished state of tlje funds v/as 
not calculated to meet and by the better prospect that existed of 
obtaining restitution of any considerahle portion of the embezzlement. 

10. The Deed of Trust (a translation of which was submitted tc 
Your Lordship in Counoil on the 14th of July last) limiti.ng expressly, 
as w^ell as by general instruction of the j\iahoniedan Law in all cases 
of Towleiit the rights and privileges of the Mutwaliis only during 
good conduct, and the long course of these persons in the ve.ry opposite 

' extreme' having been fully substantiated, they were finally divested of 
all official charge or concern but an allowance of 10 rupees each per 
mensem for their personal support was assigned to them. ■ ■ 

11. in conclusion wo beg leave to express our opinion that the 
petitioner has no k^gal claim -to any office, place or emoiiiments in or 
from the Institution, the interests of which would not be likely to be 
maintained by the appointment of persons connected with the family of 
the old Mutwaliis ; indeed it should be considered that the allowance 
now made is a matter of grace and not of right. 







12, Under tlie orders of Government dated 7th August last, Akbar ' 
Alee Kiiaii was appointed by us Miitwalli of the establishment, we 
did not at that time consider it to be expedient to associate any other 
person with him in the office, as it was necessary that he should have 
the sole charge in order to effect a complete reform in the establish- 
ment ; but as the intent of the Endower and the letter of the Tow- 
leutnamah require the appointment of two Mutwallis, we propose to 
select a proper person as a coadjutor to Akbar Alee Khan.

9th. — -It is on these grounds that we principally object to liis being 
paid, but we think that if he prosecutes and the validity of the 
Bond, together witdi the correctness of the accounts, cannot be dis- 
proved, still the suit may lie successfully defended on the grounds of 
illegal interest lundiig made part of th(3 S. Rs. 14,801 for which the

10th.— -The delay, which has occurred in transmitting this report, has 
been occasioned by the absence from Hoogliiy of A.kbar Alee Khan 
on other business connected, mvith the interests of the Endowment.

• 2nd.— I am not aware that any objection exists against adopting 

the arrangement proriosed, on the contrary, I am of opinion that the 
arrangement will in every way be desirable as it will nor. only add 
considerably to the funds of the Institution and secure a punctual 
realization of the revenue, but be beneficial to the Estate. I should 

be inclined, tlierefore, strongly to recommend the adoption of the plan 
at as eaidy a period as may b(3 practicable. 

3rd. — In regard to the details of the arrangement I beg to state 
that it appears to me advisable that the Estate slioukl be divided

out of jiimma iiol above 2,000 rupees. 1 mean that this should be 
done ill all practicable cases but as 1 have proposed tlie talooks 
to consist of entire villages, one or two may be found of largxs 
extent.

Justice 
do not appear to us to Iiave any manner of control over such appoint- 
ments.

.Khan, the Alutvvalii of the Syedpur Endowment, to ascertain liis 

wdslies or intentions in regard to his proposed rc^Higiiatian of that 

Trust. 

From the answer which has been received to that Purwaiiali 

furnislied by the Local Agent at .Hooghiy it appears that in coiiso- 

queiice of the lateness of the season he lias relinquished Ids intention 
of proceeding to Mecca and p.roposes ' to continue the superintendence 
of that Endowment to wdiicli he was appointed at the disire of 
Goveriiineiit and vested with the general control and patronage thereof 
in August 1818. 

It appears that fro.in that period or rather from the year 1815. 
when Syed Akbar Alee Khan was first appointed to the siiperiii- 
tendeiioe of the Endowment in capacity of Ameen, ho has continued 

in the maiiagemeiit of this establislmient to the present period without 
any specific charge <.}f misconduct or aliuse of trust liaviiig been 
preferred against him !.)y any individual connected with the establish"- 
iiient wliich would .not probably been the case, had an}' gross irialver- 

sation been practised, or had. any individual been ag'g.rieved by any 

act of his adiiiiiiistratioii of the Trust. 

It appears moreover that previously to liis appoiiitinent to the 
aitimtion ho now Iioids he had been run ployed for many years, in 
various offices of considerable trust and reBponsibility under diftereiit 

|.Hil)lic officers of (.xovernment in the Western Provinces, and possesses 

nunseroiiH teBtimoniais of good character from tlie several 
public fupctioiiaries under whom lie has served, from wliich it appears 
that in every situation he .has discharged his rluties witli zea! juid 
fidelity and has on some occasions iimdered very important ]iiiblic 
seiu'iccy. In the consideration, therefore, of any matter now l)eio.re us, 
and in the absence of any clear and i].ico:n.testi]->lo proof of misconduct 
or abuse of trust, he is I thiiik entitled to the benefit of tliat cliaraoter 
for integrit}' svhicii he has established l*y a long course of fait.hful 
public sei'vices and wliicli it is not I think possible, that a,t liis 

present advanced I'leriod of life iu^ would depart from and incur the 
risk of dismissal and disgrace i.iy conduct inconsistent with his duty 
and witl .1 the faithful discharge of the trust reposed in him.

managed by the Mutwalli previously to the period at which by 
orders of Government it was disposed of in putnee talooks in 1229 
since which period the Mutwalli lias had no concern with the 
collections, which have been managed entirely by the Collector of 
Jess ore and his native amlah. 



I am of opinion that it was not intended by the provisions of 
Regulation XIX of 1810, that the Local Agents or controlling revenue 
authorities should exercise any interference with the management of 
such endowment, further than may be necessary to permit the 
appropriation of the funds contrary to the intent rf the donor ; and 
to see generally that the Trust is faithfully administered. I 
would therefore, propose the accounts and papers in this case be 
furnished to the local Commissioner not with a view to any further 
investigation into the accounta of passed years or into any alleged 
irregularity of eoncliiot at the period (six years ago) when the Mutwalli 
had the iminediate charge of the Syedptir Estate ; but in order that 
the Coinmiasioner may adopt such measures as he may judge proper 
under the provisions contained in the lithographed circular instructions 
with which he has been furnished to guard against any future error 
or mismanagement in the discharge of this Trust. For this purpose 
I would recommend that the following rules be observed in future in 
regard ■ to the accounts to be rendered by the Mutwalli and the dis- 
bursonimits : which mny be : mmle ; by him 

1. The /Mutwalli: should ; be . required to .re^^ the disbursements 

to the amount /.of Bthe^^ of the endowed ■ lands : and the- 

sharcB applicable to the purposes specified in f.he Towdeutnaiiiali should 
be regulated according thereto. 

2. The Mutwalli should not be allowed to contract debts or loan 
Irorn individuals witiioiit the sanction of the Commissioner to be 
obtained through the Local Agent to whom lie should apply wdieiiever 
funds may be required for the pnrposes of the Endowment, such fonds 
than to be supplied from any surplus proceeds of the Endowed lands at 
Jessore ; or in oases of emergency by an advance from the public 
treasury in anticipation thereof ; to which, liowever, the sanction of the 
Sudder Board must be obtained. 




H. That the Mutwalli be required to obtain the sanction of the 
Local Agent to any contingent disbursement exceeding 1,000 rupees and 
that in cases, of any requisite repairs of buildings or such like, an 
estimate be famished of the probable expense. 


4. That the Mutwalli be required to furnish a list of all fixed 
servants and pensioners now belonging to the establishment with a 
specification of their salaries or pensions. 

5. That he be also required to furnish a statement of ail out- 
standing debts or loans which have not yet been liquidated. 

6. That the i-tli share of the net proceeds which by the Tow- 
leutnamah was allotted for the support of the MutAvalli who was 
appointed to manage the endowed lands at Jessore and which 
appointment has been discontinued since the sale of the lands in 
putnee talooks, be hereafter applied for liquidation of such loans or 
outstanding debts. 

7 . That the Collector of Jessore furnish every six months to the 
Local Agent at flooghly a Jumma Khurtch account of the surplus receipts 
of the Estate in deposit after payment of the public revenues, in order 
that the Local Agent may be able to judge how far the funds 
the Eiidownient may admit of his sanctioiiing advances which may be 
applied for by the Mutwalli. 

8. That a revised and less detailed form of accounts of receipts 
and disbursements approved by the Local Commissioner be furnished 
through the Local Agent to tlie Mutwalli in which the disbursements 
under the diflerent portions specified in the Towleutnamah should be 
separately entered and any deviation in entering the items of disburse- 
ments under heads to which they do not l)elong, should be explained by 
the Mutwalli. 

9. All loans contracted and payments made in liquidation thereof 
should be specified distinctly from other items ol receipts and disburse- 
ments. 

10. Tliat the accounts of the Mutwalli be furnished to the 
Local Agent six monthly or annually as the local Commissioner may 
deem advisable : that they may be examined and either passed or 
corrected without delay, 

11. The observance of the foregoing rules will, I think, obviate 
all further uitficulties and sufficiently provide for the due ad- 
ministration of this Trust, and I propose that; a communication to the 
effect stated in the foregoing observations and suggestions addressed 
to the Local Commissioner with a request that he will cause the 
Mutwalli to be nmle acquainted with the purport tliereof by tiie l^ucal 
Agent. 

It may hereafter be proper to submit for the inforniatiou. ai)d 
approval of G-overament a copy of the enclosures we may issue to the 
Local Gomniissioner.

He, at the same time, submits the following points for your con- 
sideration, He observes that there are no debts of the nature con- 
templated in the 6tb rule which, it is therein prescribed shall be 
discharged out of the share, the amount of salary set aside for 
one Mutwalli when two were maintained. He adds that the Board 
of Revenue permitted him to receive the whole sum, after he was 
appointed to the superintendency. He also suggests that if he was 
allowed to realize the revenues from the Piitneedars, he would be able 
to bring the provisions of Regulation XIX of 18.10, and Regulation 
VIII of 1819, more promptly into effect and at the same time 
relieve the Collector considerabi.y.

I am directed by tbe Governor General in Council to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter dated the 8tli ultimo, submitting a 
Decree of the King in Council on the Syedpore Estate. 

2. Previously to furnishing you with any orders on your present 
reference, His Lordship in Council is desirous of being furnished with 
a statement of the receipts and disbursements of the fund and of tbe 
amount which now stands to the credit of the Endowment to be calculated 
from the month of August 1821, at which period it is understood that the 
talooks comprizing the endowed Estate were sold by public auction at 
the Collector’s office. It is not desired by Government that these 
accounts should exhibit every minute article of expenditure but generally 
that tliey should shew the amount of the sums disl)nrsed and the 
mode of their appropriation whether to the liquidation of the Govern- 
ment revenue, the celebration of festivals, the payment of pensions or 
to any other, and what, purposes of a jjious or iisel'ul character. 

3. His Lordship in Council observes tliat by the will of the 

Founder, three-ninths <.)£ the net prohts of the Endowment are to be 
appropriated to the celebration of ceremonies and the rep/air of edifices, 
two-nintiis to the sup])ort of the Mutwallis therein named, and four- 

ninths to the maintenance of the establishment and of certain pension- 
ers whose names are stated to ha recorded. 

4. Jt no where appcuirs whether the present Mutwalli (Akbar 

Alee) continues to receive the fixed allowance of 200 rupees per mensem 
assigned to liiin in 1815, or whether on his being ap)])ointed to the 
office of sole Mutwalli in 1819, lie succeeded also to the enjoyment 
of the two-ninths of the net profits destined ])y the will of the 

Founder to he enjoyed by the two Mutwallis appointed by iiim. In 
tl'.e former case large sums must have accumulated for the disposal of 
which no provision was made by the Founder of the Endowment and 
it may also be assumed that great savings have been effected by the 
lapse of pensions, 

5. The will does nol appear to convey lo the Mutwalli (whoever he 
may be) any power to increase the establishment, to augment the 
number of i)ensioners or to substitute others in lieu of those named 
by the Founder ; still less did it contemplate the accumulation and dis- 
posal of so large a capital as lias now been amassed in pursuance of 
the measures which the Government have deemed it advisable to 


6. It is understood that the Maiiomedaii law strictly interpreted, 
forbids the appropriation of a larger sum to the repairs of the edifices 
of an endowment than may be absolutely necessary to preserve them 
in the state in which they were left by the Founder, and, from this 
circumstance as well as those above , enumerated, it may confidently be 
anticipated that very considerable sums will remain to be appropriated 
to useful and charitable purposes at the discretion of Government in 
its guardian capacity, and in concert with the Mutwalli wdio now 
presides over the affairs of the Eiidowmeot. 

' 7. The most obvious purpose to wdiich the surplus could be 
applied, ’with reference alike to the perpetuation ■ of the Founder’s name 
and to the promotion of' useful knowledge not entirely of a secular 
character,, w’-piild he the establishment of a Madrassa, in wdiich in the 
first instance, Mall omedan. learning might alone be taught, but wliicii 
at .no distant, period, it niiglit be hoped, would willingly receive the 
solid advantages of European science.

2. This suit was originally instituted in the Dewaiii Adawliit of 

of Zillah Hooghly, and dismissed by the Judge, whose decision was 
upheld by the Calcutta Court of Appeal. But the appellant being still 
dissatisfied, preferred a special appeal to the Sadder Dewani Adavvlut, 
which was admitted on the ground that the Futwas of the Law Officers 
of the Siidder Court called for by the Court of Appeal when the case 
was pending before that Tribunal and other learned men of tlie 
j\iadrassa, pronounced the deed executed by the late Muhammad Mulisin 
to bo “ Towient Mai Wassehut,” whereas the decisions of the Lower 

Courts were grounded upon the supposition that it was simply a 

Towleutnamah. 

{]. The draft of the answer proposed by Mr. Belli to be record- 

ed on the occasion accompanies, and I have no alterations to suggest 
i)oing made in it. 

4. J cannot hesitate, liowever, to say that I think it matter of 
much regret that tlie acts of embezzlement and abuse of trust witli 
wliicli i-ho Mutwallis were charged and their consequent disquali- 
heatioii to hold tlie situation, did not, at tlie time they were liroiight 
to notice, undergo a judicial investigation, instead of being summarily 
enquired into and reported by the Collector of Jessore to the late 
Board of Revenue. One of the principal charges against tliein, was 
for holding certain talooks pertaining to the Estate under fictitious 
names and in one instant Tumi Busundea and no other, f believe, has 
been brought into Court. Akbar Alee Khan, the presemt Mutwalli, 
ousted the person in possession of the Estate but upon that indi\ddual,

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namely Tnrab Alee, bringing an action in the Provincial Court against 
the Collector of Jessore and Akbar Alee Klian, not a Scintilla of

can be consistent either witii tiie interest 

or the dignity of the Government to defend a pi-osecntion where the 

issue is unquestionably doubtful or in otliei' words where the case 

made out on the part of tlie piaintitF exhibits far lietter and more 

Biibstantial reasons for anticipating a I'avonrable result than any which 

can be advanced for liis disconxlituL’e. But this is a suit in rvliich 

there does not appear to me any reason to hope a defence, if 

made, can lie successful and in illustration of this oiiinion, I proceed 

to show, what are to my apprehension, the material facts of this 

case. 

5th — The origin of this suit has been the removal of Wasik Alee 

Klian from the office of Joint Mutwalli of the Hooghly Imambarah 
to which office he claims a vested right in virtue of a deed executed 
by the endower Miihanmiad Molisin. 

6th— Wasik Alee was removed from the office of Joint ‘Mu tvr alii by 

the late Board of Idevenue with, the sanction 
Vide 7, 8, 9 and 10 paragraphs . . 

of late Board’s letter to Collector ot Government after a summary enquiry (not 

dated 12 th Scpteml*,- juaieial), which satisfied the late .Board that 
he was neither sufficiently trustworthy nor lit 
to be continued in this office. It is much to be regretted that at 
that time the Malioinedan Law Officers were not required to declare 
ill the prescribed manner tlieir opinions of the nature of the Trust Deed 
executed by Muhamniad M whether it was by the Mahomedan 

Law a mere Towleutnaniah or simple deed of trust or as is now 
declared by these authorities, a “Towleutmal Wasseut ” or testamen- 
tary trust: making : the Trustees, Executors as, doubtless such an exposi- 
tion of the legal merits of this deed might iiave induced a very different 
mode of enquiry, if not a different decision. 

7th — The deposed Miitwally instituted a suit in tlie Zillali Court at 

Ilooghly to recover his officte as boiii.<r his 
of Begiiknou 19 yggijQf-j Under the Deed above referred to. 

The Judge of liooglily dismissed the suit ex- 
pressing in the bony of his deci-ce, his approval of the pnwious proceed- 
ings of the late Board of lievenne. But it is here- material to observe 
that the Zillali Judge passed his decision, it is to i)e presumed, without 
adverting to the provisions of Section XV of Regulation TV of 1793 
w'hioh direct and require that in. suits of this class, the Mahomedan 
Law officers of me Court are to expound the law, and the Judge is 
to form his decision according to the Mahomedan Law, for no mention 
is made by tiie Zillah Judge in his decree of this absolute rule and 
in fact as far as the record shows it was allowed no consideration. 

8t.h — Dissatisfied with Ihe above decision Wasik Alee preferred his 
appeal to the Calcutta Provincial Court where ho filed the Futwaii of the 
Moiilvees of the l^Iadrassa deciaviug that the deed of trust executed 
by Mubanmiad Mohsin is not a. mere Towleiitnarnah ” or simple deed 
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of trust but a “ Towleutmal Waaseufc ” or testaraeiitary deed of tniat; 
possessing the properties d; a will, and in ilhisti-atiou of tlieir opiiuon 
they observe that this deed empowers tlio iMutwaJli. wlieii(nu3i‘ lie may 

find, he can no longer fulfil bis office satisfactorily, to appoint liis own 

successor, a license t.hat could only exist in a Towleiitinal W'asseut and 
is never to be foiuid in a mere Towlimtnamali and tliey also state that 
the successors to tlie tesrator named in the Towleiitnainah are to be 
considered the Testator’s Executors. The Provincial (Jourt forwarded 
the Flit wall, delivered iiy the M.onlveea of the Madrassa to the Law 
Officers of tdie Sudder .Dewani Adawlut soliciting iVoni tliein Fiitwalis.

Hajee Miihaminad Mohsiii specifically declares that tlie disbursei:iient 
of tile daily expenses, and r.lio wages of (die sfci|)eiidiai‘ies and other 

persons of tlie Iniainliarab. shall after bis demise lie vested in the 
Miitivallis wlio will discontinue or continue them according to their 
pleasure, a power clearly demonstrative of this deed lieiiig of the des- 
cripition of a will, that is a Towleutinal Wasseut and not a mere d.Viwleut, 
The kludge of the Pi’ovincial Lourt ilismiBsed the appeal ami confirmed 
the decision of tlie Zillah .fiidge, thus iii I filling only that part of tlie

case, 1 consider unsatisfactory ; indeed T cannot imagine a defence 
•whicli could be framed to warrant any just hope of ultimate success* 
The Regulation ayipHcable. to the case, the conciiiTent Futwalis of the 
Law Officers of the Sudder Dewani Adawlut, and of the Madrassa. 
and the reasons assigned by the Sadder Dewani Adawlut fur 
admitting a special ap])eal are to my apprehension indications quite 
conclusive as to the ultimate issue of this litigation being favouralile 
to tdu!

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Tlie endower died on the 16tli Agiiii, 1219 (30th Noveinlxe- 
1812): Shakir Ali died on the 28th Bysakli. 1220, having previously 
set up an instrument, purporting to be a will bearing his seal and 
executed by the Haji, shortlj' before Ids death, (on the 7th Aguii, 
1219) whereby he virtuality set aside tiie previous endowinent, tind 
constituted Shakir Ali his representatiA'e and successor. Shakir Als on 
this, Fhich bore the attestation of his father-in-law Raja!) Ali, 
procured record of Ids name as Zemindar. 


At the instance of Banda Ali. wlio claimed tlie Estatim as donee 
of Maim Jan, after the death, of Shakir Ali, tlie instrument was 
pursued as false, befori.^ ttie Magistrate at llooghly. l)y his iin'c'stiga- 
tioii the forgery was clearly shewn. Rajah Ali admitted the fact of 
afExing the Haji’s seal (while he .was iusensil.)le) at; the desire of 
Shakir Ali, and the witnesses whose names appeared, ilenied know- 
ledge of execution. The Alagistrate did not press tlu' clsarge against 
Rajal) Ali, on tlie ground of Ids ignorance and simplicity — tlie deeii 
in fact prejudieing Ills riglits under the endowment. 


Bakir Ali succeeded S.hakir Ali,. his father, urnhw an alleged 
appointment from the latter. Dissensions already conmumced. continued 
between hiiu and .Rajah Ali. After some struggles a coinpromise 
ensued which ended in tlieir effecting tlie ' record nf their names as 
joint Zemindars.

In the progress of enquiry Mr. Tucker brought to the notice of 
the Board various acts of abuse and inisfeazance against the Mut- 
walJis, under these heads : — (1). 'They had fraudulently misappropriated 
the assets of the Trust, by constituting and enjoying in iictirioiis 
names, tenures at inadequate rents, in particular the Taluka tenure 
ol Basandia, Oliiiigotia and iVlagorah, the latter of which was appro- 
priated in tlie name ol: Mishani Begum, the wife of Wasik Ali, 

liajab Ali A son. (2 ). The inadequate rents even of these Talukas 
had not lieen iirouglit to credit. (3). The establishment of tj;ie 
village ol Putwaris had been corruptly suppressed. (4). The 

Miitawallia had allowed the officers of the trust to hold collusive 
farms. (5). They had largely anticipated the rents and allowed to 
farmers remissions, for what they had thus converted to their own 
use, :iii particular, to the farmers of Chanka and Arinda. (6). They 
had fraudulently drawui from the collections large sum for their own 
use, in excess of their fixed proportion, as appeared from the accounts 
of their own officers and misapplied sums in biibery. 

The Talukas of Basandia, etc., and of Sobnai were . resumed, wdtii 
the authority of the Board, by the Ooliector, Mr. Tucker, who first 
addressed ordtu’s on Turah Ali and the other parties, to produce 
tlieir titles— -a re(juisition which had before been made by Mr. Boddam 
in bSKh also withont effect. 

iSubsequentiy on the 12tli September 1817, in consideration of the 
r(->porrs and statements of tlie Collector, the Board recorded its opinion 
that Bakir Ali, wdio w*as already suspended from charge, was unfit 
to hold tin.' office of Curator. Acts of misappropriation and abuse 
against him and Rajah Ali (wdio had died pending the enquiry) being 
proveib the Board also lield that his heir (Wasik Ali) was also 
iinlit to Hiiccei'd to the vacant Curatorsliip, as liis participation in 
ahiisGs was apparent, and besides the office was mot hereditary. 

These ord<u-s W(‘re confirmed Ijy Covernmont, wiiich in September 
1818. apipointed Aklair Ali Khan sole Mutawalli in the interval, from the 
end of 1816 ; the Estates had been under charge of tlie Collecitor and 

the other affairs of tlie trust under tlie direction of Akbar Ali, as 

Visitor, • . . ^ ^ ; 

From the procimdings narrated arose the three litigations here 
reported. In 1826 Wasik Aii instituted a suit in the Ziilah of 

Hooghly, to recover the office of Co-Curator of ^tlie endowment, with 
the emolument annexed. His case -was this : — “ In Bysakh 1220, 
(April 1813) my father Rajah Ali, acting on the power given him in ■ 
the deed, appointed me Curator in ids place. 1 and Bakir- Ali (w-ho' 
liad been similarly appointed by his father) thus liecame joint Muta» 
wallis ; notwuthstanding this the Board has displaced us from our 
offices and aiipointed Akbar Ali Khan in our place. The deed of 
trust executed by the Fluji, is not merely a deed of endowmient, but 
includes also a testament. My removal contravened the general law, 
ami in pa.rticuiar section -2, Regulation a of 1799, whereby an 
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executor . is only removable, on breach of trust judicially proved, 
Bakir Ali has become insane ; therefore 1 alone sue loi* my own 
right.” 

ddie defence of (Joverninent was tins. h/cijab All and Ijiikii ALi, 
the last Curators, had, on enquiry, been found guilty oi anuses. Liiider 
tlie provisions of Regulation. 1.9 of 1810, tin;' Board had assumed tlit“ 
coiuroi of the Trust, and displaced them. and. witli the sanction of 
Government, Akliar Ali .Khan, liad been, appoiiitetl solo Curator. 

Ou the 12tli September 1826 the' case came on for trial before 
Mr. I). Smytli, the Zillah kludge. He was of opiniou that plaintiff had 
failed in showing that he had legally been appointed to, and lield 
the office, from which he alleged liis removal. He had not been 
displaced, but the former Mutawallis who were guilty of abuses, in 
which, plaintiff too had been participant, and tlieiice passed over in the 
selection of a successor. Air. Smytli referred to the principles of the 
Muslim Law regarding endowments laid down in the cast' of Alohanimad 
Sadik, appellant, sons of Alohabut Ali, decided in the Sudder 

Dewanny, 6tli December 1798 (Yol. I Reports) and cases Nos. 1 and S, 
cited in Alacnaghteii’s jirecedents (pages 829 and 840). These showed 
that the ruling power might depose a misfeazing trustee of an endow- 
ment and appoint a fit pierson, where no competent Indr of the endower 
existed, The Board iiad done this under section 18, Regulation 19 of 
1810, and the claim of plaintiff was untenable. In fact, even (as 

pretended) bad be been deposed, still section 15 of that Regulation 

was inap])licable, and gave the Oourt no riglit to interfere. The seetioii 
gave a judicial I’emedy in a distinct class of case, viz., where the 
Local Agents might hav(,' trt'Uted as an endown.ient, wliat was rlenied 
to be such. 

Mr. iSmyth considered section 2, Regulation 5 of 1799, as irrelevant. 

The essence of a testaiinmt was revocaln'lity : now tb.c ('iidowtu' could 

not. had lie wished it, have i-ecalh'd the appropriatiori made in 1218, 
and since jdaiutiff could n<')t by inheritanci' claim the income assiLqu-d 
to an office. Mr. Bmyih (.lismissed his suit, 

Turab Ali also instituted separate , actions in the Provincial (bmii 
of Calcutta to recover the Talukas ol Basandia and Hobnal. 

His case 'as to tlie first was this, “on 8rd Bysakb 1218, ilaji 
Afulisin madt' to me a lieritahle grant of Basandia, (h,iingf)tia and.

Bakir Ali, had defended, was ineiitioiied in this. Sobnal was recited 
as tile Taliika of plaintiff*, while Baaandia was left to follow the distri- 
bution of that iiistruinent. 

On the 5tli May 1830, this case ivas heard b(3fore Mr. (I, C. Masters, 
who deeming the pattali set up by plaintiff proved decreed in his favour 
recovery of the claimed tenure, with profits, interest, and costs, against 
the defendant, Akbar Ali Khan. 

In his plaint for the Lakhiraj tenure of Sobnal and dependencies, 
Tiirab Ali alleged that the Haji, in 1213, had granted the same to 
him at the fixed rent of 1,001 rupees. The defence was in effect the 
same as in the other case. On the 17tli May, 1831. Mr. O. 0. Masters 
heard this case. He observed that the pattali had no date and that 
the evidence showed that it was a fictitious alienation for the benefit 
of the former Miitaivalis. Mr. Masters, therefore, dismissed the suit. 

Mhisik Ali preferred an appeal to the Oaleutta Court of Appeal 
from the above recited decision of the Ziilali Court. He pleaded that 
Ills case required a special reference to the Miihanmiadan Law Officers 
to ascertain that law as applicable thereto. Fut walls were filed by 

both parties, and successively submitted to the Muftis of the Sudder 
Dewarmi Adawlat, for verification, by Mr. Middleton and Mr. Curtis, 
Judges of the Court. Mr. Middleton, with refereiif^e to the appellant's 
plea ill that regard likewise proposed the question whether the: Deed 
of Endowment wavS also a testament, and Mr. Curtis further asked for 
what it can be so considered, adding these queries— (1). Can the ruling 
power depose a Cuintor if for good of the trust in case of mis- 

feazance ? (2). The endower, by the use of terms in the plural, commit- 
ted the power of substitution to both Ciii’ators : one of these is 

dead ; can the survivor singly appoint a successor without consulting 
tiio ruling power? 

On the 18tli December 1830, this appeal came on for trial before 
Mr. iiliddleton, who affirmed the decision of the Lower Court. Mr. 
Middleton observed that the alleged fact ol' Wasik Ali having succeeded 
his fatiior early in 1220, was disproved, b}’- the continuance of Ea-jab

That individual now otfered in 
evidence, a copy of a paper purporting to be a Rubukari of the 
Collector of Jessore, dated the 4th August 1816. in which he recognizes 
the Pattah of the Haji to Turab Ali Khan dated 3rd Bysakli 1213, 
for Basaiidia and other Alahals, and the subdivisions made by Turab 
Ali, and directs the Collector’s officers in charge of the Estate to give 
possession of the iVIahais at the reserved rent. Air. ■ Robertson 
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coHsiderGd fJiia paper as fcdse. It did not speciiy lieiore Avhoni, tho 
Bubukari was held, and was not reconcilable with the refusal of Turab 
Ali to produce his titles on the requisition of M.r. Boddam in October

of Wasik Ali, Mr. Robertson concurred Avitii the

In the state- 
ment umiexed tlie dates on which 
and in what proportions the suma 
were borrowed are given, but if the 
Board require in detail tlie very 
items by which these smiw were 
consumed, it will require more time 
and much inspection to prepare 
such a statement. I have told the 
Mutwallee to be ready to answer 
the requisition, should it be made 
by the Board, 


periodically w'ould afford the in- 
formation desiderated on this head 
but in obedience to the present 
orders, I have prepared a separate 
account, which is hereunto annexed. 
There appears to have been a 
mistake in the Board’s division 
of the expenditure to yth sliare 
Bs.

1. It would be a work of supererogation to go back fiirtlier than 

to the period of Mr. Blunt’s minute of 1829 which had the con- 

currence of the Senior Member, and indeed this is the leas necessary 
since the Rules then laid down, placed the affairs of the Trust on a 
new and distinct , footing while the misappropriation of the funds to 
which my attention is now directed has taken place since the 

promulgation of those Rules. 

2. The rules in question had for their object to restrain the 

Mutwalee, Allee Acber from making disbursements to a greater extent 
than the proportionate shares under the' Towleut Namah, ’ also from 
contracting : debts, in" the shape of loans, which was provided .against 
by giving him the power to apply to the Gollector and Tocal Agents 
of Hooglily for occasional advances to meet any emergency. By those 
Rules, he was also to submit periodical accounts and he was restrained 
from makiug use of the assets of the lapsed Mutwalee’s yth, which 
were to ]je considered a fund for the liquidation of outstanding loans 
and debts subject to the approval of the Board, 

3. The situation of second Mutwalee had been abrogated upon, 
occasion of the disposal of the Syedpiir Trust Estate into Putnee 
Talooks, which rendered the situation unnecessary, since from that 
time the collection of the rents was vested in the Gollector ,of 
Burd wan. 


4, ft is evident, however, that Allee Acber was not contented 
with that part of the rules of 1829, which deprived him of the 
second .\th, foi' in September of the same yeai* ho made an application 
to the Local Agents of Hooglily in which he stated that there were 
no outstanding loans or debts, and representing that when the other 
Mutwalee was removed he had been permitted to draw his salary in 
addition to his own. This application liaving been transmitted to 
Mr. Commissioner Braddon, ,h.e, under date the 22nd September' 1829, 
solicited the iostriictions of the Board on this point. 


5. On tlie 2nd November following, the' Board issued still ' mdfe 

peremptory orders to the effect that the Board saw" no reason to alter' 

that pax't of the resolutions of the 23rd March 1829 which limited 
the Mutwaiee’s allowance to a -Irth ; further that the Mutwalee or the 
Commissioner himself wms at liberty to propose any special disburse- 
ments of the available surplus, and to any such propositions, ibe Board 
would pay every attention, but meanwhile the resumed ?jth of the net 

proceeds and the interest on the sums in the hands of the Govern** 

ment Agents could not be placed at the discretional disposal of the 
Mutw^alee. 



6. No further instructions were either solicited or issued touching 
the proceeds of the lapsed |tli till the year 1834, 

7. Ill that year certain sums of money were required to pay 
some decrees of Court, and it then was ^discovered ■ by the Goilector 
and Local Agent of . Llooglily, Mr. Bellie, that the accumulated assets of 
the -.'jth lapsed share, amoiiiitiiig to Rs. 24,731 with tiie exception of 
;Rs. l,513--2-10-2, had been made use. of by the Mutwa.lee. 

,, 8. The Commissioner, under date the- oOtii September 1834, 
reported tiiis rnalappropriation which he deemed a direct violation of

18, Lhen, again, it is to be appreiiended that the same individual wdio 
would not s<,u’Liple to make use of a large sum of money, the interference 
with which without the approbation of the Board was expressly negated, 
would not much hesitate to take a part or the whole to liis own use ;

betrays a d.8gree of duplicity very nearly allied to a direct want of 
princi|;)ie and honesty.

(')th. — Pending tin-' litigation and wliile tlie result was donbluil. the 
General office has naturally hesitat(‘d to expend tln^ entire growing iiuaane 
of the endowment, and tliere has consequently been a large aoetiniu lat ion 
ol; funds wbicb bavf} biani laid out at interest. Phis aceiimuiation has 
been iniicb augmented by tlie manmu’ in whicli tlie ('slati's have been 
administered, viz., by adopting the scheme o[ ])utiieo management., tliat is, 
by leasing in perpetuity upon fine. From these fines, added to the accu- 
mulation of surplus resiu'ved income, tlien^ is now a sum of several lacks 
of ru]iees in hand by tiic interest of whicb the Iiieomi' of tbi' endow- 
ment is nearly doubled.

Miitwalee appointed by G-ovemment, but he does not deem it necessary 
to appoint a second Miitwalee or to appropriate the second-nintli share 
assigned by the testator to the co-trustee nominated in the original 
will. This ninth, therefore, will be available for general purposes for 

a beneficial nature along witb tbe surplus funds to which I shall 

presently advert. It may, however, be necessary to point out that in 
tlie above observations the principle to be adopted permanently is 
intended to lie laid down rather than the particular course to be

Agents respecting a thorough investigation into the affairs of tiie Thaist 
from the year 1829 to tho present period is submitted for the perusai 
and approbation of the Right Honourable the Governo}'. 

] have received tho Purwaiiah of the 19th October 1831. Accord- 
ing; to' the said orders ‘ the expenses of . repairing- the fmambarah 
buiidinga -will be defrayed , ' out o£ the |th Fund, but' at present there 
are no assets in that share indeed, I take assets from the share in deposit 
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to deiray the (3xpeiise oi repairs. The particnilars are as follows ; — ■ 
aiiaiigeineiits of Hadjee Mohsin have been improved bj’" CloAmrii- 
intrnt by tlie creation of the Futnee Taluks.

And also through the 
negiig-'ciice of the Arnlah, the realizations haem been deficient. 

For this reaso,n the Collector of Jessore dismissed the Tehseeldar, 
still the balances for the past years amounted to .Rs. 86,48o-8“7-l. 
The statement sent herewdth under the seal and signature of the 
Collector Avill afiord full explanation on the point. On these accounts the 
Holy Avorks suffer much detri,iiient. The servants and pensioners of 
the establishment who have not received their allowances for six months 
are loud in tlieir complaints against me. And in this year, Mootwallee 
has received Rs, l,9'75-8--18-0 as his s,hare according to the Towdeiitnainah. 
If the Khasmehals are formed into Putnee Talooks and the coliections 
from the Putnee Talooks are urged by the .Hiizzor, the affairs of. the 
Institutibn can be conducted in the same excellent way as heretofore. 
By the orders of the Sudder Board of the 30th Deoeinber 1823, 
Rs. 30,000 were obtained as a loan and again Rs. 8,000 by the orders 
of Goveniiiieut, 1827.

— The accompanying Persian translation of the Board’s Proceed- 
ings of the ?>rd November 1829 is the identical paper which was 
furnished to the Mutwalli, Allee Akbar Khan ; the point is placed 
beyond a doubt by the fact of his having furnished it to Mr. Belli 
with his urzee of tlie 28tli ultimo in conformity with tJie orders of 
the Board, and His Lordship will find that the Mutwalli was made 
fully acquainted with the Board’s decision respecting the lapsed itli. 
The Board were aware that any copy in the Oolleetor’s office niiglit 
leave room for cavil on the part of the Mutwalli, and the Board 
would, therefore, make one remark on this subject which is this; that 
the Mutwalli, who has denied his having been made acquainted with 
the authoritative nature of the prohibition, has cominitted himself to 
a deliljerate falsehood. 


7tli — The Rules to which the Board have thought necessary to revert 
were framed expressly and avowedly to guard against any future mis- 
appropriatioii or mismanagement of the Trust, and took their rise from 
certain accusations, wliicli had been preferred against Ali Akbur Khaii^ 
the present Mutwuilli, yet he lias violated the positive injunctions con- 
tained in tliese Rules, and the consequence is tlie utter loss of this 
large sum of money.

en(jmre into, and the Board now state that the existence of accusa” 
tions against the honesty of Ali Akbur Khan, was the immediate cause 
of the restrictive rules framed in 1829 against which that person has 
since so seriously transgressed. . , 

4. Under the circiimstances the Governor considers it to be liis 
duty to direct the nnmediate dismissal of Syed Ali Aubar Khan from 
the Mootwallysliip of the Tmaiiibarah at Hooghly. The Board will be 
pleased to direct accordingly and to nominate a successor to the office 
for His Lordship’s approval ; whoever may be appointed to the office 
ought to be required to furnish security for his faithful discharge 
of the pecuniary trust confided to him. 


5. If the Board are of opinion that they can establish the fact of 
embezzlement against the Mootwallee now dismissed, by legal evidence, 
or that there is any process by which they can compel him to refund 
to the Institution the sums wiiieh they believe him to have mis- 
appropriated, they have the Governor’s license to proceed, either crimi- 
nally or civilly, against the Ali Akbur Khan. But His Lordship 
apprehends that iiiiless other evidence than that now before Goverii- 
inent, be foillicuHiiiiig, the loss which the. . funds of the luiaiiibarah have 
sustained, is irretrievable. This persuasion : is the more mortifying, 
because it is ev.ideiit that if the Local Agent had been but tolerably 
vigilant ami attemtire to his duty, the gross iiTegiilarities or fraiids 
(whichevoL’ they may be) of which the Moot wa has been guilty, could 
not have been committed with impunity.

8. With regard to the future, the Rules proposed by the Board in 
paragraph 11 of your letter are generally approved. These with their 
instructions of the 21st ultimo (21st March 1836 ?) to the Local Agents, 
appear to provide sufficient checks against malversation. But they must 
of course insist upon the supervision and control of the Local Agents 
being practicali,y efficient. The best system, if never enforced, will be 
so niiieh nibr'e than useless, that it will generate a vain confidence of 
security. But as minute and vexatious, interference with the concerns 
of an Institution partaking largely of a religious character is to be 
deprecated, His Lordship does not doubt that the Board will be able 
to devise a plan which shall combine the protection and due apportion- 
ment of the funds, with such a degree of free action on the part of 
the Miitwalli, in regard to all matters of detail and subordinate ad- 
ministration, as ‘shall, as well, preclude the necessity of any interfer- 
ence on the part of the Grovernment in matters connected with reli- 
gion, as the excitement or irritation or discontent among the Mahomedan 
population connected with or interested in the Imambarali. 


9. With reference to No. 3 of the Rule above noticed and to 
the orders of Government dated the 6tli of duly 1830, the Governor 
directs that all pensions granted by the Mutwalli subsequent to that 
date, and in defiance of those orders, (which his remonstrance proves 
that he understood) be immediately cancelled. But the instructions of 
the Board to the Local Agents in regard to this matter ought never- 
theless to be carried into effect.

The endowment is of the Shea persuasion and it wmiild, therefore, 
be highly inexpedient to appoint a Soonee. Of the remaining applicants, 
I consider Moulvi Zyniiddeeii to stand next. lie is a well-spoken and 
intelligent man, was educated at the Madrasa, and was deemed so good 
a scholar both in Arable and English at the recent examination of 
candidates for oriental Masters to the Hooghly College that he was 
selected by Messrs. H. Sbakespear and Sutherland and myself for one 
of the situations. 

He also appears to liave the confidence of the Local Agents who 
in their letter of the 29tli June last speak of Moiiivee Zeeniiddeeii as 
a person in whose judgment and; abilities they have full confidence. He 
is 23 years old and looks more than that age. 1 have thus given 
my opinion as to the candidate I should select froiii among those 
who have applied for the situation, but I must own that it seems to 
me, W'e might have found an individual better qiialihed than any one 
who has come to us so far as past employment is concerned, had we 
carried our enquiries into the Judicial Department whence among the 
principal Sudder Ameens or Moulvees of the Courts, an individual 
might liave lieen found wdi.ose well tried integrity of charact( 3 r might 
add the claim of long service and official experience, and whose selec- 
tion might prove a stimulus to tlie whole body of native functioii*- 
aries in the Judicial and Fiscal Departments.

Mr. Belii’s neglects occasioned, 
that the late Mutwalii s iiiaipractices have remained so long con- 
cealed, and Mr. Samuels and Mr. Wise have had no opportunites or 
experience, but were it otherwise 1 would never give my consent to 
the appointment of Moulvi Zynuddin.

4tli. — I have understood after particular enquiry that all our 
Siidder Ameens and Law officers ai-e Sooiiees, otherwise there may be 

amongst them some men in ail respects qualified for such a trust, 

but official service and experience would to my judgment, consti- 
tute no ground of qualification. I have yet to learn that being 
a good Judge or a good Law^yer will lieip to qualify a man to be 
a good priest or that the education and practice required to form 
tlie former, can, in any degree assist in qualifying for the latter. 

5th.— Of ail the candidates that have yet presented themselves, 
1 should say the Sheea sect of the Mahomedaii population would 

prefer Mirza Mohammed Mehdee Ishpaiianee, of course lie would not 
be selected unless he can afford time to perform duties. He lias 
an Imambarali and for years has presided in it. Amongst hiS' sect, 
indeed, everywhere he bears a Jiigli character and as; he is : reported 

to be very wealthy, it is fair to presume he seeks the appoint- 

ment because it would im in the eyes of people an honourable distinc- 
tion ; 1 believe no persons in Calcutta are more competent to form from 
their experience of Asiatic literary attainments a more correct judgment 
than Mr. W. H. Maenagliten and either Mr. li.

i). 1 do not cojieeive it necessary to delay this i*(dierence u*ith a 

'Tht\y 
contained little else of consoqiieiice, save the !)ln‘eci;iuns of my colleague 
to the nomination of Zeenuddeen which f liad made eoiulitionally in 
my note of the 9th instant, the objections founded upon his Ijeing too 
young for the appointment and of the inexpediency of vesting* one so 
young with the rlischarge of all the religious rites appertaining to the 
|>riesthoot], wdih an argameiit founded by the analogous case of a 
Bishop ■ or of a Priest in our own church being in^■ested with such 
functions and placed In the pulpit at so tender an age. 

6. To ilris. in' iny .succeeding note I ohje-cted that the appoint-

siiould possess, were Hazee Mirza Miihannmui lsljpalian(-f3 Humiliated 
to the appointment which would prevent tlie reoiiiu-enco of similar 

sceiu's not by himself, but iiy those, whom, from Ids or, her avocations, 
he would necessarily depute to perform the duties. 

10. \Te rtMjiiiri' an individual who can give his wiiole rdnu* to

graph or two of a letter. ■ ' 
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more qualified individuals than those that have offered. I have 
declared that my sole desire is that an individual should be selected 
who could confer and not receive honour from the institution, who 
vfould not seek the post for the sake of its stipend and who would 
by his wealth and respectability give us the best security against the 
recurraiice of the disgraceful conduct of the preceding Mootwallee. 
With these notions I considered that of the candidates wlio offered 
themselves Hajee Mirza Muhammad Mehdee Ispahani was not only 
decidedly the one to be preferred, but that he combined in himself 
the qualifications I desired, provided he could afford (as he promised) 
time sufficient for the due performance of the duties. I admit that 
I have been under a misapprehension in supposing that part of the 
functions of the Mootwmllee -were sacerdotal. I find on more perfect 
enquiry they are the following. — 

1st. — The managements of all arrangements during the lO days of 
the Mohiirrum such as the feasting the people of town and 
feeding the poor and indigent. 

2nd. — The lighting up of the Imambarah during the Murcia cere- 
monies in reineiiibrance of the deaths of Hussein and 
Hossein and in the perforniannce of service in honour of 
the pure Imams. 

3rd — Superintending the entertainment at the close of Ramjan 
on the breaking up of the fast. 

4th. — The charge, and superintendence of the Madrasa. 

5th. — The distribution of stipends. 

6tlu — Furnishing reports and defending the Fhidowment in the 
Courts. 

3rd. — I understand my colleague to be now convinced that Zynoodeen 
is not a proper person to be recommended to Government for the office 
of Mootwallee of the Hooghly Imambarah. 

4th. — He says my objections to Zynooneen have heen much of 
a similar nature, excepting that 1 am inclined to lay iiiore stress than 
7Tiy colleague does upon the circumstances of discredit connoctod with 
his resignation of the Madrasa. 1 am content howevor now to pereeivt> 
that we are quite agreed that Zynoodeen should not be recommended. 
I think of the other applications that of Hajee Mirza IMohammad Melulec 
laphaiieo is most entitled to preference, but 1 fully agree to the mnni- 
natioii being left to the Government. There being therefore no differemee 
of opinion between us excepting whether Hajee Mirza Mohammad 
Mehdee Isliapahiice shall be recommended or not.

Agreeably to this 
testamentary trust, the trustees were acknowledged by tlie Board of 
Revenue as the parties seized of t.he lands and they managed the 
trust, both during tlie life time of the appropriator and after his 

death. In the month of Jlysakh 1220 B.S., Shakur Uli Khan, being 
seriously ill, appointed his son, Bakiir Uli Khan, to the trusteeship 
in liis room, and shortly after died : and in the month of; Magh of 
tlie same year, tlie plaintiff’s father, being very old and infirm, in 
like nianner appointed tlie plaintifi to succeed him in the management 
of the trust. Under these circumstances the plaintiff and Bakiir Uli 
Khan had tlie best riglit to the management of the estafilisliinent 
under the three-fold sanction of the deed of trust, the klaliomerlaii 
law as applicable to the case, and the provisions of Section 2, Regula- 
tion V of 179h. In spite oE this, the Board of Revenue and tlie 

collector oE Hooghly, acting avowedly under Regulation XIX of 1810, 
on the Ihtli Xevomher ISlo, depiitL'cl one Syi'd Cli Ukbiir Khan, as 
auieen and temporary manager, with instructions to iiay tin* wages of 
the ostahlisiiuient and tJie allowance of the nioota wullet's, ami ai'ter- 
wards made over to liis charge the lands attached to the (Uidowmerit.

The collector, on the part of G-overnment, answered, first that as 
the suit was for the " possession of lands paying revenue to Govern- 
ment the ainouiit of the action had been incorrectly estimated. 
Secondly, that the allusion made by the plaintiff to Section 2, Regu- 
lation V, 1799, wdiich referred to cases of will, was incorrect, as it 
was clear from the plaintiff’s own admission that the present was a 
case of trust of a religious endowment, which properly came within 
tlie intent and scope of Regulation XIX, 1810; under the 13th 
Section of which the revenue autliorities and local agents have full 
pow('r, on proof of corruption on the ])art of the iiicumhent trustees, 
to appoiiit others in their stead. In this case the Board of Revenue, 
with the sanction of the Governor-General in Council, on full proof of 
corruption, incapacity, and dishonesty, on tlie part of the- plaintiff’s 
father and of himself, appointed Uli U.kbur Khan to the office of 
trustm* of the endowed lands. The evidence of corruption would be 
fortlieonung when called for. Under such circumstenees it -was fully 
within the coiniietency of the. Board of Revenue and the local agents 
to depose n corrupt and dishonest trustee ; and the person so deposed 
is not aiithorii^ed by the regulation above cited to institute a suit of 
tlu' present nature for restoration to the trusteeship. 


Idn' ))laintiff replied tliat he had sued for a ninth share of one 
yinnr’s profits of tlie endowed lands, and not for thc^ lands tliemseUu.’is, 
ami <'Oiise(immtly that the amount of iiis claim had been rightly 
estiniated. In reply to tlie second point urged by the collector, he

conduct tlie business of the endowment, he may appoint any one 
whom lie may think most -fife and most deserving, .as . mootawuliee to 
act in .his stead and as by'' the' Mohummudun law it , is ; enjoined, 
that the- comxnand -.of the appropriator, or -waqif, has tJie ^ force, of 
law: and 'as from.' decrepitude ' and .old age I : ..am,,, often sick, and 
unable to 'perform' the active duties' of' tlie- touleeut, dr trust, Avith 
efficLoncy.

It is inciimbent on Wasiq Uli Khan, aforenained, to conduct the 
duties of the trust, or touleeut, according to tiie toLileeiitnaniah of 
the deceased Hajee, in tlie most perfect and complete manner ; and 
having his own name inserted in the collector’s records, in tlie lieu 
of mine, for the zumeendaree of the two purgunnaiis aforestated lie 
will continue to collect the revenues . from the estates, and, after 
paying the Government assessment tlierefrom, expend the balance in 
the Iinambarah, &c., according to the toiileentnamali. or deed of trust, 
of the deceased Hajee ; and that wliich is lixed in tlie toiileeiitnamah, 
or deed of trust, of the deceased Hajee, as the right of the moota- 
wiiilee, the same has hereby become the sole right of Wasiq Uli 
Klian the inootawullee ; as long as the touleeut lasts, my other heirs 
have, or 'Caii have, no right or share in it whatever. In the event 
of Wasiq Uli IHian finding himself unable to conduct the active 
duties of the trust aforestated, he can appoint, in his stead, moota- 
wullee. or trustee, whomever he deems most fit and most deserving ;

The zillah judge, Mr. 1). 0. Smyth delivered judgment on tdie 

12th September 1826, to the following elfect ; 

‘‘ On inspection of the original deed on which the plaintiff rests 
his claim, it appears to he a touleeatiiamah or deed of trust and not 
a -waseeutnamah or deed of devise or -wiil, for it is clearly laid down 
in the first case under the head of ' precedents of wills ’ in Mae- 
nagliten’s Principles and Precedents of Mahomedun Law, Page 241, 
that ‘ it is essential t() the validity of a will th.at the property willed 
away should .exist in the possession of tdie -.testator at tdie time of 
liis death.’ :■ The testator has the power, at any time before his deailn 
of making, any change in the will wdiicli he may think proper. In 
this case however- .no ■ sitch power -was reserved to the appropriator. 

He executed . the touleeutnamah on the 9fch Bysakh 1213 ; by it he 
gave the propertjr therein 'speeMed . in - permanent appropriation to the 
endowment, and died on the dfifch, Aghun,1219.- After the execution 
of the dihd no .longer any , proprietai*y ; right hi' the proporty 
forming the ; subject of the appropriation; for tinder the. ivlahomedau 
law, . pwerty once sO' appropriated cannot be taken- -back to they

to niiliry tlie tOLiieeiitnamali. but a tsstatbr lias tiie power oi: altering 
a waseetitnamali. Under this view, the deed is clearly a, toiileeiit- 
iiainah and not a wasee itnainah. d''iie proidsions of: Idegulafion V, 
1799, therefore, are not applicable to the case. The claim set up i:>y 
the plaintiff to the share of the profits of one year is inadmissible, 
for according to the trust-deed, it was allotted to the niootawulleea 
or niaiiaging trustees but not as personal allowance to the plaintiff'. 

His claim to th.e manager’s stipend was defunct on his deposition 
from the office of mootawullee. Further, from the opinions given at 
case 8 under the head of ‘precedents of endowments’, pages o40-o43 
of Macnaghteii’s Principles and Precedents of Mahomedan Law, it is 
evident that if the appropriator, or any heirs of his, are not in 
existence, and the moota vvnllee be proved to be incompetent or 
corrupt, in such case the ruling power is authorized and required 

to depose him and appoint a duly qualilied person in his room. As 
the Board of Revenue possessed the authority delegated to them by 
the Government under the provisions of .Eegulation XIX, 1810 
and as that body, after due enquiry, deposed the plaintiff’s father 

and the plaintiff' from the trusteeship, on proof of corruption and 

iiicompetency, and appointed a proper person. Uli Ukbur Khan, to the 

office, the present claim is inadmissible. It is not the intent of 
Section 15, Regulation XIX 1810 that a pers(jn so deposed by 
order of the Board of Revenue, on proof of c.^i-ruption and incorn- 
petenoy, should be reinstated in the same office by order of the civil 
court. On the contrary the intention of this enactment clearly is, that 

if the Board of Revenue take possession of any private lands on the 

plea of their being wuqf or dewiittur and ojeet the possessor, in such 
ease the proprietor of the land has his remedy by an action at iaw^ 
A claim such as that now before the court is not admissible or 
cognizable by the court under the . rule cited. The suit therefore must 
be disiiiissech”. 

From this decision the plaintiff appealed ' to the Ualcutta provincial 
court of appeal, objecting a/ea to ,the decree of the zillah court, 

that no reference had been made to the proper law officers for an 
exposition of tdie law applicable to the case. VYith his petition of 

appt?al the plaintiff filed the following lotwa or legal opinion, which

Question. — If Anir, by the Mahornedaii law, becomes l)oth trustee ai:i<i 
executor of Zyd, and the trust was made iu common ; is Anir 
competent to appoint Khalid an executor at his death, and a trustee 
during life, or not ? 

Answer. — Yes, he is coinpotimt ; as it is written in Khuzaniifc-oel- 
Moofteeieii and Behr-i-rayiiiq, viz. — If a mootawiiliee, or trustee, 
wishes to commit the siiperinteiidency of the trust to another at fiis 
death, it is lawful for him to do so by devise; but if he wishes to 
appoint another to act in bis behalf in the management, during lif'ti, 
.he cannot do so, except where the trust is unconditional and, witli- 
out restriction. 

Questioii.“~~If, as above stated, there be a devise from Zyd to Aiiir

Answer. — -Ko, he cjanuot l)t‘ rmnoved. In the /.vm/, on the duties uf 
wiinfs. it is thus; wriUen: — if persosis mtert'sied in an !-n«io’wu;i -lo. 
impugn the trust of ilu* mootawulhHu tim ruling powe-r cnnnoi, i-.mii ece- 
him from tln 3 endowm.ent, but 'ap(.)n most palpabit' irroofs of eomip*- 
tion. — Futwa Zynoea and Behr-i--rayuq. 

QiieBtion.— If the ruling power remove Buqur upon tlm ealuumious 

accusation of people interested in the endowment;, witboui; calling’ .for 

such proofs as are required lyy the Mahomodau law ; and the cmdownient 
should afterwards not remain under the authority that had thus s'emeiv 
him; and should Buqur then complain of his grievances to the sucrurv-d,- 
iiig authority; can ,t lie existing autliorit'y revorsi^- tlm ordm,’ oi tlm fornu-u: 
authority,, and restore Buqur to the appointment from which lie was 
removed, should ho be satisiied of Buqur's merits, upon the priiicipdes 
of the Mahomedan* law. ■ 
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Answer. — He can. As it is written in tlie Fiitwa Zyneea IJslibali-o-- 
iiiizayur and Belir-i-rayiiq, viz. — If one aiitliority removes a niootawiiiiee 
and is succeeded by another, and the mootawullee complains to the 
succeeding authority that he was ousted from the endowment upon the 
allegations of caluniniatorB only, without any fault of his own, his 
complaint should not be admitted, because the business of the judge 
is to establish right. The judge should say, prove your fitness for the 
siiperindency of the endowment, and when his fitness for the siiperin- 
tendency is proved, it should revert to him with the provision which 
he before had. From this it is inferrible that his removal was founded 
upon the comn'ction that he deserved to be removed ; but afterwards 
if the contrary appears, it becomes imperative on the succeeding judge 
to restore him to that from which he liad been removed. This goes 
to prove, that if the judge does not assign a, legal reason for removal, 
such removal is void according to the Mahoinedan law. 

This fntwa was forwarded by the judge of the provincial court for 
the opinion of the law officers of the 3 udder .Dewanny Adawlut, which 
was given in tlie following terms; 

As in the deed of Hajee Muhammad Mob sin it is stated that the 
daily expenses and stipends of the stipendiaries, and of respectable men, 
and ])eadahs, and others, wlio stand at this time appointed, are 
left at tile disposal of the mootawullees after me, that they may con- 
tinue whatever they liked, and abolish whatever they pleased ; and as 
devise means the requisition of an act from the devisor after his 
death, as it is oxglaiiied in the Khuzaniit-ool-Moofteeion. hence accord- 
ing r.o its temn-. thi^ towleoutuaniah ii])peai’S to he a testamentary trust. 

“Tlie (piestioiis and answers in the [ntwa hied by the wakeels of 
the ajtpellant are all rigiit.” 

On the other hand the respondent hied the fiitwa, also delivered 
by the nioolvoes of the iMadrissa, of which the following is a trans- 
lation : 


Question. — if Zyd had given in wuqf, or appropriation, his property, 
and appointed Amr both a mootawullee. and wusee of the same, and 
died ; and after that should corruption in Amr become known to the 
liakim, or ruler, does it belong to the ruler, under such circumstances, 
to remove Amr, and appoint another in his place ? 

Answer. — Yes, it does, for it is written in . Fusool-il-Tmadoe, the 
qazce (or Mahomedan judge) lias not the power of appointing a wusee 
and qyurn (excutor and representative) when a wusee and qyum on 
the part of the wa(iif or appropriator exist, except on proof of their 
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;ion, — 1£ tlie rnootawiillee of appropriations be suspected, or be 
found unworthy of confidence, or if any vice appear in him, such as 
drinking intoxicating liquors, and such like, is it iriiperative and 
necessary on the qazee to remove tlie aptpropriations from, his hands ? 

Answer. — It is imperative and necessary. For it is wn.’itten in the 
I)oor~il”Mookhtar— It is lawful to the waqif to become, tlie mootawullee, 
or trustee, himself ; and the removal of a trustee is necessary, if the 
wuiqif cannot confide in him, or nice of excessive drinking of intoxi- 
cating liquors, and sucli like, be found in him. 

Question,— If Zyd appointed Amr a mootawullee, or trustee, and com- 
mitted the toiileeut, or trust, to his charge under the condition that he 
may appoint for a substitute in his room any one whom he thought most 
fit and deserving, does it or does it not become Iniperat! ve lipoii Amr 
that he should a]jpoint a person in his room in conEormity to the con- 
dition sc-t forth l)y tlie waqil, as regards merit and fitness ? and if it 
be incumi>ont in him to do so, and Jie appoint a jn-u’son who is not 
wortliv and fit for the trust as his representative, will siudi ap])oinl-

by the wuqif. by their' disagreements and' dissensions, cause injury in. the 
profits of the wuqi, can th63^ be removed by the ruler or not ? 

Answer. — Yea,, they can , be removed. For it is written in tiie Huni" 
rm(Uak-:*^li - the . qyum, or representative, does .not observe the condition 
khl , ;<!oVvui ’ by . the waqif,' he may ' be removed by the qazee- 

Questibn. — If : appointed Amr and Khalid, mootawaliei^s oi* tnisteoB, 
and 'Committed' the ehargq .of the trust to them both, under the 
condition that thej^ should' co-operate and unite together in the manage- 
, mehl -of- the and-ii ^ a Aqootawallehf or.' trustee, finding * himself 
unable ' to -'edndget the business 'of the- tniat,. was empowered to nppiiint 
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any one in liis room whom lie deemed most fit and deser\diig, as his 
successor ; can Amr then, after the death of Klialid act: solely in the 
trust affairs ; and can he ■ solely appoint any one in his stead without 
the ruler appointing him a mootawailee in the room of Klialid ? 

Answer.— He cannot. For it is written in the Aslibah and Niizayiir.— 
If the condition be for two mootawallees, and one of them should die, 
the qazee should appoint another in his place, and the sole living 
person has no exclusive power, but under the order of the qazee. 
It is also written in the Dur-il-mookhtar— The act of one of two 
executors as the act of both, is void. Aboo Yusuf says, each mootawaliee 
may act solely in all affairs, should the waqif have made such a provision 
but if two joint mootawallees are appointed, they must act jointly. 

Question. — If the ruler apdomted a person mootawailee of a wiiqf, can 
such mootawailee continue after the death or removaF of the ruler ? 

Answer. — He can continue. For in the Alumgeeree, it is written—If 
the qazee die, or be removed, the person appointed by Mm will remain 
as he is ; thus ' also in the (Jhoofeah. 

Question. — If the removal of a mootawaliee conduct to the welfare 
of the wuqf, can the qazee remove him; or not? 

Answer. — He can. For in the Futawae Alurngeex'ee and in the Fiisool- 
il-Imadee, it is written— The qazee can remove a person whom the 
waqif has appointed, should such removal conduce to the welfare of 


Question.- — If the ruler suspect the wiisee, or executor, of corruption, 
can he rsnnove him or not ? 

Answ(}r. — He can. For in tbe Futawae Alumgeeree, in the 9tb chapter 
on executors, it is written : If the qazee suspect the executor, Aboo 
Hun ee Call sa,ys, the qazee may appoint another with him, and not 
remove him ; and Aboo Yusuf says, he can remove him ; this is the 
clear law upon which futwas are given — thus in the Fatawae Qazee 
Khan. 

The above futwa was likewdse submitted for the judgment of the 
Sadder law officers, wdio gave tlie following opinion; 

" The answers to the questions are all correct. The deed executed 
by Hajee -Muhammad Mohsin, waqif or appropriator, is a deed of trust 
and will, and has devises therein for the continuance of the manage- 
ment and power of the mootavvallee, in continuing or abolishing, the 
fixed stipends of the stipendiaries, respectable people, peadabs, tfec. 
It belongs to the judge of a judicial court to remove the mootawaliee 
of the waqif’s appointment, on proof of bis .being corrupt, and to 
appoint another in his stead ; and he can likewise remove the' former 
mootawailee and ap])oint another in his stead, should any corruption' 
or other impropriety be found in him. A.nd sHch is the opinion of 
some expounders of the law who have said — That it is lawful . for 
the qazee to depose tlie person appointed by tlm' waqif, should his 
deposition be deemed conducive to. the' welfard of tbe wuqf. Should 
the waqif , have made the appointment of a successor to - a mootawailee 
to denend uDon the concurrent ; voices' ’of the . two. mootawailee s, aiid 
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Wasiq UK Khan other iiiootawallee to appoint a successor solely on liis own judgment. 
The aovernment. witliout ooiisaltiiig tiie riiliiig power ; but this should be done accord- 
ing to the intention of the waqif.” 

On the 18th December 1830, the provincial court (present 
Mr. G. J . Middleton), gave judgment coiilirming th(3 decree of the 
zillah court on the following grounds— l.st, that from the documentary 
evidence adduced, mal-appropriation and corruption on the, part of the 
appellant’s father, of the appellant himself, and liis colleague, Dakir 
Uli Khan, had been clearly established— 2iidly, that aS' by Regulation XIX, 
1810, the general superintendence of such endowments was vested in 
the Board of Revenue, who, on proof of corruption and rnal-appro- 
p,riatioii ' by the trustees, of the trust-property, had removed them, it 
was not for the court to reinstate them— and. 3rdly, that whereas the 
appellant states his nomination and appointment to the trust to have 
been made in 1220 B. S., the various applications made ' by the 
appellant’s father, show that the latter was in charge of the trust so 
late as 1223/ The appeal was accordingly dismissed. 

The appellant then applied for a special appeal to the Sudder 
.Dewaiiny AxlavDiit, which, was admitted on the ground that, though 
the provincial court Had applied to the Mahomedan law officers for 
an exposition of the law applicable in the case, no reference load been 
made to it in the decree of that court. 


By the Court, Mr. G. R. Bar well : — -“The appellant’s claim is 

foiinded on his appointment to the office of inootawiillee under a 
deed, dated ; 1st Magli 1220 B. S., executed by his father Dli 

Khan, tiie appointee of the original founder or appropriator. He

, which he claims, that he. ever received any part of the allowances, 
or was eve]- in tbe management of the Trust. Rujub Uli Khau, the 
fatiier of the appi.lla.iit, cm-taiiiiy did not resign at the dat'.*, of lli-..'

As the expression 
of this opinion goes beyond the inere eonfirmation of the decree of 
the piuwmcial cavurt, and as tlie ease ls one of considerable iriiportance, 
I wish it to be submitted to another Judge. - 

The case was then laid before Mr. T, G. Robertson, rvlio 

before entering upon the merits of it, submitted for tlie consideration 
of the Court at large the point on which tlie rddiab court had niaiuly 

de<;idod, viz, whether the suit was cognizablo by ilie civil court. Tlie 

Buliject was considered at length by the Jiulges of the Court, and 

ii!udly Lv-iurred for the opinion Western Court oE fSudder 

Do wa, liny Alawlut.

presented by the present inootawullee, Uli Ukbur Khan. I do not 
think the fact of the name of Rujub Uli Khan having been continued 
ill the collector’s registry of landed proprietors, is sufficient to rebut 
the evidence adduced to prove that the appointment of the appellant 
was carried into actual operation. I do not doubt the power of the 
Board of .Revenue to remove a trustee oi: a religious endowment on 
proof of corruption, but the legal proofs of corruption are wanting in 
this case. The revenue authorities appear to have proceeded chiefly 
upon the reports of the ameen. Uli Ukbur Khan, wdio probably was 
himself looking forward to the trusteeship, (to which indeed he was 
subsequently appointed,; and who, therefore, was not a person disinter- 
ested in the result of the enquiry. Under these circumstances I am 
of opinion that the plaintiff is entitled to a decree for wdiat he claims, 
viz., restitution to office, and payment of his share, as mootawullee, 
of the net prohts of the lands. At the same time I am of opinion 
that as the other trustee Baqir Uli Khan is insane, and the appoint- 
ment of joint trustees' is likely to lead to disagreements between 
them, and consequent injury to the trust, the Governme,nt should 
interfere to appoint a person to the active management of the endow- 
ment, the appellant being allowed his share of the trustee’s allow- 
ance. 1 would reverse the decrees of tiit) zillah and provincial 
courts. The case imisi therefore be sent on for anotlier judge — and 
should he be disposed to concur with me in all points with the 
exception of that part of my opinion which would go to exclude the 
appellant from the active management of tlie trust, on tlie appt)intment 
of a trustee by the Government, I shall be ready to re-eonsider that 
part of my judgment.” 

Mr. U. W. Uniitli. — There are three points 1‘or consideration in 
this case : First, the conqjotency of the civil courts to oiitei'tain the 
suit. Secondly, wdiat grounds under the Mahomedan laov and (deveni- 
ment regulations, are sufficient to authorize the dismissal of a trustee, 
and who is t,he })ropBr authority to take? cognizance of such matters ? 
Thirdly, wdietlier under the circumstances of the case there are 
sufficient grounds for interfering with, the orders of the revenue 
autlioritics in the ' present case. 

The first point has been settled by the opinions of the Presi- 
dency and Western Courts of Budder Dewanny Adawlut deedara- 
tory of the competency of the civil courts to entertain thi> suit. 

As to the ^ecoiid point, the precedent of Mohummud Madiq a],H.iLd“

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ilieu a,y to the third ]K)int, Uie docmiieiitary ovidi-uci- uii the 
i-ecord slum's that various dissensions and disputes exist{‘(} hetwiMui the 
niootawidlcH'S, Rnjuh Uli Khan and Bacjir Uli Khai!, wJnhdi h'd to 
{'xtra vagancf^ of exj)eiiditare, to derangement ami eonfusion of every 
kind in tlie inaiiageinent of the trust, and to a mant of puiuitu,a,lity 

in the payment of tlie Goveniinent reveuu(3, which in fact occasioned 
a t(imporary attachment of the endowed lands. 

ft is iuither shown by the same evidence that in tlie years 1220. 
1221, and L222 fh t:!., the same mootavvuliees corriipti}" iniuh' sundry 
charges on account of dishursements, which they were not competent 
and autliorized to incur : that heavy siuns which have not been 
accounted for, were misappropriated by them ; that monies belonging 
to the trust were given hy them to their relatives, and some poi-tion 
of t.he proceeds were expended in tlie payment of bribes to certahi 
nati^'e functionaries, added to which it has been shown that the moota- 
vvullees were parties to fraudulent attempts to alienate to private 

purposes part of the real property belonging to the endowment. The 
Hoard of Revenue, tliereforo, acted with perfect pi-opriety when they 
ordered tlu'. dismissal of the trustees. These wore Riijiib Uli Kdian. 

the father of tlie appellant, and his colleague, Baqir Uli Khan, and 
on theif dismissal the oflice of mootaw'ullee became vacant. 

For the reasons stated by Mr. Harwell, I fully concur with him. 

that the appellant was never put in management of the trust under 
the towdeeutnamah of the ist Magh 1220 H. S. It is further shown, 
as stated in tin.' letter of the Board of Revenue of the 12tli Septem- 
lier 1817, that the connexions and relations of the mootawullees, 
including the appellant, had disqualified themselves for tlie office of 
trustees by becoming parties to the corrupt transactions above noticed. 

] therefore concur with Mr. HarvAuall in dismissing the appeal, and 
make final the judgment proposed by him,” 

On tile disposal of the case liy Mr. Smith, the appellant presented 
a petition claiming a reference to another judge, the case not having 
been decided by two concurring voices against the judgment of 
Mr. Robertson, for though both the deciding judges agreed in the 
final dismissal of the appeal, they difiered as to a most material tact, 
viz., whether the appellant was shown to have been guilty of corrup- 
tion, Mr. Harwell being of opinion that be was not. whereas Mr. Smith, 
held, that he was proved to have {)eeii mixed up with the corrupt 
proceedings of the trustees, ' 

The (.'ourt observed on this petition that although the deciding 
judges concurred in regard • to the disniissaU of. the appellant’s claim, 
they differed in regard to the proof of corruption on the part of the 
appellant, and ids primary claim (subject to the decision of Govern- 
ment) to the office of , trustee : and that it was on the very point 
last mentioned, that Mr. Barwell had sent on the case for the opinion 
of another judge. They were, therefore, of opinion that the case was 
incomplete and required another vbice.; It was accordingly laid before 
Mr. Money, who recorded :final , judgihent as follows : -

Under the provisions of Bections 11, 12, ami

I cannot bring myself to believe, that it was the intention of legishr 
ture to exempt, , in this one instance, the acts of the revenue aiitlioritieH 
from that judicial revision to -which they were fornially subjected by 
Regulation III of 1793. 

At the period when Regulation XIX of 1810 was passed, tlm 
legislature professed to be guided by the spirit of the original regiihi- 
tions, the noble founder of which had proclaimed his opinion (vide 

Harington’s Analysis, page 26), that ‘‘there is no class of men over 
whom the Regulations should have stricter control, than the officers 

who are entrusted with the collection of the public revenue. ’ Had it 
been intended therefore, at such a period, to invest the Board of 
Revenue with a discretionary control over all the wiiqf tenures, involving, 
as these do, some of tlie most valuable property in the country, I must 
maintain that we should not ha^m been left to infer tliis from tln^ 
absence of any provision to the contrary, but should have been told in 
clear and iinequiv, cal language that such was the design of the legis- 
lature. It is to be observed also, that even if it were to be held, that 
the Regulation XIX of 1810 imparts no powers to the courts of justice, 
still it must, be admitted that it takes none away, and that therefore if 
previonsly to its enactment, a suit of the description under consideration 
could liave been received, there is no good reason why it now sliould 
be rejected. 

To me, however, it appears that the 16th Section distinctly recog* 

nizes the competence of the civil courts to admit suits ’regarding 

transactions arising- out of that Regulation ; and this conclusion is 
strengthened by observing that, in the list of persons eligible to the 
situation of local agent, no mention is« made of any judicial authority; 
In as far, however, as the , removal of the present plaintiff can be 
accoxmted an act merely of the Board of Revenue, a majority of our 
number take the same view as I do of the meaning of Section 16 of 
the Regulation under con.sidoration ; but a distinction has been drawn 
lari ween such, an act and one that has received the confirmation of 
(Tovermnont, to which I cannot subsciibe. In Section 11, Regulation III 
of 1793, it is declared that a party aggrieved by an. act of the Board, 
has- iiis re-mixly in a suit against the , Government. Thus , it fq^pears 
tiiat the. Gcvernment, in* the very enactmont by- which their, acts are 
subjected to judical I'evision, identifies itself with ihs own functionaries ; 
and it consequently in my opinion follows, that the cliaracter of aiiy 
act ]:)er.forined by the said functionaries, cannot be in the Blightest 
degree altered by such, merely ministerial oonfirmation as is implied in 
the approval, however, recorded, of an ex parte and extra' judicial report. 

The argument deduced from M(ihomedan law, iii favor of the right 
of Govern moiit, as the sovereign,' to assume charge of - any endowment, 
which may be proved to its satisfaction to have' been mismanaged, 
w'ould be coiioiusive, were it not that’ the British Government has in 
the preamble to Regulation III' of .1793, soiemniy divested itself of, its 
judicial powers' and. lodged the- same .in its courts of. justice.

This I think, 
is clear from the wording of every fi.it wa, and is confirmed by the well 
known fact that, in countries under Mahomedan rule, the wuqf tenure 
is created for the very purpose of sheltering piroperty, which nothing 
. else could protect from, the grasp of generally unlimited power. 

In the case iio’w before us it is alleged, that no enquiry approa- 
ohiiig to what can be called a judicial investigation has as yet been, 
instituted; that a report made by an arneen has been adopted and 
acted on by the revenue authorities, without an attempt having been 
made to ascertain its correctness ; and that the very ameen, by whom 
that report was made, is the individual whom those authorities have 
placed ill the 'Situation of mootvvullee, from which the plaintift has 
been ejected. 

As I cannot believe it to be the intention of the legislature, that 
the doors of the courts of justice should be closed against a party 
soliciting a regular judicial investigation of the suit founded upon such 
allegations, I am of opinion that the said suit should be admitted and 
decided on its merits.

If proof bad been given of ids liaving 
been in, possession of that office, the question raised, and treated in

sncli representation ; noithor is it consistent with the principles of 
justice that any difficulty or obstaoio should be opposed by tii (3 supreme 
authority to the rectification of such rnatorial defects, supposing their 

existence to be establislied, in which case the reversal of the order of 

deprivation would ensue, on production of the- decision of the Court to 

the effect that it was based on insufficient or mistaken grounds. 

But in the actual case it seems to me that the real point at 

issue is whether Wasiq Uii ever -vvaB legally constituted mootwullee or 

not. My conviction is that he never was so, and therefore that Iiis 

suit for damages on account of deprivation of that office is vitiated at 

its source. ,

5. The point now referred is not whether a misappropriation has 
taken place, or whether private rights have been infringed by the orders 
of the revenue authorities, but merely whether a suit which charges 
the Board of .Revenue with an infringement of private rights, viz., an 
unjust deprivation of Wasiq Uli, can be admitted. The Court are of 
opinion that sueli a suit can be entertained. The Court, at the saiiie 
time, remark, that the decision of this point is entirely iincoiiiiected wit.h 
the deterniination of the extent of the authority of the Board of 
.Revenue under the Regulation above quoted, a matter which remains 
to be considered in deciding the case after its admission.

to have respect to t.he express conditions of the deed of appropriation, 
the intentions of the appropriator, and tlio particular law applicable to 
the case. The fat was further clearly shew that conformably to a deed

Lordship concurs with the Junior Member of the Board in 
thiiiking it desirable that the appointment abovemeiitioned should be given 
to some person Avhose previous well-earned character would be a pledge 
to the Goveruineiit for his faithful discharge of the duties of Mootwally 
and he requests that the Board will use their best endeavour to discover 
an individual thus qualified for the trust. None of tluj parties whose 
names have be(3n submitted in your letter under reply appear to possess 
the requisite recommendation. 

3. The SiidGer Court were requested on the 13tli instant to 

iiominate a candidate for the appointment in common with other persons 
of distinguished merit and character in other branches of the public 
service who might perhaps be thought to deserve the distinction, the 
thi'ee principal sudd^-w aumeens ol‘ the Shea persuasion, whom the}^ 
might consider to possess the highest claims on the score of tried 
ability and integrity. Their reply, however, shows that tliere is but 

one person oi; the vfiliou porsuation employed in the district subject to 

their jurisdiction as Principal 8adar Aumeen and that that individual 
has not attracted their particular notice for any distinguished qualifica- 
tion.

I have the pleasure to submit to my colleagues the draft of a 

demi-official letter ; 1 considered it my, duty 

to address to the Private Secretary of the 
Right Honourable the (Governor of Bengal 
for the consideration of His Lordship under date the 8th November 
last on the subject of the appointment of Syed Zyiiooddeen Hussain 
to the vacant office of Miitwaiii of the Imambarah of Hajee 

Mohamed Muhsin at Hooglily. 

I have so fully embodied .my , reasons for , desiring . tire appoint- 
laent of the Syed in the letter alluded to that I will not repeat 
what I have there said in this place; I am more than ever con- 
vinced that we shall not be able to procure a .person better qualified 
in all respects than he is, for the important charge. That he is 
perfect, and that no objections can be brought against him, I do not 
mean to say. But where are we to look for a man agamst wlioia 
.no objections can be iii'ged:? And if we -keep the appointment open 
till sueii a person is found, how long will it be before the sit uatioii 
is filled up ? It would be tantainount to putting it off sim die in 
my • Gphiioii. : Now in my idea it is necessary that the "question .■■shomld 
be speedily decided. The appointment has been kept open very long- 
time, and certainly inconsiderate haste at least cannot be charged 
against the {n'esent noinination. Keeping the question in abeyance 
keeps open the expectations of numerous hungry aspirants who have 
really no quaiificatioiis whatever to lit them for the appointment. It 
keeps the aftairs of the whole estabiisiin'ient in a state of wavering 
uncertainty, renders an efficient and vigorous control impossible, and 
in all res|jeots acts injuriously on the interests of the Institution. 

NoXi-^ — flujee Mobainiuad isUpaliauy, I uriderstoud, will iioi; coassent to reside iiltog’ether .‘it; Hooghiy*' 
which is an dhjeetiou lo lie insuperable. 

I beg, tliorefore. strongly to recommend the confirinatioii of 'Syed 
Zyiiooddeen Hussain in the vacant office ; and would respectfully 'urge 
the same on tiie consideration of the Right Honourable the Governor 
of Bengal. 

I request this Minute and the letter alluded to may be circulated 
and laid before the Board on the next Board day.

My deak Colvin, 

It will not, I trust, be deemed out of place considering that the 
remodelling of the Hooghly Imambarah, etc., has been conducted under 
my superintendence, if I submit a -few observatioiis for His Lordship’s 
consideration, relative to the vacant appointment of Mutwaiiee. 

2nd.-~^Dur.ing the last 4 months Syed Zynuddiii, Hussain lias 
officiated as Miitwali, and it is but jus'tioe to that individual to say 
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that lie has not only ahorded ,tlie Local Agents and myself every 
satisfaction, but that he has been instrumental in bringing to light the 
malversations of the former officers of the institution and in correcting 
existing evils. 

3j.^| _2yiiuddin Hussain was brought up in the Calcutta Madrasa, 
and is one of the best educated Mahomedaiis I have , met with. His 
knowledge of English is indeed somewhat remarkable for one of his 
sect and he has lately done good service by instructing some of the 
classes in Geography to which he purposes to add History and Geometry 
ill which also he is himself well qualified. 

4tli. — It wdll not escape His Lordship, that it is of vast importance 
to the future well-being of the institution, rhat the Local Agents should 
have a Mutwali to deal with, in whom, they may be able to place 
conlidenee, one who will go along ivitli them in introducing and keeping 
up reforms in the fiscal management, and not set himself in oppositio.n to 
their wislies, and seek his own interests, or create cavil and discontent 
in the establishment. The importance also of having at the head of 
the Institution a person anxious to encourage an enlightened system 
of education among those of his own juirsuasion, is not to be lost 
sight of. The generality of Mahomedans of the old school, are 
averse to the introduction of .Englisii, for tlie^’’ have sense enough, to 
]ierceive tlieir own importance will l.ie diminished as their ignorance is 
detected by tlie enlightened of the rising generation and as they liave 
also, T cannot but tliink, a presentiment that their own religion cannot 
stand the light of truth, they discourage English on a principle of 
attachment to tlieir own creed. 

5tli. — Out of 80 scholars attached to the Calcutta Madrasa, I 
understand about 20 only studied .English in consequence of the pre- 
judices of the Arabic and Persiau teae hers against it. The appoint, 
nieiit then of an individual attached to Engiisli literature might work 
ill till? course of a h.'w years, a most beiK'fieial change upon tlio senti- 
ments of the hlabomedans generally and be attended with the host 
efi'ects on the interests of the rising generation. 

f)tli. — Of tills, f am sure, that the in.tluonce of a bigot at the lumcl 
of the lustitiitioii added to the weight of prejudice at present ind.uiged 
by some of tlio teachers would have a most baneful inliuence. upon tlio 
good the establishment is calculated to produce. 

7th, — The onijg objections T havb heard advanced to Zynooddeen are 
his youth and his not having performed serAn'ce to Government. 

8tii. — The first objection will 'diniinisli daily and if qualified it should 
surely be no reproach to him, that he was found qualified at an eaiTy 
date. .. • ■ ' . . , , - L ' 

9th.— To the' second abjection may be' opposed the services done to 
the State by' his- 'father. Moulyee Kurim Hussain KTian- Bahadoor , was 
for 31 years Head Moonshee oi the’ College of -Fort William, and 
enjoys a pension' of 100 rupees a month. ' He is now. Vakeel to the 
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King of Oudh, and in that capacity attends the Governor General’s 
.Durbar. He is a man I am informed, of high respectability and 
deserves well of the Government. Zynooddeen Hussain’s elder brother 
Syed Azimiiddin Hussain was appointed by Lord William Bentinck, 
Agent at the North of the Indus, a situation which he continues to 
hold. 


10th.— There was some quarrel, I understand, betwemi Zynooddeen 
Hussain and the students of the Calcutta Madrasa, but if it is recol- 
lected that he was the only Slieea and had to contend against 80 
Sunees, the wonder will be that he was able to remain 4 years in 
the College. However, Captain Onseley and Mr. Rochfort, the English 
Teacher can be referred to for his character rvhile in the Calcutta 
Madrasa. 


11th. — I must apologize for this lengthened address ; but as the 

object in view is alone the benefit of the institution which, I am con- 
fident, is the principle which will actuate Lord Auckland in the choice 
of an individual to the appointment of Mutwallee, I shall be excused, 
I trust, the performance of what I have considered a duty. I will 

only add that Zynooddeen Hussain was selected by a member of the 
Committee of Public Instruction and sent up to act as an Ameen over 
the affairs of the late Hooghly Madrassa and that my acquaintance 
with him is limited to the period of my official connection with that 
institution.

1 am directed by Sadder Board of Revenue to sul^mit, for the 
consideration and orders of the Hon'ble the Deputy Governor of Bengai, 
the accompanying letter from the Commissioner of Jessore and enclosed 
report from the Local Agents at Hooghly regarding the conduct of 
Keramat Alice, the Mutwallee of the Hooghly Imarnbaraii. 

2. The temporary member is of opinion that the Local Agents 
have faithfully performed their duty according to the instructions issued 
to them by: the Board, conciUTing with them in considering the conduct 
of the Mutwallee vexatious and iinw^arrantable, and would recommend his 
removal from office.

The above is an extract of Mr. Blunt’s rules, but they are 
defective to my apprehension in the following respects : First, the 
Collector of Jessore is to furnish only a Jiimina Khiirch, i.e., a state- 
ment of collections and disbursements, but he should be ordered to 
furnish a Jiimma Wasil Bagiiee exhibiting that the full year’s Juinina 
has been duly realized or explaining why not. There is surely a 
material omission, and ; in one, specially with reference to the estate 
being managed chiefly in Piitnee so that it is as easy for the Collector 
to shew the state of his collections set against the juinma and 
demand , as of the malgoozary Melials of the district under the putiiee 
system,'’ the Jiimma Wash Baqiiee need only be furnished half-yearly 
at the periods prescribed for the sales ; but if they be not furnished, 
the Collector’s iinilali may embezzle half the proceeds without anyone 
having the means of knowing Avlietiier the Jinmna is or is not 
collected. 


Secondly. — The rules do not provide any method of ciiecking the 
Collector’s account at the half-year’s profits nor of determining 
periodically what is availalde for appropriation to Towleiit purposes ; a 
half-yearly jiimma khurcli is to be furnisliecl, and from it the Oom- 
rnissioner is to judge liow much is to be advanced in the succeeding;

Avhence the Mutwaliee could defray the charges. The receipts of 
the Kharij Towleut Estates were in like manner paid over to the 

endowment and indeed there appears for many years to .have been no 
distinction made between the Kharij Towleut Estates and those included 
within the deed of endowment • whether the Mutwaliee ever had any 
express authority for thus mixing up the accounts appears to be

3. The Board cannot take upon themselves to say precisely what 
expenses justly appertain to the fth share but they concur with 
you in opinion that the Local Agents should interfere as little as 
possible with the Mutwallee generally confining their interference to 
ascertaining by an inspection of the accounts he renders of this share 
that he has applied this money to the purposes for which he receives 


4- The orders of Government of the 28th October 1835, which 
are quoted by tlie Local Agents, distinctly declare that the hospital 
expenses, which of course includes medicines should be charged to the 
^th share and yet the Local Agents would appear to desire this 
charge to be made on the dth siiare. 


5. In the statement appended to tlui Local Agents’ letter, tdie 
only item which would appear to ])olong to the ffch share is station- 
ery for Imambarah, and which must be so trifling that the Mut- 
wallee can scarcely object to it. 


f). The Board see no reason why the money should be paid in 
advance from tiie Government Treasury. The Mutwallee will receive 
his portion as the revenue may be collected and in the same manner 
with the Local Agents for all the disbursements which are to' be 
made bv them out of the f,th share. . - 


7. As h appears that the charges now objected to by the Mut- 
wallee, have been, Iieretofore, defrayed from the flth share ever since

2. It appears that Wasik Allee Khan was, as he represents, one 
of the Mntwallees of the Hooghly Iinambarah, and was removed from 
that office by the Board of Revenue on the ground of einbezzlemeiit, 
and miscondnct. 


3. Against this removal, Wasik Allee Khan in .1818 petitioned the 
Governor-General in Gonncil ; his petition was referred to the Board 
and reported on under date 16tli July 1819. On the 13th August 
1819, the Governor-General in Gonncil, on consideration of the Board’s 
report pronounced their proceedings “ Entirely satisfactory.” Wasik Allee 
Khan subsequently sued in the Zillah Court of Hodghly to set aside 
the order of Board of Revenue, and to recover the Miitwalieeship, and 
being unsuccessful there and again in appeal before the Provincial 
Court, made a special appeal to the iSudder Dewanny Adawdut. His 
case was heard by four Judges in succession, of whoih tliree concurred 
in affirming the decisions of , the courts below. 

4-. Tiiiis it would appear that the matter has been, final ly disposed 
of and is incapable of .revival, f But as the object of the. Supreme Govern- 
ment. is: probably ' to obtain : detailed information .as to ;, the grounds of

immediate cause of your petitioner’s removal 
Kemovai of Lh i kimr iviuui. fPoni the office of Mutwallee was himself 

removed from the office to which he was appointed, in the room of 
your petitioner, by the order of the Board of Revenue for abusing 
his Trust and appropriating the Funds belonging thereto to his own use. 
This is the individual whose report, made upon a charge got up by 
himself to advance his own interests, Mr. C. W. SmitJi considered 
siifiicienf proof of your petitioner’s corruption and incompetency and 
dishonesty. Mr, C. W. kSmitli aii-d Mi-. Middietoii are the only judges 
who ventured so far as to declare that they eonsiderod such documents 
as the report and its accompanying letter written by the Collector 
under the circumstance aforeiiieiitioiied as legal [u-oof of the corruption, 
incompeteiioy and dishonesty of your petitioner. 

How then stands the case of your petitioner after a lengthened 

examination of 12 years, and having been

. succession by six judges of the lion’ble Company’s Courts, namely, by 
Mr. 1). C. Smyth, Mr. C, J, Middleton, Mr. C. R. Barwell, Mr, i\ C. 
Robertson, Mr. C. , W. Smith and Mr. W. Money, not to mention 
again the ‘ aliovementioned decision of Mr. Flarringfcon which forced 
yoar petitioner to commence and prosecute this suit or the several 
subsequent collateral' subffidiary issues, investigations and decisions by 
the Hon ble Mr. A. Ross. Mr. 0. R. Harwell, Messrs. Robertson and 
. Hallied and the judges' of - the Sudder . Dewanny Adawlut in Calcutta 
and AUahahad. Alb the 'judges but Mr. Middleton and Mr. C. W. 
Smith decided that your - petitioner , was neither corrupt nor incompetent, 
with the exception , of Mr. D. C. Smyth, who did not go into the 
investigation of. the . chm-ge: . of corruption deciding erroneously, as now 
appears by the judicial opinion of the' judges of the Court ' of Siidder 

.-■V ^95., , , / 
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Dewanny at Calcutta and Allalialiad, tliat he had no jurisdiction 

under the construction which he erroneously gave to Regulation XIX 
of 1810. With respect to his decision, therefore, it may be put aside 
altogether. The majority of the remaining judges, namely, three out 
of five who entered into the investigation of the proof adduced in 
support of the charge of corruption and iiicompetency urged by the 
defendants, decided against such proof and negatived such charge of 

corruption and incompetency. These judges were Mr. C. R. Barwell, the 
Hon’ble T. C. Robertson, and Mr. W. Money. All of these 

judges at the same time decided in favour of your petitioner’s right 
to the office of Mutwallee, but of tliese Mr. G. R. Barwell and Mr. 
W. Money merely recommended an application to be made to Govern- 
ment on the part of your petitioner for an order to reinstate him in 
such office, for which his fitness and to which his title were declared by 
them, but under the erroneous impression, as your petitioner submits, 
that they sitting as judges in a Court of Law had no power themselves 
to make such orders. While the Hbii ble Mr. Robertson decreed 

payment of one-ninth share of the past and future accruing 

produce of the appropriated lands to be paid to your petitioner as 
Mutwallee, but refrained from making the order of his resuming the 
functions of Mutwallee and acting as such in the Trusts of the 

Endowment on the sole ground, as stated in his judgment, that he 

considered two Mutwallees or ' Trustees could not agree or act con- 
jointly. The first two judges decided contrary to the judicial opinion oi 
the two Courts of Siidder Dewanny, Mr. Barwell, previous to the 
date of that opinion and therefore in ignorance of it. Mr, Money, 
subsequent, but without noticing it, and therefore as your petitioner 
presumes in ignorance or forgetfulness of it. The third judge, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Robertson, admitting the right of your petitioner and his 
fitness lays down and decides upon an assumed general principle 
which your petitioner submits is neither applicable to human nature, 
generally, as experience proves or to your petitioner to wit the 
unavoidable disagreement of two persons who are required to act in 
the same 'matters conjointly. Besides, the deed of appropriation appoints 
to act as joint Mutwallees and requires them to be aiding and assisting 
each other in the execution of the Trust, 

That in making these remarks your petitioner is very far from 
ascribing to any of the highly respected and learned judges, who have 
decided in favour of your petitioner’s fitness and legal title but have 
stopped short of reinstating your petitioner in his office of Mutwallee, 
any undue difierence to the defendants, the Goveimment ; at the same 
time your petitioner is well assured that it is far from, the desire of 
the Government which he knows aims at being considered enlightened, 
wise, and paternal in its rule, that its judicial officers should mete 
out one measure of justice where the Government itself happens to be 
a party to the suit and another where the suit is between private

Tiiat your petitioner is, therefore, compi.dled to troidiie ycur Honour 
in Council, with a sl^ateineiit of his grienuincos and to st*ek and expect 
from your Il<ji!Our’s sense oi: jnstice that ri'dress which lie has liitlierto 
been denied, although sought alter in the ])r(^scril,!cd and appr(,)Vtxi channe,ls^ 
through which justice ought to ilow ecpually to all, both poor 
and rich., the Judicial Tribunals of the country estahlislied by 
Governinent. Your petitioner is wearied both in body and mind, 

harassed, oppiressed and impoverished, dragged through a succession of 
lUiiiierous judicatories at a great sacrifice of time, and at great 
expiense. The latter, your j.ietitionor (!<iakl not have borne, had he not 
been yuppoi’ied hy the moiuyy as well as the advice and encourage- 
ment oi: many of his countrymen, who profess the same .faitii and who 
feel in consideriug your 'poor jictitioner’s wrongs that they and tlie 
Endowmont, the interest of which they, as well as your petitioner have

3rd. In putting this irregularity, therefore, to right, there has been 
an addition to the expenses of the |ths share, and from this, there will 
hardly be a surplus available for the purposes of the Hooghiy College. 

4th. J also consider, under the terms of the Towleiitnarnah, the divi- 
sion of the shares is not as yet properly made. The wording of that deed 
states that the proceeds of the Estates, after defraying the (xovernment 
Revenue, shall be divided into 9 shares, of which 2 are to be made over 
to the Miitwallis as their remuneration, three to be devoted solely for 
religious purposes, and from the rest the expenses of managing the property, 
realizing the rents, the pajuuent of establishment ol the Tmambarah, 
pensions, etc,, should he met. This, however, is not strictly adhered to ; for 
the UolJector of Jessore first deducts the expense of ostablishment for 
tlie management of the Estate from the surplus proceeds, and remits the 
balance to the Hooghiy Coilecto]*ate, whereas he should remit the whole o[ 
the surplus to the Local Agents and receive back from them, out of the 
M'hs share, the amount of the, salaries of the officers employed. By the 
present system there is a considerable loss occasioned to the ^ths and 
iltiis shares. 

5th. The ]\l.utwalli, when I was lately at Hooghiy, made several 
representations to me respecting the management of the Imambarah, etc.,

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 168 of the 2iid instant regarding the sums charged from the |]ths to 
the f)ths shares of the Wuqf proxjerty. Immediately on the receipt of the 
Board’s orders No. 205 of the 15th May 1838, giving cover to the 
Government orders No. 712 of the 17th April of the same year, the 
Local Agents were instructed that the fths share was solely to be devoted 
to religious purposes and no charges other than those to be admitted 
on it. The Local Agents made further references which were reported 
to your Board on the 25th July and 3rd August, Nos. 378 and 403, and 
instructions were finally issued on these on the 7th and 21st Augusr, 
Nos. 404 and 427. 

2nd. I beg to refer the Board to the enclosures of my letter of 
the 3rd August showing the items charged against the -jlths share 
imj)roperly, and also to the minute of Mr. Tucker so strongly referred 
to by the Deputy Governor of Bengal in the 6tli paragrapli of 
Mr. Secretary Halliday’s letter of the ,17th April above referred to. 

3rd. I have in accordance with the Board’s present orders requested 
the Local Agents to furnish mo with a statement showing the exact 
sums of each .item thus erroneoiis.ly charged against the fths share, and 
I must also add that in the apportioning the expenses of management 
the fths and fths (or the shares of the Mutwalli) are wrongfully cliargcd 
with a part which should not be the case under the Towleiitnamah.

.Fretus of the correspondence relating to the iiooglily iniambarah coiiiioct- 
ed with the dismissal of the late Mutwallee, Washi Aiiee Khan. 

About iho uonimenceinenl of 1815, some relations of Jliiudaii Ally, 
who claimed the- Waqf property, sent a petition to the Hoard in wiiich 
tiiev complained tiiat the funds apjn-opriated to the linambarah were 
squandered away by the Mutwallis, Rajub Ally and Shakir Aliy 
contrary to the provisions of the Towleiitnainah, that Rajub Ally from 
age and infirmities, was unable to transact business of any kind and 
that Bakir xAlly was a worthless follow who squandered money in 

debauchery. The Board called upon the (lollect- 
uiake enquiries regarding the allegation 
of the petitioners and report the result. The 
Collector, in complying with the Board’s requisition, submitted a report 
from Local Agents, in wiiich it is observed that there did not appear 
to ho miicli doubt of the truth of the allegations, but as tlie 
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Mutawallees liad i-efiised to produce any amount^ tlie Local Agents were 
unable to ascei-tain the value of the property or what portion of it had 
been expended according to the Towleutnamah and intention of the 
appropriator. 

The Local Agents remarked further that Bakir Ally had no right 
to the office of Mutwallee which by Miissalinan Law'- is not hereditary, 
and with regard to Rajub Ally they left it to the Board to deterniiiie 
whether with reference to his acknowledged incapacity for business and 
to the fact that the property had been nearly ruined, he was not 
disqualified for the office also. The Local Agents also at the same 
time reported that Rajub Ally wms said to have appointed his son 
Wasik Ally to be his deputy and successor.

llit' hiisiness of tlic Estate'., such j)evsons as ho might tliinfc proper. 

In ol'jcdience to the aliove directions the Collector reported that lie 

had surrendered the Estate to tlie Mutwallis, 
■who had agreed to the stipulations proposed 
l)y the B(»ard. The Mutwallees having declared their entire inability to 
discharge, by an immediate })ayment, the arroar duo to Government, the 
Collector received from tliom an engagement to pay tlic ainoniit wdtli 
interest in six months.

2. The charges brought against the Mutwallee in the petitions, which 
have been presented to the Board and which the Board consider it 
important to enquire into, allege the habits and character of the Mutwallee 
to he such as would render him entirely unfit for the charge of such 
an institution. They declare that in indulgence, in drunkenness and 
iiiteihperence and that ih intoxication he is so abusive and outra- 
geously violent that sevef al of the old servants of the Imambarah have 
been forced to resign their situations. They allege also certain acts of 
malversation in, regarcr to the funds of the Institution, but these are 
not perhaps ill themselves of sufficient importance to call for a formal 
enquiry. 

o. The Board, however, consider it necessary for the credit of the 
institution, which they are bound .to maiiitaiii, that the charges of open 
and habitual drunkenness and violence of conduct, slioiiid at any rate be 
investigated. In their former address of the 24th DecGinber last, No. 652, 
they stated the grounds upon winch they considered the Local authorities

The decision proceeded merely 
upon a legal objection to the jurisdiction and did not bar the insti- 
tution of a fresh suit, but as a careful review of the whole case 
and of the evidencci which could be produced after the lapse of so 
many years (the claim of the Local Agents extending back to 1816) 
has satisfied the Board that further legal proceedings would be 
productive of no advantage and only entail additional expense upon 
the trust estate ; they issued instructions directing that the matter 
should be allowed to drop. The holders of the decree obtained by 

Wasik Allee Khan had, in the meantime, applied to the Civil Court 
for payment of the amount deposited by the Local Agents to abide 
the event of the suit which had just been dismissed, and upon the 
Hoard determining to proceed no further in the ease, they instructed 
the Government pleader to inform the Sudder Bewanny Adawlut 
that they had no objection to the fund in Court being paid over 
to the holders of the decree. This payment was made in due course, 
but the holders of the decree have preferred a claim for interest 
at 12 per cent, upon the amount deposited by the Local Agents 
from the date of deposit up to the present time, which claim has 
been allowed by the Court and the interest amounting to Es. 7,496-9-7 
has been ordered to be paid. This order is clearly just and 
equitable, but the Local authorities represent that they have no 
means of meeting promptly so heavy a disbursement out of the 
proceeds of the trust estates ; they state that there is no surplus 
in the ^ths and that the ith kept in abeyance has been wholly 
exhausted. The surplus of the i,th has, the Board Ijolieve, been 
made over to the Committee of Public Instruction. Under these 
circumstances they would respectfully solicit a compliance with the 
recommendation of the Commissioner to the effect that the Collector 
of Hooghiy may be authorized to advance the requisite sum from 

tins Government Treasury to be repaid with such interest as G-overn- 
menu may tliiiik proper to direct, from the collections of the trust 
estate or from any other source wliieli, upon further enquiry, may 
appear available for this purpose. The Board would have postponed

from Mutwaliee, No. 42, dated 19th Lower i roviiices, to inspect the Imambarali 
Novembei 1840. Hooglily with the view to the erection of 


an entire new edifice as soon as circumstances may permit and that 
Major Garstin has recommended “in the meantime” that certain parts 
of the present building should be repaired. 

3. The Miitwallee considers the duty of effecting repairs to rest 
with himself, and he reports that he has available funds in hia hands 
for this purpose to the amount of Rs. 34,664. I entirely agree with 
the Local Agents that the accumulation of so large a sum, when the 
Mutwallee had full power over the expenditure of the |ths share is 
highly creditable to him and that the fact of his having the means 
at command is the best assurance of his honest intentioiiB. I would 
recommend, therefore, the Mutwaliee’s application to your favourable 
consideration, and, as suggested by himself, the Superintending Engineer 
may be requested hereafter to test the work.,

With reference, to your letter No. 23 of the 16tfi ultimo, 
I have now the honour to forward copy of a proceeding addressed 
to us by the Mutwailee of the Imambarah, the abstract particulars of 
which are that he considers, the mere duty of effecting repairs 
only sliould rest exclusively with himself, that he has funds 
enough in hand for the purpose, viz., 3,46,640 Rs. and that he is 

perfectly ready to liave his disbursements and work tested by any 

officer, Government may lie pleased -to depute for the occasion. He 
would not for tliis object require any aid from the bonus in deposit 

at the general treasury. 

2. If this meets with your approval, he hopes you will bring 

the same to the notice of Government ; as far as my own opinion 
is called for, I beg to say that what the Mutwailee has advanced 
appears to me reasonable. It will relieve Government from much 
vexatious supervision, whilst its interference in this way seems to giYO 
umbrage without promising any corresponding benefit; all that Govern- 
ment in this case seems concerned to know is that the money expended 
be Imiti fide accounted for, and this, their executive officer could test 
subsequently ; of honest intentions on the part of the Mutwailee, I think 
it no small guarantee, that he has allowed that fund to accumulate so 
largely, whereas with the great discretion he possesses over jiths he 
might expend monies ad libitum on the religious ceremonies and festivals, 
yet none has ever said that he has been sparing in that 'way ; on the 
contrary it has been frequently affirmed that he conducts all tho cere- 
monies with pomp and show such as had not been witjiessed for many 
years past.

• Gentlemen, 

' Having been directed by Lord Auckland to inspect the 
Imambarah at Hooghly, I went there accompanied by the Executive 
Engineer with liis plans of the building, ' I then carefully examined 
the whole of the buildings and premises. 

2. Since then I have received of . ; Government to 

inspect the building with yon, but as this letter was received after 
I had made tlie inspection, and as you are also equally well acquainted 
with tlie premises, it may not be necessary to visit it again, unless 
you wish it, in which case, I will nieet you any day you like. ^ ^ 

3. With advertance to my examination and the intentions of 

Government to build an entire new Edifice, as soon as circumstances 
may permit, I would recomniend that the repairs now rG<pired should 
be confined to keeping the habitable parts , and the part of the Edifice 
where the ceremonies take place- in, order, . and that all the old 
ruinous buildings should be pulled down in order to clear the ground, 
for the collection of materials for the new buildings. With reference 
to the numerous godowns and their contents, I consider the number 
now existing as quite unnecessary, and would recommend the ])urcliase 
of all the ' bamboos for flags and stages for lighting the .buildings 
rather than keeping them. No. godowns can be required for keeping 
anything beyond -glass or 'pots, oil, carpets . etc., ^ Wd as at present 
they hire, places 'for the pilgrims to eat .a;nd sleep in,, I. would recom- 
mend that - this plan should still be continued, and. wen extended to 
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^odowiis. if necGssary, until Governineiit ar6 ready to coinmeiice on fclie 
new building’s j indeed, if all tlie plans, etc., were ready, iiotiiing 

could be done until the old buildings are removed. An examination 
of the contents of the godowns will show hoT.v worthless the griiater 
part of them are, and, in the new plan proposed, no such provision 

is made ; there are a few, which might be repaired at a small cost 
so as to be serviceable until the new works are commenced, but a 
very great number of the old buildings might be removed at once 

with advantage. If you agree with me that this is the best mode 

of proceeding at present and under existing circumstances, I will 
authorize such an estimate to be made, and no time will be lost in 
getting these repairs done ; more than this I could not recommend ; 
and I have no doubt that if you agree in opinion with me, this 
iniicli wdll be immediately passed at least as soon as the delays of 
office permit.

to rest exclusively with himself, ^and that he is willing that his 
disbursements and work should be tested by any officer His Lordship 
may be pleased to depute for the purpose. 


Under these ^circumstances the Board would recommend that the 

Mutwallee should be allowed to make the repairs without any intex-- 
ference on the part of the Government officers, but subject eventLially 
to the examination of tlie Executive Engineer. The Local Agents 
report that while the Mutwallee has, by good mauagemont nnd an 
honest discharge of the duties entrusted to him, aGcLimuiatc<l this 

largo sum above mentioned, he has at the same time conducted all the 
ceremonies with a pomp and splendour such as had not {men witnessed 
from many years past. The Board, therefore, concur with tlie Local 
authorities in considering him entitled to all confidence, and they have 
little doubt that if duly encouraged, he will provide from the same 

legitimate source for the oventual rebuilding of tlu^ Imambarah when 

such a measure may become absolutely necessary.

Gentlemen, 

On the ITtii June 1839, Mr, Dampier addressed the Local 
Agents at Hooghly stating that when he was last there, the Miitwallee 
had represented to him that the establishment for the service of the 
Imanibarah paid from the |tlis share was not in many instances 
sufficient for the purpose and that the 'remuneration authorized ivas 
not large enough to induce persons of respectability to undertake the 
offices. Mr. Dampier requested, therefore, that they would place them- 
selves in communication with the MutAvallee and report what alter- 
ations in the establishment and scale of remuneration they would 
propose, as he wished the whole to be put at once on a footing 
which should prevent all future complaints, Gavilliiigs, or altercations. 

2nd. On the 9th of October they replied and submitted eertain 
statements exhibiting an increase of Rs. 689-8-0 per mensem or Rs. 7,074 
yearly. The expense on account of Zakerans they observed, was con- 
siderable and iniich beyond what had heretofore sufficed. They remarked, 
however, that the Miitwallee considered this branch of the establish- 
ment to be most inefficiently conducted and to want that respectability 
which the character and magnitude of the endowment demanded. 
Under this view of the case and with reference to the declared 

opinion of Government that they were not required in any way to 

question his arrangements for religious purposes, they confined them- 
selves to a, bare ■ allusion to the fact, at the same time submitting 
that this expenditure is properly eliargeable to the ftlis: share. . 

3rd. On the 2nd of November, Mr. Dampier replied that he. was 
not prepared at once to sanction the alterations proposed by the 
Mutwallco. The expense for Zakorans, lie ohscrved. was certainly large ; 
ho doubted wliether it should come under the f,ths share, and tjiought 
it would more properly appertain to the i;ths. Under any cii-ciim- 

stancGS in the then existing state of the collections, lie oliserved, that 
it could not be allowed from the ijths shares. Imt that if the 

expense did properly fall under the tJtlis shares, the Miitwallee was 
at liberty to do as he liked. 

4th. On the 14th of January 1840, Mr. Belli in sending down 

the quarterly account of the Imambarah, from August to October, 

stated that the Miitwallee had increased the establishment beyond 
what was sanctioned "by the Board’s letter of the 7tii September 1836. 
and at the same time submitted a statement shewing the increase 
amounting to Rs. 137-0-0 monthly. On the 20th idem, Mr, Dampier 
replied that, although the Mutwariee- had full power over the religious 
part of the Imambarah, so long as the funds were appro})riat6d l>y 

him to their proper purposes, yet he did not consider that he had 

at all the same power with re-garci to the -oths share ; otherwise he 
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liiigist i)e aide to interfere witli the establislirnent at Jessore, the 
iiianageinent of tli€“ HospitaL and in many cases put a stop to the 
intentions and orders of Government ; that of course due regard would 
1)6 paid to his wishes for an increase of establishment provided, 
tlie funds would admit of it, but that any new expenses must first 
be reconiiTiended Ijy the Agents and sanctioned by him : he therefore 
declined sanctioning the increase of establishmeiifc till he should be 
satisfied that it was actually necessary and that the funds could bear it. 

5th. The matter was not again agitated till March last, on the 
25th of which month the Local Agents addressed me submitting, for 
the purpose of being laid before jujur Board, an Uzuhaiit from the 
Miitwallee, with an abstract translation, appealing against the orders of 
Mr. Dampier, of the 20th January 1840, referred to in the preceding 
paragraph. As I had it in contemplation to visit Hooghly soon after 
this letter reached me, and as it referred to charges which had been 
disallowed by Mr. Dampier, I deferred the consideration of the subject 
till I should have liad an opportunity of speaking to the Mutwallee. 
This did not happen till June, and, as I only returned to Head- 
quarters in tlie beginning of July, and have been since much occupied 

with other matters, it w-as not till to-day that T was able to take the 
matter up for report. 

6th. The Mutwallee had little to say to me beyond expressing 

his dissatisfaction with Mr. Dampier’s order, and affirming the necessity 
of a permanent increase of expenditure on account of Zakeraiis with 
reference to the character and respectability of the Endowment. Mr« 
Dampier himself was of opinion that there was nothing to say in objec- 
rion to this increase, if it pertained to the |ths shares. The 

Zakiraiis have hitherto been paid from the |ths shares, but from the 
wording of the deed of Endowment or Towleutnamah, it would 

certainly appear that the expenses on this account might, with pro- 

priety, be borne by the |ths shares, and, as this change accords With the 
wishes of the Mutwallee and with the opinions of the Local Agents, 
1 have only to recommend it to your Board’s favourable consideration, 
remarking further that the last annual cash account closed up to the 

JOth April 1841 shews a balance, in the Treasury on account of the 

i'iths shares, of Rs. 33,850-0-0.

2nd. Under the authoritative regulation of the future appropriation 
of the surplus funds of the income of the Trust estate contained in 



the proceedings of the Hon’ble the Governor-General of India in Council 
in the General Department, under date the 28th October 1835, more 
especially the 10-12 and subsequent ‘paras, of these proceedings, it 
appears to me clear that the present accumulation of Rs. 52,995 in 
the |ths share ought to be applied first to the providing appropriate 
buildings for the: Eniambarah, and other religious edifices belongiug to 
the trust, as applied for by the Mutwallcc, and tlien after defniyina’ 
the exj)onsos of these buildings that the remainder sliould be appro- 
priated ill such manner as the Gouncil of education may di.^ermine 
to the purposes of education at the college of Mohamod Mohsin at 
Flooghly. 


3rd. 1 see no grouml in the original trust deed for recommend- 
ing further accumulation of these funds by investment in Givernment 
papers and confining the expenditure only^ to the interest of the 
present further accumulation, but 1 am of opinion that a careful 
management of the Trust Funds requires that in future, ail accumuia- 
tions in the Collector’s treasury should be avoided and that, whenever

2. The Board, after a careful perusal of the Towlentnamah of 
Mahomed Mohsin of Hooghly, are of opinion that the gi'ant of a 
pension to a Mutwallee is not in accordance with the lerros of the 
Deed of Trust. 

3. The pension of course must come, if at all, oat of the four 

shares of the nine, which are set apart for the maintenance of the 
Ainlahs or establishment, and out of these shares the IVIutwallees may 
continue or may grant pensions to others, but there is nothing in the 

Deed which to the Board appears to contemplate the grant of a 

pension to the Mutwallee. During his incumbency, he has a certain 
share of the profits to his o-wn use and employment, and when he 
finds iiimseif incompetent to discharge the functions of the office 
which, it does not appear, the present applicant is, he is to appoint a 
successor. Had it been the intention of tlie Founder of the 

Endowment that an incapacitated j\lutwaliee should rcccivo a pension, 

it is difficult to explain the circumstance that no mention is mad(i of 
the intention in this place. 

4. Upon these considerations, therefore, the Board think that it 
would be contrary to the deed of trust to grant the present Mutwallee 
a pension, and they are unable to recommend it to Government.

Sir, 

In making arrangements for carrying into effect the provision 
of Act XX of 1863 (to enable the Government to divest itself of 
the management of religions endowments) the Board of Revenue have 
had under consideration the question of how r.he endowment known as 
the Syudpore trust should be dealt with. 

2. The Government are aware that from this trust are derived 

the Revenues which siijiport the Hooghly Go!h‘ge ; rnnl the interests 

involved are so important and the circumstances so peculiar that the 
Board have resolved to submit the case for the orders of Jlis Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor. 

3. The Trust was created by a Malunneiian genLleman named 

llajee M.oliammad Molisin who, by Will (Towliatnama), dated in 
Bysakb 1213, corresponding with the year A.D. 1806, devised ail 

his property consisting of Pergunna Syudpore and Soohnaui, in Zilla 
Jessore, with the Inninibara, the Imanibazar, and tlie market place 

at H'ooglily, and sundry personal property “ tor the purpose of pre- 
serving entire tlie customary usages and charges of the pious works 

and ceremonies belonging to the celebration of the religious rites and 
fesllvals of the faitiiful.” 

4. For the purpose of carrying into effect this Whil he then 

proceeded to appoint two Mutwalies, whom ho named, directing them 
“ after duly discharging the public revenues of Government; for the 
landed estates bequeathed, to divide, the surplus proceeds into nine 

shares.” ‘H)f these, three shares were to be devoted to reiigious 
observances and festivals, etc., two were to be divided equally between 
the two Mutwallees, and the remaining four wmro to be appropriated 
to the maintenancG of the establishment of ainlahs and the payment 
of certain pensions and allowances, at their discretion.” ‘‘Either 
Mutwally finding himself incompetent to discharge the functions im- 

]iosed upon him, was authorised to appoint any person vvhom he 
might, consider qualihed for the duty in his stead.” 

5. After the death of Mahomed Mphsin the two trustees named 

in the Will at first concealed the document ■ and took ■ possession of 
the whole property, but the' existence of the Will becoming known to 



terveiied and attached the estate iindei 
Kegulatioii XIX of 1810, leaving the collections and the management 
of the trust in the hands of the two Mutwallis. The attacliiiient 
was made in 1814; but two years later, in 1816, the Mutwallies 
were both removed for mismanagement and misappropriation of funds, 
and this aciion of the authorities in regard to tlieiii stood the test 
of an appeal to the Civil Courts. 

6. In March 1817 the estate was brought under the immediate 
management and control of the Collector of Jessore, the G-overiiment 
assuming the position of one of the Mutwalies required by the ^yilL 
and appointing a- Mahomedaii geiitieiiiaii to be second Mutawaly. This 
gentleman and his successors have had no share allowed to them in 
the management of the estates which have been, since 1817, exclu- 
sively in the .].iaiKls of the Governmont. idle groatei- part of them 
are pennanently let in Putni, throe mauzahs only being farmed. 

7, In its capacity of Mutwaiy the Government lias never appro- 
priated to itself the one-niiitli share of the surplus proceeds oi; the 
estate provided by the founder’s will for the ])6rsona] use of oaoli 
Trustee ; Init has made over this one-ninth share, which amounts to 
a very ccaisiderable sum, for the support of the Ilooghly College. Of 
the other eight-ninth shares the second Mutawaly receives one tor his 
personal suppor'c, and in conjunction with the Hooghly Local Agents 
siii}orintends the expenditure of the remaining seven-ninths in accord- 
ance with the founder’s will. A charitable hospital at Hooghly has 
been, however, perhaps irregularly supported from the funds under 
orders of the Board of Revenue since 1856. 




8. Dnder the provisions of Act XX of 1863, it will now be 
necessary to appoint a Committee to take charge of the trust and so 
relieve the Government of all connection with it. The Board of 
Reveiiiie vdll shortly submit to the Government the names of the 
gentlemen whom they recommend for appointment on the Oommittee. 
But they desire meanwhile to Ijring to the notice of the Government 
that, as soon as it abdicates its functions as Mutwaiy, it will lose 
ail right whatever to the oiie-nintli share of the profits of the estate 
which now goes to the support of the Hooghly College. 


9. If the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that, with advertaiice 
to the terms of the will, translation of which is enclosed, this one 
ninth share can rightly be reserved in making over the trust to a 
Committee, it will be necessary probably to authorize by an enact- 
ment of the Legislature the setting apart of such a portion of the 
landed property as will produce a Revenue equal, to one-ninth share 
of the, whole for this purpose.

Endowment, and that I do not see the advisability of associating any- 
youth of the Soonee persuasion with them in the office. 

2nd. — Hajee Khoda Newaj, Moulvi Mohammad Yusuff, jVloonshee 
Sudroodeen, Zohaud Eaheem and Khadim Aliy being Soonees, cannot, 
in my opinion, be qualified to be Trustees of a Shea’s endowment. 

3rd. — The gentlemen with the above exception are of course Sheas, 
but the trustees of so very large estate as that of the endowment 
should be all men of position, wealth, learning and educated in the 
laws of the land. Of the gentlemen named in the list I consider 
Mirza Slierajee, Hajee Baba, Nobab Delwarjung, Meer Mohamed Tukee 
Jouharee to be qualified for the proposed office of Trustees though, 
however, they may not be learned in the laws. 

4th. — In my opinion it is not expedient to appoint many persons 
to the/Prust, but only a few well selected men.

of the Syedporo I’riist Estate, was tj-ansferred in 1842 to the credit 
of the President of the Council (.»f Education, and is now represented 

by Company’s paper to tlie value of Rs. 10,35,000, the interest of which 

has gone mainly year b^^ year to the support of the Hooglily College, 
but. has of late been allowed to accuTuulate and to be roinvosfced. 
The original sum of six lacks was- the proceeds of the sale of 158 of 
the Putiiee taiooks into whicli the Syedpo.re Estate was split up on or 
about the year 1821. 

16. I am not certain that all the facts I liavo stated above are 
strictly accurate but essentially, I believe, they are so, and the result 
is that out of the proceeds of the Syedpore Trust Estate, the Flooghly 
College has derived two sources of iucoyne :“~r 

First, a -Jth share of the net annual income of tho Syedpore Trust 
Estate, representing • a yearly’ income - to the College of Rsd 7,710 or 
theroabbuts. . ' , ' 
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Secondly, the principal and interest of Gornpany’s papers to tlie 
value of Rs. 10.45.000, and with reference to these two sources of 
income, I understand that my opinion is asked as to wlietber or not 

both or either of them must be made over to a Committee of the 

Syedpore Trust Estate to be appointed under Act XX, 1863, or may 
be reserved for the benefit of the Hooglily College under the provi- 
sions of Section 21 ot the above Act. 

17. The object of Act XX, 1863, is to repeal so niiicli of Regu- 
lation X, 1819, as relates to eiidownnents for the support of Mosques 
1 ) 1 - other religious purposes, and thereby to relieve the Board of Revenue 
of the duties of superintending— 

1st. Lands granted for the support of Mosques or for other 

religious uses. 

2ii.d. The appropriation of endowments made for the inainteiianoe 
of religious establisliiiieiita. 

3rd. The repair and preservation of religious buildings. 

4th. The appointment of Trustees or Managers. 

5tli. Generally , of. any duties connected with such religious 
establishments. 

18. The Sections of the Act particularly applying to the Trust 

before us are Sections 7, 12 and 21, and by these Sections the Board 
of -Revenue or Local Agent, iminediately on the appomtinent of the 
Gominittee tinder Section 7 is bound to transfer to such Committee 
“ all landed or other property which, at the time of appointment, shall 
be under the superintendence or in the possession of the said Board 

or Local Agent, except (Section 21) in any case in which the endow- 
ment -made fol the support of an establishment is appropriated partly 

to religious and partly to secular uses”, in which case the Board has 
power tod wfithhold) some ^ p of or. to make an , annual charge; oii: 

the property about to i)e transferred in order to tiie a])plicatioD of 
such portion or such chargci to ” secular uses.” 

19. To apply this to the first source of income mentioned in 

paragraph 14, the yearly sunk of Rs. 7,710. There is no doubt that 

this represents a pjart of an endowment made for the support of an 
establishment”, vix., for the support of one out of twm Mutwallis, and 
“is (as a matter of fact) appropriated to secular uses”; but it is 
appropriated not because the Trust so wills it, but because Government 
constituted itself a M.atwalli, because as such Mutwfiili, Government, 
drew the; above sum “ for its own use and enjoyment ”, and because 
the use the Government chose to make of it was to appropriate it to 
a secular purpose, 

20. By the new Act, licwever. Government must cease to be a 
Mutwalii (7.e., a person appointed to tlie care and management of a 
religious building or endowment, Wilson’s Glossary, page 359) and the 
income which Government derived as Mativalli must pass with the 
office itself to some other Mutwalii to be appointed under the Trust 
and cannot, therefore, in my judgment, be reserved for i.lie benefit of 
the Hooghly College miclor Section 21 of the Act. 
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21. Tlieii as to the second sonrce of income iiieiitioiied in para- 

grapli 14, the principal and interest on Conipany’s paper to the value 
of Rs. 10,35,000. There is no doubt, 1 think, but that the Sj^edpore 
Estate was bequeathed for religious uses oid,y. and that the sum above- 
mentioned was deriA'ed from the above Estate principally from the 
sale of the Putnees created on the Estate ; !)ut there is also no doubt, 
first, that the Testator never contemplated that there would be such 
a sum as this, disposable under the Trust (for the Putnees were -creat- 
ed long after his death); and, secondly, that all such proceeds as 

were contemplated by the Testator have been from first to last appro- 
priated ill accordance with the letter at least of the Trust. 

22. The moiie}^ now treated of was a something over for which 

the Testator had made no provision, because lie had not contemplated 

it ; and tlioiigli it may be considered a mistake that the Government 

of the day in 1835 should have appropriated this money to secular 
rather than to religious uses, and these secular uses such, as the 
Testator could not, in my judgment, be held to have contemplated, 
yet the act of appropriation was certainly disinterested and the objeijt 
a good one, and I do not think that any court of equity would now 

conse.nt to interfere witli such an act ; and when that property, which 
the Testator had in contemplation when he created tlie endowment, 
has been all along appropriated in accordance with, the letter of the 
Trust as far as Avas possible, and is made over not only intact, but iii 
a much more fioiirishing state than when it was first created, 1 do not 
think any action would lie against Government for the recovery of 
t-he founded property now under discussion ; at the same time, however, 
I am bound to point out that, under Section .12, Act XX, 1863, the 
.Board of ReAmime or the Local Agent as Trustee, are expressly liable 
for acts done previous to transfer. 

23. As regards, then, this sum of Rs. 10,35,000, I am of opinion 
that it may be retained for the purpose to which it is noAv appro- 
priated, but no special reservation of it would seem necessary under 
the provisions of Section 2. i of the Act, as it is not and has not been 
for some yei-irs under the superintendence -or in possession . of the 
Board of Revenue or Local Agent within the meaning of Section 12 of 
tlie Act. 

24. In order to a better understanding of the case as I look 
upon it, I beg to submit the foiloAvIng documents for the consider- 
ation of Ilis lionour the Lieutenant-Governor, viz,^ StateinGiiCs and 
Papers manked A, B, 0, 1), E, E, and Kerr’s Review of Public Instruc- 
tion (see ])age 95) and request their return when no longer needed.

for secular uses. i\I()reover, as observed l>y the Government in .L<S35, 

iiie i^iutwallis were vested with an ahsolnte powun' of determining 

upon the appropriation ol the funds under the Trust Deed or Will, 
and had full authority to sanction oi- resume, at any rate within tlu' 
limits of the four-ninths, this implying that they were to stand

7. The Government in time succeeded to the full authority and 
powms assigned by IlLidjco Mohamod Mohsin to the two Mutwallis 
and appointed an Agent to administer the affairs of the Endowment. 
The representatives of the original Mutwallis disputed the fight of 
Govei'iiment to interfere and during the litigation that ensued a large 
accumulation of funds took place, and was duly invested. In 1836 
the position of the Govmrmnent having been affi lined by a judicial 
decree, ,it deemed itself fully empowered to determine upon the 
appropriation of the funds subject, of pourse, to the condition of 
adhering as .closely as possible to the wdshes of the Testator m points 
on wdiich tliey have been declared. Accordingly three-ninths of the

It will lx-'- observed tliat it is 
the (ioveriiiiieiit that stands in the place of the two Miitawallis 
appointed under the Trust Deed, appropriating to itself the two-nintbrs 
set apart by the Testator for the use of the ]\[iitawallis ; and timt 
the person who is called .Mutawalli is not one of the Miitawallis 
appointed under the Trust Deed,, but simply an x4,gent or Aliitawaili 
appointed and paid by the (dovernment. 

8. The other four-ninths of the iiicome aijpropriatial by the Tesfator 
to .Pensions and Establishment was to remain burdened with ’■-hose ciiarges, 
and as the Pensions lapsed, they were to be added to the general fund 
and devoted to general purposes. 

9, Accordingly it was declared that in jnirsnance of these princi- 
ples there remained at the disposal of Governinent for general purposes 
of a beneficent nature : — 

1st.— One-ninth of the annual income from Zemindaree. 

2iid. — The lapsed pensions, etc. 

3rd. — The entire amount arising from the interest on the aecii.mu- 
lated fund. And the Government directed that after setting apai't from 
this last mentioned fund such amount as might l)e nee(3ssary to p]-o\'ide 
appropriate buildings, including the charge of relniiiding or repairing’ the 
Iman.ibarah and otlier religious edifices, if it should be necessary to 
renew these, the wliole of the rernainder shctuld be considered as a 
Trust Fund, the interest of which vvitli the otlier items might he ap- 
propriated to the purposes of education. 

IG. This, in all essential particuiars, represents the existing reiatiori 
of Government to the Trust property and to the religious Endowmemt 
maintained out of a portion of the income, derived from that ]jru])''.rty. 
And there is no necessity for distiirbirig this relation further than is 
absolutely required by the provisions of Act XX of 1863.^^^ 

11. The religious Establishment maintained out of a portion of the 
Trust property is one whereof the Superintendent is nominated by tlie 
Government. Special provision must, therefore, ho made for it under 
Sect ions 3 and 7 of the Act. A Committee must be appointed to take 
the ])iaco ami exorcise the powers of the Board of Eevemie and ol tlie 
Local Agents, and wuien aiipointed, will perform all tiie duties of the 
Board and the Agents except in respect of property spooia.]ly provided 
for under Section 21 of tlie Act. 

12. Under Section 21 the Board is to determine what portion of 
the land or otlier property belonging to the Trust is to remain under 
its own siiperintendenco for application to secular uses, and what poi> 
raon shall be transferred to, .the Committee. - The Lieutciiant-Govi'rnor 
is of opinion that the Board 'should make over to the Committee .only 
the Imambarah at Hooglily, and the' Garden^ Baz;ar, and otliei’ grounds 

' m ■ 
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adjoining it, and slioiild keep tiie Syedpore Estate in its ot \'11 iiands 
paying periodically to the Coinnuttee tliree-nintlis of the income foi the 
expenses of the religions obBcrYaiices for the Prophet and his decedants, foi 
the otheir ap| ointed festivals, and for the repairs of the Iinainbarah and 
the burying ground ; one-ninth for the use of the Agent or Superintendent ; 
and so much, of four-ninth as may properly be devoted to the paynient 
of establishments connected with the Iinarnbarah. 

13. On this point I am to remark that there is a want of informa- 
tion in the l apers sulnnitted to the Government, The Board should 
carefully revise the existing list of Establishments and Pensioners, distiii- 
g’liisliing between such as properly lielong to the Imaniharah, and siicli 
as, being of a purely charitable or secular nature, may continue to be 
paid my the Local Agents. The am omit annually payalile on the former 
account being once fixed may be considered as a permanent annual charge 
on'dlie Trust Funds payable every year to t.]ie Committee in adtiition to 
three-ninths and one-ninth of the net income of the Syedpore Estate 
referred to in the iireceding paragra]di. Wiien tiiis amount is fixed, and 
the Board are iirfipared to make over the property in due form to the 
Committee, the Members will be, at once, ap; ointed. 

14. The Board are also requested to investigate the accounts of 

the Collector of Jessore and the Local Agents, and to prepare a schedule 
of the local demands on the remainder of the four-ninths of the income 
of the Syedpore Estate after discharging the Government Eeveniie» All 
moneys accruing annually in excess of these demands, together with the 
oiie-iiintli payable to Government as Trustee, and any L)alanGe now in the 
Collector’s hands, should be remitted to the Deputy Accountant, in order 
that they may l)e added to the general fund and invested in 

Government Securities. 

15. His Honour has no doubt that the Government was ]ierfectly 

justified ill dcYtkiug, as it did in 1835, tdur accumulated fund to 

gemoral jiurposes of hciieficence, and that neitlior the Agent (iMutawalli) 
nor any one else has a claim to any part of it. 

16. The mode in which the general fund shall l)e dealt with 
lioreaftei', the Lieutonant-Governoi’ proposes to consider in conneotion 
with the recent Eeports that have htnui made on t,he Colh.'ge t)f 
Mohamed ^iolisin at Iloogidy. 

17. f am to add that it will he necessary, in making over tlm 
Endowunent to the Committee, to recite in distinct terms the position 
of the Government relatively to tlie Endowment and iliu footing on 
wdiicli it is made over to them. Care must bo taken to avoid the 
serious errors into which the Board and tlie Legal Rememhrancor 
appear to have fallen, hi supposing, first, that Hadjee Mohamed Ivlolisin 
bequeathed his property to Trustees only for the purpose of preserv- 
ing' entire the customary usages and charges of the pious' woiLh and 
ceremonii'S belonging to the celebration of the religious rites and 
festivals of the faithful; and, second, that the G-ovornmont in 1817 



afie-r tlie reiiioval of the Miitwailis, assimied fclie position of only onp 
of tlieiii. and pointed a Malioinedau gentleman to be seccjiid Miitawalli.

Under a Taliyatnama executed by Hajee Mohamed Mohsin the 

income derivable from an Estate known as the Syedpore Estate in 
Zillah Jessore, under a judicial decree was affirmed by the Goverii-

observances, one-ninth for the use of the Agent or Superintendent and 
80 mach of four-ninths (which has been estimated at Rs. 707-10-8 per 
mensem) as may pi-opevly he devoted to the payment of Establishment 
connected with the fmamharah.

I have the honour to siihrnil for the information of the 

Board of Revenue a report regarding the repairs of the Hooghly 
Imambarali, which have been executed at a cost of 10,000 Rupees 

under the following circiiinstances. 

2. On the 21st O(.;tober 1868, the Local Agents of Hooghly brought 

to the notice of this office the wretched state of disrepairs into which the 

Ernainbarah had been allowed’ to fall, as no repairs had been attempted 
since its erection about 20 years ago. The plastering had cniinbled 
from the walls, the cornices in many places were broken, and the 
painting had become dim and defaced. The roofs of several rooms 

were injured and the foundation of one corner liad given way. They 

also stated that the Maitwfillee had informed thein that the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal on the occasion of his J.ate visit to Hooghly had 
expressed his surprise that the Emambarah had been, allowed to fall 
into its present condition. The Local Agents subsequently : submitted 
an estimate for Rs. 41,307-4 (fortj-one tlioiisaiid three liiindred anni 
seven rupees four aainas) for the cost of the repairs, the estimate 

having been prepared by Messrs. Burn & Co., at the request of the 

Miitwaliee. They applied for the services of the Executive Engiiu-^er 
for the purpose of checking this estimate and they recommended that 

the firm of Messrs. Burn Go., . should be engaged for the work, if 
on enquiry by the Executive Engineer it was found . that their estimate 
was reasonable. . 

3. The Commissioner, Mr. Gpckerell, requested the B up erin ten- 
ding Engineer of the Western ;, G.ircle . to ; depute the Executive 

Engineer to iindertake the examination .of the estimate prepared 
by Messrs. Burn & Co., hut that officer (Captain Limond, r.e.) 

desired to liave the estimate sent to him, and it was sent to liim on 
the 27th November 1868. 

4. The Superintending Engineer after inspecting the Einariibarah 

in the company of an Agent of Messrs, Burn & Vo., reported that the 
greater part of the work provided for in tiieir estimate was not only 

unnecessary but undesirable in point of taste, and the roiairs could 1>e 
performed by a klistroe of ordinary intelhgonce. He was of opinion 
that all the unsound plaster should be removed so that the surface 
repair could be accurately measured ; and the work executed ffither by 
daily labor oi- petty contract as preferred. All unsound beams should 
of course be removed, and the doors and wood .'work miglit he qaqaainted. 
He o.ff6red no suggestion as to the probable .cost of this work, ])ut on 
the receipt of his reply .the Local Agents were ’ requested to invite 
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util or tenders or to call on Messrs. Burn & Go. to revise their esti- 
iiirile, but nothing further came of this. 

5. Subsequently on the lltli January 1870 the Local Agents 0 | 

liuoghly submitted a Roobiikaree '^froin Miitwaliee of the Emaiii„ 

barah praying that an allotment of Rs. 10,000 might be made to him 
Ironi the surplus at credit of the |th share of the Endowment Fund 
for the repair of the building. But as no estimates of the proposed 
expenditure had been furnished by the Miitwallee they desired to be 
informed before calling on him to give estimates whether sanction to 
the disbursement of the above sum could be obtained from the ftli 
share. They also reported that the Emanibarah building did certainly 
rc'ciiiire a thorough repair, and they recommended that the wmrk should 
bi' carried out under the supervision of the Mutwallee who had shown 
much taste in the original decoration of the building. 

6. Some correspondence ensued with the Local Agents as to the 

aiuoimt actually available at the credit of the fth and -|th shares 
rt'spectively ; and as the repairs had been begun and carried on to a 

considerable extent by the Mutwallee in anticipation of sanction, an 
atj.empt was made to obtain a detailed estimate from him of the total 
<;ost. I also desired the Local Agents to inspect and report upon the 

work done by the Mutwallee, although I may remark that I knew" 

from personal observation and from conversation wdth the Mutwallee 
that it was being done well and economically. 

7. On the 24th March the Local Agents reported that after 

inspecting the work which had been executed, and calculating what 
remained to be executed as pvell as on exainiiiing the accounts fur- 
nished by the Mutwallee, they considered that the sum of Es. 10,000 
as before estimated by the Miitwurllee was actually required for the com- 
pietion of the repairs and they submitted an account for Ks. 6,433-9-10 
already .expended by the; Mutwallee in executing the repairs of the 
buildings. - ■ . ■ , ■ ■

Referring to jour No. 23 of 7tli instant, I am directed to 
observe that it appears from the course you propose to follow in 
appointing, a successor to the deceased Mirza Kassiin Aii, that the true 
nature of a Committee appointed under Act XX of 1863 is not 
clearly understood by you.

directed to state that on reconsideration of the 

Hoirble H. L. Darapier. , t i r t', ■ i 

matter at the vDoard, M.r» Bampier has been 
led to the coriciiisioii that when the Board’s letter No. 231 A, of 11th 
June 1874, and the Government order quoted above which was founded 
upon it, were written, the reqiiireinonts of the law were overlooked'; 
and that in fact the law does not admit of the vacant place in the 
Committee being filled up by an appointment made by the Govern- 
meat. 

2. Syed Mohaiiied Molisin left his estate in Jessore a-s an endow- 
ment for certain religions and charitalDle purposes. 

3. The, 'religious part of the endowment is represented by^ the 
mosque and Iinambarali in Hooghly, and regarding it the Governmerit 
wrote as follows 

“The religious establishment mamtained out of a portion of 
Paragraphs 11 and 12 of G. 0. the triist property is 0116 wliereof the; Siiper- 
isU). 40..6 of 30th Octobei i86,>. intendeiit is nominated by the Governnient. 

Special provision rnust. therefore, be made for it under Sections 3 
and 7 of the Act. A Conimittee must be appointed to take the place 
and exercise the powers of the Boani of Revenue and of the Local 
Agents, and when appointed, will perform all the duties of the Boai‘d 
and tlie Agents, except in respect of property specially provided for 
under Section 21 of the Act.” 

“ Under Section 21, the Board is to determine what portion of the 
land or other property belonging to the trust is to remain under its oivn 
sap 0 rintGi 1 don.ee .tor application to secular uses, and what portion shall 
he transferred to the committee. The Lieutenant-Govemor is of opinion 
that the Board shoiill make over to the Goimnittec only the Imam- 
barah, at iiooghly and the garden, liazar and other grounds adjoining 
R, and should keep the. Syedpore Estate in its own Iiands', paying 
periodicalh^ to the committee tliree-ninths of the income for the 
expenses of the religious observances 01 the prophet and ■ his descend- 
ants, for the other apf>ointed festivals, and for the repairs of the 
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4. The orders to appoint a committee were , not carried out for 
some years, but in the Gazette of 2nd August 18^., page 1489, the 
following notification of 29th July appeared ; — - 

’‘ Under the promsions of sections 7. and 8, Act XX of I860, the 
Lieiiteiiant-Goveriior lias been pleased to appoint the uiidermentioiied 
gentlemen to he members of a Committee of Trustees to that portion 
of the proceeds of the Syiidpore Estate, which has been appropriated to 
religious uses.”

5. The Committee haAdng been appointed the Board and the Local 
Agents were required by section 12 of Act XX of 1863, iminediately 
to make o\^er charge of the affiairs to the Committee and to divest 
themselves of all further responsibility. But notliing of the kind was 
done ; the Local Agents retained and still performed the duties of 
Local Agents, and the Committee have ne’mr' entered on their duties, 
or exercised any part of their functions ; everything has hitherto gone 
on exactly, as if no committee had ever been appointed. : In the 
meantime Afirza Kasim All, one of the committee, has died ; and in 
Board’s order No. 231 A of lltli June last, it was recommended that 
Mirza Wahid ,Aii should be nominated by Government to fill the 
vacancy thus occasioned in the committee. 


6. In his letter No. 225 of 2nd June 1874, whieli was submitted 
to Government wjtli Board’s letter No. 231 A of lUli June last, the 
Commissionor of Burdwaii wrote os follows ; — 

’‘As the committoo appointed under the orders of 2ist July 1871 
did not enter upon its duties, the xn’ovisions of s(3etion 10, Act XX 
of 1863, for filling up the vacancy which lias occurred by the dc'ath 
of one of tJie nominees are not yet ap])licablo.”

8. Section 10 lays down the procedure to be followed “ ’wlienexnp,; 

any vacancy shall occur among the inem];)ers of the committee appoint#! 
as al)Ove ” for filling up the vacancy. The fact of the coiinnittee not 

liaving entered upon their duties before the vacancy occurred, does not 

appear to the Member in cliarge to affect the question. The vacancy 
could at first, have been legally lilled up by election under section 10 
of the Act, l)n.t Ijy no other procedure. The Legal Rcnnenibrancer 

concurs in this view of the law. Thus it was incumbent on the 

remaining members of the committee, as soon as possible, to give 
public notice of the vacancy which had occurred, and to ‘‘ fix a day, 
which shall not be later than tliree months from the date of such 
vacancy, for the election of a new member by the. persons interested 
under rules for elections framed by the Local Uovernmeiit.” Rules 
were duly iTanied and published with the ai:)proval of Goveriiiiie.iit in 
the Gazette of the 6th December 1865, page 2096 (notification dated 
2nd December 1865). The period of three months within which 
such election is required to be held has, however, expired, and the 
Member in charge thinks the best course will be that an application 

be made to the (Jivil Court by the Governineiit pleader explaining

should the Government wish those instructions to liold good. ddie 
Member in charge ]n-esumes that the provisions of section 21 of the 
Act were duly considered })y the Government when they ■were issued.

Imambarah, and in reply to forward 
copies ol tlie correspondence noted in the 
margin on which the Member in charge 
desires to make tlie following observations. 


2. It appears to Mr. Schalch that rdie services of Saiyid Karamat 
Ali, as Miitwalli; can alone be considered by the Board, any services 
rendered by him to the British Government prior to his appointment 
to the charge of tlie hnambarali being altogether beyond its purview. 
Any pension wliicli it may be thought riglit to give hiin for the 
services of the former kind must be paid exclusively from the funds 
of the tiTist estate, and, on the other hand, his merits in other 
respects should not be taken into account in calculating his pension 
as Miitwalli, for this would be to burden the trust estate with a charge 
it cannot iiistly be asked to bear. 



3. As Miitwalli, then, Saiyid Karamat Ali has undoubtedly been a 
useful servant of the trustee, Government or its local agents, and has 
administered the estate judiciously for a period of 37 years. Were he 



a Government servant, such services would entitle him to a pension 



caiciiiated on halt ins average salary tor the last ten years, or say 
Rs. 3,775 per aiiniim, and the Member in charge accordingly recom- 
mends that lie should be granted a pension of that amount from the 
surplus revenue of the four-ninths share of the trust estate. Whether 
an independent acknowledgment in the form of pension should be made 
to him in recognition of bis political services is a question for Govern- 
ment to decide. 


4. Tlie surplus proceeds of the four-ninths share amount to 
Rs. 4,933 and can bear this charge ; but Mr. Schalch has called upon 
the Gommissiorier of Burdwan for a statement showing the present 
expenditure from that share in detail.

In reply to your No. 479 of 3rd December 1874, regarding the 
pension of the Mntwalli of the Hooghly Imambarali, we have the 

lioiioiir to forward copies of the correspondence which lias passed 
between us and the Mntwalli on the receijjt of your letter. 

2. From the latter part of tii(3 letter of the Mntwalli, dated 19tli 

December, to our address, we are led to suppose tliat the Mutwalii 
lioi'es for a pension equal in amount to tlie einolariients which he at 
present derives from the Trust Estate. In order to save further 

correspondence, we again addressed him in our letter of 3()th ultimo, 
informing hiin that we had proposed that liis pension siiould be equal 

to one liali of tlie average salary which lie had drawn during the 
hist ten years, and asked if this would be acceptable to liiiii. We 

find, lioweve.i‘, that while - the Maitwalli expresses his dissatisfaction at 
this proposal in liia letter dated, the 2n(:i current to our address, he 
has not favoured us with a more explicit statement than that contain- 
ed in his previous letter of the 19t.h ultimo. 

3. Under the Will of the Founder, pensions have a prior claim 

on the income of the vjtlis share, wdiich amounts to about Rs. 26,845 
annually. We append a statement shewing the charges of the Einam- 
barali debitable to the |fchs share, together wdtli the pensions which 
are still current. The whole of the charges amount in all to 
Rs. 21,911-15, so that there is an annual aiirplns. of .about Rs. 4,933-1, 

to which sum might be debited the pension which Government may 
be pleased to awuird; to the Mntwalli. „ 

4. In our letter No. 31, dated the 11th August 1874, to your 

address, we proposed, on the ordinary rule in inime :for Goveminent 
appointments, that the pension to be granted to the Mutwalii should 
be one-half of the average salary, -which be has drawn from rJie 
Syedpur Estate during tlie last ten years. We beg to forwuu’d here- 
with a statement shewing the amount of the salary of the Mntwalli 
since 1864. It is to l)e remembered, liowmver, that in addition to 
the salary, he has enjoyed the advantage of a C(jmmodious and well- 

(iiirnislied residence with a valuable library, battis, servants, etc., 

attached to his position as Mntwalli of the Emambarah. 

5. The Mutwalii has performed distinguished services to Govern- 
ment, which have been acknowledged by the Court of Directors, and 
he has great and peculiar claims on the endowment, which he has 
not only provided by miwu^aried p(?rsonal zeal and (uiergy (for he was 
architect:, surveyor and dork of the works), witli magnificent buildings 
as well as a valuable library, but for which and for the Maliomedan 
comniunit^y in general, lie has recovered large ' arrears of endowed 
lands which had been misappropriated by his ' p)i‘edece8RorB. ' These 
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^aiids were only recovered alter great personal anxiety aiiu anii(.)} duoe , 
they were for the most part held by wealttyy Hindoos, who 

defended their claims in each appellate court available. Some of these 
cases, he has lieeri engaged in conducting since that time wlien we 
first held charge of this office. At his advanced age to engage in 

litigation fearlessly and spontaneously for purely public purposes, is a 
striking testimony to the -worth and sterling qualities of his character. 
We, therefore, willingly join with him in expressing a hope that the 

Government may be pleased to treat his application as a special case, 

and, if possilde, complying with rvliat we believe to be his wishes, 

to allow him to retire on a pension equal to the average of the 

salary wliicli he has hitherto enjoyed as Mntwalli of tlie Eniambarah. 
At the same time we hope fdiat he will continue to be Mntwalli 

till a really satisfactory successor can be found.

On my arrival in India with Captain Conolly, I was despatched 

by the British Government as Confidential Political Agent to the 

newly established Barik:?:ie Court at Cabiii. Here also I remained for 
about three years. The Miiltliiin Court, or the rendezvous for the 
nierchaiits dealing in fruits, siigarcandy, etc., was opened in Cabiii 
throiigli m.y indefatigable labour. It was owing to my exertion and 
persuasions that Nawab iVbdiii Jubbur Elian, elder brother of Dost 
Mahomed, Amir of Cabal, had condescended to open a freindly inter- 
course with British Governinent and connect the two States in mutual 
alliance, and that with this view he had sent his eldest son, Abdul 

Gyas Khan, to India under a pretext of having him trained there 
while Ameer Dost Mahomed Khan was only watching for a happy 
result that he might send his own son also in the same way. In 

doing all my services here as well as elsewhere I did never bring any 
kind of loss on the Government ; on the contrary, I created for it as 
much benefit as my humble ability could do, by devoting all I could 
save from my own income. In Gabul I had free . boa iMiiig and lodging 
with my friends, and so^ I had , the satisfaction , to become more 
servicable to Government. I regret much my suggestions at the time 
were not carried into effect by Government, or ■ I feel confident the 
subsequent losses would have been wai'ded off. But now that it is 
acted upon according to those, my former intimations, are. being 

too late, brought to execution with expense. At one time I had also 
communicated my views of the political aspect of affairs in Persia- to 
Colonel Macdonald, British Idavoy in Persia, and other English gentle- 
men ; but they had also disapproved of them. From CabuL after 
completing my mission, I intended again to proceed to Persia, hut was 
dissuaded by my English friends. 

On my return Government conferred on me, in recognition of my 
loyal and faithful services at Cabul, the Suddor Ameerisiiip of Ajmere ; ' 
and though I held tiiis post for a short time, yet the manner in 
wd-iich I performed the duties of my office "was siifticicmt for' my 
superiors, Colonel Alves and Captain Trevel^utn, to judge of mj- per- 
sonal merits and ability and to recommf-vnd me to the Board. Fh'o-m 
this post it was that I was directed by the Honourable Board of 
Reve-Jiiie to take charge of the important office of Mutwalii of this 
magnificent endowment of Mohammael Mohsin. I have- held this office 
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foi o/ or 88 years, and I trust tlie manner 
clillirg'ed tlie duties of my office has been to the 
^he SLipeiior authorities. Besides, during the 
j udicious counsels and advices, kept many places 
especially Hooghly and Chins urah, which were o 
to a confusion and tumult, but were supp 
efforts.

Besides, it is well known h.ov?' people of mj 
position have been awarded with handsome allowances and pensions, bdth 
here and in Persia, for doing the like services I ha\m done in Persia and 
dilabiih as well as for filling such an important office of mutwalli. I 
leave my case for you and the Government to judge whether, after this 
lapse of time and continuous faithful and loyal services, I can believe 
myself entitled to a fail pension, as I have mentioned in mine of the 
’9th July 1874, to the Commissioner. 

In conclusion, I shall add that whatever the pension tha^" should 
he granted to me, my old age (80 years) does not lead me to hope 

I shall be a pensioner for any very long period. I also beg to add 

that the person I have nominated as my successor in mine of the 
30th March 1874, is no relative of mine and is no way connected 
■with me. In nominating him I have been actuated by the sole 
wish to serve Government most faithfully and single-mi ndedly. And 
ishould he be not allowed to succeed me, I hope the Government 

wmiiid, after me, appoint such a mutwalli as will deal with my 

"waqufs exactly according to my wishes.

3. As for tlie query wlietlier the proposal which you made to’ 
CTOveriimeiit (for an ailowaiice of a pension to me equal to one-lialf %i 
the average salary 'wliicli I have drawn for the last ten years, or Rs. 315 
per iiienseni) would be satisfac ory to me, I have only to say tliat 
paragraph 8 of my letter of the 19tli December last has unfortunately 
been overlooked. Besides, I cannot understand what peculiarity is there 
in taking ten years as a standard for the calculation. In the year 
1858, the Commissioner of the Division had reconimended for me a 
pension equal to one-third of my salary, or Rs. 250 per mensem ; and 
how this calculation bears so vast a dissimilarity to that of yours is 
beyond my coiiipreliension.

The grand structure, ■with all its ernbellisiiments, 'which now occupies 
the site of the poor, sorry looking, and ruinous old Imainbarah, is 
the result of my indefatigable labour, which I have- ccjustrueted with 
the expense of all my streugtli and money and attached to it a 
magnificent library, full of valuable Gorans and other books and 
mathematical inst-iumonts, which the old Imambarali 'was wanting, from 
my own expenses. Ali these s(n:vices I have rendered to the Imam- 
barah during my inoimibeiicy of the last 37 years, have S])rung from 
a sincere wish to add, according to my humble ability, to the glory of 
the British name in India, 
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' Succeeding, however, not only in. finishing the works I had to do 
for the Iinamharah, but also to procure a successor agreeably to the 
ru,ling8 of the ].>oard, and feeling myself unable to serve Government 
any longer, I had the honour to apply again for a pension, Avliieh was 
on the 9tli of July last. But the Hon’ble .Board of Ileveniie have 
declared, in the present occasio.n, that they can do nothing with regard 
to the pension and successor unt.il they have obtained the final orders 
of Government on a reference made regardi.ng the appointment of the 
Committee of Maiiageiiieni under Act XX of 1863. First, it .must be 
considered that nothing but the impracticability of the said Act might 
have prevented the Board from carrying it i.nto effect during the last 
11 years. Again, whether the Act be carried i.nto efiect, and the 
Committee be appointed or not, it has iiotliiiig to do with my pension. 


I should also bring to your notice that the Collector of Jessore

He has always borne a good character^ 
and appears to be now incapacitated by old age for further active 

service. The Local Agents and the Board of Revenue recommend him 

a pension of Rs. 3,775 per annum, equal to a moiety of his average 

salary for the last ten years, payable from the surplus revenue of the 
four-ninths share of the Mahomed Mohsin Endowment Fund, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor in consideration of the excellent servicesi rendered 
by this old and faithful servant of the State in his capacity of 

Mutwalli has sanctioned the proposal.

2. It is not for the Member in. charge to criticise t,he decismn 

of the Civil Judge, and it must, Mr. Sclialcli presumes, be accepted. 
If this be so, it appears to follow that no committee has ever been 
appointed, for there never was (and indeed never could be) a man of 
the name of Kapur AH, and three is the minimum nimiher of which 
a committee under the Act can consist. If, therefore, one of the 
three appointed was an impossible nonentity, no committee has been 
constituted. " 

3. Under this view , the Member in charge was , 'about, to. propose 
that , a committee should now be appointed d& n&vo, ■ consisting of 
Munshi Amir AH, Agha ^ Abbas Tehrani, and Mirza Wahid AH. ; But 
with your office endorsement No. 798, ; dated Blst ultimo, was; received 
an application from Agha. Ahh as oft ering ;. himself as a candidate for 
the post of agent of the Imambara,: The combination in ' one person 
of the functions of member of a committee under Act XX of 1863, 
and of manager or superintendent of any religious establishmeui; for 
which sucli committee shall have been ar>poLnted, is strictly forliidderi 
by section 11 of the Act. In the spirit of that section it appears to 
the Member in charge doubti'a] wliother a candidate for the office of 
sunerintendent should lui nominated to a committee. I am, therefore, 
to refer the- matter .for the orders of Government, 

4. I am to take this opportunity to point out that when once 
a committee is eunstituted, it will bo for such committee to appoint 
a Buecessor on the occurrence of a vacancy in the office of superin-' 
tendent. This is evident if section 7, Act XX of I860, be road 
together with sections 13 and 14, Regulation XJX of 18 U).

2. It would seem that as Mirza Kasim Ali wms not gazetted 
and that as there was no such man as Mirza Kapur Ali, the minimum 
number of members allowed under section 7 of x4ct XX of 1863, was 
not appointed, and the Government can, under such circumstances, 
appoint a third member the provisions of section 10 not being appli- 
cable yet.

By a notification dated 29th July 1871, and published in the 
Calcutta Gazette of 2nd August 1871, the Lieutenant-Governor under 
sections 7 and 8, Act XX of 1863, appointed the following gentlemen 
to be members of a Committee of Trustees to that portion of tlie 
proceeds of the Syedpur estate which has lieen appropriated to religious 
uses ; —

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Application is now made to this court to appoint a member to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of Kasim Ali, and it is statea 
that the name of Mirza Kapur Ali, which appears in the notification, 
in the G overiiiiient Gazette, is a misprint for Kasim Ali. Whether 
this was a misprint or not I am not competent to decide. I am 
bound to take the Government Gazette as it stands uneorrected. The 
law requires that the appointment of the committee shall be notified 
ill the official Gazette, and I cannot on a motion now made about Sj' 
years after the publication of that notihcatioii, accept any explanation 
that there was a misprint, and act upon such a representation to fill 
up an appointment which has never really been made by notification 
ill the official Gazette, Under these circumstances, I am of opinion 
that I have no jurisdiction to fill up the vacancy which has occurred 
by the death of Kasim Ali since Kasim Ali was not one of the 
Committee appointed by Government notification in the official Gazette. 

In explanation of the proceedings taken in this matter I would 
state that this point was not prominently brought to the notice of this 
court until very recently. Application refused.

Translation of the Persian petition. 

The humble petition of the Mogul ryots ot the Shiah sect of 
Calcutta, sheweth : — 

That Hajee Mohamed Mohsin (blessing of God be upon him) of 
Hooghly belonged to the Shea ■ creed. He made a waqf of his 
Eemindarees and properties to meet the expenses of the Iroambarah, , 
the cemetery, . etc., and for the welfare , of -his co-religionists. " Soon 
after his death liis Mutwallees /anff officers ' began to act partially 
contrary' to the deed /'of,-' waqi and;’ ;afterwards'-. the Mutv/allees that 
^voTe appointed one , ..after another- followed the ..same, track .and deviated 
more and more from .the ywiil ol the donor., so that - the rights of the 
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Sli^alis A¥ei’e by and by entirely lost sight of, and the sendees of the 
teachers, professors and other officials of the Shiah faith were dis- 
pensed with. In this Avay a great confiisioii with regard to the 

real object of the donor arose on account of the Mutwaliees. Even 
the Governiiieiit that took upon itself the charge of the Inist Estate 
jn order to supervise and protect the properties and promote its 
Avelfare did not sift into the essential meaning conveyed in the 

Tauiiyatnamah. Although the present Mutwallee has erected many 
grand edifices and adorned the Imambarah with many crystal and other 
good furniture, he Has however, never considered about the rights of 

the Shialis nor has he acted in accordance with the will and inten- 

tion of the doner. As he was a most learned and well-qualified 
man, performed his duties honestly and faithfully, and protected the 
properties of the Avaqf with irmcli care, w(3 the Shiah Moguls hither- 

to raised no objection to his acts although they were done against 
the will of the donor and were detrimental to the interests and 
rights of the Shiahs. It now appears that the Mutwallee Saheb is 

disposed to retire from his post and wishes to appoint a person in 

his place, and that some applications for the post have been received 
by Government and are about to be taken into consideration. We, 
the Moguls of the Shiah persuasion, therefore, beg to bring to the 
notice of the Government that from the beginning up to the present 
date wliioli is a long time, everything has all along been done 
contrary to the. Tauiiyatnamah and the purpose of the donor, and to 
the injury of the Shiahs, and that the rights of the servants, 

dependants and the noble co-religionists of the donor have been dis- 
regarded. It was not expected from the Government that the share 
of a special class should be allowed to be enjoyed by the people of 
other classes. It would be an intrusion upon the time of Govern- 
ment to enter into a detail : of all the acts that have been done 
contrary to the provisions of .the .Tauiiyatnamah.

With reference to your No 127, dated 22nd March and your 
No. 187, dated 20th April, I have the honour to submit for the in- 
forination of the Board copy of a letter No. 46, dated 29tli ultimo 
with its enclosures in original, from the Local Agents for Hooghly. 

2. On the receipt of the orders of the 22nd March, I requested 
the Local Agents for Hooghly to institute inquiries as to the qualifica- 
tions and antecedents of each of the candidates named in those orders, 
and to ascertain and report how far each applicant would be accept- 
able to the present Miitwalli, Moulvi Karamiit Ali as his successor. 

S. The report submitted by Mr. Weekes, in the absence o£ the 
other Local Agent, Mr, Meres, gives the information which he has been 
able to obtain regarding the several candidates and also expresses the 
opinion of the Miitwalli regarding them, in which it will been seen 
that the Mutwalli is strongly in favour of Ashrafiiddin, the son of 
Moonshee Ameer Ali. 

4. I had been fully prepared to give such support as my recorn- 
mendation might carry to Ashi'afuddin, who seemed to me to have 
several important qualifications for the appointment, in spite of his 
comparative youth ; but I am taken by surprise at finding that he has 
only lately become a Shiah and that his father, Munshee Ameer Ali and 
his brothers are still Soonnies. I fear that this must be deemed an in- 
superable obstacle to his appointment. ' 

5. Of tile other candidates I think that Syed Zainuddin Hosain 
is the most eligible. He was for a short time .Maitwalli before the 
appointment of Moulvi Karainut Ali. He is a tried servant of Govern- 
ment, and although he is sixty years of age, he still looks strong and 
vigorous. Moulvi Keraniut Ali remarks upon him that he is a most able 
and experienced man and fit for the post of Mutwalli of this Tmambara. 
it seems to me that the appointment of Syed Zainuddin Hosain is 
desiral>le and unobjectionable.

On receipt of your No. 651 of 31st March the Local Agents 
requested, of the applicants named, the favour of a personal interview 
at Hooghly, on various dates from the 18th to the 22nd instant ; and 
also ask the Mutwalli to report how far each applicant would be accept- 
able to him. I also made such enquires as I could. 

2. I beg to return the applications herewith as directed. 

3. The Local Agents received no answer at all from Nawab Falakud- 
dowla and the Hon’hle Nawab Syed Asgliar Ali wrote to say lie was 
unable to come to Hooghly, all the other applicants came as requested. 
I proceed to notice, [in the order in which they stand, their aiitece- 
dents and (iiialifications so far as 1 am infornied and can judge. 

4. Ashi-afuddin Ahmed, son of Munsbi Amir Ali, is quite a young 

man. too young in my opinion for tlie post, o(; Mutwalli. He is fresli 
from school and wdtliout experience of business, tlioug’li bis fatlier says 
be has siiporintonded the management of some of his propt-riy. He 

knows English and Hersiaii, and says ho is fond of books, and the 

Mutwalli who bcqinnitlis to the Emambarah a largo library which he ii:is 

collected at his own expense, a catalogue of wliich he has laitdy foi*- 

warded with a letter mentioning Ashrafuddin, seems tomne to take to 
Ashrafuddin on that account among others. I consider Ashraliiddin a 
promising young man. He is gentlemanly in rnanno]’ ; and there is 
hope that he will grow^Sip as able and loyal as his father iii which case 
he would probably be a worthy successor oven of the present Mutwalli. 
He was a student ol; the Calcutta Madrasa and of Dovoton College. But 
Moiilvi Amir Ali was and all his family are still, I believe Sunnis and 
this son has only turned Shiah. f hear, lately Munshi Amir Ali A 
other two sons are still Sums. This, I think, is an insuperable ol)staclj' 
to the appointment of Ashrafuddin to the post as it is a strictly Shiah 
endowment. Tli(3 Miitwralli must be a Shia. 

5. Hon’ble Nawab Ashghur AH belongs to the family of 

Na'wab Mahomed Beza Khan Bahadur of Chitpore, was educated at the 
Nizamut College, Murshidabad, in 1862, obtained a Sunud to adopt the 
title of Nawab. ,In the beginning of 1866 he w^ent to England, where 
he stayed 6 or ,7 years. He studied for the Bar and was eventually 
called. ■ , He returned to India about two years ago, and was made, an 
Honorary Magistrate and . sits occasionally on the Bench. He, does not 
practise. His . iiieome. is about Ks. 1,400 a month. 
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6. Nawab Falakiiddowlali is son o£ the late Unjiimanddowlali of 
Lucknow, who held a high position under the eaj-King’ of Oiidli. Fahi- 
kiiddowlah came to Calcutta in 1856, as a lad, and on the death of 

his father succeeded him in the charge of the Chundoo Khaiiah, an 

office lie still holds. Jhe pay of the office is only Rs. 50 per iiieiisein, 
but a small jagliii made over to his father by the ca>King brings him 
ill aiioiit Ks. i.,00 a month. He knows Persian, Urdu, and a little 

Liiglisli. I should not go to Garden Reach for a good manager of pro- 
perty. 

i, &,yed Ashnit Ali was once.'-. Sarishtadar for two years of the 

Jiidgeh Court at Piirneah. Aftm:- that for 35 years he practised witli 
success as a Pleader at Bhagulpur from 11th March 1841. He is an 
Honorary Magistrate and Municipal Commissioner, and, I believe, a good 
man of business and respected. His age is 58. 

8. Syed Zainuddiii was Acting Mutwalli of this very Imambaraii 
for 10 mouths before the present Mutwalli was appointed. He says lie- 
had the support of one of the members of the Board of Revenue, but 
that the Senior Member supported Syed Keramat Ali. He has since 
lieeii a Deputy Magistrate from 1838. Though 60 years of age he still 
looks strong and vigorous. 

9. Agba Moliamed Taki Sliirazi is a Persian by race. He at 
present resiiies at Benares, is a inerchant, and trades lietween his native 
country and India. He was educated at the Beneras College (Joyiiara- 
yaii’s) and knows Persian, as his native tongue, a little Arabic and 
also speaks Euglish very well. He is 38 years of age, and seems an 
enlightened and intelligent man and has most probably good business 
(pialiiications. He is, 1 believe, well Connected and would have the 
confidence of the Shiah sect, which no Sunni could ever possess. He 
is of the same race as the founder, a Persian, and ivoiild not bring 
to the office the generally narrow bigoted semi- Hind ooized spirit of the 
^Jahoinedans of this Peninsula. 

10. The present Mutwalli is, P am sorry: to say, very old and 
i.ufirm and should soon be relieved as he desires to he. .He seems to 
have got his choice soley on Aslirafuddin. He says “ I selected liim 
simply l')eeanso. at the time of noiniifating him 1 found none better 
(pialihed for the office. Owing to my frequent interviews with, his father, 
i\funshee Amir Ali Khan Bahadur both in Hooghly and Calcutta since 
my arrival here, T have luid ample opportunities to judge of the merits 
and capacities of the said Ashrafuddin wbom- I found from his very 
infancy to he an intelligent, frugal and well behaved young gentleman 
of good luoral character and of Mahomedan appearance, and though 1 
do not prefer liim in ])oint of ability and experience, yet being a jmuug 
and active man, I believe he will administer well and try to keep up 
the dignity of the .ILmimbarah, wdiich for- the last 37 years 1 have helped 
to create with the service of my mind and' body, and vvill likewise take 
care of the library I have attached 'to it. . 'The business of the Emam- 
bandi Inung clearly sot forth and perfectly ' arranged by me "in a syste- 
matic* form,' it ' will be quite easy for him to get niastery ,pf them 
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a very short time, and should he still come to any difficulty, 
his father who understands the business of this Eimambarah too well 
and is yet healthy and strong, well help him out and guide him in 
his future dealings with the Emainbara affairs. 

As for Maulvi Zaiiiiiddin Hossain I do not hesitate to confess that 


he is a most able and experienced man and ht for the post of the 



Mutwalli of this Emamljarah, but as at the time of nominating my suc- 
cessor, he was on duty I coidd not even form idea of Ins giving up 
his post for the office of , the Mutwalli. 1 must remark here also that 
the only thing that goes somewhat against him, is his age, which is 
now upwards of sixty years, and will soon entitle him to a pension 
like me. 

Honourable Nawab Syed Ashghur All is of 'course a very great and 
rich man, but I had not the honour of knowing him before, nor I am 
fully acquainted wdth all his merits even now after holding interviews 
with him some time ago. 

As for the other candidates, they do not seem to me lit for the 
post.” 

11. I was thinking, the disadvantages of the son’s inexperience 
and youth could lie remedied with the help of the father Moonshi Amir 
All’s experience and ability ; but if he, as I understand, was originally a 
Sunni, and if his family are still Sunis, this would be highly objec- 
tionable and might led to innumerable quarrels and much ill-feeling, if 
not more serious complications. The Sliias would ill brook the slightest 
interference of one conpected with Sunnis and they would probably 
consider Ashrafuddin in the same light. This is what I apprehend, but 
I am possibly wrong in anticipating any such prejudices, especially as 
Munslii Amir Ali is very well-known and bears a very high character.

I am directed, with reference to your endorsement No. 749 of the 
24tli March, forwarding a petition from the Moghul Shiah community 
of this city, regarding the appointmont of a successor to the present 
Mutwallee of the Hooghly Imambarah, to submit the report therein 
called for. 

2. The petitioners, premising that the rights of the Shiahs had 
been, owing to the misconduct of the Miitwalli, gradually lost sight of, 
pray that, on the retirement of the present Mutwalli whom they 
describe as “ a most learned and well-qualified man, and one who 
performs his duties honestly and faithfully,” they may be consulted 
in the appointment of his successor and be allowed to nominate two 
competent persons for the selection of Government. 

3. Applications for the appointment have been received from the 
following gentlemen : — 

1, Ashrafuddin Ahmed. 

2. The Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Asghar Aii. 

3. Nawab Falakuddaulah. 

4, Saiyid Ashrat Ali. 

5- Saiyid Zainuddin. 

6, Aga Miihammad Taki. 

Those applications were forwarded to the Commissioner, who directed 
the Local Agent ‘Go institute enquiries as to the qualifications' of each 
of the candidates, and ascertain and report how far each applicant 
would be acceptable to the present Mutwalli, Maulvi Keramat Ali.” 

Th(-^ Local Agent reported thus : — 

Ashrafuddin Ahmad, son of Munshi Ameer Ali, is quite a young man ; 
too young in my opinion, for the post of Mutwalli. He is fresh from 
school and without experience of business, though his father says he 
has superintended the management of some of his property. He 
knows English and Persian, ami says he is fond of books ’ and the 
Mutwalli, who bequeathes to the Imambara a large library, which be 
has collected at iiis own expense (a catalogue of wiiioh he has lately 
forwarded, with a letter mentioning ' Ashrafuddin), seems to me to 
take to Ashrafuddin, on that account among .'Others. . I consider 
Ashrafuddin a promising young man, 'He, is gentlemanly in maimer, 
and there . is '.Rope . that he will grow.iip as able and' Ibyal as his 


■ fatlier, in wliicii case he would probably be a worthy successor, even 
(d the present Mutwalli. He Avas a student of the Calcutta Madrasa 
and of the DoAo?ton College, ihit Munslii Amir iVli Avas, and all his 
family are still, I belieA^e, Sunnis, and this son has only turned Sliia, 
I hear, lately/. Muiishi Amir All’s, other two sons , are still Sunnis. 
This, I tliiiik, is an insu]3erable obstacle to tlie appointment of 
Anhrafuddiim to the post, as - it is a. strictly Shiah endowment. The- 
Mutvvalli must be a Shiah.” 


‘‘ Hoii’ble Nawab Sayid Ashghar All belongs to the, family of 
NaAcab Muhaiimiad Raza Khan Bahadur of Chitporo, was educated at 
the Kizainat College, Murshidabad, in 1862, obtained a sunud to adopt 



the title of KaAAmb. In the beginning of 1866, he went to England, 
where lui stayed six or seAmn years. He studied for the bar, and 
was eAUjiitually called. He returned to India about Iavo' years ago, 
and AAuis made an Honorary Magistrate, and sits occasionally^ on the 
Bench. He does not practise. His income is about Rs. 1,400 a 
month.” . . 


“ NaAAmb Falakuddaulah is son of the late Anjamundaulah of 
Lucknow, Avlio held a high position under the ea^-King of Oudb: 
Falakuddaulah came to Calcutta in 1856 as a lad and on the death 
of his father succeeded him in the charge of the Cliundookhanah. an 
office he still holds. The pay of the office is only Rs. 50 per mensem,, 
but a small jaigir made over to his father by the fiir-King brings bini 
in about Es. 200 a month. He knows Persian, Urdu, and., a little 
English; I should not go to Garden Reach for a good manager of 
property.” 

“Sayid Ashrat Ali Avas once serishtadar for two years of the 
Judge’s court at Puriieah. After that for 35 jmars he practised Avith 
success as a pleader at Bhagalpore from 11th March 1841. He is an 
Honorary IMagistrate and IVIunicipal Gonimissioner, and, I believe, a 
good man of business and respected. His age is 58.” 

“ Saiyid Zainuddin was Acting Mutwalli of this very Imambarah 
for ten months before the present Mutwalli was appointed. He- says 
he had the support of one of the members of the Board of Revenue,, 
but that the Senior. Memhor supported Sayid Karamat Ali. He lias 
since been a Deputy Magistrate from 1838. Though 60 years of age 
he still looks strong and AUgorous.” 

“Agha M,uhainad Taki Shirazi is a Persian' by race. He at 
present resides ■ ,at , Benares, is a merchant, and trades . between his- 
native country and Indiay He was- educated at the Benares College 
(JaynaraiiiA), and knows Persian as his native tongue, a little Arabic 
and also speaks English very well. He is 38 years of age, and seems 
an enlightened and intelligent man, , and has most . probably good 
business qualifications. He is, I believe, well connected and would have 
the ^confidence of the Shiah- sect, . which no Sunni could ever possess, 
lie is • of the same race a-s the founder, a Persian, and 'would not bring- 
to the' office the generally harrow, bigoted , semi-Hindooized; sp.irit of the 
Mahomedans'- of this ^peninsula,” ■

5. In. ; forwarding the report. . the Commissioner' observes : — - 
■ ‘‘ T had been: fully prepared to give such support as my recgiia- 

mOiidatioii ■ might carry to Ashrafiiddiii, who seemed, to me to ha've 
several important qualifications for the appointment in spite of liis 
comparative youth ; but 1 am taken by surprise at finding, that he has 
only lately become a Shiah, and that his father, Munshi Amir Ali, 
■and his brothers, are still Sunnis. I fear that this inust he deemed 
an insuporat)io ol.Kstaole to his appoininu-vut. 

■*()[ tlu; otlivi- candidates, 1 think that Sayid Zainuddiii Hussain 
is the most (^ligibh'. Rn vwis for a short time nuitv/alli ].){‘fr)re the 
appuintriamt o[ Mauivi Kararnat .Ali.

‘‘ The Mutwalli, Sayid Kararnat Ali does not seem to be well- 

disposed to the Agha now, though in 1870 he wrote favourably of 
him, and recommended him for the post of member of the Committee.” 

7. On the 1st of this month an application on tlie part of Agha 
Alir Xawab was received from your ofiiee ; but as the matter has been 
long pending, 'tlie Member in charge has not thought it advisable to 

delay this report., pending a reference to the Committee and Locai 
Ag(m! in regard to tiial gentleman’s qualilieations. 

<S. Oiviug due consideration to the reports above, quoted, the 
Mcmi)er in charge would init for one reason give the ]jrefereiice to 
Sayid Zaiiiuddin. He is a gentleman of good family, perfectly honest, 
with a good knowledge both of the English and Arabic literature, and 
has acted in the appointment of Mutwalli during the absence on leave 
of the present incumbent. Unfortunately he is advanced in years^ 
ha^dng retired some time ago from the service of Government as a 
Deputy Collector on attaining the limit of 65 'years. .His age, Mr.. 
Schalch fears, is an insuperable objection to this appointment, of]ier«. 
wise he wmiild strongly recvomracnd his being selected. 
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desire to give much weight, the Government would have a guarantee 
tlijit the duties of the office would be honestly performed. It is stated 
by the Local Agent and the Commissioner that he has lately joined 
the Shiah sect, his father and alLhis family being Sunnis. The Member 
ill charge finds, however, on enquiry from Munslii Amir Ali, the 
father of the candidate, that he and all his family are and always have 
belonged to the Shiah sect, and the Member in charge, therefore?

10. But in case Saiyid Zainuddiii should be considered ineligible 

on the score of age, and the recommendation in favour of Aslirafuddiii 

be not approved, the Member in charge would nominate two of the 
remaining candidates for the approval of Government, namely, Nawal) 
Sayid Asbgliar Ali and Aglia Muhammad Taki Sliirazi. The former 
was brought up at the Nizamat College at Moorshedabad, where lie 
acquired a knowledge, of the Arabic and Persian languages, and has 
spent many years travelling in Europe and studying for the bar, to 
which he has been called. He is of middle age, over 30, and has 
been honoured by a seat in the Council of the Lieiiteuaiit-Goveriior 
of Bengal. He would, Mr. Sclialch thinks, prove himself useful and 
active in the appointment. The latter was educated at the Benares 
College, and speaks English well and fluently. The Member in 

charge was much pleased in his interview with him, with his 
intelligence. From the knowledge lie has acquired in his profession 
as a banker in Benares, lie wmiild, no doubt, prove a iisefiil mfln of

11, To sum up, the Member in charge while preferring, but for 
his age. Zainuddin, would recommend Aslirafuddin as the person selected 
by the present Mutwalli, and failing him, Nawab Sayid Ashghar Ali, or 
Agha Moliammad Taki , vShirazi, as, the successor , to Maiilvi Karamat 
Ali for the post of the Mutwalli of the Hooghly Imambara.

Ho. <1)1. dated 18th March •1875, coj^y of wliicli was forwarded to me 
by your No. '27 of the lOtli April last, i have tlie honour to inform 
you that besides tlie vjth, share allotted to me as my portion .1 have 
had mairy advantages here ; such as the benefits of a comfortable 

lioiise. competent Doctor and Hakeem, etc. The Kharij Towliyat pro- 
perties being left entirely at my disposal, have also been conferred on 
me much in the shape of a jagir, the accounts of which 1 have not 
to forward to my superiors though I always refrained to derive the 

slightest benefit from it, augmenting on the other hand its income by 
every possible means and at the expense of all my strength and 
money. 

As for the amount of pension granted to me, I l:)eg leave to state 
that it will be not sufficient to meet the various expenses necessary 
for my old age and sickly state, as suggested in mine of the 2nd 

January and 19th December last. Being always subject to various 
kinds of diseases, I must have often recourse to medical advisers and 
stand in need of faithful servants and friends, the expenses of which 
along with those of a comfortable house in some clean and open place 
and rdie necessaries of life, will scarcely come under a sum of 

600 rupees a month, especia,lly in a city like Calcutta or in countries 

like Arabia and Khorasan, where I iiitend to retire, the latter two 

Ixung wry expensive and difficult for me to reacli also. 

Leaving out of consideration the faithful services J have rendered 
prior i;o my api)oiniment as the Mutwalli of this Ernainharah. as 

tnentioned in the paragraphs 8. -1 and 5 of mine of Uie .19th Decern* 
her last, addressed to you. the services T have done to the Einam- 
liarah at the sacrifice of all my vigour, strength and money in adding 
some 5.0(>i) or 6,000 rupees to its annual income and giving it along 
with tln^ Emambazar (which -were formerly very sorry looking and dirty 
places^ every kind of beauty and improvement with a view to do as 
much ns my humble ability could add to the glory of the British 
name in India, as mentioned in the 7 paragraph of my above letter of 
iliH 19tli December last, and manifest from the magnificomt works and 
beautiful arrangements connected with the Emambarah, would alone 
entitle me to a jjension equal in amount to my salary, and from the 
,J;h share the w^aqf fund which has sufficient money to pay as 
mind) as is now allotted to me, as my portion. Besides ' the ' average 
immme is oaicuJated not horn what is .really derived, but- from the 

sum the Collector of Jessore is pleased to send' in times, without 
ri-dVrring to the true income o£ the Estate, which is .entirely .unknown, 
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to us for want of aocoiiiits, wliich we had formerly been supplied with 
but now stopped entirely. 

I further beg to inform you that shoukl it appear difiiciilt lor 
Oovernment to comply with my wishes, I would decline to take any 
pension and prefer to serve the remaining days of my life. As for 
the nomination of my successor, Moonshee Ashrafuddin Ahmed, son of 
Moonshee Amir Ali, Khan Bahadur, it will remain unaltered. But as 

€rovernment has so graciously been disposed to cast the responsibility 
of selection on me as mentioned in the extract of its letter No. 701, 
forwarded to mo by yours of the 14th April 1875, I will as in duty 

bound, uxei’t my host to make him my fit successor. [ will keep hiiii 

with me and train him after myself, that he may assume my character 
and prove a really good and useful Mutwallee after me. He may 

attend the Oollege as well to prosecute his studies and eiiiighten his 
mind and thereby obtain more competency for the post, for should he 
he not well trained up by myself I fear he would likely be corrupted 
ill future. 

I therefore hope you will be pleased to forward this for the con- 
sideration of Government with your favourable remarks upon the same. 

Tu coneJusion i beg to add that I am late in my reply owing to 
my remaining very ill during the last five months as it is known to 
you.

I regret to have to report that the Mntwallee Saiyid Karamat 
Ali, died tliis inorniiig in the Hooghly Imambara. Yesterday he wrote 
to me to enquire whether the further grant alluded to in paragraph I 
of the Government of Bengal’s letter No. 'tOl, dated the 18th March 
18To, had been sanctioned, and also whether his application for a higher 
pension forwarded Avith this office, No. 91 of the 14th July 1875, 
had been granted. 

2. I liave ascertained that he made arrangements for the dis- 
position of his propety and that his nearest relative has been summoned 
by telegraph and that his funeral will be htly conducted. He -will 
ije buried in the old or Bara Imambara. He has appointed the present 
Mutw'allee and his nephew liis executors. He has left personal property 
to the value of about Rs. 6,000, but the bulk of his property, he has, 
from time to time, made over to the Imambara. 

3. He served Government faitlifully and well in the earlier portion 
of his life in Uabiii and elsevvhere, as has been stated in his applica- 
tion for pension and elsewhere, and Government has lost a true friend 
and well-wisher. He was one of the old style of men such as are 
unfortunately rare iiow-a-days. 

4. He displayed the same faithfulness to his trust and the same 
devotion in his discharge of the office of Mutwallee, which he has 
hehi fm 38 years, which he had displayed on behalf of Govern moiit ; 
during tliese years he nursed the funds of the iustitiition, and erected 
the present new Iniambara, one of the finest biiiidiiigs in Bengal. His 
integrity was perfect, and he would never allow any of his relations 
to come nea.rer him that he might be above the suspicion of parti- 
ality. .

3. These orders were forwarded to this office by the Board of 

Revenue under their endorsement No. 352 of 27th July for such action 
as may be necessary under section 12, A.ct XX of 1863, and they 

were forwarded by tire officiating Goinmissioner to tlie Local Agents of 
of Hooghly on lltli August under an endorsement of the same purport. 

4. On the 16th August the Local Agent, Mr. Weekes, applied for 

instructions to determine wdiat portion of the land or other property 

beionging to the trust, is to remain under the Board’s su])erintendence 
for apphcation to secular uses, and what portion is to be translerred 
to the coraraitteei He recommended that the suggestion contained in 
panigrapi.! 12 of (xovcirnment letter No. 4036 of 30th October 1863, 
CO tln^ address of the Board, should be carried into efiect, the Tinambarah 
nr, Hooghly, garden, bazar, and otlier grounds adjoining it being' 

made. C}V( 3 r lo the committee, and the Board retaining the Syedpiir 
Estate in its own hands, paying periodically to committee three- 

nintlis of the income for the expenses of the religious observances 
for the Prophet and his descendants, for the other appointed 

festivals and for the repairs of the Imambarah and the buiying 
0 ‘rounds, one-ninth for the use of the agent or superintendent, and so 
much of rJie four-ninths as may properly be devoted to the payment 
of establishments connected with the Iinambara. 

5. The Local Agent also soHoited, in^traotions as to the last item,, 
wiiich was fixed at Rs., 707-1 0-8 ‘ in Government ' letter ' No.'~T117, dated 
2ist March 1865,, to the ; address, of the Board. He reported that be 
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'had called for and lie lias since submitted a list of rhe establishiiieiits 
employed at present and paid from the four-ninths share. 

6. He also solicited orders whether the property known as kliarij- 
towleut, which was placed as a temporary measure under the charge 
of the Miitrvalli in 1838, is to be made over to the committee or to 
remain in the hands of the Miitwalli. He appended two lists, one of 
the property belonging to the Ilooghly Imainbara under the management 
of the Mutwalii and another of the kharij-towleut property. 

7. In a subsequent letter, No. 124, dated 2nd September, the Local 

Agent of Hooghly recpiested orders regarding the application of the 
proceeds of the ferry and other property belonging to the Syedpore 

trust estate, which had been appropriated to the three-ninths share 
by the late Mutwalii in spite of the objections of the Local Agents; 
and he also stated that the new Mutwalii is now crediting the 
proceeds of the ferry as a part of the kharij-towleut property, in 

spite of the Local Agent’s notice to him that the ferry is a part of 

the Syedpore estate. 

8. He also noticed that the late Mutwalii had added property 
improperly to the kharij-towleut instead of to the trust estate. 

..9. The late Officiating Gominissioner not having disposed of this 

correspondence, it has devolved upon me, and I now lay it before the 
Board with tffie following reinarks. 

10. First, the five gent lem^ appointed as a oominittee by Govern- 
ment are iimited; in tlieir powers by the letter of ax)pointment to. that 
portion of tlie proceeds ■ of the Syedpore trust estate wliicli is apprO“ 
pnafaffi to reiigiotis . uses., 

,11. .T been, appointed under, sections 7 and , 8 

of : Act , XX pf \ 1863, and under the terms: of section 7 it should be 
appointed To: perform all the duties of the Board aud. the! Local Agents* 
except in; respect . of any property which: is specially provided! for !iiiider 
section 21 of the Act-. 

12. Under section 21, if any land or othei- property has been 
granted for the support of an establishment partly religious a.nd partly 
secular, the Board, before transferring it to any tiiistoo, manager or 
superintendent or to any committee of management, sliall dotermine 
' what portion, if any, of the said land or other property sliall remain 
under the superintendence of the Board for application to secular uses, 
and -what portion shall be transferred to the superintendence of the 
trustee, manager or superintendent, or of the committee, and also what 
annual amount, if any, shall be charged on the land or other property 
which may be so transferred to the superintendence of the said trustee, 
manage]- or supeiiiitendont or of the committee and made payable to 
the said Board or to the Local Agents for secular uses as aforesaid.

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13. riie teimS' of the - G-overnment appointment to' the cornlnittee 
eiiipowei them to act as a committee in the district of Hooghly ,.’to 
peiforni the duties imposed by Regulation XIX of 1810 upon the Board 
of Revenue and the Local Agent of Hooghly in respect of that portion 

of the proceeds of the Syedpore trust estate which is appropriated to 
religious uses. 

14. It is toleiably evident that the intention of the Government 

was to debar the committee from interfering with the Syedp)ore trust 
©state itself, which is chieliy situated m Jessore, but as their power 
is limited to the portion of the proceeds of the estate which is 
appropriated to religious uses, I have doubts if any real property or 
any other part of the funds of the one-ninth or four-ninths share can 
be transferred to the local committee unless the terms of their 

appointment are altered. 

15. Under section 12 the Board of Revenue and Local Agents are 

to transfer to the committee all landed or other property which at the 
time of the appointment of the committee shall be under the superin- 
tendence or in the possession of the Board or Local Agents, and 
belonging to the said religious establishment, except as is hereinafter 
provided for. wdiich words apply (I understand) to section 21 ; and 

under section 21, which has been already quoted, the Board are to 
determine what portion, if any, of the land or other property shall 

remain under the superintendence of the Board for application to secular 
uses, and what portion shall be transferred to the superintendence of 
the trustee, manager or superintendent or of the committee, and also 
•what annual amount, if any, shall be charged on the land or other 
property >¥111011 may be so transferred to the superintendence of the 
trustee, iijanager or superintendent or of the committee, and made payable 
to the said Board or to the Local Agents for secular uses as aforesaid. 

16. It is to be noticed that section 21 provides for the transfer 

of the land tir other property to any trustee, manager or superintendent, 
or to any committee of management appointed under the Act ; and 

therefore, where the powers of the committee are expressly limited to 
the portion of the proceeds of the estate which is appropriated to 
religious uses, it is desirable that it should be clearly settled if any 
landiMl property, sucli as suggested in paragraph 12 of the Government 
orders of 1863 quoted above or the kharij-towleut property is to be 
handed over to the committee or to the Mutwalli. 

17. The new Mutwalli has already shown an indication of the’ 
manner in which he is likely to manage the property by his transfer 
of the proceeds of the ferry from the credit of the trust estate to the 
kharij-towleut, which is manifestly improper. 

18. Before taking any further proceedings, I recommend that it 
should be clearly settled what the powers of the committee and the 
:\lutwalli am to bo as regards the property, the Imambara, etc., and the . 
kharij-towleut property" at Hooghly.- The newly-appointed Mutwalli has 
bef 3 n appointed merely as successor' to the ,iate' MutwaiH without' any 
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specification or limitation of his power, and by the Act the Local Agents', 
hat^e no authority over the manager or the committee appointed under 
the Act, except through the agency of the civil court under section 14 
of the Act. 

19. It may be permissible to let the committee do as they please 
with the three-ninths share and the one-ninth share, but it would be 
unsafe to let them, have an absolute control of the payments from the 
four-ninths share, which amount to Rs. 1,598-8, according to the latest 
statement submitted by the Local Agent, the whole of which sum, except 
Rs. 620 for the hospital, is apparently administered by the Mutwalli. I 
have, however, called for further information on this point from the 
Local Agent.

With reference to your No. 109 of the 11th instant, I - have 
the honor to request you will be good enough to ask , ..

Revenue, with reference to . paragraph 12 of letter No. 4036 of. .30th 
October 1863, from the Secretary ' .to the' ' Government _ of Bengal to 
their address, to determine what portion of the land or otlier property 
belonging to tlie trust' is to-‘ remain under the Hoard’s ' own supers 
intoiidence for ’ application ■ to secular uses, and what portion ’ slialL ' be 
transferred -to the committee*,' I- recommend that the proposal suggested 
in the same paragraph 12 He carried; out, viz., that, the Board ; should 



make over to the committee only the Imambara at Hooghly, and the 
ga^rden, bazar and other grounds adjoining it, and should keep the 
Syedpore estate in its own hands, paying periodically to the committee 
three-ninths of the incomn for the expenses of the religious observances 
for the Prophet and his descendants, for the other appointed festivals 
and for the repairs of the Imambara and the burying ground, one- 
ninth for the use of the agent or superintendent, and so much of 

the four-ninths as may properly be devoted to the payment of 
establishments connected with the Imambara. 

2. 111 Government letter No. 1117, dated 2l8t March 1865, to 

the address of the Board of Eevemie, a sum of Rs. 707-10-8 per 
mensem is sanctioned for “ the expenses proper to the Hooghly 
Imambara.” In order to see whether such expenditure at present 
exceeds or falls short of the amount of Es. 707-10-8, I have requested 
the Mutwalli to send a list of the establishments employed at present 
and paid from the four-ninths share. 

3. It appears that, under orders contained in the Commissioner 

of the 18th Division’s letter No. 25 of 7th June 1838, the kharij- 

towleut property was placed as a temporary measure under the 

management of the Mutwalli ; I beg to enquire whether this property 
is to be made over to the committee, or to remain in the hands of 
the Mutwalli. 

4. I append lists of property which I desired to be furnished me 
by the Mutwalli when he took charge recently from Syed Keramat 
Ali.

I HAVE the honour to report the following for your orders. 

2 ; The -receipts of the ferry and of other property belonging to 
the Syedpore trust' estate 'in Hooghly, and' under the management of 
the ' Mut walli, used before to be divided among all the shares of the 
Hooghly Imambara iuhd ; ■ but latterly the late Mutwalli, Syed Herama!: 
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Ali. ciGdited tliem wholly to tho threo-nintlis share. My predecessors 
objected to this, but failed to induce the Mutwalli to revert to the old 
piactice of dividing the receipts amongst f/ho several shares They 
therefore made a report on the matter in their No. 18 of 22nd May 

1874, addressed to you. In your office No. 157 of 10th June 1874 
your predecessor concurre<i generally with their views, and requested 
them to again advise the Mutwalli to comply with their wishes, other- 
wise the matter could lie over until the appointment of the committee 
of management under Act XX of 1863. The correspondence on this 
subject was continued still further, as will appear from your office 
Nos. o96 and 29, dated respectively 24th February and 29tii April 

1875, tbe final result of which is that the adjustment of the accounts 
is to stand over until the committee under Act XX of 1863 enter on 
their functions. 

3. Besides the property belonging to the towleut, the Mutwalli 
has another property under his management, called the kharij-towleut 
property. When making the towleut, the founder had reserved for his 
own subsistence certain property ; this property is called kharij-towleiit. 
Under orders contained in the Commissioner of the 18tli Division’s 
letter No. 25 of 7th June it has, as a temporary measure, been placed 
under the management of the Mutwalli, who has to render no account 
of it to anyone although he is ordered to keep one. 


4. Ill the list of the property received charge of by him, which 
he submitted to this office at iny request, the new Mutwalli showed 
the ferry with the kharij-towleut property. As a matter of course I 
objected to this, and more than once told the Mutwalli that the ferry, 
wliicli had from time immemorial been a waqf property, should not be 
made a kharij-towleut one, and that he should reckon the ferry a 
waqf property as it had hitherto been ; but the Mutwalli seems deter- 
mined not to listen to me. 


6. One Abdul Wahed, who was treasurer in the Hooglily Imam- 
bara, embezzled more than Rs. 17,000 from the Imambara treasury, 
and a report of it was made to your office in this office No. 91, dated 
1 5tli March 1869. The amount of Rs. 13,279-6 was written-off the 
irvaqf accounts under sanction conveyed, in your office No. 224, dated 
the 9tli Jaiiiiary 1873, the remaining sum bei^^ on account of .kharij- 
towleut and deposit. The late Mutwalli on his own responsibility 
instituted a ciffil suit against Abdul W a decree. In 


the execution of the decree he caused the property of Abdul Wahed 
to be sold, and himself purchased it with the money decreed. This 



property also the new Mutwalli classed as kharij-towlent. I told him 
that inasmuch as the waqf had suffered the loss, the waqf is entitled 
to have the property which has been purchased with the money decreed. 
But the Mutwalli objects to this, saying that the kharij-towleut had 
suffered loss, a.nd it paid part of the costs of the suit, and therefore 
the kha^ii-to^Yle^t. should get it.' Under, orders conveyed in your office 
No. 27 of 28th May ’ 1870 the whole ' of ' the oohts' should have been 
charged to the old ’ Mutw^alii’s own pux’se, and he was wrong, ! think, 
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in cliarging' a part of tlioiii to tiiG kliarij-towieut. I think also that 
tlt 3 waqf lias a claim to the property in preference to others. 

6. Therefore I solicit your orders on these matters.

■' 3. It appears ,tu me probable that the sum of Es. 477, which 
you state is paid in annually by that person on account of Kaiita- 
gunge, rvas, during the life-time of' the late ' founder of the „ Imambara^ 
appropriated for Ilia 'personal expenses, and at' his death, and after the

relinquishment by the Goreniinent of the right to escheat, should not 
hare been continued. You will be pleased to report if this is the 

case or not. " 

4. With legaid to the other properties, they vrill remaiii under 

the inaiiagement at present of the Mutwalli, who will have to pay the 
Government revenue and keep all acccoiuits of their re( 3 eipts and dis- 
bursements quite distinct and separate from those of the lands appro- 
priated for the support of the Iniambara. .He will not be subject to 
your control in the management of these properties, but be as an 

independent iiialguzar. 

5. I ahall. feel obliged by your furnishing me with a full report 

on all the circumstances regarding the deposit of so large a sum, as 
Es. 18,914-9-6 ill the Civil Court, transmitting with it copies of all 

correspondence and native papers connected with that transaction.

The municipal 
tax for the 4th quarter of 1874-75 amounted to Rs. 40-8-6, and the 
law charges (debitable to the four-ninths share) amounted in August 
1875 to Rs. 7. 

I should state that, taking the average of the last five year’s 
expenditure, ‘‘ the expenses proper to the Hooghly Imambara ” are 
only Rs. 682-2 per mensem, including municipal tax and law charges.

These orders were to the effect that " the Board should make over 

to the committee only the [mambara at Hooghly, and the garden, 
bazar and other grounds adjoining it, and should keep the Syedpore 
estate in its own hands, paying periodicallj?- to the committee tliree- 
nintlis of the income ;l;or the expenses of the religions observances for 
the Propliet and his desceiidaiits, for tlie other appointed festivals and 

for the repairs of tlie 1 mambara and the burying ground, oiie-niiitii 

for the use (jC the X.gent or Superintend exit, and s(4 much of four-ninths 
as might properly lie devoted to tlm payment of estaldishmonts con- 
nected witli the imaml'iara."' Tlie lists of estahlislirncnts and pen- 
sioners on the foLir-iiintlis siiare was to 1)0 reviac.'d, and a sum equi- 

valent t.o tlie charges that belong to the Imambara was to bo paid 
annually to the committee, purely charitable and secular ostabiisliinents 
remaining under the Local .Lgoiits. 

3. There can, tlie Member in charge considers, be no doubt that 

this would be the proper course to follow now. Tt -was never, he 

believes, the intention of Government, as is indeed yiointed out in 
paragraphs 12 to 14 of the Commissioner's letter above- quoted, to 

make over any of the Syedpore estate to the committee. The Govern- 
ment will retain that i.n its own liaiids, and make over only so much 
of the proceeds as may be determined upon. Mr. Sciiaich would, 
therefore, ireconirnond that the orders passed by Governniont in 1863 
should now be carried into effect, 

4. The next question is as to the amount to be made over to 
the committee annually for establishments from the ;f;oui>ninths share. 
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The simi fixed by (Toveniment in order No. 1117, dated 21st March 
181'5, was Rs. 707-10-8 per niensein. 

5. A fresh detailed stateinent of the establisliriients chargeable to 
the four-ninths share, religious and secular, was submitted to (lovern- 
meiit with Board’s endorsement No. 177 A., dated 29th Marcli 187o. 
The establisliments tlierein shown for the Iniambara olfice. Mukarari 
Khidmats, Babiirchikliana, Guards, Moorally Pirghar, down to ” futteh 
of the founder,” costing in all Rs. 757-2-6 per niensem, represent the 
religious establishnients, w^hile the rest are secular charges, agTregating 

Rs. 915-8-0 monthly. With Mr. Buckland’s 
» letter No. 571,* deled Uth inetant, however, 

there is a fresh list of establisliments as 
given by the new Mutwalli, on which Mr. Weekes, the Local Agent, 
remarks that the average charges proiier to the Iniambara have 
averaged only Rs. 682-2 per mensem. 

6. Mr, Sclialcli ivould propose that the pensions. Local Agent’s 
office, IJnani Sliafakhana, and Hospital charges siiould be deemed

I’lie acconip.-niving 
copies of papers selected from the eorrespoudence from 1815 — LS.'hs afford 
all the informa tioii o'a the subject necessary for the ni’esent inoiiiry. 

8. It seems that Hadjeo Mohsin, the founder, wlu'n making ov('r 

llie bulk of his property in trust, reserved some estates [ov his own 

maintemmoe, which were not entered in the towioutnama. After the 
Hadjeo’s death some of these estates were found tr> be in the posstxs- 
sion of outsiders under forged pottahs, or alleged verbal assignments, 

and others -were discovered in the hands of the tlieii Mutwalli. In 

1815 it was discussed whether they should not be considered escheats 
to Governnient, but it was decided that as those in tlie hands of oiir- 
sidors.paid revenue to Government, they should not be toucliCii ; 
while as^ regards' those in the possession of the Mutwalli it was ri!]('d 
that as they not .only paid .revenue, hm had tlioir profits ])rol)ab]y 
ineliidedh in the' general- ; fluids , of, the Imambara, .and so- ivould come 
tinder Ghe, control of. Government,. ■, they 'also should . he left us they 
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were. In 1836 — 38, however, the question again came up. The kliarij- 
towleut estates in the Miitwalli’s hands were found to be such a drain 
on tlie waqf funds and to give rise to so many lawsuits, that the 

Local Agents proposed to sell them out of hand, while the Commis- 

sioner proposed to utilize them by improved inanageinent for secular uses. 
In their letter, dated 15th May 1838, the Board however decided that 
it was entirely a mistake to mix up tlie kharij-toivleiit accounts with 
those of tlie waqf, and the Local Agents were ordered to discharge 
them altogether from the accounts of the endowment. These orders 
were repeated in July 1838, when it was ruled that the Miitwalli 

sliould pay the Government revenue and keep all the accounts of 
receipts and payments distinct from the waqh not being suliject to the 
control of the Local Agents, but acting as “an independent malguzar.” 
Since that time the Miitwalli fro tern, appears to have held these 
estates as a sort of private property in addition to his one-ninth 

share. 


1). Mr. Weeks, the Local Agent, also inquires if an estate recently 
purchased by the late Mutwalli is to be considered waqf or kharlj- 
towieiit. The Maitwalii bought this, it appears, from money decreed, in 
a suit instituted by him against the Iniambara treasurer, who had 
emliezzled moiiiyy, belonging, to the Iinamliara and the khari;j- 

towleut account ; but ho added the property bought with the .money so 
decreed to the .kharij-towleut estates. 


10. T,h.e points now to be determined are, what it is to lie done 
with the kharij-towleut property? Is Governnient to take it under 
its Local Agents ? oi- are the coniiiiittee to control it? or is the new 
Mutwai.li to manage it iiid6],:,ven(,lently. It seems to M;r. Schalch tliat the 
orders of ,1838, placing these properties entirely under the Maitwalii, 
were passed wit,liout reference to the fact , that Gawemineiit , in 1836 
had, iLiider tlie decree of the Siidder Dewaiiiiy Adawdait, stepjied itself 


definitely into tlie position of the Mutwalli, and that the so-eaib-al 
Mnv.VvaOli vois only a Govcrjnnenl' Agent. ; it was. invwe-.vor, tlien deter'' 
miiU'J that, as largards. those estar.^-vs. tlio Mutwalli siiould be an inde- 
pendent inaig’uzai’. 

n. Now iisere is a m-w .Mutvealli, a. man airpointed under the. 
Oi'ders of GovorniUtmt, betWi'eu whom ami the ffurjiie.r Mutwalli theie is. 
it miglit be argUrJ, no such privity or coiinimtion as to entil:h‘ liiui to 
SRcct^ed as malgirzar. ft inigijt be open t(! Guverninent to stop in at 
tin’s siu'cession and claim tlie propmdy as itself tlie Mutwalli or an 
escbeat to Governimmt. 


12. On the other hainl, it might be held that these lands had 
imcomo an appanage of tlie slirinc and vested in tlio i‘eligious manager 
of that institution for tlio time I'Miing : and this is the vio\v which, 
mainly on .grt.uiiids of poiiicy, the Membm* in charge is inclined to take. 
But Mr. Sohalcli would eertaiiiij'’ have * these lands placed ’ under the 
eont]*ol of the committee, who should be responaiblo for seeing that their 
accounts’ are kept separate from those of the original wmqf, though 
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their profits may bGi drawn by the Mutwalli in addition to the one- 
nii^ith share. 

13. The Member in charge would not now raise any question about 
the small estate added by the late Mutwalli to the kharij-towleiit property.. 
But it seems from paragraph 5 of the OommisBioner’s report, alluded 
i.o in paragraph 2 of this letter, that the Mutwalli has been appro- 
priating as kiiarij-towleut the proceeds of a ferry belonging to the 
Syedpore estate. This Mr. Sclialch considers should be put a stop to.. 
The Syedpore property must (with the exception of the Imambara and 
its grounds) remain intact under the control of the Local Agents, and 
Mr. Schalch thinks that G-overnment should express dissatisfaction at 
the attitude taken up by the new Mutwalli towards the Local Agents, 
as reported in the correspondence submitted. 

14. Tn conclusion, I am to add that when the orders of Govern- 
ment in this matter are known, no delay need take place in making: 
o\T.r formal charge to the committee.

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2. The Board having directed that the institution of aii}^ suit for 

the recovery of Maloiincha and Kantagiinge should be contingent upon 
the fact of these estates being included in the towleiitnania, and "this 
as the Board infer from their designation not being the case, it 
becomes of course necessary for us to adduce any further arguments 
in support of the view which we had formed of the probable issue of 
such a suit if prefered in explanation of the cause of these estates, 
tiioiigb forming no part of the endowment, still remaining under charge of 
the Local Agents, we beg to forward extracts from various letters of 
the Local Agents, the Board and the Government upon this subject. 
From these, the Board will observe that the question of separation^ 
though often mooted, has never been definitively settled. 

3. With reference to the sixth paragraph of the Board’s letter 

enclosed with yours under I'eply, and the discrepancy therein alluded 

to, we beg to state that Mr. Belli is perfectly correct in his assertion 

of an appeal having been preferred by the Miit'walli in the case of 

Kantagiinge from the decision of the zilla court, and dismissed in the 
court of appeal on the 25th May 1831. The fact had escaped us in 
our inquiry into the proceedings which have taken place with regard 
to this estate. We now beg to forward a copy of the court’s decision 

in this case, from which tlie Board will observe tliat Mr. Martin, in 

dismissing the suit, insisted principally on tlie fact of the Mutwalii 

being unauthorized liy the Local Agents or the Br)aLTl to make the appeal, 
and on tlie circum.stance of the mehal of Ivantagunge forming no part 
of the endowment, and being consequently witliout tlie jiirisdictipii of 
the Mutwalii. The arguments upon the merits of the case appear to be 
merely a repetition of those utged by the Zilla Judge in his final 

proceeding.

Note by Deputj^ Superintendent, Legal Affairs, on the suits proposed to 
be instituted by the Local Agents at Hooglily for the recovery 
of the estates of Maioiinclia and Ivantaguiige. 

It is unnecessary for me in the present stage of this case to enter 
into a consideration of the probable result of the suits wliicli the 
Local Agents propose to institute; but I may say generally that, 
altlioiigli I have little doubt that the documents under which the 
present occupiers of Maioiiiiclia and Kantagunge hold these estates 

are forgeries, and that there was a time when their claims might 
have been siiccessfuily resisted, yet I niiicii fear that tliat time is now 
passed. Without, however, going into this question, the first point 
to be decided is whether the Local Agents can, in such capacity, 
maiiitam an action for these, estates, supposing the titbj of the 
present owners to be ever so bad. It appears that neither Maloun- 
cha nor Kantagunge is included in the towleutnania, and they are 

coiisequeiitiy no part of the endowment. This fact seems to be fatal 
to the course originally suggested, for whether the Government be the 
Miitwalii, or whether it be merely vested, with the general siiperin- 
temience of; the endowinont as Hakim, it can, in neither case, lay claim 
to property wiiich forms no part of the endowment. The only otlier 
ground on which the Local Agents could maintain an action would be 
that, as Hajee Molisiii died wdthout heirs, such of his estates as wm/ro 
not included in the towieutaama may be considered an escheat’ to 
Government ; but I see that on 24tli November 1815 the Governor- 

General ill Council, on the recommendation of the then Board of Revenue 
consented to waive the claim to escheat, and allowed the occupants 

of the kharij-towleut lands to retain possession of tliem at the Jama 
then assessed upon tlie_ same. Under these , circumstances I do not 
see how the revenue authorities \ could' at this_ fffinie of day ' come 
forward with a claim on , the ground’ that the lands' are an evsclieat. It 
•may, however, be -'as well "to-" call hpbn -th&.IiOpal ‘ Agents/, through the 
Commissioner, for ’a report - as ' to the -present condition" of those kharij- 
towleut/lands. extract; from ja--' letter addressed'' do the 
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Board by tlie GoriimissiQiier on ISth. July 1836, and these lands entail 
a laxge ariiiiial loss upon the trust estates. How this should happeii 
1 am unable to understand. It would seem to me that if they be not 
attacjhed to the endowment, they oug’ht to be altogether separated from 
t, and certainly the endowment ought not to sufFer any detriment from 
the charges of management of estates with which, as I conceive, it 
has nothing to do. This matter ought , to be looked into.

3. The Board’s letter and the orders of Government thereon 

No. 219, were read to the committee. 

4. A list, No. ’^1 of lands composing the Kharij Towleut was 

laid before them (of which I enclose a copy). These lands are now 

in the possession of the Mutwalli as such, and he holds them from 
1st March last under the control of the committee. 

5. A list No. of lands described in the orders of Govern- 
ment, as being the “ Imambarah at Hooghly and the garden and 
Bazar and other grounds adjoining it” was also laid before the 
committee, a copy of which is enclosed. It was prepared so as to 
include only those lands which had always been understood to be 
within the deiinition used by Government, to which I have added 
the burial ground item No. 2 which is clearly covered by the spirit 
of the Government orders, The Miit-walli has held these lands since, 
the 1st March under the committee. On these two lists the orders 
of Government have been already pronounced (except No. 12). 

6. All other lands held under management of the Mutwalli have 
h sen included in a third list No. '*111 of which copy is annexed. On 
some of them orders will be required hereafter. This list includes 
lands of the following classes :— 

(a) Syedpore estate lands, covered by the original Towleutnamali 
other than the large property in the charge of the 

Collector of Jessore. 

[h] Lands purchased out of or improved by 8yedpoi*e siii'plus

7. In class {a) are included all “ original,” La., Towleut lands 
although they may have been “ improved ” by the late Mutwally out 
of his own pocket or out of the |ths share or out of other funds 
possibly. In class (5) are included all lands not In the Tuwliat or 
Kharij Towdeut, to the purchase or acquisition or improvement of wliicJi 
any portion of the Iths or fths, share has hem applied, whetlior the 
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Miitwally’s private purse or any other contributed to the same end or 
not. Under this class would come some petty plots of land incftided 
in list II, viz., in the grounds adjoining tlie Imambara. The orders 
'Of Cxoveniment may be Iield, I think, to obviate discussion about these 
and they find their place therefore in that list and not here, e.g. 8 
or 9 of List 11. In Class C are those lands wliicli tlie late

About the ferry the committee say 
“Unless we* are mistaken, they 
seem, notwithstanding their ap- 
poarently secular character to be 
connected in such a way with the 
.Bmambara that it would be hardly 
possible, without confusing mat- 
ters to separate them from our 
manag^enient. At least they 
appear to contribute towards the 
general expenses of the .Emambara 
( we speak, of course nnder correc- 
tion) and we should have thought 
it would have been made correct 
if they have been made correct 
over to us for the purpose of the 
religious trust.”

I am desired to acknoAviedge the recei|3t of Government 
order No. 283, dated 2nd instant, and enclosures, calling for an expres- 
sion of tlie Board’s opinion on the proposals made by the Accountant- 
General of; Bengal, for tht3 management of the Mohsin Endowment 
Fund, so far as the accounts are coiicenied and in reply to state as 
follows. 

2. Mr. Westland’s letter nowhere gives any aceoant of how the 
funds are actually supervised, and as the Board took up this matter 
fast year, in order to satisfy themselves that due supervision was 
exercised and obtained what seemed satisfactory information, they think 
tiiat it will be well if they preface their report by giving a further 
account of how the fund is administered. 

3. As pointed out liy Mr. Westland almost the entire income of 

the fund is derived from tVie Syedjiur estate in Jessore. Tlie Account- 
ant-General appears to be under the impression that the aftairs of this 
estate art^ adniinistered liy the Collector without any supervision ; but 
as, a matter of fact, it is treated precisely on the same footing as a 
ward’s or attached estate. As almost the whole estate is leased in 

piitni. the (.’oLleotor manages — it. but he has an establisliinent to assist 

him, ami has to submit a report in prtansely the .same manner as for 
any wm'd's t'Siate. 'blu' annual report is revmwed by tlie (Jomniissioner 

and the Board and the receipts and expenditure subjected to tdie same 

BU})erviHi(Ui as is exercised in tlie case of any ward’s estate. Return 
No. XXXI of tlie estate for 1877-78 is herewith submitted in original 
for thi‘ iiiSi>eetion of (Bwernmeni in illustration of how the account 

■■"Stands, . ■■ 

L Tht‘ (Juiieetor of Jessore remits Rs. 60,000 a year at present to 
tlie trustees aiid those wlio manage the fund at Hooghly. The income 
of the estate is somewhat in excess of that amount, and Rs. 27,000 have 
accumulated at Jessore ; hut the payments for .Road Cess and .Public 
Wo3*ks (Jess exceed tlie receipts on that account - by some thousands of 
rupeevS, iiiiil this has somewhat diminished the income. The Board .feel 
little thiubi:, iiuwever. that Rs. 63,000 might now be remitted annually, 
witi(;u would give exactly Bs, 7,000 for a one-nmth ■ share, and they 
Tu-opuse to order the remittance of this amount in future. It is obviously 
inueli better hfr the Emambara to have a uniform amount to' spend as

iho value of eacli share year by year being the maximum amount the 
estate can pay regularly, than to have a fluctuating amount being the 
precise one-ninth for each share of the actual surplus of receipts over 

{ 3 xpenditure. 

5. As regards the disposal of Rs. 60,000 mentioned above, which 

forms the bulk of the Trust Fund, and is divided into the shares 
oiK'-iiiiitli, tlLree-ninths, one-ninth, and four-niaths, I aili to state that 
ill i\[arch 1878, the Board initiated a correspondence with the 
Accountant-General, the Gomniissioner of Burdwan, and the Collector 
of Hooghly, wdtli the exi3r6ss purpose of ascertaining how the accounts 
of the fund were kept. The information obtained by them seems 

slightly diherent from that given by tbe Accountant-General in his 
paragraph 5, where he states that “ the receipts, expenditure and 

balances are novrhere brought together so as to be shown as a single 
account.” The Collector of Hooghly reported that the Local Agents 

submit monthly, quarterly and annual accounts of the fund to the 
Commissioner ; and on the Board asking the Commissioner for copies 
of the accounts for the past three years ending with 1877-78, the 

Commissioner forwarded the accompanying accounts, which are sub- 

mitted, in original, for the information of Government. 

6. I am to point out that for the year 1875-76, some details are- 

given of the charges against the three-niiitdis share, but in the sub- 

sequent years this is not done. Details are' given of the expenditure 
from the four-ninths share and totals of the expenditure of the other 

shares. This seems the simpler and more correct course, as one 
of the one-ninth shares belongs to the Mat wall! as his salary, tliree- 
ninths to the committee to spend as they please subject to the cheek 
of an action for breach of trust, and the other one-ninth is simply 
paid to the Hooghly College. 

7. As regards the four-ninths share, the annual returns do not 

go into minute details ; but the expendituve is classified under the 
•dhferent heads so as lo admit of every supervision and for calls for 
more detailed information if desired. The niiscelianeous receipts also 
are given with some details. Finally, a very clear abstract is made 

out, showing the receipts of each share of the fund from each major 

head, its expenditure in the lump, and the balance afc the end of 
the year. The only share that has a balance of any conseiiuouco is 

of course, the four-ninths share. The Board on receipt of these retiuDs, 
considered that they bore evidence that the fund accounts were i)eino’ 

correctly kept up, and contended themselves with asking to have a 
copy of each annual return sent to them in future when received 
with the object of examining it, and supervising it in their office. 

, 8. The actual state' of things seems somewhat bettor than that 
supposed by .Mr. Westland in Ms paragraph 16, “there is no audit or 
examination of the charges • outside the department of the Collector’s 
ofiice which draws, them,' .and .that jlepartniont remaining as it does in 
possession of- the - vouchers^; .could praotioally Ro anything; it liked with 
.the moneys.” Hevertheless. a- more-' oidtical and formal audit would 
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no doubt be desirable as regards the expenditure from the four-ninths 
share. 

9. Mr. Mestland’s proposals appear to be: — 

tuj io take the nianageiiient of the Syedpiir estate under the 
control of his office, to audit its expenditure a.nd to keep 
its accounts in the manner shown as revenue account in 
the annexiire to his letter. Of course the actual adminis- 
tration of. the estate would be carried on by the Collector 
ol Jessore under the supervision of his office. 

ij)) I'o make over to the administrators the three-ninths and the 
one-ninth shares, and ask no further questions about them ; 
also tiio sanctioned expenditure for the Emambara estab-

It will he necessary, however, to give considerable powers of sanction 
for hospital contingencies and other niiscellaneous expenditure to the 
Local Agents. 

13. It will be thus seen that the Board have nothing to urge 
against most of the recommendations of the Accountant-General, as 
well as against the recommendation to leave the committee to manage 
the receipts of a miscellaneous character, which belong to the three- 
ninths share ; but as regards the Syudpiir estate, the Board doubt 
whether it would gain by being .transferred to the supervision of the 
Accountant-General’s office. Although the expenditure in the manage- 
ment of an estate of that kind needs supervision, it is necessarily of 
a very elastic character, such as ia%v expenses, stamps, stationery, and 
other contingencies. The ordinary fixed establishment is easily checked 
as are the payments for land revenue, the cesses, and the dibk assess- 
ment. The expenses that need supervision are just of that character, 
whicl| hardly admit of the somewhat mechanical control which the 
Account Office would naturally exercise. 

14. Moreover, in managing an estate there is as a rule, quite as inucli 

if not more, need of supervission over the receipts, especially the collections 
of rents and cesses, as over the disbursements. Where speculation has 
been discovered ill siicli estates, it is far more often in interceptino' 
receipts than in making away with money once brought upon the aceountB 
■of the estate. The Board doubt whether the Accouutant-Generars 
office will be quite qualified for the discharge of Ms duty, whether 
he will fi.nd it easy to look after the arrears and weigh the value of 
the explanations given ; in any case the duty will bo a novel one. 

The Board would fear that the probable result of the Accountant- 

GeneraTs proposal might' bo to relieve the Goliector from the super- 
vision now exorcised over him by the Board and Commissioner 
without substituting for it any other effeetual eoiitroi. 

16. I am, thendoi'e. desired to recommend that the Government 
should leav(‘ the estate under the control of the Beveniie authorit-ies 

and 1)0 content with its receiving the same supervision as the 

ward’s estates do. This may be far from perfect, but if is as much 
as the miiitifaiioiis duties of those officers admit of.

I am. directed to acknowledge the receipt of your office 
hotter No. 271 A, dated 18th April 1879, and in reply to say that, as 
regards the inanagement of the Syedpore estate in Jessore. it does not 
appear that the Accountant-General intended to propose to supervise its 
nianageinent as understood by the Board ; but only that the accounts 
of its receipts and expenditure should be compiled in a certain specified 
forni. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Board, that so far as 
the inanagement of tliis estate is concerned, it had better remain un- 



altered ; tlie Hoard supervising it precisely as they supervise Court of 
Ward’s estates, and transferring periodically a certain definite amount 
in the accounts for the purposes of the Trust. 

2. This ainoiiut should be fixed at the maximum sum, which can 
be rnet with regularity from the proceeds of the estate, so that, while 
on the one hand the supply of funds may be punctual and certaim 
oil rdie iitlier hand the balance at Jessore may not be more- than wili 
siiffict* to ensun? the regular credit of the stipulated amount. The 
Boaivl prcspose to raise this annual payment to Rs. 63,000 and refer to 
th.e fact iiiat a surjilus of Rs. 27,000 has accumulated, as justifying the 
prohribiliEv that this - amount can, in future, be remitted annually. 

3. Tim IJeutenaut-Governor has examined the annual returns of 
the estaie for tiie fast ten years, and doubts whether they justify this 
proposal. if the present balance, which, it is observed, has now 
fall?}!! to less than Rs. 21,000, is more than sufficient for a working 
l.adanee, the surplus must be separately remitted to Hooglily, as it 
vrould not be just to the recipients of the endowmoiit, and especially 
to the Motwaili wiio has only a life-interest in it, to defer the divi- 
sion of fiindB which have already accumulated ; the surplus balance

Me have the honour to call your attention to the dilapidated 
condition of the Hooghly Imambara and to the urgent necessity of 
placing the building in a state of thorough repair. We have felt it 
our duty several times before to bring the matter to the notice of the 
Local Agents and the Commissioner. The last coimminieatiom on the 
subject received by us is , dated 29tli March 1878.0 hi that the 
(joiiimissio!'ier. coricurring with the Local Agents, thinks '‘that the 
:r(3|;)aii’S 'wlvicli arc^ debitable and have always hitherto been paid out 
of the tliree-ninths share,: should, have been provided for by the Com- 
mittee, who should not liave allowed the Imambara to fall into such 
disrepair ■ as ■ to re{;}uii*e a 'sum, ,■ it is now unable to furnish.' The 


Coiii'inittee sliGuld provide yearly a certain amount to; .meet tlie- requisite., 
repairs, . and further, tlie , Committee ■ should take . steps to .U'epay the 
suiii alreatly borrowed and owing to the four~ninilis slmre.” it is- 
rjoioliesH for us lic-re to point out for the consideration of Government, 
that tlm ],)resent '.Friistees render their services of supervision and 
eonUTtl graruitou.sly, and that control and supervision w'e Jinve always 
exercised in srtch mrd-iers as fail within the purview of our office with 
scruiiui (HIS regm’ii to the wdsbes of tlie donor. it was impossible for 
us t-r; make any rc/duetinn in the ordinary ex|;>ensL;s of the Imambarah 
.-o as lo f.ue’‘‘U. a saving' for the' purposes of repairs. We mentioned 
iliis i;irv!inisKan.cf< "(pi.'ateiily in our numerous communications to the 
!.ot'?nl Agtmfs ami rJ.ie Oommissionor, Wv pointed out that there was 
no margin in tlje t]!r{‘e"niiitli slmre which would enable us to meet the 
olmrge-- nrct‘s;sary fur a thorough repair. No notice was taken of our 
re-njarks, and tlicf <:|iiestion was simply , discussed upon the , basis 
wiLCidmr n,*]>airs should be. paid out of the threamintlis share or , fovu' 
ninih-s share. Admitting that the repairs are primarily cliargeahin to 
t!ir‘. t.hrc'.e-ninihs share, we do not sec upon a proper construfition {.>f 
tlio wuufn.ama whicli we are entitled to do, that wi- are preeiuded 
fri.}nt caliii]g u]5on ihe Covm'nnHmt, on lx.dialf of the Mahomadan 
etaimmniiy imeresf we rejwesent, to provide iVoin the fonr-uintljs 

nhare The eximnses rtepiisite for the repairs of the Hooghly Imambara, 
the- rirou'-mmtlis sluire. nor being sufficient for the purpose. It is a 
rriisi-adam view of the law, we Hub.mit respectfully, that I'H-'frausr* in the 
waqiifjiftnmli it. is mentioned that repairs should primarily ' l.>e paid <)ut 
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of tile three-ninth, share, under no circumstance should the .four-iiiiiths 
siiarp be chargeable with any expense of the kind. If the donor had 
heoii alive at the present moment, he ivoiild not have insisted upon 
such conslmctioii of the deed. The GoAmrnmeiit, as a matter of fact, 
is the real Mutwalli o.i‘ the Hooghh^ Imambara, and we, as Trustees, 
f(,a4 it our duty to urge respectfully the necessity of its making some 
provision for the repairs of the building which it holds in trust 





with other property of the donor. We beg to mention that our 
position as Trustees is an anomalous one, considering that we have no 
control either on the receipts or disbursementvS of the endowment as 
a whole. Under Act XX of 1863, we are simply vested with a 
su])ervisionary direction over the Manager or Mutwalli, to whom the 
Government has delegated its own duties as far as the religious portion 
of the trust is concerned. The charges which the Commissioner has 
thoilglit proper to bring against us that we hawe allowed the Imambara 
to fall into disrepair is an unjustifx.al)le aceiisation. We did our duty 
by repeatedly calling the attention of the responsible officers of 
Government, from the very time we took cliarge, to the condition of 
the building and the necessity for repairs and the utter impossibility of 
meeting the expenses of the repairs from the sum allowed for religi- 
ous purposes, but found ourselves always travelling in a circle. We 
beg again to call the attention of Government to tlie condition 
of the building, and leave it , to decide whether it will allow the 
Imambara to go into disrepair upon a technical construction of 
the deed, or whether it would grant a sufficient sum out of the 
four-ninth share to meet the charges for the necessary repairs. We 
would refer to paragraph 9 o.f letter No. 4036, dated the 30th 
October 1863, from the Officiating Secretary to the Government of 
Bengal, ill support of our view that, when the three- ninths share 
is not sufficient to meet the expenses of the repairs such expenses 
should be paid out of the interest of the accmrmlated fund. The 
passage to which we refer runs thus Accordingly, it -was declared 
that in jiuvsuance of iliose principles tluu'o remained at the dispusal of 
Government for general purposes of a henehcent nature, first, one-ninth 
of the annual income from the zemindari ; second, the lapsed pensions, 
etc. ; third, the entire amount arising from the interest on the accumu- 
lated fund and the Goveninient directed that after setting apart from 
this hist mentioned fund such amount as might bo necessary to provide.' 
appropriate buildings, including the charges of rebuilding or lepairing 
Imambara'; and other religious edifices if it should be necessary to roriow 
those, the whole of the remainder should be considered as a trust fund, 
the interest of which, with the other items might be appropriated to the 
purposes of education.”

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and in paragraph 5 of a report from the Local Agent of Hoogiiiy 
No. 42, dated 2<Sth April 1875, it was stated : 

*'“1 would here beg to remind yon that in the event of the funds- 
to the credit of the three-ninths share not being sufficient to meet 
the cost of repairing or rebnikliiig the Iniambara, funds for the 
purpose will have to be provided from the savings to the credit of 
of t.he fonr-nintlis share.

“ The Lieutenant Governor agree.s in the opinion expressed in the 
5tli i)aragraph of the Local Agent’s letter that in the event of the 
three-ninths share falling short of what is required for the religions 
objects of the trust, it might reasonabl 3 ^ be expected tliat the deficit 
should be supplied from the surplus of the four-ninths share ; and 
accordingly it would be His Honour’s wish to deal wit].i the surplus 
and the acciinuilations of tliat share in such a manner as to leave a 
sufiicient margin to meet any claim of this kind wliich might lie 
to be made. But I am at the same time to I'epeat tlmt tlie 
surplus income of the four-ninths sliare, and the accrued accumulations 
of it, are assets of tlie Mahomed Molisin Education Endowment 
Fund, and that the Government is at full liberty to expend tlieiii at 
its discretion for the advancement of Mahomedan education. it has 
already been determined that the cost of erecting Madrassus at Dacca, 
Chittagong, and Rajshahye shall be debited to these ' assets of the 
fund.

I have the honour to report on the petition of the Hooghly 
liiiainbara Committee received with your No. 387A. dated ord June. 

2. The petitioners represent that the Imainharah building is in 
a dilapidated state, and that the fiinds of the three-ninths share are 
insufficient to pay for the repairs ; they, therefore, pray for assistance 
from the four-ninths share. 

3. It is hardly correct to say that the building is dilapidated. 

It wants certain amount of repair, chiefly renewal of plaster on outer 
walls, and here and there, a new beam in the roof, but in other 

respects it is in excellent order, both within and wdthout. I visit it 

frequently, and do not think it is in need of very extensive repairs. 

4. It must, also, he borne in. mind, in considering this and 

similar applications, that the building is very large, and elaborately 
decorated. It was built, regardless of expense, by the late Miitwalli, 
Syed Keraniat’ Ali,. and is not only larger than is ' required for the 
purposes to which it , is devoted, but larger than the funds of the 
three-ninths share can well afford to maintain. 


5. It must also be remembered that ' we have no control

7. In order to make my report complete, it will not be neces- 
sary for- me to give the whole history of the well-known Hohsin 
Fund. I assume that the Board are well acquainted with this subject, 
and I confine myself to indicating sush facts of the very voliiniinous 
correspondence as will help us in ascertaining what are the orders of 
Government on this point. 

8. The division of the property into nine shares, and the fui'tlier 
division into three, two and four-irinths were made by the founder, 
M oh allied Mohsin, • himself, and in the 'wakf or Deed of appropriation 
he included tlie repairs of the Imambarali in the objects to which the 
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ilii eG-nintlis sliaie should bo applied. The old Iiiianibara of his days 
is still standing. It is a very modest building, less than one quarter 
the size of !:lie new and splendid edifice' with which the trustees have 
since Inirdened themselves. 


h. Llie first important letter of recent date which I shall refer 
to is (Jiicrn’iiuieiit No. 4036, dated 30th October' 1863, to addr ess of 
floarti. Ill tile Legal Keinembraiieer’s report attached to this letter, 
tlie - lioard will liiid a complete summary of the proceedings from the 
creation ol the endownient up to that date. From paragraphs 7, 8, 
and 9 oi tim (Tov'ernment letter, it will be seen that the |ths share 
wa s then assigned “for the current expenses of the Imambara, ” and 
that the charge of relniiidiiig or repairing the Iinanibara has somehow 
got trarisforred to the |ths share (see clause 3 of paragraph 9), although 
it is admiti,ed in paragraph 5 that the repairs were originally debita- 
i)le to tlie i;tlis share, and the ftiis share was originally applicable to 
secular piirjsoses, namely, for establishment and pensions. 

10. Tlie next letter 1 shall quote is Government No. 3494, dated 
20th Novernlier 1874, to the address of this office. This letter was 
■writt. 1‘11 from tiie Educational Department- It will be observed that in 
pa.ragi-apli 4, eiause (c) of this letter, repairs of the Imambara are not 
ineliiui'd ill the objects to which the |4lis share could be applied. 

11. Ill Mr. Reynold’s No. 1692,. dated 29th May 1875, in the 
Educational i a'j'-artmeiit, to the address of this office, it is said: “in 
tdm event of the income from the fths share falling short of what is 
n-Miuirod for t4ie religious objects of .the trust, it might reasonably be 
expc'cted that the deficits should be supplied from the surplus of the

14. The |>resent practice as regards collection and disbursement of 
the trust fund is based upon Government orders No. 601, dated 23rd 
xlugust 1879, Educational' 'Department, to,_ address , of Board, In 
that letter, paragraph, 6^ clause '"/'Ij , 'the .charges again st^ the fths 
share are given' at Rs, , 1,613-, 13*“10 a. month, and ' subject to this charge 
the whole ' of Lthis. share:,- is' appropriable , /to, seeular purposes.' 
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15. In the detailed classification appended to this letter the heads 
of expenditure are given. The accounts are kept the Accountant- 
General, neither in this office nor in that of the Local Agents is there 
any record of them. 

16. It is for Government to decide whether any aid should be 
given to the Committee towards repairing the building. Although 
there are expressions here and there in the correspondence which 
favour the view that the repairs may be a charge on the -|ths share, 
yet I do not think the general tone of the correspondence supports this 
view. 

17. If it be determined to grant the aid prayed for, I would 
Sjiggest that the building be first examined by an officer of the Public 
Works Department, and a proper estimate prepared. The Committee do 
not as far as my experience goes exercise any very strict control over 
the proceedings of the the Matawalli, who is inexperienced, and not a 
very good man of business. An estimate framed by iiim would be 
open to some doubt.

With reference to Mr., Mackenzie’s letter No» 868 T.,‘ dated the 30th 
July 1881, and yours dated the 23rd May last, we have the honour to 
forward herewith an account, drawn up in the office of the Hooghly Imam- 
barali, of the receipts and disbursements connected with the institution 
for the last 12 years, viz., from April 1869 to March 1881, together with 
a copy of the letter from the Miitwalli to this office, dated the 24th 
December 1881, and a copy of the letter No, 52 of the 13th June 1881, 
from the Mutwalli to the Local Agents. 

The accompanying accounts will enable His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor to understand exactly the financial position of t lie imambara 
and our inability to suggest any economy in the expenditure connected 
therewith, ' 

The religious observances are conducted as economically as possible, 
and the establishment, in our opinion, admits of no reduction. We regret 
to find that the Commissioner holds a contrary opinion; but when it is 
considered that the prices of provisions have increased largely within the 
last 10 or 12 years, and that no difference can possibiy be inade in the 
religious ceremonies observed in the .Imambara, we think Government will 
have little difficulty in agreeing with, us that the economy which is urged 
upon us is out of the question. 

We have given our best attention to the question, and wn have 
come to the conclusion that instead of any reduction in the expenditure, 
it is necessary, if the Imambara is to ,niai,ntaiii its religious prestige 
among the coimnunity. that there: shGiild be an incroase. We are not 
prepared, however, at present to inove Government on this point, but 
we tiiiiik that unless a grant is made to us from tho surplus funds of 
the foiir-nintlis share for the purpose of repairing the Imambara, the 
institution will fall into decay and ruin. The need of: placing the Imam - 
bara in a thorough state o.t repair is most urgent, and we, therefore, 
trust His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor will bo pleased to make a 
special grant to enable us to have the Imambara repaired thoroughly.

10,67,000 called the College 
Fund, which arose undoubtedly by way of appendage from it, is not 
diAuded after the payment of Government revenue Rs. 95,256, the 
cesses, zemindaree dak and w^ard’s rate, coining to Rs. 5,809, being 
also deducted from the gross income, and out of the remainder a 
fixed amount of only Rs. 60,000 per annum from the former and 
nothing out of the latter is divided into different shares, even the 
surplus amount in the hand of the Collector of Jessore which must 
have accumulated, a large sum being not yet remitted to Hooghly in 
conformity AAoth the paragraph 3, Government letter, No. 501, Education 
of the 23rd August 1879. 

The charge for zakareen was paid from the four-ninths share up 
to the end of August 1841, when it AA^as transfer! ed to the three- 
ninths share agreeably to your office roobakary dated 21st September 
1841.

other fund for the thorough repair of the Imambarali, which did not 
undergo any for, the last 12 years and is in a very dilapidated 
condition, so much so that there is every fear some of the parts 
may fall down, if steps, be not promptly taken for the repairs.

it appears that tne surplus of the four-ninths share of the fund 
arising from the eniowment is mainly appropriated by Governmeiit for 
■educational puritoses. If there is jiower so to apply it, I think it could 
hardly be doulited tliat tliere is at least equal power to apply it for 
repairs of the fmambara l)uildl]igs. 

It is stated in the letter of the Mutwaiii to the Local Agent, 
dated Idtli Juno 1881, No. 52, that the charge for zakareeiis and 

other stipendiaries, including some |)eadas, has been transferred (in 

1841) Irom thi3 charges ii'ioii the four-ninths to those upon the three- 

ninths. If tliis is so, it would seem that the three-ninths has borne 
a burden which would more properly fall upon the four-ninths. If, 

moreover, as tiie Mutwaiii seems ro say, the three-ninths has bis^u 


cut down to a fixed amount, there would be a surplus of the three- 
ninths going to swell tlie four-ninths.

With reference to your letter No. 452A., dated the 21st July 
1882, and previous correspondence, regarding the management of the 
Hoog’hly Imambara endowment, I am directed to state, for the inform- 
ation of the Board, that the Lieutenant-Governor has acceded to tlie 
request of the Committee for the maiiagerneut of the Irnambara, and 
has consented, as a special case, to defray tbe cost of the necessary 
repairs to the building from the four-ninths share of the endowment, 
and that a sum not exceeding Rs. 25,000 may be appropriated for the 
purpose from the balance at the credit of that share. Tliis sum, 
according to the estimate framed by the Public Works Department, 
ought to suffice for the thorough repair of the buildings. The sanction 
now given must be regarded as altogeth63r exceptional, and it must 
].)e thoroughly understood that ordinarily the three-ninths share must in 
future be responsible alike for the cost of the religious observances 
and for the repair of tlie buildings. To this end steps should be 
taken to seciire a proper supervision of the expenditure of the funds 
appertaining to that share.

I am directed to submit the following ^^report for the con- 
sideration and orders of Government. 

2. The surplus proceeds of the vSyiidpore Trust Estate in Jessore 
are paid over to the Mohsin Endowment Fund, and are, broadly 
speaking, distributed as follows 

(1) One-ninth to the Mutwalli of the Hooghly Imaiiibarali as his 

salary. 

(2) Three-ninths to the Imambarali Committee for religious pur- 

poses, 

(8) Four-ninths for secular purposes, to the iiiaintenance of 

Madras sas, etc. 

(4) One-ninth to the Hooghly College. 

3. It was decided in (doveriiment Order No. 501, dated 23rd 
August 1879, that this surplus should be fixed at an annual amount; 
of Rs. 60,000. Calculation showed that this would leave an annual 
margin in hand (after deducting i>uyment of revenue and other neces- 
sary expenditure') of about Rs. 4,000 and it was considered necessary 
to keep this as a working balance. 

4. Mr. Larpent, Examiner of Local Accounts, in bis rojtort on 
the accounts of the estate, copy , of which has been received from 
the Aceoiintaiit-General, brings to notice that on tbo 31st March last 
this working balance had accumulated to Rs. 54,555-13-7, and suggests 
that this balance sbioiild he distributed among the several interests 
concerned in the proportion in wbioli tliey are entitled to participate 
in it. lie further proposes that a settlement of tiic balance should 
be made aiiiong tlie co-sliarers every five or ten years. 

5. Thus suggestion seems a very proper one, and the Board 
would recommeiid it to G-overnment for sanction. Having regard to 
the fact that tiie interest of the' Mutwaiiee is loersonai only, ' the 
adjiistmeufc should, the Board think, be made every five years. ' If 
tlio adjustment were , made decenialiy, there - would be greater risk of

I certify that the entire 
hiiilding iiioludiiig out houses requires immediate thorough repairs 
wliidi would cost: roughly about Ids. 25,000. xTbout Rs. 1,000 should 
be spent at once to prop up roof and repairing roof leakao'o. crack in 
walls aud arches, etc., to prerent further damage to tiu' building in 
this rainy weatlier.

2. It appears to us, therefore, that the sum of Rs. 10,000 
standing to the credit of the Molisin Fund, represents the surplus 
money of the Syiidpur Trust Estate whioh, in accordance with the 
views expressed by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor so long as 
1879, cannot be spent to the benefit of any particular, but ought 
to be divided proportionately between the different shares, and we, 
therefore, submit that no portion of this special fund, ought to be applied 
ill the repairs of the Imambara, which in our opinion should be met 
out of the General fund standing to the credit of the foiir-ninths share of 
the Mohsiii Fund as on the last occasion, l^lie Lieutenant-Governor’s orders 
are embodied in a letter No. 501, dated the 23rd August 1879, 
addressed by the Secretary to the Goveriiiiieiit of Bengal, to the 
Secretary to the Board of Revenue.

3, We also iiiiderstaiid that besides : the ainoimts mentioned aliove 
standing with the Accoiiiitaiit-General of Bengal, to the credit of the 
four-ninths share, there is a considerable sum belonging to the Mohsin Fund, 
to tljo extent of Rs. 10,57,000 and Rs. 1,48,400 respectively classed as

3. With regard to the first point, I am to say that in July 1897, 
the Accountant-General reported on the Board’s request that there was 
an approximate baliance of Rs. 10,000 at the end of June 1897 to 
the credit of the Mohsiii Endowment Fund and that the exact amount 
at credit of the fund could not be ascertained ' owing to the accounts 
for the year 1896-97 not having been then finally closed. Out of tliis 
balance a sum of Rs. 1,000 was sanctioned by the Board for, urgent 
repairs to the Imambara buildings, on account of the damage done by 
the erthquake, pending enquiries as to the fund from which such repairs 
would he ultimately provided. On this, the Mutwalli of the Imambara 
protested, through the Local Agent, against the payment on this account 
of any money from , this Rs. 10,000, apparently supposing this aiiioiiiit 
to be the surplus of the Syiidpiir Trust Estate, which according to 
precedent, would be distributed, when a sufficient surplus had accrued 
among the different shares benefited by the fund. It appeared, how- 
ever, on subsequent enquiries that this siirplns was the surplus balance 
of the four-ninths share to which the othei- shares have no claim at

Governmont is (after the payment of the charges mentioiici.l in. the 
nrargin of paragraihi 2 above which are under the control of tlie Boardl 
devoted to the purposes of Miahammadaii. education under tlie direct 
control O.E Government. To this fund is added the eiitiro amount 
arising from the interest on the fixed investment of .Rs. 10,57,000 and 
the variable investment of Rs. 1,48,000 in Government securities, ''bhe 
balance of the fund now availaUo aiiioiinted to Rs. 27,498-15-8 on the 
31st December 1897, and it is entirely at the disposal of Government. 
The Board have already sanctioned, as a special ease, the expenditure 
o! Rs. 2,790 for urgent., repairs to the Imambara buildings, 'rendered 
necessary by the earthquake, fi-oin the general .fund standiiia’ at the 
ci'edit of the four-ninths share. This sanction was given on the 'Board’s 
responsibility, owing td the urgency of the case, and it was exirkined 
that it was given pending a report as to the’ full amount which would 
be required and how it would he provided. This subject is now to be 
considered. 

5. In considering the application of the Imambara Committee for 
-a grant from the lour-iiinths share or the generpj fund to meet thcj 
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cost of the repairs, it would appear at first sight that such a pro- 
posal could not be entertained. Under the terms of Haji Mohammad 
Molisin’s bequest, the proceeds of the three-ninths share were to be 
appropriated, among other religious obseryances, for the repairs of the 
•Iiiiainbara and the burying ground. Owing, however, apparently to the 
system of . management pursued for this three-ninths share, a departure 
from these terms had to be sanctioned in January 1883, when G-overii- 
meiit by its orders Nos. 79-34 L. K., dated 10th January 1883, allowed 
Rs. 25,000 to be appropriated from the four-ninths share for the repairs 
of the Imambara. The order recites that this sanction is altogether 
exceptional and that it must be thoroughly understood that ordinarily 
the three-ninths share must, in future, be responsible for the repair of 
the Imambara buildings. The members of the Committee now ignore this 
warning and 'quote the orders of Oovernmeiit of 1883 as a simple 
precedent for their present application. If, as is apparently the case, 
the causes which led to this special sanction being given in 1883, 
are still in existence, the Government may justifiably follow ..this 
precedent. Mr. Toynbee has left on record that if the circumstances 
of 1882, were altogether exceptional, so also was the earthquake of 
June 1897, and the damage it caused. While, therefore, there is 
the highest authority for proiiouiicing that the sum of Rs. 37,081 now 
required to meet the cost of the repairs rendered necessary by the 
earthquake should be paid from the three-ninths share, it appears that 
this course is not feasible, and that it never will be feasible unless 
the system of management of that share is radically changed. Mr, 
Oldham can see no good reason why the surplus, w^hioh has accrued 
on this share, should not ' be appropriated to the present needs,' since 
apparently the surplus, which has acci’iied on the four-ninths and the 
one-ninth share, the proceeds ot which are managed by Government, 
must so be used. There is no course open but to meet ;th 0 very 
considerable balance, as was , done in 1883, from the eduoational and 


general fund formed by the four-ninths share and from as 
the one-ninth share retained . by ' Government {vide paragri

6. Reverting to. the; remarks V/ offered in my preceding .paragraph 
about the liability of the threeuiinths share, it will be observed that 
the Board can only refer on that point to the terms of the trust and 
to the affirmation of them given by Government order No. 79-34L,R.., 
dated the lOtli January 1883, which at the same time sanctioned the 
departure from them which is the precedent for the present application : 
nor have the Board any direct relations with the Imanibara Committee, 
wdiose members have addressed Governiiient direct. Mr. Oldham has 
learned from the Mutwalli, Maulvi Ashrafuddin Ahmed, that the reason 
why the three-ninths share can spare no margin for the repairs of the 
Imambara is that “Hhe things on which it is expanded, have increased 
so much in costs,, and the principal of these things are lights for reli- 
gious oere monies and alms and .doles of food to the poor. According to 
the construction of the terms of ‘ the- - trust, ' however, nb • fixed scale 
for lights and alms and doles was laid down, but a certain proportion 
of the proceeds of .the property was appropriated for supplying these. 
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requisites, wiiicli apparently were to be supplied according to the 
fluids available. In this view, it may be a question if the members 
of the Iinarnbara Committee should not be called upon to provide in 
future for these requisites, according to their means, and not according 
to the demands made upon them, and ' to leave a margin for those

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2. From letter No. 158, dated 16tli June 1897, to the address of 
Government, the members of the Committee of Management of the 
Hooglily Imambara , state that, owing to the increase that has faken 
place in recent years in the prices of articles, the task of performing 
religious duties has become extremely difficult, and the three-ninths 
share from which the cost of such repairs should, as has been 
directed in Government No. 4036, dated 30tli October 1863, be met, 
is inadequate to defray any expenditure beyond the ordinary require- 
ments of the religious ceremonies. They, therefore, solicit that the 
entire cost of repair, be paid from the four-ninths share of the 
Molisin Endowment Fund. 

3. On a reference to the Government letter No. 79-34 L. -K., 
dated the 10th January 1883, a copy of which Avas received with your 
No. 161, dated 1st February 1883, I see that on a previous occasion 
a sum of Rs. 25,000 was sanctioned by Government from the four- 
ninths share as a special case, as no money was available from the 
three-ninths . share. 

4. For the above reasons I request the favour of your moving 
the Government of Bengal to accord sanction to the expenditure of 
Rs. 37,081 for the repair of the buildings from the four-ninths share 
of the Endowment Fund as Avas done in the year 1883-84. 

5. The enclosures of your letter under reference are returned as 
requested. 
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share must be responsible alike for the cost of the religious observances 
and p. for the repair of the buildings. To this end steps should be 
taken to secure a proper supervision of the expenditure of the funds 
appertaining to that share.” 

In the face of this clear and explicit declaration, the Lieutenant_ 
Governor is unable to admit that the action of Government in 1883, 
can form the sliglites! precedent upon which a claim to assistance 
from the |tli share can now be based. On tlie . contrary, the 
Lieutenant-Governor would reasonably have expected that after tlio 
position of affairs had been clearly explained to the Committee in 1883,, 
they would have made sucli arrangemoiiis with, t.he income at their 
disposal as would have led to the accumulation of a fund from which 
the necessary repairs, which, sooner or later were inevitable, could 
have been executed. 

, 3. At, t,he same time, the Lieutenant-Governor is aware that the 
occurrence of the earthquake was an exceptional circumstance, which 
could not have been foreseen, and which has exposed the.; Committee 
to liabilities for the meeting of which they may, with fairness, ask 
assistance. To that extent the Lieutenant-Governor is willing to accede 
to the present request of the Committee, tdioiigh in so doing His. 
Honour in no way departs from the position assumed by Sir Rivers- 
Thompson in 1883, as to the nonjial liability of the i]tli share for the 
repairs to the' building. Sir John Woodburn, therefore, proposes to

We have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 182-T.R., dated 11th June, which reached our office on the 17th 
of June 1898, and at the same time to offer our apologies for the 
delay in communicating our reply, for the subject required serious com 
sideration and unavoidably took time to arrive at a conclusion. 


2. We were about to submit, for the consideration of His Honour 
the Lieuteiiant-G'overiior, a representation showing the receipts and dis- 
bursements, and the present needs and requirements of the Hooghly 
Imambara, and praying for an additional grant from the Kharij Towliut 
Fund for the upkeep of the rites and ceremonies which are essential 
to the maintenance of the Institution, ard also to make a provision 
for future repairs. Under the circumstances, instead of submitting 
a separate representation, we think it will be convenient to embody 
in this communication all that is necessary to he said on the subject, 

3. The yearly allowance of Rs. 20,000 allotted to the tliree-nmth 
share for the mamtenance of the religious portion of the Trust was 
fixed at a time when all the articles were cheap. Within the last 
25 years prices . have almost trebled, the consequence being that wliat 
was ^ amply sufficient many years ago is found now to be wholly 
inadequate to meet the customary and necessaiy expenses. 


, 4. The yearly account of the three-ninth share submitted by the 
Mu twain up to March 1898 shows the increase in the expense of 
observing the customary religious rites and ceremonies, , cliiefiy owing ; to 
the enormous rise in the prices of articles wdtliin recent years. The rise 
in the price of articles of food lias also necessitated some incrernent in 
the pay of the Imambara employ 6s. Last year a large sum had to be 
given by way of famine compensation, though, we hope, this Vvill prove an 
exceptional expenditure. Besides the cause already mentioned there 
has been of late a large inflarx of ‘‘ Waredeens 'Wcharity seekers) from 
various parts of India, Persia and other places, whom it is absolutely 
impossible to turn away witliout some gratuity. Since the death of the 
late ex-King of Oudh in 1887, a host of reciters and mourners, who 
used to throng the Garden Reach Imambara, annually visit tlie Molisin 
Institution during the Moliarram and Ramjan, and in spite of every 
endeavour to keep down tludr number the Miitw'alli says, lie finds it 
impossible to prevent an increase. We havo from time to time made 
various retrenchments and liave only recently directed the Mutwalli' to 
make certain other economies which can be effected without giving 
rise to ill-feeling and agitation among the Shiahs both here and 
elsewhere. 
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5. Between August 1883 and May 1884, under favourable cir- 
cumstances the Mutwalli was able, under our directions, to save 

Rs.* 3,500 now in deposit wutli the Accountant-General of Bengal. 
You are already UAvare of the litigation in which a number of evil- 

disposed and mischievous persons in Calcutta and Hooghly involved 
the Imambara during the last two years. This litigation vVas forced 
upon; the institution and has added to its burdens and we have lieeii 
oldiged to take Rs. 500 out. of the aforesaid savings to pay tlie 

vakeels engagf'd in tiiose suits. The balance of Rs. 3,000 is held 

for the purpose of necessaiy repairs to the paraphernalia of the 

Imaniliarah. 

6. In the absence of any other means the Mutwalli lias had, in 

order to meet the necessary expenses, to draw upon, the Kliarij- 

Towleut Fund, which, by a Governineiit letter was intended as a 
supporter to the :;th shai-o. It was felt, however, that to go on 

this piinciplo for any length of time was utterly impracticable and 
we, therefore, intended, as already stated, to reciuest the Governineiit 
for an additional grant of a sum of Rs. 4,000 annually from the 

M'hs share in support of the i;th share, not only for the purpose of 
meeting the increased expenditure, but also for making a provision 
for future repairs. 

7. In order to give effect to His Honour’s decision the Committee 
will have to make a reduction of nearly half of tlie staff and subs- 
tantially curtail the rites and ceremonies pertaining to the religious 
portion of the Trust. Any such drastic attempt on our part wdll, 
we believe, give rise to considerable ill-feeling among the Muhammadan 
community. At the same time in deference to His Honour’s views 
we have thought it expedient to depute two of the members, viz., 
Hajee Ali iMuhanimad Bberazi and Dr. Mirza Miiliammad Musdom, to go 
through the accounts of the Iinambarah and to try and fi.nd out in 
consultation with the Mutwallee in what direction and to what extent 
reduction is possible without seriouMy offending the feelings of the 
community or materially affecting the rites and ceremonies. 

8. They liave been asked to submit a report as early as possible. 
But we feel doubtful that the reductions w'ould amount even to Rs, .1,000 
a year. This saving, though at the cost of some ill-feeling on the 
part of the Muhammadan community, will probably enable the Com- 
mittee to defray the expenses of future repairs without calling u]ion 
Govaniinent for help from the Mohsin Miscellaneous Fund, but it 
will not be .possible by any means in the power of the committee 
to refund annually such a large sum, as the Government lias 
directed in your letter under reply should be paid back. 

9. ' We think it right to mention that the Committee, although 
vested with the supervisory control of the Imambarali, constitute 
a representative body from the eommunity and cannot institute drastic 
reforms calculated to wound the . feelings and susoej)tibiiifcies of tlio 
general body of, .Muhammadans ' and ' they liavo, consecpiontly to con- 
duct, the nianagement with- some regard To „t'he feelings of the people 

„ interested iii the Tmambara. - , , ■ ' ' - - ' , 




10. It would not be out of place to mention that at the 

present moment there are, as we understand, two sums — one^ of 
nearly ten Jakhs and another of a lakh and a half rupees, in the 

hands of the Accountant-General of Bengal, the latter standing to 
the credit of the Mohsin Fund on miscellaneous accounts alone. 
In 1835, as appears from letter No. 4036, dated the SOtli of Octo- 
ber 1863, addressed by the Officiating Secretary to the Glovern- 


liient of Bengal to the Secretary to the Board of Revenue, 


the 


Government directed that after setting apart from the entire amount, 
arrising from the interest on the funds that had then accumulated, 
such amount as might be necessary to provide appropriate build- 
ings, including the charge of rebuilding or rep)airing the Imambarah 
and other religious edifices, if it should be necessary to renew these, 

the whole of the remainder should be considered as a Trust Fund 

the interest of which, with- the other items, might be approiDriated to 
the purposes of education. From this it may be inferred that even 
then it was contemplated the cost of repairs should not be thrown 
on the allowance for the performance of the religious rites and 
ceremonies. i 

11. However that may be, considering the sums standing to 

the ..credit of the Trust, wm thouht, we may fairly represent to Govern- 
ment the necessity of an additional grant in order to enable the 
inanagenient to cari\y out the directions of the founder, in accordance 
•with establislied usage and in conformity wn'th the wishes and 

feelings of the community. We venture to hope that His Honour 
will consider the representation as reasonable. 

12. Should Government, how^ever, be disinclined to make the 

additional g'rant prayed for, the management, will of course, try to 
make such reduction as is possible, but they must respectfully ask 

that the sum requirc'd for the present re[)airs be given without the con- 
ditirvn for payment, w'lLich. it is beyond the power of the Committee 
to comply with.

Gentlemen, 

I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 189, 

dated the i9th August 1898, replying to Government order No. 182“T.R. 
of the lltli June. In that letter you were informed that the 
Lieutenant-Governor wms prepared to advance from the four-ninths 
share of the proceeds of the Syedpur Trust Estate the sum of 
Rs. 37,081 to place the Imambara buildings at Hooghly in proper 
repair, but in view of the responsibility of: the three-ninths share for 

the repairs of the buildings under ordinary circumstances, only on the 
condition that the Committee were willing to repay four-seventlis of 
the cost in five equal annual instalments. In your present letter 
it is represented that the yearly allowance of Rs. 20,000 allotted to the 
three-ninths share for the inaintenance of the religious portion of the 
trust was fixed at a time when all articles were cheap, and that within 
the last 25 years prices have almost trebled, with the repult. that the 
funds at your, disposal are no longer sufficient to meet, the customary 
and necessary expenses. It is stated that in order to comply with the 
terms laid down by Government, drastic reductions, wliieli would bo 

repugnant to the 'sense of the Miihainmadan cominuiiity "would be 

necessary in the staff maintained and in the expenditure on the religious 
rites and ceremonies, and wdiile it is reported . that : the G are 

considering the possibility of effecting some economies, it is not antic ix:)ated 
that the amount so saved .would amount to ■even Rs. IJIOO a .year. 
Finaity it is suggested that it was the inteutiou of Government iu 1835 
that the cost of re}iairs should not be thrown upon the allowance for 
the iierformaiK'.e of ndlgious rites and ceremonies, and in consideration 
of this and other arguments supported by extracts from the budget of 
the Committee for the year 1898-99, Government are asked to -waive 
the terms imposed and to advance the sum necessary ;for tlie repairs 
of tlie Imambara without the addition of any condition for repayment. 

2, In reply, I am to observe that the Committee have failed to 
adduce any arguments other than those which were brought ;forward 
during the correspondence in the years 1881-83, wdien the : subject was 
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tlioroughly coiiKiclered and the decision of Sir Eivers Thompson was coiiiinii- 
nicated to the Committee. The only circumstance which ditFereiitiates 
the*" present application from the previous one is the fact that a portion 
of the repairs now required have been necessitated by the earthquake of 
June 1897. To that extent the Lieutenant-Governor has already recog- 
nised that the Committee may fairly ask for some measure of assistance. 
With reference to the statement that prices have trebled since the allot- 
ment to the three-nintlis share was fixed, I am to remark tliat the facts, 
though indicating a certain rise in prices since tlie GloYeniment orders of 
1879, do not bear out an increase to th.e extent alleged, while the allotment 
of Rs. 20,000 was not adjusted upon any consideration of the course of 
prices, but was simply the value of tiie three-ninths share of the testator’s 
bequest taking the net proceeds for distribution of the Syudpur Trust 
Estate as averaging Rs. 60,000 annually over a term of years. 

3, I am to invite the close attention of the Coinmittee to the Ijiidget 

estimate of receipts and expenditure of the three-ninths share copies of which 
have been submitted with your letter under reference, and 1 am to remark 
that it it is a specimen of their financial arrangements, tiie ordinary 
principles and objects of framing a budget a))pear to be totally dis- 
regarded. It would seem that notwithstanding tlie fact that the actual 
expenditure from the three-nintlis sliare during 1897, exceeded a:(3tiial 
receipts by the sum of lis. 4,734, the budget estimate for 1898-99 is 
framed so as to produce a deficit of Ra. 4,780 at the close of the present 
year. Unless the preparation of a luidget is to be the means of equalis- 
ing the estimates of income and disbursements, the formality of prejiar- 
ing one might as well be dispensed with, and when a deficit is deli- 
berately budgetteel the Lieiitenaiit-Goveriior is not surprised that tlie 
Committee sliould liabitualljr find theinseivea in a state of insolvency. 
It camiot be admitted that the Gomiiiittee lire at liberty to continue 
their expenditure on a scale quite incommensurate with their income. 
The Committee ai'i' aware what their income will nmoiuii to ami it is 
their duty, in preparing tlieir forecast of ilisbursoments to keci! wilhiii 
tiio limits of that sum, and to alloNv for a reasonable woi'king balance. 
If this cannot be done while maintaining the expendituro on the previous 
scale, it is the imperatiye duty of the Committee to curtail it. The 
original testator left a certain sum which is iiiulor tlic control of the 
Committee, for religious rites and CGremonics and for the repairs of' 
the imambara. and the Committee can only incur expenditure on 

these objects on the scale which that sum will permit. 

4. Lastly, with regard to the allegation, tliat tlie intentions of 

Govenimenl in 1835, were that the thriH^-iiintlis share should not be 

burdened with the repairs of tiie building, 1 am to observe that' this 
same argument was considered by Sir Rivers Thompson and disallowed, 
a conclusion in wliicii the present Lieutonant-Goveriior, aft( 3 r a full 
conBideratioii of the subject, must exiiress iiis concurrence. TIio 
Committee can, indeed, only claim tliat the terms sliould be adhered 
to which ;vert3 . prescribed at tlie time of; the Govcnimont orders of 1863, 
defining tlie conditions of their appointment, and J am to say timt 
the declaration of Government that the expenses of the reoair of the 
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Imambara should be a charge upon the three-ninths share is clear 
and explicit, while the original declarations to the same effect in the 
will of Muhammad Mohs in leaves equally no room for doubt. It is 
noticeable also that the Government of that day, possibly foreseeing 

a contingency such as the present, gave special orders that in making 
over the endovyiiient to the future Goirimittee the relations of Govern- 
ment to the trust, and the footing upon which it was made, should 
be recited in express terms. 

5. For these reasons Sir John Wood burn is unable to accept the, 
contentions now put forward on behalf of the Gommittee and must 
distLiict.ly re-affirm the principle laid down in Government order 

No. 80-35 L.R., dated the .10th January 1883, “that it must be 
thoroughly understood that ordinarily the three-ninths share must in 
future be responsible alike for the cost of the religious observances 
and for the repair of the buildings.” The Lieuteiiaiit-Governor hosv- 

ever, is compelled to recognise that in their present state of the 

finances there is no probability of the Gommittee being able to refund 
the siini of .Rs. 21,188 wiiioii they have been called upon to pay to 
Government, and he is so far willing to come to the assistance ol: 

the tlir 0 e-iiiiit.hs share as to advance the sums required for repairs 

out of the four-ninths share, as originally promised, and to recoup the 
loan gradually to the extent of four-sevenths of the sum advanced 
from, the share of the surplus receipts (/.e., over Rs. 60,000) from the 

Syedpur Trust Instate, which would ordinarily be received by the 

Committee at the |,)eriodical distribution to be made at intervals of 
five years. As reported liy the Board no such distrif)utioii was made 
in 1894, and the next vviii be due in March 1899. It is not likely 
that the wliole suiii ol' Rs. 21,188, wliicli it has already been decided

for urgent repairs to the Imambara buildings rendered necessary by 
the earthquake, from the General Fund standing at the credit of the 
four-ninths share of tlie Mohsin Fund and that this sanction was given 
on the Board’s responsibility owing to the urgency of the case, 
pending a report as to the full amount which could be required and 
how it would be provided.

With reference to your demi-official letter of tiie Ibth insiant, I 
beg to state that', while I am extremely sorry myself to see iiiat you 
have resolved to retire from the Chairinaiiship of the lniaml)ara. 
Gommittee after three weeks this time for good, 1 cannot, at the 
same time, help expressing to you the general regret that is felt liy 
the people of this place at this unwelcome news of the unexpected 
resolution taken by you. 

2. As far as I am acquainted with the Imambara management, 
under the supervision of the Committee, of which you are an orna- 
ment since 1876, I do not see from this on the whole, anything 
which can give cause of anxiety to any one interested for the good 
of the Iinambara. All that is wanted at present, is to keep up tlie 
Iniainbara management, as far as possible, agreealily to tlm wishes and 
intentions of its noble founder, Haji Mohammad Mohsin, and on the 
just orders of the Government concerning it It is necessary for me 
to recapitulate all the facts and statements, ever since Government, 
was pleased to assume the Towiiat of the Molisin Endowment from 
1835 ; but it is clear that by Goveriimeiit’s connectioo, tlie general 
management of the said endowment liarl [iroved most lieneiicial to tlio 
Miiliammadans in Bengal. But after the appointment of the Comi,nittet^ 
agreeably to the Act, XX of 1863, I, as the mutwali appointed by 
the Government (on the nomination of the late mutwali) in 1875, was 
called upon to manage the Imambara, under the supervision o.f the 
Gommittee p and I think, 1 have satisfied the Gommittee agreeably to 
their Nos. 97: and 98, of the 17th December 1896, in spite of the 
clamour of a certain clique, who, as everybody knows, wanted to dis- 
credit the Tmamhara management.

liis reply tliroiigh the same channel only on the 7tli instant. 

With reference to the enquiry made by Government regarding tho 
lirovision made in the scheme for the periodical repairs of the Imaiii- 
barah, ive beg ’ to state that we liad originally set apart a siiin of 
Pts. 1,200 yearly for these repairs. Our idea was iliat tlie^-' should 
be done every five years, and that for that purpose .Rs. 6, 000 wanild 

lie amply sufficient. From the Executive Engineer’s communication, 
however, it appears, these repairs should be done quadrennially and, 
pi view of tile amounts mentioned liy him, we called ii]) 0 ]i tlie mat wall 
to state what fiirtlier retrencliment was possible in the expenditure oL“ 
the iinambarali, .From his rejiort we tlnd that it is impossible at 
present to reduce further the expenses beyond Rs. 600 a year, which 
Avould firing up tlie annual provision for the repairs to Rs. 1,800. 
The last repairs liaving lieeii completed, in October 1899, the next 
repairs will not lie due until the beginning of 1004, wlien according 
to the present provision, we sliall have saved Rs. 7,200. Tlie figure 

mentioned liy the Executive Engineer, however, appears to tlie Com- 
mittee extremely high. flaji Ali Muhammad Khan Sliirazi, one of the 
members, who has his own Imamliara and who has cmisiderable 

experience in the niatters considers that Rs. 7,000 would be aiuply 
sufficient. In view of this fact and also ' of the fact that at present; 
there is no room for. further retrenchment, the Committee ^YOuhl ask 
the permission of Governmeni;: to entrust the repairs to some private 
contractor, the work, when completed, ' ..being approved and pasHcd liy 
t.he offic,ial Engineer.

In compliance with j'our No. 50, of the 9th instant, forwarding 
a copy of Coveriimeiit order of the 26th May 1900, 1 beg leave to 
submit 1115 ^ report as follows : — 

I was appointed Matwali in June 1875. A committee of five 
members — all Shias—was appointed in January 1876. Syed Ameer All 
was an original member, and always presided, and had charge of the 

Committee’s office. 

On my appointment to the MatAAualisliip, I found that among' 
the employes of the Imambai-a, Shias and Sunnis were happily 
iJi'iuled togeiJu'r, the former inonopnlising the reiigions posts, and the 

latter manning the miiiistenal ones. The relation between the two 
se(Us AA'as at that time all that could bt' desired, and tln^y remained 
hariminious till 1895, Avheu S(»me ili-feeling arose from the Belufasl 
qiH'Stion. The dihereneo was, however, .settled by orders issued by 
the ihanmissioine.*, l\Ir. Bourdilhm. Since this oecavsiim a ]uirty among 
the Shia electors has bi'eii dissatisfied Avitii me, considering that 1 
sill! wed too much toleration towards the Sunnis, ivlr. rlustice Ameer 

A!i was then, oii leave, in Fngland, and the mmaining Trustees AAmro 

(fuite indifibrent and unsym'pathetie toAA'ards me. 

In xlpril 1896, a vacancy liaving arisen ■ in the i\lanagement 
Committee by the death of Prince Sir Jeban Qadr Afirza Bahadur, 
K.o, Itlr. Justice Ameer Ali Avislied that an able man should be 
nppointtM.i by tdectiem, according to the Government ridt.*s of Itsfio. 
and a day Avas fixed for it. He however, too busy to attend, 

and ibe nenaining members of the Committee possilJy expectiiig 
that the majority of - the' eleoiorSs wIiO';are Sunnis, would elect a 
Sunni, absented tliemselvos' from the- election^ ‘.which .Avas . consegnently* 
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put off, and, under the rules, the matter was referred to the Distriei 
Jud^e wlio appointed Mirza Moliammad Masooin Sahib in December 
189(1 Mr. Ameer All’s No. 52, dated the 2nd July 1896, to Die 
Government and his No. 66, dated the 2Jrd July 1896, to me, copies 
of which are enclosed, marked A, will liilly explain the state ui 
affairs then existing. After this vacancy was filled up, two oilier

Before election took place, iiowex'er, 
Mr. Justice Ameer Ali, apprehending iliat it would not come oil as 
desired by him, and finding himself in a false position, teiuiered liis 
resignation ivids his No. 20 of ord February 1897, a copy ui which 
is enclosed herewith, marked B). The majority of tlie voters being 
Sunnis, and the above two gentlemen elected by their votes, he was 
persuaded by the Committee to withdraw it. The a])poiiitineut ol 
Mr. D. FI. Ahmad in the Committee enraged tlie Siiia community 
which considered him a Sunni and attempted to nullify the election 
first by petitioning the Government, and, not being satislied in that- 
quarter, by setting up two Cir-employes of tlie Imamliara to iustitiitu 

a suit in the Civil Court for that purpose. d'he Civil Court, 

decided against them, and went even to the extent ni; remarking 

that a Sunni can be appointed as a inomber of die Committet‘. 

Agha Mohammad Ali Sliostari retired in April 1899, arui no election 
taking place, the Judge appointed Na^YalJ Ahmad Ali liis fatlier-iiriaw, 
a strict Sliia. During this period Mr. Justice A nicer Ali was again 
in England. His present determination to retire is the i-esuli of ilio 
continuous opposition and want of sympathy on tin; part of ids fellow 
inembers which ho has of late oxjierionced. In deference lo 11 is 
Honour’s desire contained in paragraph 2 of tin; abovemuii! ioiied (.>rdr-r. 
1 beg leave to submit a copy of the tolegrani, marked C., which L 

sent to Mr. Ameer Ali, but, regret to say that no cojiy of I he leii.or 
was kept, as it was a priv^ate one. As lar as I remembt'r, 1 re(|n.«.*sted 
him therein to continue in his office till the jioints refej’nul to by tlir' 
Local Agent in paragraph 2 of bis letter Xu. 6, dated tlie 7tdi April 

1900, w'ere settled, and until the period of ihe muUon t(t tdie Higo 

Court by the two <?:i;"eHiploycs of the Iniambara against iin* and tlio 

Goimnittee was over. Those points, which are the (mlv defiuife 
matters iiow^ in dispute, are as follows : — 

The payment of rent by me for iny family quarters and the ^mrhlg 
apart of a special room for the members whenever tliev visit rho 
Imambarali on duty. 

Mith reference to paragraph 3 of the Government order. J be-g r-' 
state that my request to the. Local Agent to retain Mr. Justice Amr-.-r 
Ali in the Committee till the -settiBineiit ' of the dispute between in- an-i 
the thiee membeis of. the Cdmni-ittee - reterred (besides the qitUTH's int,:,-. 
tioned hr my No. 124, of 23rd March 1900, to Mr. Justice Ame-r Ali 
Jo having the powers and functions of the Matwali and th-- TrusDn^* 
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respectively, denned and accurately laid down, a copy o£ wliicii was 

also sent to the Local Agent for information wdth my No. 133 of the 
27tli Marcli 1900. ® 

With reference to the difierence between me and the majority of 
the Trustees regarding the payment of rent for my family quarters 
and the setting apart of certain rooms in the Imambara for the use 
of the memljers, the facts are as follows ; — 

At a meeting of the Committee held on the 10th of March 1900, 
it was moved that the Matwali be asked to pay the rent for the 
iiouse occupied by him for his family ; and though the motion was 
opposed by the President and the Vice-President, it was carried by 

the three other members of the Committee. Again, at a meeting of the 
Committee lield on the 22nd April 1909, it was resolved that a room 
ill the Imambara be set apart for the use of tlie members whenever 
they choose to visit liooghly on duty. Being dissatisfied with these 
two resolutions of the Committee and finding tijat tiie relation between 
me and the Conimittee is liJvcly to become more acute after the con- 

templated retirement of Hon’ble Mr. Justice Am;mr Ali, 1 represented 
the matter to the Local Agent, at the same time requesting that 

Mr. Ameer Ali may be asked to remain on the Conimittee until these 

two points of dispute lietween me and the Conimittee were finally 

settled ; and with a view to avoid further friction and unpleasantness 

in future, to define tiie iiowers ami functions of tlie i\latwali and the 
Committee, so that the latter may not interfere in the internal adminis- 
tration of tiie Imaniba.ra, as for example, with tlie appointment and 
dismissal of tlie Imambara servants down to tlie dictating of the 
■minutest details of the management, beyond exercising supervisory 
control over tiie accounts as they used to do before. 

As for the reasons of Mr. Ameer All’s coining to a deterinination 
to resign from the Committee this year, Uovernment is right in think- 
ing that they aie due to a dispute between the two rival sects, the 
Hiiimis and the Sliias as in 1897 ; with this addition that in con- 

sequence of tiie coiitiniioiis opposition and frequent disunion among the 
ineiidiers themselves, as appears in the letters duly forwarded to you 
for the information of Government, lie does not receive tin.* same sort 

of support which he received , mid expected , to receive, from them. 
Findiiig his position, tlierefoiv, imteiialiie, he, wislics to sever Ins con- 
Tiectioii from an institution wlticli, instead of, valuing his long’ services, 
always thwarts him and puts difficiiit^? in the way of his reconciling 
the rival sects to liv(3 in peace and harmony. 

i\ly Cl 'mention hs that I am occupying the house, w-itli the know- 
ledge of tiie. Trustees, for tlie last 24 years without paying iniy roid. 
'bhe donor — 1 moan the late Matwaii who purciiased the house — himself 
ot^cupii'd it w'ithout paying any rent, even after dedicating it to the 
Imambara. It is within the Imambara onciusure ; and he most 

pimbalJy piinrliased it with a vieiv that it may servo the purp<wi' of 

family quariers of the .i\iatwaiis, no outsider being expected to live 
Hviibi-n. thf' oncio.su re, and, therefore, 1 claim to occupy it so until the 
matter is decided _by_ Goveriiment. ..The President and the Vice" 

Presidmir. IhaIi favour my claim, while the rest of' the Trustees hold*

difierent views from them, as would appear from an extiact oi the 
proceedings of the Committee which runs thus ; 

Proposed the lloii'ble ■ Vice-President, that, in coiisideHtitloii 
of the fact that the waarf-namah of the late matwali is vague on 
this point, and in view’ of the further fact that tlie present inaiwaii 
■was nominated by the late matwmli and that it was on tills giajiind 
tliat the members of the Committee of Maiiag-ement previously had 
decided that, so far as tlie present matwmli wuis concerned, (luring Ills 
incumbency lie should not he required to pay any rent, a resolntioii 
be recorded that the succeeding matwali should pay a rent. I'his 
was seconded by the Hon’bte President: before this a.n aiii(;nidineiit 
was moved by Nawmb Syed. Ahmad All Sahib, Khan Ihiliadur, to tin' 
effect that the matw’alL be requested to pay some rent fi-om 1st April 
1900. This was supported by Dr. M. M. Masooiii Sahib and Ha|i 
All Mohammad, Khan Sahib, Shirazi. Tlie amendment was accord- 
ingly carried. The rent w’as -fixed at Es. 8 a month to be paid by 
the niatwmli during his life time.” 

The setting apart of two rooms in the Imamliara is also objected 
to l)y me and by the Local Agent, who, in paragra|)h 2 of liis letter 
No. 6, of 7th April 1900, addressed to the ( Tarim issi oner of tln^ 
Burdwan Division, wrote as follows : — 


‘‘The majority of tlie Committee is ikwv said to be liostile to the 
matwali. They have lecently directed him to pay Iniuse-roni; for that 
part of the Imambara occupied by his himily, which he has nevei' 
before paid, and they also demand tliat certain rooms in the Inniin- 
hara be set aside for their use, so that they may occupy them 
wdienever they visit the Imambara. On botli points the President is 
opposed to the view^s of the majority of the Trustees, liiid, as far as 
I am aware of the facts and circumstances, I agree witli him. I 
consider that for the Trustees to set uj) a court of appeal inside the 
Iinanibara (for tliat is what the seemnd propem^ seems to come to) 
•would be most prejudicial to the good management of the Iiuumhara 
and detriinentai to tlie authority of the mut wadi. Tlie imitwali is 
ready always to receive and init up tlie Trustees in his owm quarters 
and that is ail that seems sufficient. I, therefore, tliink it prcqier to 
advise Government of wdiat is taking place, and waniid suggest rhar.. 
ponding any,, enquiry that may be considered necessary, tlm President 
should be asked to remain at his post.” 


ill conclusion, 1 earnestly and respectfully request tho Goverumt'iit 
and hope that, besides deciding the points above rclhrred His 
Honour wdli bo graciously pleased to define and settle, uma; P.r all 
the respective powers and -functions of the matwali and tho Trusiros, 
with a vie-w to avoid further friction and unpleasantness betwomi them 
which will surely become acute after the contumpiated retireniciii of 
tlie President, It should be clearly laid down •wlietlier ilit> Tru^tct-s 
are only to exercise a .supervisory control over the affairs of ihr 
Imambara, or to interfere in the intoriial economy and maiuigomr'iii 
the Imambara . and the- executive, power which Qovenmiem; - has {k.muj 
■ graciously -pleased to vest in me.

Aliinad, Khan, 
Bahadur, the Vice-President, observed in the last meeting that the 
house which I am occupying for niy family since tlie life-time of the 
late Mutwali should be allowed to remain in the Miitwali’s occupation 
without payment of any rent I, therefore, hope that tlie remaining 
members of the Committee would be pleased to reconsider the matter 
in consultation wdth their tion’ble President who is tlie oldest and 
most experienced member of the Committee or refer it, if necessary, 
to Government before the retirement of the Hon’ble hlr. Justice Ameer 
Ali from the Committee.

2. It appears to me. after careful study of the law -applicable, 
viz.,. Eegiilation XIX of 1810, . and Act XX of I860, that neither the 
Goiiiiiiittee nor the Gove,riiment have any power to make rules as to 
the reiations of the M.iitwali and the CoDimittc3e ; they depend on the 
two eiiacti.iieiits quoted, in neither of whieli is any power given to 
either the Committee or Government to maive rules binding on the 
Ma.twali. 

3. The Molisin Fund falls under section 21 of Act XX coupled 

wnth section 7 ; it is a case of an endowment in the appointment of 
tlie Superintendent of w-liieli Government exercises control, devoted 
pai'tly to secular and partly to religious uses ; under section 21 the 
Board of -Revenue and tiie Local Age,nts retain their functions and 
powers under Hegiilatioii X,IX, as regards ttie secnlar portion, but as 
rrgards tlu' ridigjivas ])ortion t!u\y are translhrrej tn tin,' ("'ommitt^HO 

It is thus not clear why the Local Agiuit or (Jonimissioiior, or 
Goveriiriieiit itself coiitiiiiio to exorcise control over tlie affairs of the 
1 mamba rail. 

4. As to the powers of the Unnimittee, xict XX, section 7, 
transfers i.o it all the powers exorcised by the Board of Revoiiiie, the 
Comiiiissiuiier, and the Local. Agent under liegiilatioii XfX. Excrq3t, 
perhaps, tho power to cal! for aecijunts from tlie 8iiperiiiteiidoiit, 
Act XX gives to the Committee no powe-rs not previously e^xercised 
under Regulation XIX by the Board of Revenue and Local xAgents ; it, 
thm-eCort', has to lie seen ‘wliat powers those officers exercise under 
ihe Eogiihitioii. 

5. Under section 2 “ the general superintendence of all lands 

grantotl bur .... pi(.)us and iicneiicial purposes and of al,.l public 

buiiilings .... is hereby vested in the Board of Revenue.'’ 
lliider section 3, it was ‘‘ the duty of the Boanl .... to t«ake 
cart' that ail endowments be didy a])propiateti for the piirpos(‘ for 
which they wen', destined .... to pixnddti for the due repair 
and iTiainteimnctc of ail piibiic edifices ” ; under section 5 to 
prevent any hinds which have bci-m graiitoi for tdie support of 
establisioiionts .... from being cornon'tod to the private use -of 
individuals 01* public iHiifiees from being usurped by ■ individuals. 
Under section 10 tdic Local Agents . are roquireJ to ascertain and report 
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to the Board cases calimg for interference; and, under section 11. 
to report the names of superintendents in charge and whcddier they 
have** obtained their position by proper authority; iiiider seniiun 
they were to report vacancies and how they sliould he filled, and 
(section 13) in cases in which Government appoints, the\ von to 
propose a proper successor ; under section 14. the Board (in rc'ccipt 
of the report were either to appoint tlie person nominated oi' “ inake 
such other provision for the trust, superintendence, and niaiuigoiiKoit 
as may be right.'’ 


6. It thus appears that the powers given to the l^oard wm'e tlio 

niaiiagenient of the landed property and so much supio'vision of the 
expenditure of the inconiB by the superintomlent as might ensure that 
the money was spent on the objects for which tlie I rust- was cniaieii 

It is reinarkahle that no powers are specifically given to tlie Board l:>y

7. The corrospond(3nce, of which the Mutwali has submitted copies, 
clearly shows that in the present case, the Board did imt f.'xcrcise 
minute control over the management of the religious institution, and 
that G overiiiueiit did not consider this one. oi its ])roper functions ; 
the Matwali Avas allowed full power to exercise his own discretion ; 
Government obviously had no intention of intorferiug unless 
should be any case of positive misuse of the funds. Tiie (hmiiniitta.' 
is in the place of the Board, and cannot claim to meddle in the 
details of the management, the Board having repudiated any inte.nricin 
of doing so. 

8. The • rules passed by the Committee in 18117, of vrhicli the 
Matwali has su’Pmitted a copy, are for tlH3 most part liarmless and 
even useful, but they are, in some cases, if my interpretation (tf ib,-' 
law is correct, invalid, especially rale 6 (avIucIi is, howeAmr, reasonable; 
rule 7 (which is proliably not binding on tlie Matwali, though tlie 
Civil Court miglit consider the action by implication • prohibited a 
breach of duty, by the .MatAvali), rules 8, 10, (wliicin are dmrrly mn. 
binding on the MatAAmii), rules 15 and 16 (Avliich ars^ siipiuilmius as

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ass merely reciting the laAv) ' and rule 17 (wliicli' implies that a right 
oi; interfering in promotions belongs to the Coiiiinittee which it does 
not possess). * 

9. The rules which the Matwali proposes are all superfluous, and 

no one seems to have authority to sanction them ; an expression of 

opinion on the part of Government upon the principles which, tliey 

assert, would, however, be useful as a check upon future , doubts and 

disjnites. I give below my own opinion upon each. 

10. As to rule 1, most of it simply recites wdiat tlie law has 

already provided for. As to the succession, it might be argued from 

section 14 of the Act that the powers of the Board having by sec- 
tion 7 devolved upon tlie Committee, it is now for the Committee, not 

for Goveriiinenr,, to eonlimi the Matwali’s nomination of his successor ; 
it is not quite clear wlietlier ■ Act XX intended to transfer to the 

Conimittee tlie Government right to nominate ; section 7 seems ex- 
haustive, but section 12 is not. In the case, however, of the Hoogiily 

Iinamltarah, a right on the part of the Committee to supersede

The Trustees on the other hand, seem inclined to establish them- 
selves as managers, with tlie Miitwalli as their deputy or servant, 

o. There seems no reason to diher from the conclusion come to 
l)y Faulder, wliicli is in favour of tlie Miitwalli’s view*. 

4. As regards the re(iiiisitiou on the Mutwalii to pay rent, I 

tiiiiik tliis iuadvisaiile. lie occupies his quai’ters and has all along 

done so i'ree of rent Ijy virtue of Ids position of manager, and. sliould 
continue to do so. If he is made rent-paying, tenant of them, his 
connection with the Imambarah is made less close. 

5. The wish of the Trustees to have w^ithin the Imambara 
quarters of their own, over 'which the Miitwalli has, I presume, no 
control, tends likewise to weaken his authority as manager, and 
should not be allowed to prevail.

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Ills charge and the iiicoiiie derived therefrom, it is distinctly admitted 
by him that the house now used as my family quarters paid no* rent 
and was reserved for the accommodation of his distinguished gurTsts, 
and it was probably on this ground that Mr. Justice Ameer Ali, the 
learned President of the Committee, considered the wakfnamali of 
the late Miitwalli as vague.

was forwarded to me . with his No. 129R.G., of the same date, the 
learned Coimiiissioner says tlius : — 

" Rule 4.-— As to whether the Mntwalli slionld rent for his quarters 
or. as to whether (to refer- to another bone of contention) the Com- 
mittee slionld be allo-wed to nse a room in the Iiiiainbara as its court, 
these seem to me qiiestioiis connected wdth tlie detailed management 
of the luiildiiig as to wliicli tlie Committee cun j)ass no orders upon 
tlm Mntwalli, but wliich the Mutwalli must decide subject to a suit.

5. 'riie repair of tiiis house is effected nor ou.t. of the proceeds 
of the late MutwalliA pyroperty, but out of the .Uus shruH'; of tij.e 'Mohsiii 
Fund ; while tlie situation of the house so close r,o the Imambara 
plainly sliows tiiat it was never intended to let it out to outsiders, in 
wliicli case there should have been an ' ingress and egress of the 
lioiisiy separate from that of the Imambara.

75 is the premises known as the house of 
Shaker Ali Khan, one of the former Mutawallis situated close to the 
east of the Imambara. These premises had been made over without 
any consideration to M.utawaili Shaker Ali Khan for his residence. 
Tliis well-wisher rented the house from his descendant (Sliaker Ali 
Khan) for his own, residence at a rent of .Rs. 20 a inoiitli* As the 
btiildiug was old, lie repaired it at a cost of some thousand rupees 
at his own expense and made some additions to it. On the 17th 
November 1852, the outer portion of tlie building, covering about llj 
cottaiis of land, was purchased out of funds from the three-ninths 
slsare at a cost of its.

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5. The present Mutwalli’s son does not appear to be an unsuit-

But bis present attenijit to get the question of 
his successor settled seems premature as it does not a]ipear irom his 
letter that he has any intention of retiring or vacating oilice. 
What he asks for is a declaration of his right to nominate liis succes- 
sor and practically to make the post hereditary {vide tlie concluding’' 
portion of his letter). Both requests are unreasonable. 

6. The time has not come to make a selection, for iliere Is no 

vacancy, actual or prospective. When the present incuinliciit niakes 

up his mind to retire or a vacancy otherwise occurs, it will hs^ time 
enough to appoint a successor; and it wnmld not be riglit. to tie the 

hands of Government for the future. It lias alo'ady hctni df’cided 
that the Miitwalli has no right to nominate his successor and tin's 
point does not call for fresh decision.

wish to do so, but he would like to have his sou a]_ 3 pointed by 

Government as his Assistant, so that he might be lit to succeed 
him. 

He has now written to the Collector of Hooghly asking that this 
may be done. I enclose his letter. He has forwarded it saying he 
thinks tiiat, if Government intends to appoint the Mutwalli’s son to 
be his successor it ought to allow him to act as his Assistant, so that 
he can gradually learn the duties of his office. 

I see no objection to the Mutwalli’s son being appointed to act 
as his Honorary Assistant. To do so. however, Avoiild be tantamoiint 
to holding out hopes that he would eventually be appointed to suc- 
ceed him, unless in the meantime he had shown himself unfit. And 

it is of course to establish on behalf of his son a certain claim to 

succeed him that Klian Dahadiir Syed Ashrafuddin Ahmed makes 
this proposal.

As desired I am siil:)i.nittiiig a short note for your information and 
such action as you desire to take in recognition of our services and 
the great sacrifices made by my father, the late Hawab Amir Ali, 
Khan Baliadiir. 

I hesitate in approaching you on the subject as it is a personal 
matter, though it co?jcerns my eldest brother individually. 

I need hardly bring to your notice that there is not a single 
Biliari family, whether Hiiidii, Native Christian or Muliainmadaii, who 
did not get some benefit from our late father. Even the present 
Badsha Nawab of Patna is beholden to my late father, as it was by 
his influence that the late Nawab Liitf Ali, father of Badsha Nawab, 
was saved from being hanged as a rebel. ■ 

The Maharajas of Hiimraoii, Baslza and Darbliaiiga were indebted 
to him for many a kind service. I write this not to impress on 
your mind the great influence my father exercised, but tl:ie kindness 
shown to me liy tliese gentlemen is due to my father’s influence and 
not to any wdiat I liave done or attempted to do. 

M,y father was sent to Patna to restore quiet during the Sepoy 
distiirl::>ance and accompanied Mr. Samiiells as liis assistant ; for this 
work lie was oflered a siiital)le sum as salary, but my fatlier declined 
to accept any money for services, wdiich ivere tlie right of the Crown 
to obtain from, all law abidi.ttg and io^ual subjects of t.lie Goveriiinent. 

My eldest brother joined his appointment -wiieii he was not even 
2.1 and has served for over 30 years under circiimstaiices wfliioli are 
already known to you by !.)etter sources than what , 1 can oiFer. 

My brother was cneated a IChan'^ Bahadur soiiie years ago, and 
now, since the passing of. .recent orders, he 'is styled Nawabzada. At

We have the iionour to state that we have received a letter 
No. 1022 from Nawabzada Syed Ashrufuddin Ahmed, Khan Bahadur, 
the late Mutwalli of the Hooglily Imainbara, forwarding a copy of the 
Government order No. 4464, dated 20th Novemlier 1908, appointing 
Mr. Syed Ali Nawab to the post of the Mutwalli of the Hooglily 
Imambara in the place of his father who has retired on pension. 


2. The letter came on us as surprise for we venture respectfully 
to think that the IJoininitt.ee should have liGen given an opportunity by 
Government to express their views regarding the apiiointment, and to 
nominate a qualiiied and suitable Sliia gentleman from among the 
candidates who might liave ottered themselves for the post, if the 
retirement of tlie late 'Mutwalli had been made public. 

It is kmown to (loveriiment tliat tlie Committee lias a supervisory 
control over the management of the iniamhara and is responsible for 
the proper disbursement of large sums of money, and tlie due perform- 
ance of tlie nttigious ceremonies, wldcii enipliaticaihy require tlie offices 
of a vSliia Mabomedau — oiu' of wliosi^ Bhiaism there is no groiiml for 
doulit, and whose family lustoiy and connections, ability, education and 
conduct may (lualify inhu to hold this inqiortanl post of trust, and 
who would iiispin" complete confidmict^ in the minds of the iSliia, 
communit.y. 

'hhe Committee tiiinks it is its clear duty to invite the atloii- 
ti(m of (h)vermneuc to sections 16 and 14 of Hegiilation XIX of 1810 
and to sections 7 and 22 of Act XX of 1866, which provide that it 
is for Die (kaninhioe to apjioiiit a Suporintemicnt or .i\Ianager to the 
Instil, uihm, managed by a Committee under tlie said Acts. 

•I. The appointment of Mr. S 3 ^ed Ali Nawab we regret to say has 
iiafairally canst^d widespread ilissatisfaction and disappointment among 
tlu' Shins, IVir it is uufortiinatel.y undoubtedly the fact that lie is not 
hehov.'d hr tlip Shias to be a Shia at all. Nor do his \’outh, the 
religious Lraditions of his family, his conuectioiis, and his want of 
education commend him to the Bhia coramiiiiity as a person who 
shouhl he app.hnted to a .position of such, trust, responBibility, am^ 
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eminence as tlie Mutwaliisliip of the greatest Shia Religious Institution 
in Bengal as the Hooghly Imambara, the holder of ‘which is entitled to 
?,th^*share of the Trust Fund, ainounting to the large sum of about 
Rs. 600 a month, in addition to free quarters, servants, etc. The 
Community, we may assure the Government, is dismayed and staggered 
at the appointment of Mr, Syed Ali Nawab. 

5. In these circumstances, the Committee finds itself in very 
awkward position and feel bound in conscience and in the discharge of 
duties to lay the facts before Government, and trusts tliat tlie matter, 
which is of vital importance to a large section of His Majesty’s most 
loyal subjects will receive due consideration of Governineiit,

«2. That a public and representative meeting of the Miihaiiiniadaiis 
of the Shia sect consisting of princes, nohlemeii, inerchants, Tj lamas 

and others, was held on 13th December 1908, in Die Bara Imaiidiara 

in Protuguese Church Street, in the town of Calcutta, to consider the 
subject of the sudden and unexpected appointment of Mr. Saiyid Ali 
Nawab to the responsible and important post of MutAvalli or Agent ” of 
the Hooghly Imamhara ayIiIcIi is an. old, great and mucli Auenerated Shia 
institution. The meeting iinaniinoiisly resolved to submit a respeetlol 
protest against the said appointment, on the grounds that Mr. Saiyid 
Ali Hawab was a Sunni, and a mere youth of no experience and but 
little education. The meeting further resolved to submit a nieiuorial 
to GoAmminent for the consideration of the matter. We^ the under- 
signed Shias, therefore, respectfully venture to approach Your Excel- 
lency, and beg leave to submit, this memorial, as an appeal on our 

own behalf, and on behalf of the other Shias who have expressed tiieir 

sympathy and desire to co-operate Avith us by sending letters and 
telegrams, and notably by passing a resolution on the 27tli ultimo, in 
the all-India Shia Conference in which about five thousand respectable 
and representative gentlemen from different parts of India assendiled 
ill Lucknow and unanimously passed a resolution to express their 
disa|)provai of Mr. Ali Nawab’s appointment. 

3. The appointment of a Sunni gentleman to manage a religious 
institution of the Shias is not only iueompatible AAn't!! tlie sympathetic, 
genuine and legal performance of their religious rites and ceremonies, 
but is opposed to ■Government policy, and is in contra AUAntion AAuth the 
deed of endoAAinent under AAdiich the Imamhara is estabiished. The 


two sects differ in their religious belief, in their personal laws, in tlieir 
daily prayers, and in thoir rites and cermnonies. Your Ex<‘eU.‘iicy maA' 
be surprised to liear tliat in the mos(|ae of ti.io Sunuies iu (Jaicutta. 

either in Lo'wer (Jhitporo Road, or in any other Sunni mosque, it is 
not possible for a Shia to say hia prayer ; ho would l^e turmMl out 
at once. These points, we tliink, are so pertinent that eAum if it in; 
not fully proved (which avo say for argument’s sake only) that i\lr. Saiyid 
,Ali Hawab is .really a Sunni, avo arc entitled, avo submit, to point out 
that it is undesirable and painfully repngiiant to our religious .feelings, 
to appoint a person about wJiose actual religious belief tlnuu; is auv 

doubt at all. Mr. Baiyid Ali Nawab's retention in iiis present post is 

neither desirable nor unavoidalile. He cannot claim to haAm the prist 
as of right, for there is nothing either in the deed of eiidoAAunont or 
in practice to support the question of riglit. A right man in the 
night: place is a sound policy. A P,i’esbyterian or a Baptist in charge 
of a chureli of the Church of .England Avould be out of the question, 
and a Shia manager ol a Sunni religious institution is unheard of 

and must raise a storm of opposition throughout India. The manage- 
ment and supervision of the religious eere-monies of the Shia bv a 
Sunni is not only opposed to equity and justice, l.iut is altogether 
disalloAAed by the Shia law, as a reference to the translation of the 
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annexed fatwas (opinion) of tii© Siiia Diainas of recognized authority, 
respectively marked A, Bj 0 and 1) will coiiciusively prove. 


4. With your Excellency’s permission we beg to give a .brief 
history of the llooghiy Imambara. In 1806, Muhammad Mohsiu, a 18hia 
geiitleman of Persian origin, created a wakf and appointed two Miitwaiis 
or Trustees each of whom was to receive one-ninth share of the proceeds 


of the endowed property, three-ninths sliare was set apart for religious 


purposes and the reiiiaiiiiiig four-ninths share for secular purposes. 
The tv\o Miitwaiis, however, did not discharge their duties honestly, 
but misappropriated the trust money. Consequently Government attached 
the estate under Eeguiatioii XIX of 1810, and six years after removed 
the two mutwaiis for mismanagement. This action of the authorities 
stood the test of an appeal to the Civil Courts, with the result that 
111 1817 the estate was brought under the immediate inaiiagemeiit of 
the Goverimient, wli.ch, assuniiiig the position of tiie two Mutwaiis 
under the deed of endowment, a ppoiiited an ‘“Agent” or M.utwaii to 
administer the affairs of the Imainbaraii and placed tiie management 
of the estate in the hands of G-overnment officers. The successive 


Maitwaliis ^vere paid by G'Overiiiiieiit one-niiitli share of the estate as their 
salary and tiiree-niiiths share for religious purposes, and about Its. 800 a 
month out of the four-iiintlis share for secular purposes p/w-b- tlie income of 
the Testator’s private properties in Kidderpore and other places, wdiich 
Government gave to tiie Imambara as trust, their being no heir of 
the testator. This last fund is called the Kharij-Towleut Eund. The 
large balance of tiie income of the endowment is spent by Govern- 
ineut for the education of the Muhainmadan boys in the two Beiigais. 
The above arrangemenf eontiimed till the retirement of Mutwaii 8yed 
Keramat Aii. But in 1875, when the father of the new Mutwaii was 


appointed, the aforesaid four kinds of funds were mad© over by Govern- 
ment to a Committee of' Maiiageirientvuiider' Act XX of' 1866.' The 
orders making over the said . fluids to The Committee are coiitaiued " in 


paragraph 2 of ' tdie letter Ko. 746 A., dated, the 23rd December 1875, 
from tiie Secretary to the Board of Eeveiiue, to the Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal, Land Revenue Depart inent, and in paragraph 3 
of : letter,, Xo. , 2i9, dated , the ;26tli ,„da.riuary , 1876, .from. .the. Secretary 
to the. Gov3riimeut of. Bengal, to the Secretary 'to the i, .^JBoard of 
Revenue. ■ ■ ■ ■ ■ , ■ ■■

a sujKn-visory and controlling body, was naturally expected, we respect- 
fully tliink, to imve a voice in the appointment of tlie Mutwaii. But 
the father of the ne-w Mutwaii was luily aware that if the question 
of his son’s canilidature for the a.|.)pointme.nt was knowm, a great oiiposi- 
tion would ijc raised iiy the Bhia public, and would also be objected 
to by the Committee of Management. in fact, the committee address- 
ed a ietter, in tiie beginning of 1906, to the Collector of Hooghiy, 
to enquire wlietlior the thmi Mut^vali Jiad applied for leave and Jiad 
nominated aii^^body to oiiiciate fur him. Tins letter, we think., indicat- 
ed that tlie Committee was justly interested in the settlement of the 
question of a successor to the retiring Mutwaii. ' But, as it was 
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against the' interests of the ■ late -MntWali, he is lepoited to lid\e 
purposely ignored the Coiiiinittee in this connection. 

4. As to the povver of the Committee' to appoint the Miuwaii, we 
would respectfully invite your Excellency’s attention to sectiwi 22 ^of 
Act XX of 1863, and would also beg, with your Excellency’s permis- 
sion, to quote the following extract from letter No. 209A., dated the 
8tb April 1875, from the Secretary to the Board of Kevenue, to tlie 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Revenue llepartioent-— 1 am to 
take this opportunity to point out that when once a Comiinttee is consti- 
tuted, it will he for such Goinmittee to appoint' a successoi on tin* 
occurrence of a vacancy in the office of the Superiiitendent. lliis is 
evident, if section 7 of Act XX of 1863, be read together with sections 
13 and 14 of Regulation XIX of 1810.” ■ We have no doubt that the 
above facts were not placed before Government when the appointment 
of the new Mutwali was under consideration, for then the appointment 
would not have been made. 


7. We would respectfully beg to bring to your Excellency’s notice 
that the question as to whether Khan Bahadur Maiilvi Saiyid Asliral- 
iiddin Ahmad, the father of the ncAV Mutwalee wuis really a Sliia or 

not, was discussed when he ohered himself as a candidate for tlie 

post in 1875. The Collector of Hooglily and the Commissioner ol the 
Burdwan Division both held, in most unequivocal language, tliat lie 
was a Sunni and that as such his religion was “an insiiperablo ol)fl;acle 
to liis appointment.” But tlie Secretary to the Board of Reveniu?, in 
his letter Xo. 349 A., dated the 5th June 1875, relying simply on tlie 
words of Munslii Amir Ali, father of Air. Ashrafuddin Ahmad that 
“he and all his family are and have always belonged to tiie Sliia 
sect.” recommended his appointment. The Shias, however, were not 
prepared to accept the uncorroborated testimony of a father in favour 
of his son. There was no doubt that the family was a Sunni family ; 
for, besides other facts, the very style^ of the Sunni graves in the 
family burial ground of Miinshi Amir All at his native place in 

Barb, proclaims the fact that the family is a Sunni family. It dvas, 

however, not, impossible that Munshi Amir All, having been long in 
the service of the late King of Oudh, had turned a Sliia, and his 
son Mr. Ashrafuddin Ahmad, had also hecome a convert to tlie Shia ism, 
and so it was left to time to. reveal M,r Ashrafuddiii\s Mth, an^ 

time has done its woiA, and events and circumstances have eonciusively 

proved him to he a Sunni. The events and circumstances wdiicli have 

proved him to he a Sunni are, amongst others, the following : 

(a) He has been on bitter terms with the Shia emjjoves of thi^ 
Imambara ; 

(5) He buried his father, Mimshi Amir Ali, as a Sunni ; 

(c) He gave the hand of his daughter to Salamat Ali Khan, a 
Sunni zamindar of Chittagong, though such uni<iii is ilbg’al 
; under Shia law ; 

{d) His.' second brother, the- late Afzal-ud-din Ahmad, was buried 
' ,as a . Sunni, though Aiunshi (afterwards Kawah) Amir Ali 
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assured tlie member of tlie Board of Revenue that all the 
irieiiibers of liis family were Sliias ; 

(e) He put his son, the new Miitwali under Sunni tutors^ and 
never taught him the principles of the Shia religion ; 

(/) He married his son, the new Mutwali, in a Sunni family ; 

{g) He has never taken any interest in the Shia rites and cere- 
monies observed in the Imainbara ; 

{li) He has been holding maulood (Prophet’s birthday anniver-* 

sary) in the Imainbara strictly according to the Siiiiiii style 
which differ entirely from the Shia style ; 

{%) He has tried, in his writing, to show that the testator 

Muhammad Mohsin was not a pronounced Shia, but had 

only a leaning towards Shiaism, as ffhe following transla- 
tion from page 71 of his hook named “ Tabakat~i~Mohsinia ” 
will fully illustrate : — “ In religion his (Muiiaiiimad Mohsiii’s) 
mind was very much inclined' to jafari Shia) 

religion 

(j) Not long ago lie gave offence to the Sliias by hanging on the 
door of the Imainbara the translation of a Governnient 
notification, in which the word “Tariff” was translated by 
him in Persian as Jizia, regarding which the following 
letter of Colonel Phillot, a great Persian scholar, addressed 
to Nawab Syed Nasir Hussain, will speak for itself : — 



‘‘ Board of Examiner’s Office, 
Calcutta the 25th June 1909. 

Deae Sie, 

The word Jizia was of course ai)i)iied to a poll-tax levied 
Oil Christians and Jews (Ahi-i-Kitab). It Is doubtful whether the word 
can properly be applied to even Hindus. xAt any rate it cannot 
be applied to Musllins. In the Tajul Liigat ‘‘Dictionary” the folio v/iiig 
hadis is quoted — ‘Laisa Ala Musiini-ln Jizytun.’ Perliaiis the translator 
wns a facetious Sunni.

VVe hope Your Excellency will see tliat the above facts entirely 
demolish the assurance given by Munshi Amir Ali to the Member of 
the Board of Revenue, as stated above that “he and all his family 
are and always have belonged to the Shia Sect.” 

8. The Shia public submitted to Mutwallee Aslirafuddin Ahmad’s 
appointment, not in consideration of his being a member of a Sliia 
family, but on the supposition that, he might have become a Shia. 
For some time after his appointment he took care to conceal his real 
feeliugs ; hut it was rather late when his Sunnism and inismanagement 
became- establisliod.. Then there was grief ‘ and di.ssatisfactiou among 
the Shias. Their, feelings were ventilated in newspapers’ and -formed 
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subject of discussion in the Sliia oommunity and m the different b.ii.i 
Associations, several of which passed resolutions to pot on reeori . leir 
sense' of dissatislaution. There was constant Irietion heiween ihe 
ihitwallee and the Shia employes of the hnambara. ^ .Some ol ilm 
members of tlm Managing Oommittoe were also dissatisfied am. among 
tliein the hate Syed Muhammad Ali Shoostari and Kliaii baliadin 
Maiilvi Dilwar Hussain Ahmad, late Inspector-General of Uegislratioii, 
were so much dissatisfied that they resigned their menii.ersliip. d'ho 
only hope of better days lay in the retirement of the later Miilu-allee. 

y. Wo submit that it follows as a law ot natural seiiiienee, tdmt 
Mr. Ali Hawaii being brought up in the company of his father, is m 

reality a Suiiui, although ho protends to he a Slua, lor Idie sake <>i 

ili 0 iiicrativc appoint in ent to wliicli lie could not etlierwiHC asjnn' dy 
reason of bis education and ability ; bis mother is a Sunni, and be is 
binisolf mari-iod in a Sunni lainily. He has lieen always under Sunni 
tutors, to minimise wbicb important fact bis fatber lias ])laeed bun 
after bis appointment, under a Sliia employe of tlu' hnambara (o 

initiate him into tlie principles of the Sliia relio’ion, tbougdi apiiaiviifly 
the real motive is to reconcile the fcibings td the Sbias. He 

(Mr. Ali Kawab) has inserted a passage, without any eomnu'nt. on 
page 4S of bis pamphlet “The Centurial (Jelebratinn of the. iMobsin 
Endowmeni,” stating that the testai.or, IVIubammad .Mobsin, was a 
Sunni. 


10. Besides the serious objection from a religious point of view, 

the new Miitwallee is unqualiEed by reason of bis youth and want of 

proper education. He is about 22 years old, and knows little nf 

English, very little of Persian and nothing of Arabic. He managi'd 
somehow or other, to reach the Entrance class of the. lloogldy 
Collegiate School, but be does not possess even the qualifications of a 
student of that class, for he was twice plucked in the Entrance 
Examination of the Calcutta University, and bad to give up further 
attempt in that direction. 

11. We are told that the late Miitwallee relics on bis long service 

ill the Imainbara and on bis loyalty to GG\u=^riimeut. As to bis 

claims on acooiiiit uif service and loyalty we would ])oint out that the 

iliitwalloe Syed Keramat Ali had longer service and could point t.o 
gi‘eater loyalty which ho showed at the risk of his life iiy sa,b'ly 
conducting Captain Con oily through Persia and Afghanistan, ami by 
serving subsequently in the Afghan War. He did not, however, tliink 
of naming any one of his kith and kin for the post. We can quote 
numerous examples in which loyal persons have been told by Govermnent 
to qualify their sons for post of much less value. The pay of tiu,* 
Mutwallee of the Hooghly Hnambara is Es. 650 a montli, with fna^, 
quarters and other advantages. Any claim contrary to the wist' 
principles laid down by Government for conferring posts ol: I’L^spon- 
sibility can hardly be admitted, specially when the claim is calculated 

^ to - work detrimentally ho a religious institution of which Governimmt 
'i|i ■ Only the Trustee,, The date Miitwali has 'got a pension, and 

me 


that is the reward, of his long (and well-paid) service, and he has 
got honour and title, and these are the rewards of his loyalty. He 
may very well count on the liberality of Government for a^' post 
suitable to his son. But his son is not qiialilied to fill the post 
of the Mutwali of the Hooghly iinambara, for the duties of the 
Miitw^ali of the Hooghly Imarnbara entail serious responsibilities. He 
is responsible for the proper observance of the religious recital in 
Arabic and Persian, which it would be impossible for him to com- 
prehend. He has to conduct the religious rites and ceremonies in 
a manner that may be in keeping with the Sliia religion. He has 
to keep accounts in Persian, which he does not know. He has to 
control a large number of servants. He has to supervise the duties 
of the officers of the Imarnbara. He has to disburse large sums 
of money with care and good discretion. He has neither the years 
that bring discretion nor the education which command respect. 


12. The unfitness of the new Mutwali to do the work of his post 
is admitted both by his father and himself, for the appointment has 
been made subject to the condition that the father will usually reside 
at Hooghly to assist his son in the discharge of his duties. But ive 
submit that the safeguard so provided is very risky and precarious. 


Moreover the capacity of the father himself to do the work properly has 


never been of a convincing nature, and lie has failed to successfully 
inanage the institution entrusted to his care. An apprenticesliip under 
him is not promising. What can be expected from a son who is to 
receive his training from a father whoso capacity for work, we regret 
to say, may be judged better by reference to records than liy mere 
statements. About four years after his appointment in. 1875, he began 
to draw money from the Imainbara Treasury and from 1879 to the 
end of 1896, he drew no less than. lis. 55,934 on the allegation 
that his predecessor used to do so, but his predecessor drew and 
repaid small amounts on two or three occaaio.iis only, bequeathing 
to the Imarnbara valuable iminoveable property and a large library 
which is now, unfortunately, in a deplorable and decaying condition. 
The process of drawing the money remained a sealed letter till the 
cashier of The .Iinambara, for reasons known to jiim, filed a suit , in

of the lioogiily Iimimbara. The Committee, on the aihrged want of 
fund, did not get tini ao(;ouiit exami.ued by a competent ansi inde- 

pendent auditoi-, though, wo cannot help remarking, thousands ot 
rujiees have l)(.;en spent on items wdiicli were neither necessary nor 

unavoidable. As the ^^Iiitwali wuis an insolvent and had given no 

security, it was only right to have the aceonrits audited. The 

Committee, .however, appointed :i suli-coinmittiMi of its (,)wn to examine 

the accounts. The sub-committee rop )rted that the niajor portion of 

tho a;Coresoid sum had been nqiaid i>y the Mutwali from time 

tr? time, and that a sum ol; lls. 12,7()l-i(.)-l() was duo by him. Out 

of this sum the Mutuvali was directed by the (.’ommifctee to pay 
Kb. 5,989-13 by instalments of: Ks. 150 a month, and the reinaining 
sum oi; Hs. 6,71 l-l 3-10 was remitted to liim by a majority of 
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the members of the Committee, on the extraordinary groinul that the 
iimtwali had paid the sum to the Imambara by way of iiazarana 

(oftermgs). for which he claimed credit on taking of the accoiiiiis. 

The* nazaraiia, howevmr, was said to consist in payment by the iimtwali 
10 needy persons and sucli other items, but was mwm paid cash 
and so 'the amount was lost to the Imambara at any rate. irins is 

nm alb A large sum of money, Rs. Id, 764 was receivi'd as eoni- 

pensation for the Imambara land acipiired for tin; Ividdorporc ln)(dcs. 

This sum, if invested, would have made good tlu^ loss el incoine 
occasioned by the acquisition of the land’ but idit' whnh' id ii nas 
unfortunately spent by the mutwali for so-called ndigious puriiost's. on 
the remarkable allegation that tlu' income from ilu', aforesaid tinve- 
iiinths share fund being iiisuilicient to meet tin* religious ('xnt'iiscs. tlu* 
money was borrowed from the aforesaid Kharij Towleut hiind. to Ik' 
repaid hy an annual instalment of Its. 250. Well did i\lr. ji iniicanc 

ivmark in his letter No. 71(1 T\— IL, dated fin* 1 Uli Oclnber ISIPT 

addressed to the Members of the Committee (di Manageiiumt of the 

Ifooghly Imambara : — •*' Lin less tlie preparation ol a luidg’et is to be tdio 
means of equalizing the estimate of income ami disbursenumts. i he 
formality of prepaiaiig one might ae well be dispensed with, and wliCiii 
a deficit is doliherately biidgvtted for, rdu' Lieutenant-Ci)vernor is not 
surprised that the Committiu) should habitually liml itself in a state 
of insolvency.” As a natural sciiuenci^ to such manag.mient by the 
head of the Imambara, liis subordinates continued for years to appian 
priate to their own use large sums of money wliieli tliey rtualized as 
the rents of the Imambara properties. It was after a lung tinu' that 
the Conimitt.ee of Management appointe-id an outsider, named Munsiii 
Kefayatulhili, to find out how money was due by the several tiiheers 
of the Imambara. It was a bad time for the Imambara, but it was 
the good fortune of the mutwali that the meniliers of tln^ Conimitt(*e 
were either incapable or indulgent towards him. and tdiat l\lr. Amii' 
Ali, the President of the Committee, was a friend of his from flu* time 
he put up with the mutwali’s father in the sixties, and was too ])usy 
in his professional and judicial works to snare sufficient time for the 
affairs of the Imainhara. The old record, the religious paraphernalia 
and valuable library have all been allowed to fall into ruin and decay, 
as may be easily pro'od, if the retiring mutwali he ordered to make 
over the charge properly. The continuance of the. mnv umi.wali in 
office is calculated to bury the above facts into ohlivion and to make 
mismanagement worse by further mismanagement. 

13. We would further beg leave to submit to your Excellency 
that the mutwali of the Hooghly Imambara has no right to nominate 
his successor. The question was clearly set at rest In letter No. 64- A., 
dated the 8th Lffibruaiy 1875, from the Secretary to the Board of 
Revenue, to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Keveniie 
Department, in paragraph 6 of vvhich it is stated : — “ Tiie mutwalis, in 
fact, a servant of Government, who represent both, mutwalis under tiie 
Trust, and is, therefore, no. mote entitled of right to nominal e a suc- 
cessor than any servant oim the' Imambara estaldisbmont.” The Com- 
mittee of Management, as stated in jiaragraph 6 of this memoianL are 
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tile persons, the Government itself has decided, shall noiiiiiiate the 
milt wall who shoald be the “ ablest and most rightful,'' as laid down 
ill the wakfnama of the Testator. 


14 . A¥e niay also be allowed to state that in accordance with 
idle terms of the wakfiiaina and the policy of Governinent as contained 
in Governinent letter No. 501, dated 2ord August 1879, tlie pay of 
the Miitwalli is fixed to be one-ninth share of the income cl the Trust 
Estate, and therefore, the arrangement by which tlie former Miitwalli is 
to get half of one-nintli as his pension and Ids son, the other half 
as Ills pay, is not conformable to Government order, and is perhaps 
suggested by the former Miitwalli as a convenient arrangement to 
attain, the object he has had in view, namely, the IMiitwalliship of the 
Hooghiy Tmambara for his son. 


15. The most important grounds, amongst others, on which the 
appointment of Mr. Saiyid Aii Nawal) is ol)jected to by the Shias, 
may be shortly siinmied up as follows : — 


(a) He is not, we honestly believe, and hold, a Sliia as respect- 
fully stated in paragraiihs 7 and 9 of tiiis memorial. 


(5) Even if he were a Shia, his family history, Ids antecedents, 
Ids connections are all Sunnis, in consequence of whieh he is 
dis(']ualified for the ];)Ost of the Miitwalli of the lmainl)ara 
as field by tlie Shia Ulainas in the annexed Fatwas. 

(c) He cannot claim to retain tlie post as of right, for there is 

nothing to suppiort such a claim, either in Law or in the 
Deed of Endowment. 

(d) Under sections 7 and 22 of Act XX of 18bo, and in ac- 

cordance with. Government - letter referred to in paragraph 6 
of the memorial, the appointment of the Mutwalli rests with 
tlie Committee of Management, to whom, however, the late 
Miitwalli purposely made no reference in tlie matter. 

(e) He is a mere yoiitli of no experience and capacity for work, 


as is clear from the fact that his appointment is subject' 
to the condition that ids father is to resiih* usually in 
Hooghiy to assist 1dm. Wo submit, that' the administration 
of the Imandiara by the father himself has lieon a total 
failure, as statinl in paragrapli 12 of this miunorial, 

(/) He knows only a little of English, very little of Persian and 
nothing of Aral>ic. He twici' faihal to ])ass tlio Entrance 
Examination. 

[g] The appointment is not hereditary, but ’is subject lo fdn* con- 
dition, as laid down by the testator in the dee<l of endow- 
ment, tliat rdio successor to the Mutiv-allis should lie the 
'’'ablest and the most righf/uV man, a ci»ndition widcli, we 
respectfully submit, proves the necessity of selecting the 
best available Ehia Muhammadan.

17. We pray that Your Excellency will be graciously pleased to 
order the appointment of a Shia Mutwalli of undoubted Sliia descent, 
of admitted Shia belief, of education and ability and thus put an end 
to grave dissatisfaction, and confer on the Shias a boon whicli they will 
ever remember with boundless gratitude. 

And your Excellency’s Imnible memorialists, as in duty bound, will 
ever pray.

OPINION. 


In our opinion the appointment i)y Government of Saiyid Ali 
Nawab is not a valid appointment, and is liable to be set aside by 
proceedings taken in the Civil Court under section 92 of the Civil 
Procedure Code.

Ti-ie Religious Endow.nient Act, 1863, divided endowments into two 
cia,ssoB, viz.. (I) those in wliicli tlie nomination of the t.ruste-e wuis vested 
in, or might be exercised by the Goveniineiit, and (2) those in wliicE 
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the nomination of the trustee was not vested in, or exercised by the 

Gov eminent, — see sections 3 and 4 of the Act of iStbj. As legaitls 
the si^ond class, it was provided by section 4 that the powers of tlie 
Boarcf sli add cease on the transfer of the trust property to the 
trustees except as regards such of trust property as was devoted to 
secular purposes in regard to which provision was made for ilie 
continuance of the Board’s control by section 21. 

As regards the first class, 'Government was directed by section 7 
to appoint once for all a Committee to exercise the Board b powers, 
to whom by section 12, the trust property other tliaii tliat releiTtui to 
in section 21, was to be transferred, and in such transfer tlie Board s 
powers were to cease and determine. Section 22 declared that, exeejit 
as provided by the Act (i. e. under Section 21), it should not be 
lawful for the Government or any officer thereof in Ids official capacity 
inter alia to nominate or appoint any trustee, manager or SLiperinteii- 
dent of the trust property. Government considered tliat tin’s endow- 
ment was of a class specified in section 3, and in 1875 app-ointed a 
committee to superintend the affairs of the eiidowmeiit, yet notwitiistand- 
ing the appoiritment of such committee and after siicli apijiointment 
the Government appointed the late mutwalli. 

The Committee had at that time been recently ai:)p)oiid..ed , and we- 
arc informed that it had not taken charge of the projierty, and it may 

well be that the Board had not then transferred tlie trust estate to 
the Coimiiittee. If it had done so, the appointment of Biti la4e 

mutwali by Government would, in our opinion, have been ulira vires 
and invalid.

I received your letter No. 261, Revenue Department (Miscellaneous), 
dated the 15th January 1909, on the lOtli February last, the letter 

having been miscarried owing to the wrong address. I am sorry, as 
I was not keeping very well, I could not reply to it earlier. 

I am afraid, in my representation 1 have not been siiflieieiitiy 

plain, or else the reply would have been more favourable. The pro- 

fession of my faith coujjled with the gravit}^ of the situation, demands 
that I sliould do my duty — duty to the Government by submitting to 
it for reconsideration Avliat 1 sincerely think it ought to recoiisider in 
the interest of justice and equity, and duty to the faith I profess by 
seeing that under the all-protecting care of the Government its rights; 
are not encroached upon. Actuated by these feelings, I once again 
approach tlie Government with a detailed and sufficiently plain exposi- 
tion of the whole mai-ter, and as the memorial from the Shia commu- 
nity is still under consideration, if you kindly explain the following 
facts to His Honour, I doubt not but that His Honour will see that 
matters have not either Ijeeii fully reported to Sir Aiidre'W B'raser or 
grossly misrepresented to him, when the question about the appoint- 
ment of Mutwaili came up for disposal. The following are briefly the 
triie statement of the wliole affair. 

Ill 1806, Muhammad Mohsin, a Shia geiitiemaii of Peiesia, created 
a ivaki and appointed two mutvvallis, Rajab Ab Khan and Sliakir 
Ali K-liaii 'both Shins), to administer tlie wakl estate; and siqierin- 
ttUid til!' perforniaiiCM of certain religious rites at his liiiambara at 
llooglily. 'The rnurwalLis after his death provehl to be untrustwortliy, ami 
Govenimeiit attaclied tlie estate under Regulation XiX of 18 HI.

was passed, 

thider the Act XX of 1863, Government divested itscX.' of all tliv 
powers, duties and obligations which passed to it by tlie llegiilatioii 
XIX of 1810 {vide tlie, preamble and section 22 of Act XX. of 18(33). 
These powers, duties and obligations, after the jiaysiug of tiio .Act, 
passed on to the Committee of Management, wliicli tliencef<>rt li had 
the sole powers to appoint the Miitwallis on a vacancy oociuniiig 
(vide section 7 of the Act). 

Under t.lie circumstances I beg yon ro .kindly |:iufc tln^ whole 
matter before. His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, with, your kind 
recommendations and explanations and lend tlm whole Sliia eormnunity 
your aid in the course of justice and equity and in the fnrtlie ranee 
of a just claim.

Copy of the ne-w Mut%valli’s (Maulvi Saiyid Ali Nawab A) remarks, 
dated the 17th May 1909, on the Shia memorial. , 

I submit my remarks on the very long memorial against my 
appointment as mutwali. The memorial is full of irrelevant matter, 
which, I submit, do not require any explanation. From the memo- 
rial I find that the - aoplicants' - have urged three ob jections to piv 
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appointment ; (n) that 1 am not a Sliia, {h) that I have no experience, 
(c) that I am not sufficiently educated to understand and perforin the 
duties* of a niutwali.. ; 

;\Vith regard to the first objection, I am not required by Govern-- 
nient to explain as my own open declaration that I am a Shni has 
been considered sufficient. But ' though I am not required to explain 
the first 'objection, yet I take the opportunity of solemnly declaring 
that I have been brought up as a Shia, and that 1 am Sliia, and I 
shall reniaiir, a Shia. 

" 2. With regard to the' second objection, that i have no ex- 

perience, I submit that the duties of tiie Mutwali do not reciuire 
any large worldly experience. The principal duty ol tiie .Mutwaii is 
to' supervise the performance of' the different religious ceremonies, 

according to the Shia tenets, and he has also to supervise the 
expenditure of that portion of the fund which is kept exclusively for 
that purpose, namely, about Rs, 36,000 a year. I would here beg to 
state that 1 was born in the Hooghly Imainbara Imilding, and from 
my earliest years liaAm been . in the . midst of the lloog.lily Imambara 
religious ceremonies, and from the time I attained age of discretion 
I began to be acquainted with the methods of the Imambara ■manage- 
ment, and I have always assisted my father in the performance of 
his duty. I have also acted for him on more than one oeeaBio.n 
during his absence on leave. Not a single act of mine has iieeii 
found fault with during’ the several times 1 officiated. 1 claim tiiat 
ill point of experience I am ,a fitter man .than an outsider; in 
connection with my alleged inexperience, it may be said tliat 1 am 
young ill age, I am 24 years and a few months, but when my 
father was appointed lie was only . 20, and the fifth Mutwali, Gyed 
Zainuddin Hussain Khan, was .only 18 years of age .when he was 
appointed. The above two appointments clearly show tdiat tfiere is n-'- 
restriction as regards age, .as a condition precedent for this appnini-. 
liient. I have now been acting as a Ifutwnli since five and-a-hedj; 
months, and I am in a position confidently to . say that, my 
meiit during this period has been satisfactory. During the above 
period the most important freligiouB occasion was the perfomiaiice of 
the important duties of the Mutwali in coimectb^^^ with the last 
MuhiiiTam, Tho G overnment can ascertain from tlin Gel lector t-f 

Hooghly whotiier all the arrangements on that occasion wme satis- 
factory. I feel sure that the Collector wiir report tliat in siiite (*i‘ 
the intrigues of some people who were trying io create unpleasantiies:, 
and disturbances, in order that I may be found fault with, tiie 
Mulmrrum passed away in peace. I herewith enclose a ou])y of my 
Muiiurrum reiiort which I submitted to the Collector. 

; ' 3. The third objection is want of education. No university dmiiin' 
is required' for the Mutwaiiiship, ' I know the. English, langiuigo suiii- 
eiently, well to conduct tho Imambara- affairs. The accounts an-. kei>i' 
both ill English-, and vernacular, and I know English carta iidy vorv 
^iiiuch- more than, is, required for the --.English accounts. I can con- 
v^pso in English, and I -am also able to correspond- in -tijat hiimauigo 



without any difficulty. The IVIiitAvali is not a miijtaliid or a pesh- 
iieiTiaz. He is not required to lead the prayer or preach on the 
pulpit, as for that purpose a pesh-nemaz and few other zakariils and 
hadis khans are always present, and they are the permanent , paid 
employes of tlie Hooghly Imambara. It is alleged that I am not an 
Arabic scholar ; there is not a Miihainmadan of any decent family 
wdio does know the ritual in the original Arabic language, and I 
aril well versed in that. 

4. I beg to sulmiit that in the opinion of all reasonable men 
amongst Shias aiid Sunnis the principal qiialili cations for tlib post of 
miitwali of an important institution are good birth, sobriety, honesty 
and firmness of character. As no allegation has been made against 
me ill respect of any of these qualifications, I am entitled to presume 
tdiat in these respects 1 am well-qualified for the post. 


6. 1 beg further to submit that the agitators not content with 

casting slur against me and my father, have ventured to vilify the 
memory of my deceased grandfather, the late Nawab Amir Ali, Klian 
Bahadar, c.r.E., of the Mutiny fame. The record in the Government 
office will prove thci sacrifices made by the late Nawab, and the 
distinguished and loyal services rendered by him to the British 
Governineiit ; and it is, therefore, unjust on the part of the comimi" 
iiity to wliicli he belonged and for which he did so much in his 
lifetime, to vilify liis memory. 


6. It is urged in the memorial that the Governnient has no 
authority under tiie law to make the appointment of the mntwali for 
which it has obtained legal opinion. It is a fact that Counsels give 
opinion according to the facts that are laid before them.

(2) That in the Sliia conference of 1907 at Lucknow a rcsnliiLii iii 
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Shias and Sunnis, who received pension from the Mohsiii Eiidowment.

(2) In former times and some twenty years ago rdiere existed no 
such bigotry or sectarian feeling between the two sects in spite of 
the fact that they have differed in their religious rites and ceremonies. 
The present tension is the result of the preaching of certain bigoted 
Molas of both sects, wbicii bas made the two sects so weak liefore 
other creeds in India. At the holy shrine ol the Sliias at Saniera 
Sliareef in Turkey in Asia, the trustee of which is a Suiiiii, there 
exist no such ill-feoling between the two sects. It is only in India, 
and since the last twenty years, that hatred between them has arisen 
and taken root. 


(3) Govern meiit will be astonished to learn that in the Bharam- 

tala Mosque of (Jalcutta which is a Sunni endowment, created by tlie 
late Prince Sir Golam M.ahomed, k.c.s.t. (a well-known Sunni noble- 
man), his great grandson, Sahebzada Golam Mohammad, who is a Shia, 
is the mutwalli. Again the Naw'ab of Dacca, wdio is a wu 3 ll« 
known Sunni, is the trustee of the Shia' Endowment called “ Hosaiiii 

Dalan.” It is said that this Shaik Mahmud elelani and liis Shia friends 

coiigTatiilated the Nawal) of Dacca in respect of the above Hiissaiiii 
Dalaii wakf’s iriaiiagement by the said ISawab. 

(4) It is easy to get Fatwa from the Uianias of the present time. 

Anybody can apply for a Fatwa to them according to his own version 
and the Miigtahid is required to give his opinion on the same. For 

example, some fourteen years ago, the mutwalli applied to the Lucknow 

Mugtaiiid Salieb for an order in his favour, copy of which in vernacular 
is enclosed, marked B; yet the imitwmlli’s enemies call him a Sunni. 

Reply to paragraplis 4 and 6.— (1) The chief object for which the 
opposite party has related the short history of the Molisin Endowment 
and its Iinanibara, is to impress .in the. mind of their readers the 
importance of rdie present Managing Gominittee in particular, with a 
vitov to olitain their jiraycr.

[u] That it is not correct that the word ‘‘ Tariff ” was translated 
for the word ‘‘ Jizia,” on the contrary tlie word “Tax*’ was 
used. It was by an accident that in tlie translation T.he 
word 1“ Tax ” was omitted, and the word ‘‘Jizia ” was 


substituted, without any intention of wounding the .feelings

With reference to Mr. FelTs letter No. 442, dated the 19tli 
March 1909, and in continuation ' of Mr. Duke’s letter No. 336T. — R., 
•dated the 30th April 1909, I am directed to submit tiio following 
report on the rneinorial, dated the 21st January 1909, submitted by 
Hiianis-iiLulaiua Sliaikh Mohamed Gilani aiid others, iiiembers of the 
Siiia Miihaiiiniadan community, against the orders of this (Government 
appoinfeing Saiyld Ali Nawab to be mutwali of the Hooghly Imambara 
on the retirement of his father, Nawabzada Sayid Aslirafuddiii Ahmad 
Khan Bahadur. 


2. It will be remembered that, in November 1908, Saiyid Ashraf- 
iiddiii Aiimad applied for permission to retire from his post as iiiutwaii 
and for tile grant ol: a pension. As his predecessor had be'cn granted 
a jieiision of Lis. 3, 775 per annum for Jiis services as mutwaii. Sir 
Amirew I'd-ascr saiictic'iied idn^ grajit of a j)ensioii of one-half of liie one- 
nmti! sliarc T' the Ibslisiu Ludowment Fund which is allotted to tdie mutwaii 
as his snhu-y auil appointed Saiyid Ali Nawab, son of the ]-{‘tlriiig’ mutwaii, 
as his successor on a salary, during the life time of his fatdier, of tlit; otlier 
half of the ono-iunth shai'e. These orders were subject ti) the condi- 
tion tdiat tlie ix'h ring mutwaii should usiialiy reside at liooghiy, and assist 
ajid a'-h'ise his s('.n iri tin', management of tiio Imambara and the por- 
I'oriiiaiiee of his otiier duties. 


3. When this arrangeiriont was announced nuimiroiis olrjections 
were received from various Miiluimmadaii individuals aiid Associations :

(5) His Honour considers that this opinion must tie a,(*ce|)ted 

as finally disposing of the question vvliich luis been raised

Statem.f:nt of facts prepared by the Hon’ble Legal Remembrancee. 

0 

On tbe 20tli April 1806, one Hajee M.uliainniad Mohsin executed 
a deed, l.lie deed conveyed certain properties to two miitwallis named 
Hajab Ali Kiiaii and Shalciir Ali Kliaii in trust for tlie performance 
of certain purposes. The properties thus conveyed were- — (a) certain 
zamindari pro|:>crty hereafter called the Syedpur Estate ; (b) an 

linanibara at Hooi^lily and tlie bazar appertaining tliei'eto. liie purposes 
of the tv list wei-e to expend the proceeds from the Syedpur Estate — 

(1) tliree-niiiths on religious ceremonies and the upkeep of the 

In lain bar a ; 

(2) two-ninths on ernoliiment for t)ie miitwallis ; 

(3) fonr-nintlis in maintaining the clerical establishment and in 

paying certain pensions. 


For the perpetuation of the trust there was a provision that each 
iiiutwalli may appoint his successor. 

The trust appears to have been carried into effect. 

Hajee Muhammad Mohsin, the executant died in ISIS. 

In 18.18 the Hoard of Revenue in exercise of tlie powers conferred 
l>y Regulation XIX of 1810 dismissed both the Miitwallis. 

It is necessary that the terms of this Regulation should be 

carefully iintlersiooiL Feciion 11 vests the superlntimdsnce of all trusts 
of this cliaractcr in the Hoard of Revenue. Section .111 lays rijion 

the Hoard the duty of sf'oing that the funds of sindi rrusts are 

not diverted. Section Vlll empowers the Hoartl to employ h.^cal 
agmits in each district to enable the Hoard to discharg’e the Hoard's 
<luty of superintendence. Section XHJ, among othcT things, provides 
tluit “ in tln^so cases in wliicli the nomination of a successor to a

])ersoii ].)eiiig (‘ompetent and entitled t.o make sullicieni provisi<)n for

duty of tlu^ local agents to propose a ht ])er.son and (section XIY) 
iht'reupon the Board of Revenue may appoint him as Superintendent 
of the Trust.'* 

In place of the two mutwallis dismissed in 1818, one Saiyid Ali 
Akbar Khan, was placed by the Boanl of UovenuB in the position of 
SuiKnlntendent of the Imamluira and thes religious ceremonies commoted 
therewif.h. The Syedpur Estate was from 1818 managed direct by the 
Collector and is still so managed. 

In 1825, Wasiq Ali Khun, son of one of the original mutwallis, 
brought a suit impugning the right of the Hoard of: .Revenue to 
dismiss, and claiming the mutwaliiship under a deed of nomination by 
his. father. The. case came before the Sadar Dewani Advalat (S. lb A. 
Rejunts, Vfdume V,f, page 110). ' The suit was dismissed. The 
majority of tlu^ Judges appear to have held that the Government had 
in auch^ cases the power. /to miss -'trusiess for 'malversation •’ as ' well 
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liad to any. nomiiiation made by tlie outgoing trustee. 1 iie decision 

was given in September 1836. 

l€i the same year 1836 tlie Board dismissed Sai.yid All. Akl.'ar 
Kliaii wliom they had appointed in 1818. in succession to 
Saiyid Ali Akbar Khan one Saiyid Kerainat Ali was appointed to the 
iimtwailiship by the Governiiieiit of Bengal in January 1837. . 

Saiyid Kermat Ali held the office until 1875. 

Ill the meantime Act XX of 1863 was passed. 'Jdiat Act required 

the Bengal Government (section 3 and setitioii 
e to appo^t Local Oonnnittee« to ^ oxercise 
apply to any sort of religious trust, f,ixe powers conferred on the Board oi: 

Revenue by liegiiiatioii XIX* of .1810, Be., 

inter alia the power of appointing to a vacancy in a trusteeship 
conferred by section XIV of that Regulation. 

Section 22, Act XX of 1863, made it imlawfiil for the Govern- 
ment of Bengal to iio,initate or appoint any trustee, manage]’ or 
superintendent or to be in any weay connected witli any eiidownient 
made for tlie iimintenance of any mosque, temple or ot.lier religioiis 
ostablishiiient. 

In June 1875, the uiutwalli Keramat Ali, having become too old 
for the post the Goverimieiit appointed one Asliraf-iiddin Ahn,iad 
inutwali in liis place. The Committee required by Act XX of B863 

had not yet been eonstituted, and the 6 oveiimieiit appear to have 

assumed that Government continued to have the power of appointing 
a successor, , 

Ashrafuddiii Ahmado coiitiniied to hold the post (and “was 
recognized as nmtwalli by the Committee appointed in July 1875, under 
Act XX oi: 1863) until 20th Aoveiiibcr 1908. Un iffiat ilate ihc 
Govenimeiit appointed his son Saiyid Ali Xawab to be niuiwalli in the 
place of AsiirafiRldiu Ahmad. On the -ith ilecember 1.908, .Vslira.lja.i- 
diii Ahmad made over charge to the new mutwaili. iTm apijointmoni 
has been protested against by the rejiiaiiis ot the Uommhtoo apps.ffitO.'d 
ill 1875. This Committee was origiiiaiiy constituted of live mem’i'uoA',, .-sj- 
these three only apparently survive and the vacancies luive not imon 
filled. 

It will be remembered t.hat the deed executed by Hajce Jluhammad 
Muhsin in 1806 provided for two mutwallis who vvmre CAicIi to .recoivo 
ono-iiinth of the proceeds of the zamindari. Tlie GoveniinentM wdien in 
they replaced the two iiiutwalliB by a single Buperiiitendont, fixed his 
salary at one-ninth of these proceeds. The new miitwalii is, by 
Government order, to receive one-eighteenth, the other OD 0 -eightm?iit,h 
being given to his father the retiring mutwaili as a pension during 
his (the father’s) iifetine.

There reinains tlnj question of the Syedpur Estate. The Govern- 
iiient enquire whether tliey can legally retain tlie management of it. 
claim, the right to do so under section 21 of Act XX of 1863. 
iiu- that section the Board of Keveniie determined in 1875 tliat the 
Imamiiara, Itazar and the property ininiediataly appertaining thereto (of 
which the Mutwalli is the Superintendent) should be made over to the 
Committee a;ppoiiited in 1875 under Act XX of 1863. The Syedpur 
Estate Avas retained iiiider the management of the Board of .Be venue 
under section 21, Act XX of 1863, because a portion of the proceeds 
Avas appropriated to seciiiar uses. 

It will lie reineiiibered that the original deed of 1806 devoted : — 

(1) tlirue-uiutiis of tin-se proceeds to tlic Iniarnljara ; 

(2) two-ninths as salaries to tin? fe>yo Mut walks ; 

(3) four-ninths to maintaining the clerical establishment and to 

the payment of pensions. 

The pensions have iaiised and one of the mutAvalliships lias lapsed, 
owing to GoAA.umineni appointing one mutwalli instead of two. The 
clerical estabiishmtuit appears to luiAm been employed exclusively for 
tiie management of tdie Syedpur Estate. 

This principle has been acted on over since 1818. Tlius for 
practically 9U years live-ninths of the proceeds of the Syeilpur Estate 
have boon at tiio disposal of G-overnmont for secular purposes aud iiaA’e 
actually been expended on education — latterly on educatitui exeiusiA'eiy for 
Miiiiammadans. 

Thrce-niiitiis Is made over to tlie Committee to spend on clio 
imambara. One-nintii is paid to the Mutwalli as stilary and the re- 
mairahu' live-ninths is apju’opriated to secular purposes and had been 
rj'gulnriy so appropriated for some 40 years before tlie Act of 1S{33 
Avas passed,

OPINION. 

The case submitted to us raises questions of considerable difficulty. 
It is to be noted that the endowment was created by a towieiitnaina 
or deed of trust, dated the 20th April 1806. After reciting the 
intention of the settler to settle certain zemindari and othei' properly 
in perpetuity to pious uses, the deed provided that the two inutwaihs 
thereby appointed should, after discharging the public demands, divide 
the income into nine shares, and firstly appropriate three shares to the 
expenses of certain religious observances and of certain repairs, secondly, 
appropriate two shares to their own remuneration, and thirdly appro- 
priate the remaining four shares to the expenses of the establishment 
to be maintained and to the payment of certain pensions. The deed 
further provided that - mutwallis were to exercise their own discretion 
and authority either to continue or discoiiliuuo sucii pensions, nothing 
being said as to what was to bo done with the funds set free by 
such disGontinuaiico, if any : nor was tliere anything said us to whai 
was to be done with the surplus which might become availablo aft to* 
the pensions had lapsed. The deed then proceeded to provhle for 
the appointment of fresh mutwaliis in the event of either mutwalH 
finding himself incompetent to discharge his functions. On the con- 
struction of the deed itself we are inclined to think that the mutwaliis 
had, under the deed, discretion given to them to expend the surnius, 
if any, for purposes similar to the general purposes of the endowimmt-. 
We are further inclined to think that the endowment was intendmi 
to he and was a public endowment. With regard to the mode of 
succession to the office of the Mutwalli, as laid down in tlie deed, 
we aie of opinion that in order to make a valid appointment the 
powei would have to be strictly exercised, and if it ivas not or could 
^ not be so exercised for 'any reason whatsoever, the Kazi or tlie ruling 
power, would be entitled" to make the’ appointment.'

Older tlie iiogiilation and things seem to have gone on smoothly 
mtil about the year 1815, when tdie Board interfered and subse- 

uently in 1818, the Board dismissed botii the mutwailis and 

ppointed one Saiyid Ali Akbar KJian as the sole trustee. In 
lie same year the Government took possession of the zaniiiidary here- 
Eiafter called the Syedpur estate, and has ever since managed it through 
Local Agent, tliat is tlie (JoUector of the district of Jessore. In 
825, there was a suit by one Wasik Ali Khan against the G-ovenimeiit 
iaimiiig tlie Mutwaiiship under a deed of noiiiiiiatioii by liis father who 
ras one of the original Miitwalis. This suit ivas ultimately dismissed 

y the late Sadder Dewanny Adawliit which held that the noniinatioii 
f the plaintiff in that suit as the sole Mutwali had not been estab- 
islied. The Siidder Dewanny Adawliit seems to have beam inclined to 
he Auew that under the deed and on the occurrence of a contingency 
!ot provided for, the power to appoint the trustee was vested in the 
Cazi or Ruling power, and tliat sucli piivrer wliieli was vested in the 
Government as aforesaid liad been delegated by the . Government to the 
loan! of Roveniie under Regulation XIX of 1810. 

, Whether this view was right or wrong it is to be noted that the 
joveriiineiit : assumed to itself the power of dismissal and the power of 
ippoiiifciiient of trustees, as also the power , of management ul; the

It is to be noted that eren prior to this Resolution the Govern- 
ineiit had eoinmenoed to expend considerable sums oi moiiej out oi 
the trhst funds for the purposes of general education, and that since 
the scheme framed by Government of India in l&oo, ti deiiiiitL poitioii 
of the income, viz , ftlis was devoted to general education until 1873^ 

when by a Resolution;'' of tlie Reiigal Govern- 
ment, dated the 29th July 1873, it was decided 
that the said income should be used exclusively for the education of 
Muhammadans. 

Ill 1836, the Board of Revenue dismissed Byed Ali Akbar Khan 
and in 1837, the (xoverament of Bengal appointed Syed Keraniat All 
as the sole Mutwali who held olhco until 1875. 

It is thus clear that between the 3 ’ears 1818 and 1875, the Board 
of Revenue controlled the administration of the endowment in every 
sphere whether it was the appointment and disniissal of tiie 
or the distribution of the income for the various piirpo.ses of the endow- 
ment or the expenditure of jiths of the income at first on general 

and then on Miiliammadan education. 

In the meantime Act XX ol 1863 had been |)assed b}’’ the Govern- 
ment wifJi the object of divesting itself and its oiliccvrs ol the charge 
of religions endowments. By section 7 of tliis Act provision was made 
for the appointment of local committees in cases wliicli bJI under 
section 3 of the Act to exercise the powers wliicli liad been previously 
conferred on the Board of Revenue by the Regulatitm. Bection 22 

of that Act made it unlawful for the Governmenl to iioiniiiatf* or 
appoint any Trustee, Manager, or Superintendent, or to be in aipy way 
connected with any endowment made for the maintenance of any mosque, 
temple or any other religions esta blishment. 

Section 21 of the Act, however, gave power to the Board of 
Revenue before transferring to any trustee, manager nr sinjm'iutimihmt 
or to any committee of management a])pointed under that Act., to 

detormine what portion, if any, of the land or other preperty sbeidd 
remain under the siiperiiitondenoe of the Board for cqqiiieatinn to 
secular uses, and wliat portion should bo transferred to the superin-

Dewaiiy Adavvlut considered that the Regulation XIX of 1810, applied 
to tliis endowment. Moreover, it has been held that all endowments 
which are attected l:)y Regulation. XIX of 1810, fall within the |fu.rview 
of Act XX of 1863 (LL.R. 34. Gal., 637). We are clearly of opinion 

that the Act is applicable to tills eiidowinent. 

We are further of opinion that section 3 of the Act is applicable 

to the iiresent cas(3, and that tlie (lovernnient was bound in pursuance 
()1 tiio said section to iiiaive special provis.ion,s as laid down in sections 
7, 12 and 21 ol ilie Act, that is to say the Local G-oveniment had 
to app(.)int local coimnittees, and the duties of the Board of Revenue 
liad, with certain reservations, iirovidod for by section 21 to be 
transferred to sucli committees so that the}" might in siicli cases be 

said to take the place of the Board. And altlioLigli nothing is said 

specifically as to what the powers of the local committees were to be 
except that they were to take the powers of the Board and local 
ag'ents under the Regulation, we are of opinion that under section 7 
of the Act the committees were entitled to nominate and appoint 

trustees, etc. 

No Committee, however, was appointed in this case until July 

1875. In June 1875, the Mutwalli Keramat All, who had been 

appointed in 1837, iiaving l}ecome too old, the Government appointed 

one Ashrafuddin Ahmad the sole ]\liitwalii in his place. And, as 

already pointed out the Cxovernmeut was entitled to ,do so. under 

sectioi .1 12 of the Act, wliicli continued the powers of the Board until 
the appointinent of local cominittoes- A Committee of five, however, 

was a|;)|>ointed in July 1875, in accordance with, tlie provisions of 

section 7, and the .Board of Revenue determind in the same year 
to :inake over, and' ■ did ' make ■ over, the Imambara,- bazar and 
property immediately appertaining thereto to : the , Committee and 

also determined to make over from time to time : the four-nmtlis of 
the' income of' the Syedpur Estate.' ' It appears that the trust; 
estate consists of the Imaiiiba':ra., bazar,, property immediately,,, apper- 
tainiiig thereto and the incomcB of the Syedpur Estate -which wms to be 

d'co.mod to be divided into nine shanv^. Gi; this Trust estate, the Imam- 

bara. etc., ami the lour-uinths of tb.c income rohated t(.) the religious 
uses and the remaining live^uinths to secular uses. Tlie Board made 

over the control o[ tlie purely religious portion of the trust estate, 
including the control over the cxpeiidituro of tim four-niiiths income to 
l-lie Committee and retained the management of tlie Syodpur Estate 
and the remaining five-nintiis income for secular purpe.ses. This, the 
Board of Revenue wa^s entitled to do. for under section 21 of the Act, 
the Board was entitled to detormiiio in case of an endowment of a 
partly religious and partly secular cliaracter as to what portion of the 
endowed property s.hould be retained by the Board for secular uses 
and %Yhat portion should ba transferred to the Cornmittoe for religious 
uses. 

Tlie Committee appointed in July 1875, as aforesaid recognized 
the a.ppointmeiit of Ashraraddin. Alimad, acquiesced in tlie aetion of 
tJie Government witli regard to the retvuition of management and pos-« 
session of Syedpur Estate and the appropriati m of the five-ninths of ^ the 
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incoinG thereof to educational purposes. Iho Goveiiiinerit lias, tlieicluie. 
managed the Syedpur Estate and utilised tlie fi.v£!-niiitlis iiicoiiie tSitiiec)! 
for edlicational purposes for very many years without any question 
having been raised. We are of opinion that in the events that liave 
happened, the Government' is entitled to do so, and that any action 
taken against the Government to upset the present arrangement “will fail 
on, amongst other grounds, the g’round of limitation although we are 
reluctant to lay much stress on limitation alone : —

Also tlie proposals by Mr, H. Woodrow, then Officiating 
.Director of Public Instruction, under date the 9th August

Also letter No. 2‘12B, dated 28tli November 1871, from the 
Comiuissioner of Dacca, enclosing a inenioriai signed by 
Kiiajeh Abdeol Gunny, C.S.I., and other Maliomedans of 
Dacca, J^praying for the establishment of a Mahoinedaii 
College jit Dacca, and specifying the advantages and 
concessions they specially desire. 

Also the Commissioner of Dacca’s report, No. 102 A, dated IGtli

Mohsin endowment as is assigned for educational piir}K)ses should b< 
spent in giving practical ehect to proposids for iuriliering .Maliomedai 
education throughout the country. In order tliat we miglii' Im:,* ;d.»le t* 
devote the whole proceeds of tlie Mohsin educational cndowmeiH, t( 
Mahomedaii education, the Lieuteiiant-Goveriior asked tlie Governmeir 
of India to make some special grant to enable tlua Government to sei 
free from the general purposes of the Hooglily College Lie Molisir 
funds., and with the proceeds to defray the cost of Mahomedai 
Madrissas at the centres of Mahomedaii population, such as Dacca 
Chittagong, and Rajshalii. 



3. The Government of India have now expressed their general 
approval of the Lieuteiiant-Governor’s viewm and plans ; and they have 
wuth a liberality for which the Government of Bengal is most 
grateful, made for the purpose indicated an addition of Es. 5{),00() 
to the grant for education in Bengal. This additional grant will enable 
the Bengal Government to maintain as a frdl-power colltyge tlio largt? 
and successful general college at Hooglily. His Excellency the Viceroy 
in Council has also approved the appointment of a European officer on 
a salary of not Tess than Rs. 1,000 a month as Principal of the 
Calcutta Madrissa, and possibly as Superintendent of Madrissas in 
Bengal ; ^ and dias expressed a wish that Mahomedaii hladrissas or 
Departments should be grafted on to existing colleges and high schools, 
at the centres of Mahomedaii population in Bengal. 

4. The funds which the Lieutenant-Govornor has at iiis dispusal

The Lieiiteiiaiit-Governor is* satis- 
fied that Mahomedans of Bengal would wish the 
Calcutta Madrissa to be retained whatever other 
Madrissas may be establislied. Excluding scholarships 
tlie grant lor the Calcutta Madrissa and its attendant 
institutions during the year 1873-74 was Rs, B4,50() 
gross, the fees lieing credited to Government, The 
new appointment of a Principal and Siiperinteiideiit of 
Madrissas must considerably increase this charge ; and 
tlie Lieutenant-Governor would, if necessary, assign 
Rs. 35,000 phis its fees, or about Rs. 40,000 in all, 
as the cost of this institution and its dependencies. 
The estabiishnient of moulvies and teachers at the 
Calcutta Madrissa requires revision. The number of 
teachers seems too large, and the salaries of tlie 
junior teachers may be too small. For the 80 or 00 

Arabic students there are seven moulvies besides the 
professor ; while for the 320 boys in the Anglo-Persian 
Department tfiere are 18 teachers besides the professor 
and tlie resident moonshee. The Director of Public 
Instruction will be instructed to submit an early report 
on these establishments.

6- The Lieutenant-Governor proposes that the new Madrissas 
should consist of a boaiRing-house for Mahomedan students, a set of 
rooms for study, and a staff of Maliomedan officers (who should teach 
Arabic and Persian, and other branches not requiring a knowledge of 
English), as well as a master capable of acting as home, tutor for 
English education. One at least of the teachers would have free 
quarters in Idle boarding-house, ,and would have charge of the 
boarders. The Madrissa w-oiild ho attached to, and the boarding-house 
would be near, the college or liigli school, and Mahomedan boys of approv- 
ed merit, who attended school or college , would have, two-thirds of 
their school fees paid for them from the Madrissa funds. 

6. Of all tin' eastern districts, Chittagong and Noaeolly are those 
which have the largest population of Mahomedans of the class which, 
seek educaiion and send students to tlie Calcutta and .Hoogbly 
iMadrissas, Rajshahye is centrically situated in a part of Bengal, 
nearly three-fourths of the inhabitants of which are Maliomodans. 
Tlac'ca, on the oilier hand, is a still more important centre, and has 
also around it a V{n’y large ^lahomedan population and the Commis- 
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ooiiegG Gsfcablislied at Dacca, wlicrcat students niiglit Icdiii Lnglish oi 
Arabic. The memorialists, it is observed, especially say that tiiey do 
not r'bqiiire Bengali or Hindustani to be taiiglit at iliis college, as 
their children learn these languages sufficiently well at lioine. riie 
memorialists lay inucli stress on having a Ituropean geiiileiiian. with 
some knowledge of Persian and Arabic, at the head ol tdie .Dacca 
Madrissa. The Commissioner reported in. IS 71 that a piece ol land 
would be given, for the site of a Madrissa at Dacca, and that i‘Von~ 
tiiaily wealthy Malioinedaiis might probably coimi i‘or\vai-d to niid(,)\v 
such an institution. 


7. If the Maliomedaii gentlemen of Dacca should iurnish tlio 
funds for a separate college of their own, every assistance shall bo 
given to them, and the Mosliiii Madrissa grant will be ainalganiate!! 
with their funds. But putting this question apart, the Lieiiteiiant- 
Governor’s present view^ is, that it wdll be best to estaidisli, in

He would leave details to be 
settled l)y the local Superintendents and the local committees under 
tlie general supervision of the Superintendent of Madrissas. tlis 
view generally is, that we should teach at Madrissas such Persian

With reference to the correspondence resting with your letter 
No. 2()B.G., dated the 27th May 1909, regarding the memorial of the 
21st January 1909, against the appointment of Maulvi Saiyid Ali 
Nawab to be the Mutwalli of tlie Ilooghly Imambara, I am directed to 
state that opinion of counsels has been taken on the questions raised 
by the memorialists, Mr. B. Ohakravarty, Dr. Rash Bihari Ghosh 
and Maulvi Siraj-iil-Islam, who were consulted are unanimously of 
opinion that tlie ri^’lit to appoint to a vacancy in the office of 
mutwalli is vested in tlie Committee and not in Government, that the 
appointment of Maulvi Saiyid Ali Nawab was void ah imtio^ tliat in the 
eye of law Nawabzada Saiyid Aslirafuddin Ahmad is still the mutwalli, 
and that tlie grant of pension to tlie latter was ultra, vires. 

2. His Honour considei’s that this o|union must lie acceiited as 
finally disiiosing of tlio question, wJiich has been raised regarding 
the aiitliority of the Government to appoint a mutwalli. He would 
therefore, inform Nawabzada Saiyid Aslirafuddin Ahmad tliat legally 
lie is still the miitwalii, and tliat Jus resignation, if he desires to 
resign, should be addressed to the Committee, who will take such steps 
as may be necessary for the appointment of a successor. 

3. It is, however, considered that before final oi'ders are issued 
Nawabzada Saiyid Asrafuddin Ahmad should he given an oppcirtuiiity 
of stating the objections (if any) which he -wishes to urge against 
the issue of these orders. 1 am accordingly to nupiest that yviu will 
be so good as to inform him of the action whic-h Government pi-opuscs 
to lake ami to call on him to submit to you any representation he 
may v/isii to makt^ at a very early date. His representation should bi*. 
forwarded by you to Government as soon as it is received.

3. Ilecentiy tlio Cominission(>r of the Presifienoy Division has 

drawn ilu‘- attention of the Board to the difficulties that have, from 
time to time, hooii expe.i’ieiiced in recent years in remitting the 
monrhlv rlue of Rs. 5,000 with, punctuality ; and the Commissioner of 
Burdwan, on his side, has complained of the irregularity in the receipt 
of the remittances.

of bad® seasons. As regards ';.the -large area given out' in patni leases, 
the patnidars seldom pay until compulsory legal proceedings are taken 
against Ahem. The , Commissioner is satisfied that no iinprovenierit in 
the machinery of collections can obviate fairly frequent deiaiilts in 
remittance, and that the obvious remedy consists in an increase of 
the initial balance for which Rs. 10,000 would be a suitalile sum. 
The dloard agree wdth the Commissioner. 

5. C4overnment, in their order of 1879, relating to the adininis- 
iration of the fund, did not prescribe aipy hard-aiid-favst rule alHMit 
the distribution of the surplus profits among the sliarers, mmady 
o])serving that as the Mutw^ali’s interest was a life interest only, a 
distribution at reasonable intervals was desirable. The Hoard fixed 
five years as a reasonable interval, but the tendency of late has bt'en 
in the direction of curtailing this period.

Ili 0 ('Xj)r(3Ssion lafwiz-i-am ” is a technical expression in M’liiiam- 
iiiadtiii Law. and a inntwali of a waqf estate created by way of ^'‘general 
trust. has, according to the authorities, full power to •’appoint 

liis successor either in sickness, or in health (see the note prepared by 
felianis-ul-iiiaiiia .Maulvi iilahoiiied lusuif, Khan Bahadur, annexed hereto 
and marked Appendix A-1.) 

Sliakir Ali Klian died in April 1813 appointing liis son, Bakir Ali 
Khan, JMUtwali, 

it was alleged by one vVasiq Ali Khan that his father, Rajab Ali 
Khan, tile utlicr luutwali, liad in tlie niontii of Magli 1220 appointed him 
Ids Biiceessor by a deed dated the loth Janiiaiy 1814. 

It appmirs tliat tlio Board of Revenue and the Collector of Hooghly 
piir|)orting to act under Regulation XIX of 1810 deputed one Saiyid All 
Aktiar Khan on the 16th November 1815 as Amin and temporaiy 
manager of tlii3 endowed estate, and afterwards made over to his charge 
tlie lands attaclied to tlie eiulowmeiit. 

The estate was apparently again restored to the unit walls on the 
Otli J uly 1816. 

In September 1818 the Board of Revenue again took possession of 
the estate and {.nitrustod its manageinent to Saiyid Ali Akbar Khan. 

This led to litigation, and in tlie result the Sudder Dewany Adawlut

Tn 1858 a (piestion arose as to whether baiyiil Keramat, Aii was 
entitled to pension upon retirement, and i'rom the e,opy ol an exiriict, ol 
the letter, Ko. 329, dated the ITth December 1858, from the Secn^ary 
to the Board of Revenue, Lower Provinces, to tiie ( Jommissiorier ol the 
Burdwau Division, it appears that at that time, the Board considered liiafc 
if Keramat Ali found himself incompetent to discliarge tln^ fiinetions ol Ids 
office, he could not get a pension under the terms of the deed, but was 
to appoint a successor (see Appendix B for copy of this let, ter). 

Saiyid Keramat Ali, as a matter of fact, appointed Saiyid Ashrai-iid- 
diii Ahmad as his successor, and the Government accepted his iioiidna- 
tion in 1875. 

In the meantime Act XX of 18(13 had come into opcvatioii, timi it, 
appears that by a notification purporting to be under that Act. dated !;lie 
29th July 1871 (publislied in the Calmtta GazeW; of tfie 2mi August 
1871, page 1489,, the Government appointed a committee for the Hooghiy 
endowment. 

The committee so appointed had nothing to do with tiie aiipoiiit;- 
ment of Saiyid Ashraf-ud-din Ahmad. 

Besides, the intention of the Goveriinumt as ri'gards the manage- 
ment liy tlic Committee so a])poiiitt?d is clearly exprt-'ssed in ihe Ie 1 tt‘r 
of the Government o(; Bengal, Revenue Department, Land Bevenue.

The Govenrmeiit, however, in Sc’ptember 1818, took posseBsion of 
tim endow'od estate, and appointed one Saiyid Ali Akbar manager. 
As has ali’f'ady been pointed out, there is some doubt about the 
character in wliicli. lie managed the endowed, estates. Ali Akbar 
Kiiau was rmnoved by the Government in 1836, and Saiyid .Keramat 
Ah was appointed by the Uoveniment in ,[837. From the lottar 
No. 329, dafei'd the ITtli Deeeinljer 1858, above cited, it is qiiite clear 
tliat the lloanr then considered that; Keramat Ali could appoint Ms* 
siiccesaor if lie found - himself ■ iinabie to discharge Ms function. • 
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find tliat. thereafter Keraiiiat Ali exercised this light, with tiie 

approval of the Government and witlioat any interference fiotii the 
committee appointed in 1871 under Act XX of 1863. 

The Government having already confirmed the nomination ot .hli 
Xawab by his father Saiyid Ashraf-ud-din Ahmad, the (luestiou. arises 
as to how far the committee can claim the right to supersede the 
Government, that is to say, what locus standi the committee has in 

this matter. 

From 1871 to 1900 the committee never claimed any such right. 

In 1900 the committee for the first time raised the point Inifc 

unsuccessfully. If the committee has, however, the riglit in law, it 
cannot be said that they are debarred from raising the same questioii 
now. 

The committee was formed under the provisions of section 7 of 
Act XX of 1863. 

(See Appendix D annexed hereto for the words of the section.) 

It ■ is, therefore, necessary to see what powers were exerciseable by 
the Board and local agents under llegulation XIX, and consider fclie 
exception made by section 21 of Act XX of 1863, and what the terms 
of the appointment were. 

The terms of appointment of the Hoogiify Imambara Comiititlee 
are; — ‘‘The Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to appoint the umhw-. 
mentioned gentlemen to be the members of Committee of Tnisioos 
to that portion of the proceeds of the Syedpur estala* whicli lias Iumui 
appropriated to religious uses (see Calcutta Gazette dated the 2iid 
August 1871, page 1489). 


Looking' at section 21 of Act XX of 1863, it is clear that 'he. 
Government treated the case of this particular endowiiumt as om* in 
which land or otlier property had been granted for fine sup]tnrt of 
an establishment partly of a religious and partly of a secmlar cliarac- 



ter, or as one in whicb the endowment made for the support of an 
establishment was appropriated partly to religious and partly to

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Section 7, however, of Act XX of 1863 is only applicable to 
cases described in section 3 of that Act (see Appendix F annexed 
hereto for the words of the section). 

l!ie question is not merely as to whether this particular Imam- 
bara came under the provisions of Regulation XIX of 1810, but 
further as to whether at the time Act XX of 1863 was passed, the 
nomination of the trustee, manager or superintendent of the Imam- 
luira had vt'Sted in, or might be exercised by, the Government or any 
public officer, or in respect of which the nomination was subject tc 
the confirmation of the Government, or any public officer. 

It cannot be said that in this case the rigid of nomination had 
vested in tlie Government, at the time of the passing of the Act. 

The Government liad taken possession of the endowed properties, 
and Keramat Ali was appointed by them mutwali (leaving aside the 
case of 8yed Ali Akbar Khan, it being doubtful in what capacity he 
bad acted for reasons above given) apparently as qiiazi, namely, as 
the authority then administering the Muhammadan Law. 

The qiiazi has undoubtedly authority to appoint a mutwali in the 
case of corruption. The former mutwalis were removed on that ground, 
and also Laiyid Ali Akl)ar Khan. AAT can, therefore, proceed upon the 
basis that Saiyid Keramat Ali was duly appointed mutwali by the 

qiiazi, namely, the then authority. 

The question, tlierefore, to be next considered is whether having 
apiiointed Keramat Ali, tiie Government still had power lo appoint 
Ids successor, or did Keramat Ali become clothed with the right to 
appoint his own successor, upon his appointment. 

Tlie clear intention of the settlor was to give a mutwali the 
right to appoint liis successor. The power was not limited to the 
two mutwalis a|»i oiiitcd "by him. It is to be noted that the 

ex|iression used by him is in the singular. Under the Muhammadan 
Law " it is necessary to Icliow and observe the intention of the 

waqif, for it is said that the intention of the waqif is like the 
coiiiinaiul of t'ue law-giver, or the prophet, that is, in the necessary 
performance for a duty.”

It lias already been pointed out that the Board of Revenue did 

not transfer the Syedpiir Trust Estate except the Inianibara, tlie 
and gardens at Hooghly, etc., to the committee under section 12 of 
Act ix of 1863, and it is impossible to say that oven If the 

Government had the right to nominate, or to control the power d 

nomination, such right was transferred to the committee appointed in 

1871, having regard to the very carefully worded order of appointment 
above quoted. 


The word qiiazi has bee.u interpreted in tlie above as the authority 
administering the Muhamniadaii Law, but the usually accepted interpreta- 
tion is, that it means a '‘judge” which is the correct interpretation. In 
that view the executive Government usurped functions which it did not 
possess, and that therefore no legal powers have vested in it, so i'ar as the 
nomination of a miitwali was coueerned, nor miglit it legally exercise 


the right to nominate, or control the nomination, and therefore tlie 
Board of Revenue or the committee could not liave any sucli powers. 


The Board of Revenue clearly divided the endowment into two parts, 
namely, one for secular, and the other for religious purposes. It is 
a very difficult question as to whether this was a hiwfiil division 
having regard to the terms of the original deed, by whicli " tlie whole 
of the property” was dedicated “ purely for the sake of God.” No 
doubt the mntwalis were directed to divide the income aftei' payment 
of Government revenue, into nine shares, three of whicli were t.o bc^ 
devoted for specified imligious festivals and observances and the repairs 
of the Imambara, two parts for their own maintenance, and the 


remaining four for the establishment and payment of pensions i.<i certain 
persons named in a list. It is difficult to say from the dei.Ml that any 
portion of it could be justly separated for aeciilar^^^^^^p The

We liave had the advantage of reading the opinion of eminent 
advocates who have taken an opposite view, but it seems to us that 
the facts were not fully placed Imfore tliem. 

At any rate vie do not see any reason for altering our view of 
tlie matter. 

We are of opinion — 

idiat Saiyid Ashraf-ud-din Ahmad properly appointed his son, 
Saiyid Ali Nawab, wdio, it is stated, was trained for the mutwalisliip 
for some ,years and whose nomination was notilied to the Government 
of lleiigal on the 9th December 1906, and the said Government in 
1908 Gonlinned tlie said nomination and appointment. Having regard to 
ali tiiese facts we think: that tlie objecting part 3 ?' should be left to 
pursue t-heir remedies, if any, in a properly constituted law court. 

It may lie noted that the second cornmittoe, wdiicli was appointed 
on the 2ord July 1875, did not raise any such questions as are now 
being raised.

Of tlie questions tliat have been put to me, the most importaiit is 
the one relating to the appointment of SaiyecI All Nawab as a successor oi. 
Khan Bahadur Ashraf-ud-diii Ahmad to the offlce of the niutwali of 
the Hooghly Imambara. Upon that qiiestioii my opinion is tliat upon 
the admitted facts of the case Saiyid Ali Nawab is tiie present 
mutwalli in fact and in law. He is so in tact because lie was iiomitmted 
by his father and his appointment has been sanctioned liy (:b.)verii-« 
ment. He As so in law because the essence of what is necessary fur a 
valid appointment as a Mutwall is the nomination by tiie Mu i wail 
for the time being. What is not essential is tlie absence of Ills 
appointment by the committee appointed under Act XX of 1863, but 
this is not a defect vitiating the essence of the appoiiiiiueiit, and the 
defect, if any, is more than made up by the sauctioii of the Ijocal 
G-overiiment. My reasons lor so thinking are as follows. 


2. Notwiclistaiiding the Regulations and the Act the law wliicij 
governs this and other questions relating to the wac|f of the Iloogliiy 
Imambara is the Muhammadan Law wdiicli lias not been ailected, by 
the legislation contained in those enactments in any way. Those 
enactments expressly and impliedly provide that tlie Miiiljariiiuadau 
Law should be the governing law on all questioiis iiot itroviilecl for 
by the legislation. 1 shall show presently that in tlie noniiiiaticui of 
the successor of a Mutwali, the Muhammadan Law is expressly 
preserved, and It would be surprising if it were not so, because tlie 
object of the legislation was to improve the managemerit ot eiKioW'- 
m.ents instead of the seqhestration thereof and instead of the creation 
of iievr endowments. The sole object of legislation was riie improve- 


ments of the inaiiageniont, and tins 'was intemhuL to !)e u.oiK‘ by 
checking corruptions w-liilst preserving tlie agency of .managenu-nt, 
contemplated by the grantor and laid dawn by him In W’riii ug 
oi interfering with the maiiageinent. The preamble of ]iega.iaiioii Hi 
of 1810 says there are grounds tliat the produce, if ai)pr'usiriated,, is 
‘'appropriated contrary to the intentions of the di}noiw", OTse iluiy 
of G-ovormnent is to restore -‘the real intent and will of Mio 
grantor”. Section o says mca.siires are “ u. cessary to iiissini tlie du;' 
appro])riatlou to the purpose lor wdiich tlic}-'' were do.- lined by ilvr 
individuals by whom the endowmcnis wore made”. Scciicm 1/?

2. In reply, I am to state that the Member in charge has cor- 
rectl}^ understood the intentions of Government. The orders appointing 
tlie committee of management were pn.rj)osely so worded as to show 
that it was not meant to transfer to the Committee the charge of the 
Syedpnr estate, but only to make over to them that portion of the 
proceeds of the endowment which is approi^riated to religions uses. 


3. With regard to tlie kharij towliat estates, I am to remark that 
in the orders of 1838, it was not absolutely declared that the Mntwali 
of the Iinambara should be an independent inalgiizar, bnt only that 
the then Mutwaii should, so far as the control of the local agents 
was concerned, be as an independent malgiizar. The Lieutenant- 
Governor agrees with tlie Member in charge in thinking that these 
orders would not necessarily extend to the iiresent Mutwaii, but that 
under the circumstances of the case it is needless to press the question 
oi' (he tilde which Govern meiiL might possibly lie able to establish in 
these laiuls-

It appears that tln> Uovc'rnment momimui Haiyid AH Akbar Klmn 
\Yas removed by (.iovernment for misopplieation of i.rost funds in i.he year 
18HG. The (xovernment appointed, as his successiaa Baiyid Kt-rainm .Aii,, 
who assumed charge- of olHce in 1837, one Z.iHnUiidin Hussain Kimn 
acting betw'een the })eriod vvhc-n AH Akbar wuis dismisse'd ami .Koramai. 
All took over charge. In 1858 Saiyid Keramat AH applied for a pension 
on ■which the Board of Revenue passed an order from whicli t.he follow- 
ing’ quotation is pertinent* — ‘‘AA'heii lie,” meaning Baiyid Keraina'i- Aii. 
“ finds himself incompetent to discharge fclic functions of the office whicln 
it does not appear th.o pi-esent apjiHcant is, he is lo afG^oint a successur.” 

. Saiyid Keramat Aii nominated Saiyid As.h.raf-ud~d{-ii A].tinail, as Ida 
TOccessor, and tiie G-overnmeiit acoepte.d the iiormination, and AsliraKud-din 
Ahimid was ap.iointed Alutwalli in .1875. 
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In 1908 Saiyid Ashraf-iid-din Alimai nominated his son as his 
siiccc3SSor in the office of: the Mutwalii and the nomination was confirmed 
by tlie Government of Jlengal in November 1908. 

The Governineiit has since, on the representation of certain members 
of the Shia conirnunity, taken advice, and in a conimiiiiication to the 
Commissioner of the Biirdwaii Division, dated the 24tii August 1909, 
copy whereof has been £orwai\led to the former Miitwalii, the Government 
position is stated as follows: — “That opinion of Counsel has been taken 
on the questions raised by the memorialists. Mr. B. Chakravarti, Dr. Rash 
Behai-y Gliosli, and Maiilvi Siraj-ul-Isiam, who were consulted are 
iinaniiiiousiy of opinion that the right to appoint to vacancy in the office 
of Mutwalii is vested in the Committee and not in Government ; that 
the appoiiitnient of Saiyid Ali Nawab was void ah initio then in the eye of 
law. Nawabzada Saiyid Ashraf-ud-diii Ahmad is still Mutwalii, and that 
the grant of pension to the latter was ultra viresi’ 

Let us examine the position and status of tiie Mutwalii of the 
Ilooghiy Iniainbara. Eegulation XIX of 1810, is the first enactment 
dealing with the question of the maintenance of mosques, temples, etc. 
The preamble to the Regulation recites— “ And whereas it is an important 
duty of every Governineiit to proviie that all siicli endowments be 
ap]:)lied aecordiiig to the real intent and will of the grantor.” Section II 
of tlio regulation vesis the general superintendence in the Board of 
Meveniie and Board of Commissioners. 


Section YIII iirovides for the ap|)ointment of local agents of the 
Board and section IX firovides that tlie Collector of the district shall be 
cx~()jjicio local agent. Section XI enacts that t;lie agents are to ascertain 
the names of the present trustees, manager, etc. 

Spclioii XII lays down tlie iiietliol of selection and appointment of 
siiccesHor, 

The local agents are to report to the superior Boards alB vacancies 
and {‘asiialties to enable the Boards to judge of the pretensions Of the 
claimants ansi eHp(H;i;i]ly the agents are to reporin vvhether the succession

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’pu'fliie office]*, or 'O right appertains to Geveriiment, in consequence 
BO iiri^'ate jier.son l>eing coiiineient and entitled to make siifiicieiit provi- 
sion, it will 1)0 tlie fnrtlier duty of the local agents to pwopose for the 
approval and confirmation of tlur superior Board a fit and proper person 
for tile charge of the trustee- or manager, or superintendent. 

Section XTV lays down that on rrmeipt sif fclie I'cport or informa- 
tion the Board rd Revenue oi’ Board of CommisRioners will either appoint 
the j)i.n*son or persoms nominated foi* their approval, or will make such 
provision as they think fit. 

It should be liorne in mind that this Eeg-ulatioh -was passed m 
1810, and the Mohsin Endowment was created by deed in 1806. 
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Section XIII ol tlie Regulation leaves no doubt as to wlien the 

'local agents are to nominate a trustee. Let us S(3e il i4ie Iniainluiia 

mutwalJiship falls under any of the category provided in the section. 
The cmly occasion when Government directly appointed was aftiw the 
death of Rajah Ali, his co-trustee Shakir Ali had appointed his own 
son, Baquir Ali and this apiiointnient was recognised by (doveriiiiitviit. 
Then Rajah Ali and Baquir Ali were removed for misconduct. Wasik 
Ali, son of Rajab Ali, produced a testamentary deed of iKmiimitdon 
which was found to be a forgery. Akbar Ali Khan was apf.rsint.ed liy 

Government in 1818 and removed in 1836 for niisctu'itliict. iiis sneci's-- 

sor, Keramat Ali was appointed by Government. Keramat Ali nomiiiated 
his successor, Ashraf-ud-din Ahmad in 1875, and the appoiniiiunit was 
confirmed by Government. A slrraf uddin again nominated liis son in J!)08. 
and this nomination was also confirmed hy Government. 

A question arose in 1902 as to whether the then Mutwalli Ashraf- 
ucldin Ahmad should pay rent for the quarters occiijiied by liim. Tlu> 
Government of Bengal addressed a communication to the (Join!iiissi{:nier 
of rdie Bnrdawan Division, No. 189-T.R., Keveiiiie Departmumt. ami 
dated 25th April 1902, in which the foliowiug occurs : — IJmier t.he. 
circumstances, and having regard also to the fact that the late imitwalli 
who nominated the present mutwalli as his successor dedicated to tlie' 
Imaiiibara the house adjacent to it ^ rdie 

Lieutenant Governor considers it inexpendient to require the mutwalli 
to pay any rent.” 

There are, moreover, documents in the Commissioner A oifice, Burdwan 
(letters from Keramat Ali to , the Collector) to establish tiie fact, tiiat 
Ashraf-ud-din Ahmad was nominated, by the retiring Mutwalli in 1875. 
Now we come to the consideration of Act XX of 1S63. 

Section VII lays down.' that,, local conmiit tees are to, take fclio place 
and to, exercise the powers of , the Board of Revenue ai,id tlie local 
agents uiider the Regulations : repealed by the. Act. 

, \¥0 , have shown that the fiomiiiation or appointment ol ihe Muiwaili 

,to the TiiiambaTn^ not lie, iinder the -ite w^ith i.ho Board or 

the Committee, and this . view lias all along been held by Oovornmtmt. 
But in the case of the Hooghly Imaiiibara a right on the jiarfc of tlie 
Committee to supersede GovernmoLit in the confirmation of tlu' iiiut’wali 
■ nomination was never asserted or recognized, tliougii the Hrsi. aud 
second committees wore apuoinpMi in 1871 a.nd agaiij in. 1875 !-v

Under Act X.X of 1863, a no'tificatiou vras pul)lisiie(i b'v itn*. 
Government of Bengal, dated the 291 li July 1871, iu t.lu'^ ib^ue G.* Uie 
GalmUa Gazette of the 2nd August 1S71, page 1846, appoiruing a, 
Committee for Hooghly. In 1875, when Ashraf-ud-diu Ahmad wa.- 
appo.inied, this Committee did not confirm the iiomi.mH- that Geivern- 
ment made as idio quazi. 

In UOJ, vhen lules were [)eing’ framed by iIlo h5)m]mttce, it was 
the Govcniinent ivbich approved the nilos nft(.*r eonsultina’ tim 
Mutwalli. The Goiumissiuner of the Burdwan Dlvisiun submit-unl a 
stafement to the Goveruiumit of Bengal, No, 47li G., dnUnl the HOtfs 
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September 1900, in paragraph 10 of which occurs the following 
passage : — 

“In the case, however, of the Hooghiy Imambara a right-on the 
part of the Coiiimitteo to supBrsede Government in the confirmation 
of tho Mutwalli nomination has never been asserted, niiidi less 
exercised ; it lias always been the practice of the Mutwalli to nominate 
Iris successor subject to Governnient coiifirmation, and I do not 
suppose a,ny deviation from previous practice vvould be allowed. The 
deed of the founder may be taken to support the practice wliatsver 
interpretation may be pit upon the law. Under the deed there 
were to lie two Miitwallis, each of whom, was to appoint his successor. 
Government at a very early period ejected both, and assumed the 
position of MutvaUi iteself. The Mutwalli in charge has always since 
been merely a deputy of Government. The case does not, therefore, 
seem one in which any function under section 14 of the regulation 

has descenied to the Gominittee. Tiiere is a perinanent Superinten- 
dent in irhe sliape of Government, and as to its deputy, the Committee 
has no concern.” 

The present Mutwalli. Ali Nawab, was nominated by Ashraf-ud-diii 
Ahinacl, who submitted his nomiiialion to the. Government of Sir 
.Andrew' Fraser, and such nomination was confirmed by Government. 

We are iiriefiiig herewith"'' the case that was submitted by 
Govai'rnment for counsel’s opinion. The case omits to state that the 
previous Mutwalli was nominated in 1875, or that the present 

Mvitwaili, Ali .N’awab, was also nominated. The whole foundation 

rests upon the deed executed by Hajee, Mohammad Mohsin, and it is 
submitted that the executive Government, , much loss a Committee, 
cannot act in contravention of , its provisions.
